SCHEDULED PUBLIC HEARINGS 


A. Consideration of an Amendment to Part 2, Chapter 292, of the 
Code of Ordinances for the Purpose of Reaffirming and Readopt- 
ing a Retirees Suspension of his/her Pension if Rehired by the City 


Lloyd Teets of 116 E. Elm St. said he does not see the need to 
readopt or reaffirm an ordinance that already exists in the Code. 
This is a waste of time. He is not opposed to pensioners being 
rehired by the City, but, he believes their retirement should be 
frozen at the amount they accepted according to the Early 
Reduction in Force Plan. 


Howard Jones of 426 W. Barnes Avenue urged Council to delay 
adoption of this amendment until the recently filed Court case on 
the Early Retirement Program has been settled. He asked 
President Canady to stop obstructing justice insofar as the duties 
of the Ethics Board is concerned. 


Harold Leeman of 529 N. Francis asked if action would be taken to 
adopt this amendment tonight. He asked Council to look closely at 
this and make sure they understand just exactly what the 
amendment means. The State Journal has reported that the new 
Mayor will rehire pensioners on a contract basis. He urged Council 
to use caution in the-adoption of this Ordinance. Anyone has the 
right to run for Councilmember, Mayor, or City Clerk.

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B. Consideration of an Amendment to Part 10, Chapter 1063, 


Section 1063.03 & 1063.06 of the Code of Ordinances for the — 


Purpose of providing for On-Site Collection of Recyclable 
Materials by Owners of Multi-family Dwellings Containing 5 units or 
More and Storing of the Materials 


William Hubbell of 1003 W. Cavanaugh said that apartment 
complexes are supposed to have this plan in effect as of January 
20, 1993. It will cost him approximately $24.00 per month. He is 
concerned that there is no plan to educate the landlords or tenants 
in the implementation/ operation of such a program and they do not 
know how a program such as this operates. 


Robert L. Treazie, Jr. of 834 Fred St., Pennwood East Apartments, 
said that, as apartment dwellers, he and his wife are not considered 
by the City of Lansing to be residents. Why did this take so long to 
become effective for renters? Renters do not have a problem 
paying the $4.55 per month that constitutes the $55.00 annual 
recycling fee to allow them to participate in the program at the 
same level as single family homes. Please make this program 
available to renters. 


David Stewart of Hamco Management said he manages several 
apartment buildings in the Lansing Area. Apartment complexes 
were not given the same options and funding that single family 
units were given. The complexes have no place to put these 
dumpsters. Aimost ail of the money from the Department of Natural 
Resources grant was spent on the program for single family 
dwellings. The only way to make this type of program work is to 
work together, but this is not a “work together” program. 


Helen LeBlanc of 2021 Cumberland wants apartment dwellers 
offered a method of recycling that is at least as convenient as the 
one for single family homes. Do not make them take their trash to 
Granger, it is not convenient and they will not do it. It will cost 
everyone more in the long run to ignore recycling. Recycling saves 
money and the earth's resources. 


David Dempsey of 122 S. Grand spoke in support of the 
amendment. He commended the City for its’ efforts on single family 
recycling. 60% of Lansing residents are recycling. Without this 
amendment the City will not be able to make a contribution towards 
solving the State’s solid waste crisis situation. Without passage of 
this amendment, use by apartment dwellers will keep the city’s use 
very low and endanger the rest of the program. The intent of the 
State on this program was to assist in setting up on-site collection 
at apartment complexes. 


Mary Lea Benson of 900 Long Blvd. #482 said she gota letter from 
Oxford Management Company saying that they had signed a 
contract with Granger requiring that their residents make a 20 mile 
trip to Granger's landfill to drop off their recyclable materials. This is 
a long trip if you cannot afford it. She favors the on-site proposal. 


Forrest Babcock of 3724 Wilson owner of an apartment complex, 
asked the City to allow landlords to pay the $55.00 per unit annual 
recycling fee and take advantage of the City’s recycling program. 
He asked who will enforce the ordinance and how they will do it? 
Council, he said, cannot make him responsible for his tenants 
actions. He warned that he will be forced to evict tenants because 
of this ordinance. He has begun amending his leases to inform 
tenants that they will be subject to fines, fees, and jail time as 
determined by the City of Lansing. 
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David McCardel of 2801 Bryon Circle, owner/manager of an 
apartment dwelling in Lansing said the City is discriminating 
against apartment owners and managers. City drivers are picking 
through the green recycling containers of single family units to sort 
material, he has seen them do it. They will not give any 
consideration to apartment managers. This whole ordinance is 
DNR driven. They gave the grant to the City, and the City may have 
to give it back if they do not correctly implement this program. 


Del Maynard of 2017 Culver said he used to be a landiord in this 
city, but he sold his property because the City makes him 
responsible for his tenants actions. Why has the City made this 
issue SO complicated? Charge the $55.00 fee to every resident and 


give everyone green containers. Single family residents are nelog 


cheated if they do not do this. 


Theresa Barker resident of Okemos, employee of Oxford 
Management Co., said they own about 1,000 units in Lansing. She 
asked why the residents of apartment complexes are not given the 
same choice as single family homes. This ordinance limits 
landlords options too much. The cost of the program will have to be 
passed on to the tenants and there are too many issues that are not 
addressed by the ordinance. 


Sue Eby of 801 Durand a member of Citizens for Public Recycling 
spoke in support of the amendment. She knows one precinct in the 
City that is almost 80% apartment dwellers and they support the 
ballot language for mandatory recycling. She is happy with the 
$55.00 fee and with the service it pays for. Granger, she said, is 
offering this service to apartment owners for about $38.00 per 
resident. It is a good offer. This ordinance will give owners an edge 
to use when dealing with their tenants. 


Douglas Fairbanks of 107 May St. said the City's recycling program 
is a good one. 


Frank Curtis of 1137 W. Allegan said Council is making too many 


demands on people. Why doesn’t the City provide this service for _ 


everyone? It is a shame the way Council is running the 
government. The City will recycle Council if they don’t watch it. 


Clyde Smith of 2244 Tecumseh River Drive said there are a lot of 
bumps in this program. They are way behind on this and the bumps 
will have to be smoothed out down the road. This is nothing more 
than a training program for teaching future generations how to 
recycle. It may be costly, but the training alone will be worth while. 


Howard Jones of 426 W. Barnes Ave., member of the Lansing 
Advisory Committee on Family Recycling and a member of the 
Committee that designed the curbside recycling program for the 
City, asked Council to adopt this amendment as it is written. After 
they get this program operating efficiently they can move into the 
re-processing stage of recycling. Once they begin to re-process 
aluminum, glass and paper they can start to provide jobs for the 
city. This is a wonderful opportunity. Please approve and support 
their recommendation. 


Lloyd Teets of 116 E. Elm said he supports this amendment. The 
DNR did not cram this down the throats of the City. It was a group of 
Lansing residents who passed this and forced it on the City. 
Council, he said, did not follow the will of the people on this. He 
asked how the City would enforce the ordinance? How will they 
know who is putting glass in with paper and who is not rinsing out 
their cans? He would not have voted for the ballot proposal on 
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recycling if he had known how it would end up. 


John McCabe, Project Director for the Clean Michigan Communi- 
ties Program for the Lansing area said the City was given a 2.3 
million dollar grant by the State to develop and implement a 
mandatory curbside recycling and composting program to serve 
as a model for the rest of the State. The key to being a model is to 
get the most participation of the residents. Because of this the DNR 
required mandatory recycling for single family residences. 
Recycling for apartment dwellings must be made as convenient as 
solid waste services. The City must make it as easy to recycle as it 
is to dispose of solid waste. This is to give tenants the opportunity to 
recycle and put the onus on them for doing so. The Ordinance 
accomplishes this. 


Brent Granger of Granger Company said they have two local drop 
off centers anda recycling center. They are an important part of the 
recycling service that is offered by the City. The DNR approved the 
ordinance drafted by the City and he objects to them telling the City 
that they will lose grant money if they do not force owners to have 
on site pickup. Other communities have been allowed to tailor their 
programs to the needs of the community, why not Lansing. The 
DNR is using strong arm tactics on this. The same options should 
be offered to both single and multi-family dwellings. 


Virgil Bernero, Ingham County Commissioner in South Lansing 
congratulated Council on the residential recycling program. It is 
something to be proud of. We are leading the State in this area. 
Everyone can be proud of this program. Now we have to move 
forward and offer on-site pickup to apartment dwellers. Anything 
less is unfair. He urged Council notto make it too difficult for people 
to do the right thing. They will not drive across town to a collection 
center. Apartment dwellers deserve the same program as single 
family dwellings. 


Ellen Moore of 1620 Osband suggested that apartment owners 
and the City sit down and discuss this more fully to work out a 
system that will better serve everyone involved. 


Vern Letts of 730 Community said the City can make a lot of money 
from recycling. These materials are valuable. 


Betty Kost of 1425 Mcintyre Court said that Council did not push for 
recycling in the first place. She received a letter from Council 
opposing the ballot proposal. 


Harold Leeman of 529 N. Francis commended Marshall Klaus for 
doing a remarkable job given the resources he has had to work 
with. He should be backed up with a little more staff. He remarked 
that Councilmembers Belen and Schmidt are not “into” recycling, 
but cautioned them to remember when they drive by the big land fill 
on I-96 that we are not putting as much in there anymore and we 
are not polluting as much as we used to do. Let's get on with this 
and give Mr. Klaus your support. Do not make people drive out to 
Granger. 


Keith Besters of 1213 Victoria Drive spoke in support of this 
ordinance, but he said, the City did not meet its’ goal to reduce solid 
waste by 50% because they did not offer the program to apartment 
dwellers. They must get past this impasse to achieve the 50% goal. 
They have to provide on-site recycling for residents of apartments. 
They are not going to drive 20 miles to drop off their materials. 
Focus on the goal that the City originally set for itself. 
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Councilmember Schmidt asked Marshall Klaus to explain more 
about the pickup of Christmas Trees for apartment dwellings. If 
people in apartment complexes put out trees, will they be picked 
up? Mr. Klaus replied that if a resident does not pay the $55.00 fee 
then they are not entitled to this service. Even those single family 
residents who have elected to take the deduction for the 
composting fee are not eligible because this is part of the yard 
waste program. Only people who have paid the full $55.00 
recycling/composting fee are eligible to participate in the 
Christmas Tree pickup.

Mr. White, Chief Electrical Inspector for the 
City of Lansing said this is a routine update that comes about every 
three years to keep abreast of the National Electric Code. Copies of 
the Code are available in the Building Department. 


Councilmember Belen requested that a short form be developed 
that lists just the changes. 


Lloyd Teets of 116 E. Elm St. said that this community has a real 
problem with affordable housing. It is aggravated by the continuous 
updating of these codes every three years. There is no education 
about the amendment offered. He wants people to know that the 
Council has not read these changes, nor do they understand them, 
but they are going to pass them.

MAYOR'S COMMENTS 


Mayor Crawford thanked everyone who sent him cards and well 
wishes. He predicted the coming year to be a long and difficult one. 
However, he looks forward to working through the problems with 
his colleagues and everyone in City Hall. He announced that the 
Cadillac provided for the use of the Mayor will be going up for sale. 
He will not be driving a city car. He has looked into the prospect of 
eliminating the city car provided to the Clerk, and both candidates 
for the City Clerk position have assured him that they are both 
willing to forego the use of a city vehicle. He plans to eliminate all 
city Cars. 


COUNCILMEMBER’S COMMENTS 


Councilmember Schmidt welcomed Mayor Crawford and thanked 
him for his announcements. She wished him well for the upcoming 
new year. Happy New Year to everyone in the audience. 


Councilmember Beal agreed that the year ahead will be a difficult 
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one. She stated her concern about the retention of outside legal 
counsel to represent the City in the early retirement law suit. She is 
concerned that City government operates according to the City 
Charter to insure that a system of checks and balances is in place. 
She feels this system of checks and balances has been ignored 
somewhat in the past. She said the Law Department retained 
outside legal counsel without the approval of City Council. This is in 
violation of 4.304 of the City Charter which specifies that outside 
legal counsel may not be retained without prior approval of 
Council. This requires that Council first request a written opinion 
from the City Attorney. Her concern is that this procedure was not 
followed as prescribed by Charter, it was done in reverse and funds 
have not been appropriated. She asked Councilmember 
Benavides if the City Attorney’s Office has the funds to pay for this 
representation. Councilmember Benavides responded that he has 
no information as to the City Attorney's Office balance in this 
particular account. The City Attorney, he said, was named in this 
law suit. He has to appoint outside legal representation from the list 
of attorneys previously approved by Council resolution. Council- 
member Beal said this issue had better be taken up at the first 
opportunity. 


Councilmember Belen objected to Councilmember Beal’s 
remarks. She (Beal) did not object when outside legal counsel was 
selected to represent the city in their lawsuit against the adult 
entertainment bookstore. Outside attorneys who specialize in 
certain types of practice are routinely selected to represent the city 
in specialized suits. She wished good luck to Mayor Crawford and 
pledged her support to him. 


Council Vice-President Brockwell thanked everyone for electing 
him. He pledged his support to Mayor Crawford and asked him to 
look into a complaint about Mt. Hope and Evergreen Cemetery 
gates being left unlocked at night. Perhaps on duty Police patrols 
could check them as they drive by. 


Councilmember Ford congratulated Council President Canady, 
Council Vice President Brockwell; and Mayor Crawford. He 
apologized for arriving late. He had to meet his son's plane and it 
was late arriving. He told Councilmember Beal that the City 
Attorney gave them alist of outside legal representatives for 
approval for just such a situation. Without pre-approved outside 
legal representation they would not have had legal representation 
available to them in this lawsuit. The City must not get caught 
without proper legal representation. He commended Mayor 
Crawford for his decision about the Cadillac and approved his plan 
to meet with Doctor Halik of the School District. He asked that 
Mayor Crawford approach the School District about possibly using 
their middle school facilities for activities that the City is hosting at 
Kingsley Community Center. The participation in these programs 
has outgrown Kingsley’s ability to accommodate them. If they 
could get approval to use Dwight Rich, Otto, or Pattengill Middle 
School facilities it would be a big help to the City. 


Council President Canady reported that there was a special 


meeting called for December 29, 1992 to go into executive session 


regarding this situation. There was not a quorum available, that is 
why they have pre-approved lists of legal representation available. 
There was no violation of the City Charter and nothing unethical 
occurred in this situation. 


CITIZEN'S COMMENTS 
Gerald Graves of 1623 S. Genesee Drive, former Mayor of the City 


> 
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of Lansing said that some weeks ago he informed Council about a 
situation with an elected official that was in default to the City and 
therefore, not entitled to a retirement bonus. Since he reported this 
situation, this individual has paid his property taxes and itis too late 
for Council to do anything about it. He wants to know why this 
individual ordered a City Identification badge and wallet and 
charged it to a city account last month. Rumors are going around 
about a Councilmember taking a trip to Chicago or Detroit in a 
limousine paid for by the City, and one about income tax receipts 
being left out in the open for a week. What is going on? City 
Attorney Knot responded to his questions regarding the default of 
City Clerk James D. Blair. He investigated Mr. Graves complaint 
and found that Mr. Blair as well as Mr. Ferguson were indeed in 
default to the City. He informed these individuals that according to 
State statute the City could not enter into a contract situation with 
someone in default to it. He informed Mr. Blair that he would not 
receive any pension benefits until such time as his property taxes 
were brought up to date. Mr. Blair subsequently paid his past due 
property taxes. He also informed Mr. Ferguson that the City could 
not enact the Civic Center deal until such time as Mr. Ferguson's 
property taxes have been paid. He offered to send Mr. Graves a 
copy of his written opinion. Councilmember Ford assured Mr. 
Graves that he would ask the Finance Department to send him a 
copy of the actuarial report if possible. If this is not possible, he will 
ask to be notified so that he can work out something else. 


William Bernstein of 420 Baker St. said that the City takes money 
from the poor and gives it in the form of retirement benefits to their 
comrades in the early retirement program. He complained about 
his friends being denied their right to speak at meetings and being 
yanked out of council chambers. 


Shirley Murray of 1740 Bradley, President of the South Central 
Neighborhood Organization inquired into the purchase of 
equipment they requested for their neighborhood. When will this 
request be taken up. Councilmember Benavides promised that 
Council Staff would notify her when their request comes before 
committee. 


Frank Curtis of 1137 W. Allegan said that Assistant City Attorney 
Burt Burleson represented the City in their actions against him. His 
Cases were dismissed and the Attorney's office provided him with 
Claim forms to file for reimbursement. When will the City address 
his claim, and why did Council mess with him? 


Del Maynard of 2017 Culver said that the City Attorney could have 
appeared before the judge in the early retirement lawsuit and 
Stated that the case would put him in a conflict of interest situation, 
and the judge would have given him time to procure outside legal 
representation. In this case, the power of City Council has been 
subverted. Maybe Council pre-approved a list of attorneys for legal 
representation, but the City Attorney should not have spent the 
money without Council's approval. He suggested that Mayor 
Crawford discontinue the Mayor's prayer breakfast and that the 
Ethics Board be re-aligned so that they have some kind of power 
when a conflict of interest situation occurs with a member of the 
Board.

PUBLIC COMMENT 


Howard Jones of 426 W. Barnes said that Rule #19 of Council 
Rules should be completely overhauled, not just as it applies to 
applause. Citizens do not need a rule that tells them how to conduct 
themselves and speak to Council. City Council should respect and 
welcome citizens comments. Council is set up on a pedestal at the 
dais and should be moved back down to floor level so that they do 
not intimidate people. The raised platform should be reserved for 
honored guests and members of the media. Applause works both 
ways. Council has applauded at different times and citizens should 
be able to applaud speakers that they are in agreement with. 
Citizens have to make sure that the business of Council is 
conducted in open meetings and not behind closed doors. They 
almost lost the Board of Water & Light because of closed door 
meetings. Councilmember Ford announced that the issue of 
Council Rules was referred to the General Services Committee. 
They will be taking a look at all of the Council Rules beginning 
Wednesday. 


Blagoy Pogoncheff of 1509 E. Grand River Ave. said he attended a 
meeting of the Ethics Board several weeks ago in which Chairman, 
John Mertz was harassed and accused of having a conflict of 
interest by a couple of hired guns. Councilmember Beal was 
present at the meeting and she asked them who they were. They 
Claimed to have been hired by the City of Lansing. Now Council will 
try to approve a transfer to pay for these lawyers. 


Frank Curtis of 1137 W. Allegan said he was arrested under the 
authority of Rule #19. His kids were with him that night. This was a 
violation of his rights. Policemen had to take his kids home after his 
arrest. What prompted Rule #197? He will not allow the City to violate 
his rights again. They also violated the rights of his children that 
night. Council had better start treating people right. 


Helen Bailey of 1622 Cooper asked if she had lost her constitu- 
tional rights because she is a member of the UAW, or, because she 
is married to a member of the UAW? Applause, she said, is a form 
of communication. It is approval for the speaker. When people 
make statements and applause follows this obviates the need for 
other people to take the time to come up and say the same thing. It 
only takes common sense to determine that John Mertz has no 
conflict of interest. She disagrees with the way Council treats 
people. They are supposed to represent the citizenry, not a handful 
of city employees. 


Tom Downs, Attorney, said he is appearing on behalf of John Mertz, 
Chairman of the Board of Ethics. The Ethics Board is separate from 
and independent of Council and must remain so in order to be 
effective. Council cannot take over the functions of the Ethics 
Board. The Ethics commission must remain separate from Council 
and must continue to do their duty as required by Charter. They 
must be allowed to read the Charter, read the law, and act 
accordingly. 


Lloyd Teets of 116 E. Elm St. said he would be unable to address all 
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of the action items that he would like to in just the five minutes 
allotted to him. He wanted to go to Court to allow them to settle the 
issue of enforcement of Rule #19, but the City dismissed the 
charges against him. Council cannot come up with the money fora 
time clock for the public, but, they will approve a $125,000 transfer 
to the City Attorney so he can fight the citizens of the City. The 
Ethics Board acts in an advisory capacity only. Why does Council 
want to interfere with an advisory board? Councilmember Canady 
is involved in a conflict of interest situation himself. Joel Ferguson 
made campaign contributions to Canady’s campaign for Council, 
yet, he (Canady) does not abstain from voting on issues involving 
Mr. Ferguson. Council President Canady objected to this 
statement, saying he always excuses himself on issues involving 
Mr. Ferguson. 


Mary Haney, no address given, said in the past she has been able 
to walk away from her differences with Council on good terms, but 
not anymore. She does not like the way President Canady looks. 
The public is not intimidated by speakers like Mr. Teets, they are 
intimidated by President Canady. 


Gary Andrews of 560 Brookland Blvd. accused Councilmember 
Brockwell of attacking him at the Committee of the Whole meeting 
and threatening him with physical violence. He asked Council to 
censure Vice-President Brockwell and remove him from office for 
violating the public trust and the City Charter by threatening him. 
He demanded that the Board of Ethics be impaneled to investigate 
these threats against him. 


Sheila Rouse, 1137 W. Holmes, said she feels that she is not being 
listened to and she is very disappointed in Council. Actions speak 
louder than words, she said. She knows now that she must look 
closely at Councilmembers track records before voting for them. 
All the people want is to see the plan that proves the City will save 
money. 


Douglas Fairbanks of 107 May St. said there were a lot of serious 
people here tonight that could give classes in howto bellyache. He 
said it is a privilege to speak in these Chambers and receive 
applause. He sees President Canady smile all the time. He 
suggested that the audience limit their applause to a short display. 


Harold Leeman of 529 N. Francis said that John Mertz, Chairman of 
the Ethics Board, outsmarted Council by hiring Mr. Downs to be his 
lawyer. He is a very well respected, well thought of member of the 
legal community. The Ethics Board is only an advisory board, there 
is no reason for all of this. He asked Councilmember Ford to have 
his committee review all of Council Rules and give the public a time 
table for completion of this project. The resolution on 1993 Golf 
Fees does not list 1992 rates so people cannot do a comparison. 
How much is the increase? Councilmember Brockwell answered 
that daily fees are going up $1.50, and senior fees are going up 
$50.00 per pass. Councilmember Ford said that his committee will 
look at the Council Rules issue this Wednesday. He wants as much 
public input as possible and everyone interested is invited to 
attend. 


Del Maynard of 2017 Culver said that applause is a form of 
approval for what the speaker has said. This is a form of 
communication with Council, a way of telling them that they agree 
with the sentiment expressed. The important thing is that the 
audience observe decorum and that no one is booed or hooted at 
to the point that they cannot make their statement. The request for 
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an opinion from Judge Stell should include anyone else that could 
have a possible conflict of interest involving this issue. The money 
to pay the hired attorney's should be paid by the person who hired 
them. 


Councilmember Ford read Resolution #003 as follows:

Fire Protection Association, is hereby adopted and made part of 
the Building Code of the City, pursuant to the authority vested in the 
City by M.C.L.A. 125.1508; M.S.A. 5.2949(8), and the Home Rule 
Act, (M.C.L.A. 117.1 et seq.; M.S.A. 5.2071 et seq.), as amended.

MAYOR'S EXECUTIVE ASSISTANT'S COMMENTS 


Mr. Boyd announced that next Monday, in observance of Martin — 


Luther King Jr.’s Birthday, City Hail will be closed. Green bag and 
recycling pickup will run one day late next week. He invited 
everyone to the MLK Birthday Luncheon at the Lansing Civic 
Arena next Monday at 11:00. Anyone interested in attending may 
contact Deanna Hopkins at the Greater Lansing Convention/Visi- 
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tors Bureau for ticket information. He pointed out to the public that 
Mayor Crawford was gainfully employed full time as well as being a 
Councilmember prior to becoming Mayor. He had to give up both of 
his salaries to take the job. His salary as Mayor averages out toless 
per hour than he earned while working with the State of Michigan 
and sitting on Council combined. He reminded everyone that the 
City’s policy for snow removal is that they do not plow the streets 
until there is a 4” accumulation of snow. 


COUNCILMEMBER’S COMMENTS 


Councilmember Ford said that he will be looking very closely at the 


reduction in staff, reduction in costs for employee benefits suchas — 


health care, and the reorganization of existing staff. He outlined the 
interview procedures for the Council and City Clerk vacancies. 
There have been 44 applicants for the Council vacancy and 20 
applications for the City Clerk vacancy. Interviews will be 
conducted on Tuesday, January 19, 1993 for three hours and 
Thursday, January 21, 1993 for two hours. Each applicant will be 
asked the same three questions and given three minute interviews. 
Anyone is welcome to attend the interview process. The Council 
position-must be filled by January 28, 1993 and the Clerk pen 
must be filled by February 3, 1993. 


Councilmember Beal said she is surprised to hear that the City has 
not yet plowed the streets because she has received many calls 
regarding snow plow trucks going too fast and plowing snow back 
onto sidewalks and driveways that residents have already 
shoveled. She requested that the issue of the tie bar between 
exempt employees and Teamster employees be put on the agenda 
forthe Committee of the Whole for this Thursday. She wants this tie 
bar abolished. 


Councilmember Brockwell said that the effect of the early 
retirement will be to reduce the fat in the City’s salaries. Many 
people complained that there were too many fat cats on staff. The 
first year projected savings are $1,378,000. This includes the City's 
liability for accrued liability in terms of vacation pay and sick leave, 
etc. The cost to each taxpayer for this program is fifty cents per 
year. The sentiment expressed for them, prior to their retirement, 
seems to indicate that it would be worth a cup of coffee per year, to 
most people, to retire the Mayor and City Clerk. Regarding the Gary 
Andrews situation, he did lose his cool, however, Gary has made 
accusations against him, threats to him, and gotten in his face and 
called him names. He is only human. He is a citizen too, and has the 
same rights Gary has. 


Councilmember Schmidt said that the new defined contribution 
retirement plan for City employees pays only 5% of employees 
salaries per year whereas employees under the old plan received 
14.5% employer contribution. This is an additional savings of the 
early retirement program. She announced that Julie Berridge, 
daughter of Dave Berridge, Transportation Director, will attend the 
American Legion Girls State. Congratulations to the Berridge 
family, 


PUBLIC COMMENTS 


Lloyd Teets of 116 E. Elm St. demanded that he be given three 
minutes for last week's public comments and an additional three 
minutes to make this week's public comments. Last week's 
agenda contained a letter from Joseph Pandy, Director of the 
Board of Water & Light, making statements about him. Anytime Mr. 
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Pandy wants to debate him he can come on down to the Council 
meetings, however, he will not stand for Mr. Pandy making 
accusations against him. The Board of Water & Light is highly 
mismanaged. He accused Mr. Pandy of deliberately disconnecting 
the power to the backup generator system so that the city lost 
power twice. There is no local control of the Board. Council- 


members do not attend their meetings. Mr. Pandy needs to insure 


that the city has a functional backup generator so that the city does 
not lose power twice this year. 


William Bernstein of 420 Baker St. said Council chambers belong 
to the citizens of the city and Council has no right to tell them what 
to say, or, when to say it. Citizens do not get any justice from 
Council when they ask for it. 


Gary Andrews of 560 Brookland Bivd. demanded that Council- 
member Brockwell forfeit his office for violating standards of 
conduct. The words ‘cover up’ were used earlier. Some kind of 
abuse must have taken place in order for this accusation to be 
invoked. People are angry because of what they have been given 
by Council. More people are attending meetings because they do 
not like what is happening in this city. 


Helen Bailey of 1622 Cooper said her advice to everyone who - 


cannot stand the heat is “get out of the kitchen”. Why does the City 


need two legal firms to represent them? She is offended by . 


Councilmember Belen’s statement that they are trying to protect 
the citizens of the city. They did not protect the City when they 
offered the retirement package. The way you put a retirement 
package together is to make it available to people you do not need. 
The citizenry is not as confused as the City’s legal counsel is. Just 
once she would like to hear a yes or no answer from him. If he is not 
going to give his legal opinion, why does he even come to: 
meetings. He should save the City money and stay home. 
President Canady should call Councilmember Belen out of order 
when she interrupts speakers. 


Richard Collins of 226 Moores River Drive said that the public 
notice for applications to the Council and City Clerk vacancies 
stated that the deadline was 12:00 noon. Aapplications were 
accepted from some candidates up until 5:00. This is not fair. It is 
granting special favors to the 8 applicants who filed late. If one of 
these candidates who filed late gets the position, it would seem like 
special consideration. What about the people who may have 
applied, but did not, because they could not make the 12:00 
deadline? President Canady announced that this issue would be 
reconsidered at the Committee of the Whole this Thursday. 


Ahmad Sherraka of 902 Willow St. asked what Council's priorities 
would be in 1993. 


Vern Letts of 730 Community said late applications should not be 
accepted. His wife is involved in a Civil Rights suit against the City, 
but, they cannot get an attorney to take their case because they are 
scared of the City. The City is stonewalling his wife's case to the 
point that she is being harassed by the Assistant Personnel 
Director. One attorney made the statement that she knew people 
on City Council. 


Mark Eggleston of 4001 Heathgate spoke regarding the rezoning 
petition for the corner of Waverly Road and Glenburne. He has 
photographs of pine trees in the median on Glenburne. He asked if 
Council has the right to block the sale of the Civic Arena? 


es 
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Mary Haney, no address given, said this was a sad, disturbing 
— meeting. She warned everyone that this would happen someday. 
She asked if Councilmember Beal had any prior political 
experience and said that she appears to have done her homework. 

She wants to see a Mayor and Council that will give the City back to 


the people. 


Sheila Rouse of 1137 W. Holmes Rd. asked if the City paid the 
Mayor and City Clerk to retire because people did not like them? 
She is concerned that the savings from early retirement not come 
_ at the expense of the City’s blue collar work force. She does not 
want this plan to be financed on the backs of City employees. The 
City Attorney has too much latitude, she said, and is too busy to 
represent the City in litigation. 


Patrick Maynard of 902 W. Shiawassee questioned the City 
Attorney's ability to provide unbiased advice to City Council in the 
early retirement issue. He does not think Mr. Knot can correctly 
serve the City in.this instance because he cannot be objective. 


Emily Betros of 1010 Braman asked Council why they got mad 
when people clapped? 


Lawrence Neeler of 1315 W. Willow accused Mayor McKane and 
Jim Blair of being guilty of white collar crime. They had the help of 
City Council. The silent majority need to be heard. They need to 
take action. They cannot let this kind of miscarriage of justice 
proceed. 


Douglas Fairbanks of 107 May St. said the Ethics Board should be 
allowed to do what they have to do. They are honest people. He 
a said President Canady did a good job last week. Maybe Council 
should hire a psychic, or, an astrologer. Anyone who ever needs 
good advice can ask Councilmember Brockwell, Mr. Knot, 
President Canady, or, Councilmembers Ford, Benavides, or 
Schmidt. Last week's meeting was a fiasco. The City Attorney is 
doing a good job. 
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Andy Keebler of Comfort Street said the citizens of Lansing do not 
want Council spending tax dollars without their prior permission. 
They spent $1,000,000 on a fish ladder that is dead now, and onthe 
riverwalk that people get molested on. Councilmembers have to be 
re-elected and the audience tonight is more representative of the 
people who go out and vote than anything else they will ever see. 
Council is here to work for the people, it is time they start doing it. 


Beverly Miller from North Lansing said Gary Andrews used to get 
work with the City as an artist, but, something put a stop to it. Since 
that time City Council has demonstrated that they do not like him. 


Harold Leeman of 529 N. Francis asked to have Mr. Boyd made 
available if he is still around. The week coming up will be a hectic 
one, he predicted. The ground breaking ceremony for the 
expansion of the Lansing Center is Tuesday. President Canady 
should take a recess when meetings run this late. He wanted to ask 
Mr. Boyd about a rumor that Sid Worthington will be appointed as 
Director of the Planning Department. Is this true?

PUBLIC COMMENT 


Lloyd Teets of 116 E. Elm St. accused Council of playing favorites 
in the selection of a candidate to fill the vacant Council at large 
seat. He requested that Council not appoint anyone to fill the 
vacancy so that a special election can be held. 


Patrick Maynard of 902 W. Shiawassee objected to applications for 
the Council and City Clerk vacancies being rejected because they 
were filed late. Council President Canady, he said, admitted that he 
gave people the wrong information as to the filing deadline. Are 
they trying to fill these vacancies with the best possible candidate, 
or not? He asked Council to rescind their decision to reject these 
late applications. They can hold this process up a day or two to 
make sure that everyone is treated fairly. Councilmember Ford 
said that he spoke with Mr. Maynard about his application being 
late. He learned in their conversation that Mr. Maynard is not one of 
the Candidates that were given incorrect information as to the 
deadline. This deadline was well announced in both the State 
Journal and on Channel 28. Changing the deadline would require 
that another public notice be published. He has spent a lot of time 
to ensure that the process of choosing replacements is clean and 
fair. 


Douglas Fairbanks of 107 May St. said that all candidates for the 
City Clerk and Council positions should be at their interviews on 
time or give timely notice that they cannot be there. If you want the 


job, you can afford to be there on time. 


Therese Porn of 1514 W. Lenawee thanked the Mayor’s Office and 
the City Attorney for working fairly and in an expeditious manner 
with her on the allocation of cablecasting grants. They have agreed 
to allocate 30% to Channel 28, 25% to Channel 36, 25% to Channel 
40, 15% to Public Access Producers, and 5% to the Cable Advisory 
Board. They are hoping to televise the awards program to the entire 
Mid-Michigan area this year. She stated her availability to answer 
any questions Council might have. 


Harold Leeman of 529 N. Francis said that City Attorney Knot 
informed Councilmembers that, if the deadline for accepting 
applications for the vacant Council and City Clerk's seats was 
extended, they would have to publish another notice. He asked 
Councilmember Benavides when the Cable Advisory Board 
allocations were reported out of the Ways and Means Committee. 
He recommended that the allocations be amended to give 25% to 
Public Access Producers and Lansing Community College and the 
Lansing School District allocations should be lowered to 25%. He 
asked if the amount of money to be realized from the sale of 
property on Pere Marquette would cover the full amount invested in 
this property by the City. How much did the City pay the Railroad for 
this property and how much time do we have invested in it? Was 
this sale handled as an open process? Did it go out to bid, or are 
these groups the only people who had an opportunity to bid on it? 
At one time the City had plans to market this area as a shopping 
center along the lines of a small Greenfield Village. What happened 
to these plans? This is a high density area. The money realized 
from these sales should go to reduce the density in the Sparrow 
Estates area. 


SPECIAL CEREMONIES 


Kris Nicholoff,; Founder of the Lansing Youth and Recreation Fund 
presented a check in the amount of $15,000 to Parks and 
Recreations Director R. Eric Reickel. This is part of his ongoing 
drive to fund parks programs for the City’s children. Specifically, 
part of this money will pay for free skate rental and free hot 
chocolate to children who are residents of the City at Washington 
Park Ice Skating Rink on Friday afternoons between 3:15 and 4:15 
every week in February. He thanked the contributors who have 
made this donation possible; Greater Lansing Foundation, Shop 


Rite Food Stores, Downtown Kiwanis, Petroff Realty, Mr. and Mrs.. 


Chris Baryames, Cooley Law School, and Rossman & Martin 
Agency. He thanked Councilmember Ford for performing the 
Magic Show for their fund raiser, Brotherhood Against Drugs, and 
the Parks and Recreation Department Staff for their support and 
help in implementing this program. He challenged everyone who 
has a complaint about the City to channel their efforts in a positive 
manner to effect change to the better. 


Kris Nicholoff introduced Dennis Marvin, Community Relations 
Director for Consumers Power Company. Mr. Marvin presented Mr. 
Nicholoff with a check for $5,000. They would specifically like their

MAYOR'S COMMENTS 


Mayor Crawford commended Channel 28 for the program 
memorializing Dr. Martin Luther King, Jr. Doctor Sampson's 
presentation was a very dynamic one, he said. He thanked the staff 
of the Operations and Maintenance Department for the job they did 
on snow removal during the snowstorm last week. He announced 
that the City has been approved to receive low interest loans for the 
Combined Sewer Overflow Project. The City will save 6.2% in 
interest costs. 


COUNCILMEMBER’S COMMENTS 


Councilmember Schmidt announced that Lansing Catholic 
Central has a program whereby students are available to help 
people clear their sidewalks/driveways. The program requires 
students to complete a certain amount of hours in community 
service in order to be eligible for graduation. Any requests may be 
directed to Annette at Lansing Catholic Central High School. 


Councilmember Beal said she is still pushing to abolish the tie bar 
between Teamster and Exempt employees. This matter has been 
referred to the General Services Committee via report of the Mayor 
on tonight's agenda. John Mertz told her that, because of a 
resolution Council adopted last week, the City has effectively filed 
suit against the Board of Ethics. This will require that they hire 
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outside legal counsel to represent them. She demanded that City 
Attorney Knot make clear concise answers to questions that she 
asks him. Did they place the Ethics Board in a situation that 
requires representation by outside legal counsel? The Council is 
not being given all the information they need before they take 
action. The Ethics Board is only an Advisory Board, she realizes 
this, but, she wants to avoid the appearance that Council is hiding 
anything. She would like this taken up at the Committee of the 
Whole meeting this Thursday. 


Council President Canady responded to Councilmember Beal's 
questions to Mr. Knot by saying that no judgement has been 
entered on the retirement issue yet. When a judgement is entered 
on this issue, then they can discuss the conflict issue. 


Councilmember Ford questioned whether, or not, Council should 
take action tonight to reconsider the resolution referring the issue 
of a conflict of interest on the Ethics Board to Judge Stell. He does 
not want Council to get involved in filing suit against the Ethics 
Board. They need to resolve this issue as soon as possible 
because it is taking up too much of Council's time. President 
Canady answered that it is not necessary to reconsider the 
resolution. If they find later that it is not compatible with what they 
want, they can rescind it. 


Councilmember Brockwell agreed that Mayor Crawford and the © 


Operations and Maintenance Staff did an excellent job of snow 
removal during last week's snowstorm, however, he did receive 
Calls about two streets that are still experiencing difficulty in getting 
the plows to them. Coleman St. and Lawler Ct. need to be plowed. 
He thanked Kris Nicholoff for his efforts on behalf of the City's 
youths through Lansing Youth and Recreation Fund. It is very 
admirable of him to take positive steps to improve the way the 
system works. 


CITIZENS MAY COMMENT 


Kris Nicholoff of 2010 W. Oakland read portions of a letter 
withdrawing his application for appointment to the vacant 
Councilmember at Large position. He hired a lawyer to advise him 
as to whether he was eligible to hold this position or not. The lawyer 
told him that he was eligible. He withdrew his application because 
he did not feel it was right for him to put a conflict in front of Council 
at this time. Councilmember Ford commended Mr. Nicholoff for the 
truthfulness he exhibited in listing dates and times that he lived in 
Lansing, and did not live in Lansing. He would have been a good 
candidate for this seat. Councilmember Brockwell noted that it took 
tremendous character to put the City’s interests above his own. 


Lloyd Teets of 116 E. Elm St. said that yesterday was a great day for 
him. The City honored one of his heros. He was not invited to give 
the key note address at the banquet in honor of Dr. Martin Luther 
King, Jr., but, he could have. He follows the leadership of Dr. King. 
Dr. King believed in civil disobedience if it is called for and so does 
he. Soon the City can offer full employment for every attorney who 
lives in it. The recall effort looks stronger and stronger every week. 
They can do it, but it will take 200 or more people to make it 
succeed. 


William Bernstein of 420 Baker St. commended Councilmember 
Beal for having the courage to oppose other members of Council. 


Mark Eggleston of 4001 Heathgate said that Mayor Crawford was 
in the right place at the right time and people should give him a 
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chance. He criticized Mr. Boyd for not explaining why the Mayor did 
not attend last Monday's meeting. He recently purchased a copy of 
the City Charter and was dismayed to find that it was printed in 
1978. The Charter, he said, is so outdated that citizens should not 
have to abide by it. 


Patrick Maynard, no address given, said Council could, and should, 
have extended the filing deadline for applicants for the City Council 
and City Clerk vacancies. He said that the situation with the Ethics 
Board is getting worse. The Member from the First Ward is asking 
questions and not getting adequate responses. This will continue 
to go on until Council comes to some determination and settles this 
matter. Stop prolonging it. He complained that his son, a young 
black man, was stopped by police and searched unfairly. 


Ammahad Shekarakki of 902 Willow St. commended President 
Canady. He did a good job of conducting the meeting last week. He 
was tolerant and patient. Twenty-five years after Dr. Martin Luther 
King, Jr.'s death not much has changed. There are still thousands 
of homeless, thousands of hungry, and thousands of jobless 
blacks. A black child born in a drpressed country has a better 
chance of survival than a black child born in Detroit. He is glad that 
Dr. King is not here to see what happened to his dream. 


Douglas Fairbanks of 1077 Heavenly Way commended President 
Canady, Mayor Crawford and City Attorney Knot. 


Ken Vaughan of 114 Garden St. said that Dr. Martin Luther King, Jr. 
should not have to share a street with General Logan who nobody 
even remembers. He proposed changing the name to Dr. Martin 
Luther King, Jr. Blvd. starting at Schafer’s Bakery and going south. 


Howard Jones 426 W. Barnes asked about status of the Civic 
Arena? This facility could be used by many groups in the 
Community to house their activities. Ferguson's plans to build an 
Office building on the parking lot have been sidetracked for awhile. 
Mayor Crawford responded that Mr. Ferguson's option on the 
building must be exercised before September of this year, his plans 
for an office building are on hold, but it is hard to give more 
information until they hear further from Mr. Ferguson. Council- 
member Schmidt said She met with Mr. Ferguson and Roxanne 
Peterson of the Lansing Civic Arena last Friday to discuss 
questions about the Meals on Wheels program. Mr. Ferguson does 
intend to exercise his option on the building by September 1993. 
However, he has committed to the current tenants for at least two 
years. No one should have to move for at least two years. 


Doctor Earl T. Pauley, Jr. of 601 N. Cedar St. spoke regarding the 
possibility of war in the Gulf. He asked Councilmember Schmidt to 
assist him in his efforts to draw veterans benefits. He is a veteran, 
but, he does not receive any veterans benefits. He asked 
Councilmember Brockwell if anything could be done by the 
Building Department about property at 808 N. Cedar. He thanked 
the City for the tribute to Dr. King. Councilmember Schmidt said 
she would be glad to meet with him regarding his problems with 
veterans benefits. 


Tom Shields of 1118 Riley said that some people label Lansing as a 
5:00 community, saying it is dead after 5:00, but these people are 
not attending City Council meetings. There are more people at City 
Council meetings than are at Omarr's. He hopes that Council does 
not start charging a gate fee for their meetings. The City, he said, 
has a better retirement program than UAW. Three years and out. 
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Politicians are coming to meetings to find out how to retire. No one 
understands the retirement plan and no one can explain it. Maybe 
Council should bring Mayor McKane back to explain the plan to 
them. He expressed his concern over the cost of training 
employees to assume new responsibilities. 


John Erickson of 620 Jessop said he does not like the way 
President Canady talked to Councilmember Beal. He should be 
respectful to her. She has to be respectful to him. He agrees that 
the Mayor should get rid of City Attorney Knot if he wants to be 
re-elected. They need to concentrate on getting rid of crime in the 
city. The early retirement program sucks. 


Gary Andrews of 560 Brookland Blvd. apologized to Council for his 
angry address to them last week. Last week he requested that 
Councilmember Brockwell be removed from office for his attack on 
him (Andrews). He charged Councilmember Brockwell with being 
in violation of the following sections of the City Charter; 1-302, 
2-103.1, 2-106, 2-302, 3-103, 3-207.1 and 3-207.3, 3-310, 5-501.1, 
5-504.2 and 5.504.3, and 8-101.1. All of these matters deal with 
standards of conduct, and violations of civil rights and public trust. 
He requested that the Ethics Board be empaneled to investigate 
his complaint. 


Harold Leeman of 529 N. Francis asked Councilmember 
Benavides when the Ways and Means Committee first began 
talking about the Cablecasting allocations. He never saw it on the 
agenda. He thanked Council for the timer at the podium and for the 
interview. He asked for discussion of the recycling rules. Why has 
Council put a sign up on the hallway door saying authorized 
personnel only? What is Mayor Crawford doing about the 
appointment of Department Heads? He has gotten calls about this. 
There has been a lot of time spent on the automobile fleet issue. He 
hopes Mayor Crawford appreciates this and that the cars are going 
to be marked for easier identification in the future. Mr. Boyd should 
have taken a car from the automobile fleet, not bought a new one. 
Mayor Crawford responded that they are still working on the auto 
fleet issue and re-evaluating the need for employees to keep their 
cars. Sid Worthington is on a short-term temporary contract as 
liason between the Personnel Department and the Planning 
Department only until they get a new Planning Director. President 
Canady said they put the sign up because they need to increase 
security. Councilmember Benavides reported that the memo from 
the Cable Advisory Board was submitted to the Ways and Means 
Committee on November 25, 1992. He will research when the final 
approval was voted.

MAYOR CRAWFORD PRESENTS 
1993 STATE OF THE CITY ADDRESS 


Good evening, ladies and gentlemen, and thank you for joining us 
tonight. 


| stand before you honored to be your mayor, but all too aware of 
the storm of criticism that has brought us to this place. 


When Charles Dickens wrote the familiar first lines of A Tale of Two 
Cities, he could have been describing my thoughts and feelings as 
| speak to you tonight: 


“It was the best of times, it was the worst of times, 

it was the age of wisdom, it was the age of foolishness... 
it was the season of Light, it was the season of Darkness, 
it was the spring of hope, it was the winter of despair, 

we had everything before us, we had nothing before us.” 


Although Dickens wrote those words in the mid-1800s about an 
entirely different era, they ring true for our city even today. 


For those of us living in the here and now in Lansing, Michigan, I'd 
add one more line: It is a time of change, and it is a time of 
challenge. 


It is a time of change...as 144 city employees leave City Hall, 
creating an opportunity to save this city at least two-million-dollars 
a year at a time when we must desperately pinch every penny. 


It is a time of challenge....as we aggressively strive to pull this city 
up by its collective bootstraps and move forward with programs 
that will really meet the essential needs of our community without 
bankrupting it. 


It is a time of change...as the traditional rules and “red tape” 
burdened bureaucracy gives way to a new mission-driven 
government that is people-oriented and results-oriented. 


It is a time of challenge...as we learn to say no to unaffordable 
salaries and unrealistic perks: as we work together—management 
AND labor—to resolve difficult problems like out of control health 
care costs that are draining this city just like it has other 
communities and industries across America. 


Itis a time of change...as we reorganize city government to serve 
people as effectively and efficiently as possible by reducing the 
size of some departments and eliminating others by merging 
programs and services. 


It is a time of challenge...as we seek the best and the brightest fo 
lead this city at all levels. Challenge and change—these are the 
watchwords for our city in 1993. 


But it’s much easier to say than do. 


The difficult thing about change is that no one really likes it. It roots 
out the old, pushes the traditional, nudges the entrenched. It forces 
us to open new doors and windows, locking out the old tried and 
trues as we push for the innovative, the progressive. 


|, for one, am ready for change. Why? Because without change, | 
am absolutely convinced that we will cave in on ourselves, leaving 
a Crumbling foundation that can no longer survive. 


Why change? 


Because without change, we will have business as usual in City 
Hall...and this city cannot tolerate the business-as-usual- 
approach nor the divisiveness that has rocked this Chamber for the 
past several weeks. 


Why change? 


Because without change, City Hall will echo with the cries of the 
self-righteously discontent and they will be right. 


Our challenge, then, in 1993, is to foster and manage change in a 
way that is responsive to the needs of the people and responsible 
to the severe financial constraints under which we are working. 


Our challenge, too, is to restore the trust and confidence of the 
people of this city in us, city government. We must, together, heal 
the rifts between us. 


Unfortunately, we are working under severe financial constraints. 
We are talking about projections that, had the early retirement NOT 
been instituted, had this city facing a two-million-dollar deficit. As it 
is, it's likely we CAN avoid a deficit this year. 


The expense of city government has grown at twice the rate of our 
income. This does not work in our personal checkbooks and it does 
not work with the city checkbook either. 


A year ago, we were told that the financial condition of the city was 
bleak. A task force of local business leaders told us that the city 
would be bankrupt in as little as three years if we kept spending the 
way we were. And a major credit reporting service put this city ona 
Credit Watch, further endangering our future. 


Add to that those economic problems we can do nothing 
about—like the potential for a plant closing, the State of Michigan's 
own deficit, and the fact that property tax revenues are stagnant 
and our income tax revenue this year was $328,000 LESS than last 
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year—and you Can begin to see the horrendous situation we faced. 


We did not sit around and twiddle our thumbs. wondering what to 
do. Instead, we took strong and decisive action. The solution— 
early retirement—will save this city in excess of two-million-dollars 
per year. 


For this decisive action. We were rewarded by Wall Street, 
maintaining our credit rating and our buying power. 


As controversial and unpopular a decision as the early retirement 
program has been. | believe it was the best way to relieve this city of 
some of the highest paid employees on the city payroll. Will these 
employees be missed? Of course they will. The alternative? Either 
a large property tax increase, laying off far more employees than 
the early retirement plan eliminated, and the likelihood of severely 
Cutting police protection, fire protection, and other services critical 
to our citizens. 


Unfortunately, lost in all the rhetoric and controversy has been the 
ultimate conclusion and that is this: We got rid of a two-million- 
dollar deficit—a fiscal crisis that was poised to rock this city to its 
very foundations—without severely reducing essential services or 
raising taxes on anyone. That's right—those were the ONLY other 
options: Cutting YOUR services drastically or raising YOUR taxes. | 
believe we made the best decision for this city under the 
circumstances. 


Now it's time to move on. It’s time to prepare this city for the 21st 
century. 


Although I've been your mayor for only a few short weeks, | am 
confident of my ability to lead us in the right direction. | appreciate 
my former Council colleagues who, during my three years on 
Council, allowed me the privilege and the challenge of serving as 
vice president and president. Their confidence has allowed the 
opportunity for this mayor to learn what works, what doesn't work, 
and what should work in City Hall. 


One of the first messages | got when | took office a few weeks ago 
was from a resident who wanted to know what my intentions are for 
the city. 


Well, Ken, I'll tell you what my intentions are for this city. 


In THIS City Hall, government WILL respond to the needs of the 
community by making sure we get down to basics. New programs 
are great, but we shouldn't be pursuing a single new initiative until 
we make sure we're making good on our commitment to the people 
who live and work in our city. By that | mean that we must make 
sure we're providing basic services to everyone. We all focus on 
police and fire protection, and we should-they are critical. But other 
services and the hard-working people who do the work, cannot be 
forgotten. Road maintenance, including those outstanding crews 
who keep our roads cleared and safe during these winter months, 
is but one example. 


Street maintenance is especially challenging, as we are only able 
to meet about a third of our needs each year. That means that each 
year we are falling even further behind as our needs quickly 
outpace our resources. 


In THIS City Hall, we will make sure we live within our means. We 
will not mortgage the future in the hopes that someday someone 
will find a way to pay for what we want to buy now. That is not only 
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unrealistic, it's totally irresponsible and has no business being a 
policy in this City Hall. 


In THIS City Hall, we will enhance and improve our city services 
with FEWER people, staying on budget and NOT raising taxes. That 
means looking at new, creative, innovative ways to do more with 
less. 


In THIS City Hall, we will undertake a comprehensive reorganiza- 
tion of municipal government that will FORCE efficiency on 
ourselves and ensure accountability to the people of Lansing. 
Some departments will be completely eliminated; others will be 
consolidated for greater effectiveness and efficiency. 


This will be one of the most comprehensive city government 
restructuring and streamlining missions ever tackled by a sitting 
mayor and it WILL be done—with your help and with your ideas. 


In THIS City Hall, we will bring together residents from all walks of 
life to help us put together the city of the future. 


The end result will be a vision of our city that will be OUR vision not 
my vision and not the vision of Lloyd Teets, Harold Leeman, or any 
of the other City Hall regulars. This will be OUR vision...one that 
reflects the needs and concerns of EVERYONE who lives here— 


..from business owners on the south side of Lansing to 
neighborhood activists on the near West side; 

..drom hospital administrators to downtown retailers; 

..drom taxi drivers like my new friend Dave Dunckel to teachers 
who are shaping the leaders of the future; 

..ffom moms and dads who are raising families in tough economic 
times to senior citizens who have raised their families and yet are 
still contributing their time and energy to our city. 


| owe a great deal of thanks to the department directors and interim 
directors who have worked long hours as a team to recommend 
where to cut, how to streamline and the best ways to consolidate. 
Trust me, it is not easy. It has been—and will continue to be—a 
painful and difficult challenge. But these professional men and 
women are doing something that is rare in government. They have 
put aside their self interests and are working hand-in-hand for the 
best interests of the people of Lansing. | am proud of them and our 
hard-working employees under them. This Council can also be 
proud of them, as can all the people of Lansing. | would like them to 
stand up and be recognized. 


But as | said, their input, the Council's input and my input is but the 
beginning. | want and need your input. 


| will, aS your mayor, be arranging several forums in the weeks 
ahead, both here in City Hall and throughout the community to hear 
YOUR ideas and dreams for the future, YOUR criticisms of the past, 
and YOUR suggestions for a Better tomorrow. It’s time to stop 
talking at each other, and begin talking WITH each other. 


Now is not the time to dweil on the past, offering an historical 
perspective on the late great ‘70's — an era when money flowed 
into this city faster than we could spend it. Those days are long 
gone. We cannot depend on the federal government to fix our 
problems, nor can we turn to the state. 


Instead, we must rely on ourselves—business and labor leaders, 
neighborhood and civic leaders, educators and clerical leaders— 
to come together in new ways to address the challenges facing this 
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city. 


One of our principal challenges is to preserve and protect essential 
city services when and where they are most needed—and at a time 
when we continue to be buffeted by budget constraints that allow 
for NO revenue increases. 


First, we must preserve and protect...our neighborhoods. That 
means taking a long, hard look at the recommendations of the 
Housing Partnership, spearheaded by the city’s Planning 
Department. This group of more than 200 people from all walks of 
life—people who share a common goal to improve our city's 
neighborhoods—came together to find ways to make Lansing 
more competitive with the suburbs, improving the quality of our 
homes and our neighborhoods while keeping our housing prices 
some of the best in the country. 


We're also looking hard at a new concept—called Neighborhood 
Enterprise Zones—which could provide tremendous incentives to 
people who redevelop existing housing or build new housing within 
city limits. 


Toensure that we always have our finger on the pulse of Lansing’s 
neighborhoods, | will appoint, as recommended by the Lansing 
Neighborhood Advisory Council's Commmittee on Reorganization, 
a Neighborhood Advisory Committee to meet regularly with me 
and to advise this mayor and this Council on issues of importance 
to neighborhoods. This includes budget priorities and the 
allocation of funds and resources. 


Make no mistake about it—our neighborhoods are the lifeblood of 
this city. We will do everything in our power to shore them up. 


We must preserve and protect our own unique park system—one 
of the best in Michigan. 


That means improving Fenner Arboretum, Potter Park Zoo, Moores 
Park, the boat launch at Grand River and renovating the tennis 
courts at St. Joe and Clifford Parks—all slated to be completed by 
early this summer. Our River Trail—one of the most popular 
destination points in this city—is now connected from Kalamazoo 
and Clippert streets near Michigan State University to Dietrich Park 
in north Lansing. And all of this is thanks to you, by the way, the 
voters of the City of Lansing, who saw fit to build for the future by 
supporting the five-year development millage back in 1990. 
Thanks, too, must go out to an outstanding citizen, Kris Nicholoff, 
who has single-handedly twisted arms and tapped the checkbooks 
of businesses throughout this community, raising more than 
3/7-thousand-dollars this past year for the Lansing Youth & 
Recreation Foundation. We must also thank the corporate 
citizenship of those who supported Kris in this effort. This project 
has supplemented our youth recreation programs by providing 
much-needed additional programs and activities for our city's 
youth. 


We must continue to preserve and protect...the environment and 
public health of our community with the fewest dollars possible. i 
commend the leadership the Public Service Department has taken 
in aggressively fixing some of the thorniest problems in municipal 
government. First, they have successfully completed the first year 
of our 30-year Combined Sewer Overflow Control program—a 
$176-million dollar program that will ultimately mean no overflows 
into our precious rivers. For those of you who put up with the 
headaches of CSO construction done in front of your house last 
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summer—and that includes the Governor—I thank you for YOUR 
patience and cooperation. And for those of you scheduled for this 
summer, | ask that you demonstrate the same spirit that these 
Lansing neighborhoods did. 


Thanks to a two-million-dollar grant from the Michigan Department 
of Natural Resources, we're cleaning up the ground water at the 
Diamond Reo site. We're installing a groundwater collection 
system by the end of 1994, and will treat the ground water until it’s 
cleaned to state and federal standards. 


| am especially proud of this city’s commitment to its environment 
and | commend each and every one of you who has made it a habit 
of bringing your recyclables to the curb every week. Thanks to you, 
we collected nearly 3,400 tons of recyclable materials—solid 
waste that otherwise would have been headed for the landfill. My 
goal this year is to increase participation and to move forward with 
a multi-family plan that works for EVERYone. 


We must preserve and protect our citizens—the people we live and 
work with—with our police department reaching down into the 
community as they have never done before...working hands-on to 
help solve problems BEFORE they turn into crimes. We are 
concentrating especially hard on preserving and protecting our 
Children. This year we're reaching out to every single fifth grader in 
the Lansing Public School System—all 1500 of them, plus nearly 
200 in private schools—with the DARE program, Drug Abuse 
Resistance Education. | spoke last week to the DARE graduates at 
Cavanaugh Elementary. It's exciting to these young people being 
prepared today for the trials of tomorrow. 


This community is to be commended for helping to significantly 
reduce the rate of crime this past year. The total number of 
reported crimes in Lansing were down by 10 percent — an 
amazing statistic, given what other communities are facing. 


| want to commend our officers, too, for their efforts both on and off 
the job—in particular Officers Hudak, Lawrence, Magnus, Wolfe 
and Gomez, among many others—for their success with the 
Lansing Police Athletic League—called PAL. These officers took it 
upon themselves to put this program together this past fall with a 
soccer league that reached out to 150 kids...and they have plans 
for basketball, which will start February 2nd. 


Our police department is working hard to recruit qualified 
candidates into the force who represent the true population of the 
City of Lansing. 


These are excellent examples of our police department's efforts as 
they begin their centennial year. 


Also preserving and protecting our safety is the Lansing Fire 
Department. As one of the best trained and equipped departments 
in the region, it too is focusing its efforts on our children with two 
critical projects. First, the department's aggressive public 
education campaign tripled its efforts in the Lansing School District 
this past year reaching out to more than 4,000 students with fire 
safety talks. Also, thanks to resident Cinda Elzroth and Lansing 
firefighter MAJAHID ABDUL-HAMEED the Lansing Smoke 
Detector Project was created. Its goal is to raise enough money to 
buy a smoke detector for every child in Lansing. 


We must also preserve and protect our economy as it rides the 
uncontrollable waves generated by General Motors and state 
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government. First, we must continue to work closely with the 
Lansing Regional Chamber of Commerce and its Capital Choice 
efforts, rejoicing in its recent success—even if that success is 
down the road apiece. Landing Magnesium Products of America 
for the Lansing area will mean jobs for many Lansing businesses.

SCHEDULED PUBLIC HEARINGS 


A. In Consideration of an order to Make-safe or Demolish property 
located at 1030 E. Kalamazoo 


Lloyd Teets of 116 E. Elm St. asked which of the nine criteria 
regulating unsafe and dangerous buildings this property falls 
under? What size is this lot? Lots less than 60’ wide require a 
special variance in order to rebuild on them. Most of the houses 
that are being knocked down are not on lots 60’ wide. Council- 
member Brockwell reported that this is the second public hearing 
for this property. A Building Department Representative was on 
hand to answer Mr. Teets’ questions. He reported that the width of 
this particular lot is 33’. The depth is 120’. It was previously brought 
before Council on August 10, 1992, however, the City had failed to 
properly notify one of the owners of record, and so the process had 
to be repeated. Mr. Teets said he opposes knocking these houses 
down because new houses cannot be built on the existing lots. 
They are destroying houses that people could live in. 


REFERRED TO THE COMMITTEE ON PUBLIC SERVICES 
PUBLIC COMMENT 


Howard Jones of 426 W. Barnes said that Council should not 
transfer any money to impede the work of the Ethics Board. If the 
City pays outside attorneys to fight the actions of the citizens who 
are trying to dig out the truth of what really happened with the early 
retirement program, then they should begin paying the legal 
expenses of the citizens who have had to hire attorneys to fight the 
actions of the City. It is time for a new beginning. What programs 
are these funds going to be taken away from? 


Paget Maynard of 902 W. Shiawassee said he has heard no 
justification for what the Law Department is doing. It is time for the 
City Attorney to provide good solid answers to their questions. It is 
time for the playing around to stop. The ball game is over, and it is 
time to get down to business. Has anyone on Council ever heard of 
accountability. 


Charles Creamer of 523 Everett Drive congratulated Mr. Lilly on his 
appointment to Council and congratulated Council on their 
excellent choice. Regarding his own application for this appoint- 
ment, it was not his intent to cause complications for Council, and 
because such complications did arise from his filing, itis better that 
he was not appointed. 


Lloyd Teets of 116 E. Elm St. insisted that the appointment of 
Charles Creamer, to the vacant Councilmember At Large position 
was a ‘done deal’ until he questioned it. He was surprised to see Mr. 
Lilly receive the appointment and hopes that he will improve the 
integrity and quality of government on the City Council. He invited 
everyone listening to attend a fund raiser for CBL. It will be held at 
Ramon’s Restaurant on S. Washington this Friday. He will supply 
proof at this fund raiser that the appointment of Charles Creamer to 
Council was a scam. He criticized the interviewing process that 
was used, saying, you never hire anyone after a 3 minute interview. 
He said he has never seen Mr. Lilly at a Council meeting before. 


Thomas Shields of 1118 Riley asked when the Law Department's 
fiscal year starts. How many Attorneys are presently working for

the Law Department, and, where did they graduate from? Why 
can't one of these attorney's take over this case on behalf of the 
City Attorney? City Attorney Knot responded that ethics would not 
permit one of his employees to take over for their boss. 


Harold Leeman of 529 N. Francis asked for an amendment to the 
resolution transferring $100,000 to the Law Department. He would 
like language included that would require regular reports to the 
Committee of the Whole on the amount of funds expended. He said 
candidates for the City Clerk’s position took cheap shots at the 
Clerk's office during the interview process, making it appear that 
the office was being run inefficiently. The problem was not with the 
Clerk’s Office, but with the Clerk himself. He suggested that the 
interview process be reviewed and that the public be given more 
information about the candidates. 


Blagoy Pogoncheff of 1509 E. Grand River suggested that Mr. Lilly 
allow himself to be directed by the people of the City. If he is going 
to let the ‘good old boys and girls’ tell him what to do, he should get 
out. 


Douglas Fairbanks of 1077 Heavenly Way said that he hopes the 
City Clerk will run again. Richard Lilly will probably do a very fine 
job. Itis a lot of work, but, it only takes some breaking in. Itis time to 
get over the early retirement issue and get on with other work. 


Clyde Smith of 2244 Tecumseh River Drive supported the transfer 
to the City Attorney's Office. The people of the City are the ones 
who are being sued by this lawsuit, not just City Council. The 
people of the City of Lansing had better wake up. They are being 
sued and they need the best legal representatives they can get to 
prove their case. Let the court system adjudicate this issue from 
here on out. There is no doubt that Councilmember Beal is very 
interested in the tax payer's money, but, once the suit has been 
filed there is no recourse but to defend the City. Citizens of the City 
do not want to lose this case. The City Attorney made the proper 
recommendation to refer this case to a specialist. This is in the best 
interests of the tax payers. What good is the Ethics Board’s 
involvement in this case? The court is not going to rule according 
to the Ethic’s Board opinion. He thinks the City is going to win this 
case. Please pass this resolution to provide the proper defense to 
the City. 


Russell Carey of 121 E. Mt. Hope said that, if the City must hire 
outside lawyers to defend it, then our's must not be any good. He is 
Opposed to the transfer of funds and the demolition of homes. 


Andrew Anthos, no address given, stated that he wished to give his 
time to Lloyd Teets so that he could make additional comments. 
Lloyd Teets was informed by Council President Canady that there 
is no provision for this in Council Rules. President Canady 
requested that Mr. Teets leave the podium. Mr. Teets refused to 
leave the podium. President Canady called for a 5 minute recess of 
Council. 


Council recessed at 8:25 and reconvened at 8:30 


Ken Vaughan of 114 Garden St. said that for the first time he wants 
to congratulate Council. They really did something worthwhile 
when they appointed Marilynn Slade as City Clerk. 


Chris Pogonchff of 732 Clark St. said he is ashamed of 
Councilmembers who ran away from their seats so that they did not 
have to hear something that they would not like. He does not 
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believe that the City needs special attorneys to defend this case. 


Tom Smith of 722 N. Logan suggested that Council President 
Canady modify his attitude towards the audience. He should have 
a better sense of humor. 


Jack Davis of 232 S. Capitol welcomed the new Mayor, Council- 
member, and City Clerk. He attended tonight because he wanted to 
see what goes on at Council meetings firsthand. Itis courageous of 
Councilmembers to accept all of these responses during a phase 
when it is fashionable for the public to be rude, crude and impolite. 
They should not give 5 minutes for these comments. Council time 
is valuable and he recommends that the time limit be reduced. It is 
unfortunate that the situation has arisen that allows some citizens 
to become this way with Council. He works with retirements and 
understands the need for special counsel to represent the City. He 
does not know anyone that comes before Council that knows 
anything about this issue. Early Retirement is very well accepted all 
across America. This was a very responsible decision. It is a 
creative and useful way to cut payroll. He encouraged people who 
have positive constructive ideas to appear before Council and stop 
all of this destructive talk. He offered the services of his law firm to 
the City. Council is trying to do what is best for the City, and most of 
the responsible citizenry appreciate this. Councilmember Beal 
asked Mr. Davis what his home address is. He responded that he 
lives in Okemos. 


Max Kirshun of 420 W. Ottawa said that he knows nothing about the 
early retirement issue, but, he thinks the citizens of the City are 
upset because someone who has only worked for 8 years can 
retire. This is only 1/3 of the amount of service time that 
Oldsmobile requires for retirement. Instead of hiring a new 
attorney, they should hire a new prosecutor. He resents being 
called a rabble rouser. 


Helen Bailey of 1622 Cooper Ave. objected to President Canady 
calling the recess earlier. The question they need to ask is “why is 
the City being sued.” It is because of the incompetence of the 
elected and appointed officials that were representing them. 
Citizens of the City of Lansing do not believe that their best 
interests were being served when they voted for the early 
retirement plan. She has heard that 114 of the 144 employees were 
eligible for retirement without the 5 year incentive. Is this true? She 
wished good luck to Mr. Lilly, but, warned him that if he gets caught 
up in the ‘good old boys routine’, he will be made history just as the 
rest of Council will be. She accused Council of making this 
appointment based on political affiliation. 


Pat Murray of 1720 Bradley said that if we are going to hire outside 
attorneys for everything, then we should just hire outside attorneys 
for everything. We could pay someone a lot less than we pay City 
Attorney Knot to speak knowledgeably and answer questions. 


SPECIAL CEREMONIES 


Council President Canady declared this to be the time for action on 
the resolutions of appointment to the City Council and City Clerk 
vacancies. Resolution #51 appointing Richard Lilly to the vacant 
Councilmember at Large seat was approved by motion of 
Councilmember Belen and unanimous vote of Council. Resolution 
#52, appointing Marilynn Slade as City Clerk was approved by 
motion of Councilmember Schmidt and unanimous vote of 
Council. Mayor Crawford conducted the swearing in ceremonies 
for Councilmember Lilly and City Clerk Slade. Both appointees 
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received the congratulations of Council. 


Councilmember Lilly thanked his fellow Councilmembers for their 
trust. He prays that he will prove worthy of it. He believes that the 
number one issue is restoring confidence in City Government. He 
believes in an open door policy. He may not have been chosen by 
the people, but, he is still accountable to the public for the votes he 
casts. He pledged to use an open ear to the public and an open 
hand to fellow Councilmembers. He has been in the position of 
being questioned about the votes he cast before too. He believes 
Councilmembers to be honorable men and women trying to do the 
best for the City. He sent his love to his son and promised to do the 
best for the community. He will debate hard, but, debate fair and 
stay on the issue not drift off onto personalities. No one person 
deserves greater consideration than the total community. 


Marilynn Slade, City Clerk thanked Councilmembers for their 
support. She thanked the staff in the City Clerk's Office for their 
support and hard work over the last year. She expressed her hope 
that she will earn the trust and respect of the people of the City of 
Lansing. She pledged that her office would always be open for 
citizens to address their problems and to resolve them. Written 
requests will be quickly responded to, and the City Clerk's Office 
will be non-partisan. All funds will be accounted for, all records 
related to expenditures will be open to public review, and she will 
not accept a City car: She will continue to drive her Oldsmobile.

Creamer for filing application to the appointment. Mr. Creamer 
could have brought a lot to Council. His rationale for voting for 
Councilmember Lilly was that he lives in the south east area of the 
City, which is not represented well on a Council that has four 
Councilmembers residing in the 4th Ward. 


Councilmember Schmidt announced that the Metro re 
Board will meet this Wednesday at 2:00 at the Human Services 
Building on S. Cedar. She requested that the City Attorney have 
staff available for this meeting. The South Lansing Business 
Association is having their first meeting of the new year at the Days 
Inn this Wednesday at 12:00. Tomorrow night the Forrest View 
Association will hold their first meeting of the year at the University 
Inn. She asked Mr. Boyd why people who are reserving picnic 
tables at Francis Park are forced to reserve a minimum of 8 tables 
at a charge of $35.00. The price of these rentals keeps increasing, 
and the 8 table minimum is unfair. People should be able to rent one 
table at a rate for one table. These charges are off base. She wants 
the charges taken back to the 1982 rate of $3.00 per table. Mr. 
Boyd responded that he would investigate these charges with Mr. 
Reickel tomorrow and give her a response regarding the price and 
the minimum number of tables. 


Councilmember Benavides said he was happy to hear Mr. Boyd 
comment on the removal of snow and ice from secondary streets. 
The City needs to reassure citizens that they will continue to 
receive the services that they always have. He has received 
several complaints about intersections. Many people are simply 
worried that they will not be taken care of because the City has less 
employees. He is glad to see that the crews are still working on the 
streets. He assured everyone that the City is trying to get to every 
street. It is difficult to predict schedules when there is thawing 
followed by re-freezing. The area around Hillborn, Kendalwood, 
and Sheffield needs attention. 


Councilmember Belen announced that the Committee on Physical 
Development will meet Thursday at 3:00. The agenda for the 
meeting will not be available until Thursday morning, however, 
because there is such a backlog of referrals that need to be dealt 
with. 


Council President Canady said that he did not recess tonight's 
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meeting because he did not want to hear what someone had to say. 
There are rules that govern Council meetings. They cannot allow 
filibustering. He is more courteous to the gallery than they are to 
him. He will, however, continue to follow the rules of decorum for 
Council. 


PUBLIC COMMENTS 


William Bernstein of 420 Baker St. said the City does not need a 
new face on Council, they need a new Council. He asked why 
Mayor Crawford was not present. He just got the job, and he is 
never on it. 


Richard Collins of 225 Moores River Drive congratulated 
Councilmember Lilly and City Clerk Slade. He is sure they will doa 
good job. He said that the person from Okemos should not be 
telling Council why Lansing residents should only get one minute to 
address their government. He chose this city 30 years ago when he 
moved here from Kansas. He stays here because he likes it. He 
has been in the position of defending this city to residents of other 
areas who criticize our schools, neighborhoods, etc. Non- 
residents should not be allowed to tell residents how long they can 
use in addressing their government. 


Mark Eggleston of 4031 Heathgate read a dissertation on the Early 
Retirement Plan. He questioned the competence of Council- 
members, and said their reputation is hanging in the balance. All 
because of the Early Retirement Program and the eligibility of 
Elected Officials to participate in it. He stated that legislators 
cannot be required to testify on what their rationale is for making 
decisions. Some members of Council were eligible for the Early 
Retirement Plan. He called on Council to do the right thing and 
exhibit strong and honest leadership. 


Tom Smith of 722 N. Logan said that they have a wonderful gallery 
here. President Canady is young and efficient. He expects a lot of 
him in the future. He should be more complimentary of the gallery. 


Paget Maynard of 902 W. Shiawassee congratulated the new 
Councilmember. He said Council must establish a uniform 
procedure for appointment to elected positions. Prevention, he 
said, is better than cure. Council may not plan to make decisions 
that hurt the City, but, they do it. He wishes that someone with 
expertise in this area had shown Council their expertise when this 
plan was being developed. 


Lloyd Teets of 116 E. Elm St. suggested that Council have the City 
Attorney write a 20 page rule of conduct for Council Chambers, 
The 7 page one is insufficient. He attended ail of the meetings, on 
Council rules last year, but none of the public input made its’ way 
into the rule, so he may not bother to attend this time. If Mr. Davis is 
going to volunteer his expertise in early retirement Council should 
accept his offer. 


Ammahad Shekarakki of 902 W. Willow said he hopes that we can 
move on and forget about the retirement deal. This is getting 
ridiculous. He suggested that the City dedicate a memorial to 
Malcolm X. Dedicate a park or something. Malcolm X proved to his 
people that you can take a negative and turn it into a positive. Both 
Malcolm X and Martin Luther King were good men., You have 
memorialized King, now you should do something for ‘X’. Fredrick 
Douglas also fought for freedom for every black man, woman, and 
child. In addition he fought for women’s rights. He is the one who 
persuaded Lincoln to abolish slavery. We honor Washington, 


- 
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Lincoin, and Jefferson. We must do something to honor Douglas. 


Helen Bailey of 1622 Cooper said that the way the city plows the 
streets is unacceptable to the tax payers. She was raised across 
the bridge. Maybe the City should send their drivers to the U.P. to 
learn how to remove snow from streets. The problem is that the 
blade on the plows is not low enough. She requested that 
Councilmembers drive down the streets around Colonial Village. It 
is the best carnival ride they will ever have. She wants the services 
that her tax dollars pay for. The City does no sidewalk plowing, and 
they do not enforce the sidewalk ordinance. 


Tim Lewis of 500 S. Pine congratulated Clerk Slade and 
Councilmember Lilly. He said he was appalled by the actions of 
Council when Andrew Anthos tried to donate his time to Mr. Teets. 
He has been watching Council for some months now and is not 
happy about what has been happening. Councilmember Beal 
should stay fast and make sure that Council slows down and looks 
more closely at things. He thanked her for admitting that they may 
have made a mistake. 


William Hubbell of 1003 W. Cavanaugh said people are not happy 
with past actions of Council, but, it is time to put this behind us. 
Mistakes were made last spring, but now we mustgo on. It is time to 
get on with other business. Councilmember Beal wants to 
extinguish the tie bar, okay, get on it and put it behind us. He said 
that he hopes the businesses of the City of Lansing will clean their 
own sidewalks. They are only cleaning their driveways now and 
letting pedestrians fend for themselves. 


Clyde Smith of 2244 Tecumseh River Drive thanked Council for 
getting him a lawyer. He hopes we are going to start seeing the 
light. The Court will make the decision on who did right and who did 
wrong. He approves of the suggestion for a memorial to Malcolm X. 


Blagoy Pogoncheff of 1509 E. Grand River invited the public to 
attend the next meeting of the Ethics Board. He asked that Channel 
28 televise this meeting. A lot of people are interested in the 
findings of this Board. 


Douglas Fairbanks of 1077 Heavenly Way suggested that we 
should look at what happened to Benton Harbor when they failed to 
adopt an Early Retirement. Clerk Slade will do a fine job, he said. 
She should hold office until 2024. 


Jack Davis of Okemos, Michigan accused Councilmember Beal of 
taking a cheap shot at him with her question of whether or not he 
resides in Lansing. He works in this city 10 hours per day. 
Non-residents pay taxes to the City of Lansing too. He believes he 
has the right to speak on this issue. He owns property in this city 
and has the right to talk about what goes on in these chambers. As 
long as they tax his wages and take his property taxes they have to 
listen to his remarks. 


Eric Dunn of 501 S. Butler congratulated the appointees. He has 
just returned to town after several years away at college. Mr. Davis 
made several valid points. He is shocked by the bickering of this 
crowd tonight. He hopes that in 1993 issues can be handled a lot 
more gracefully and personal vanities can be left aside. Let's get on 
with the issue at hand. 


Councilmember Beal apologized to Mr. Davis. She did not intend to 
offend him. She is sensitive about the remarks that are made 
against the citizens who come down and speak every Monday 
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Chris Pogoncheff of 732 Clark St. asked what the goal of Council is 
in relation to the amount of public speaking time they allow. Do they 
want to allow everyone to have their say? Or, do they want to cut 
the time to just get it over with? The Board of Ethics meets 
Tuesday, January 26, 1993 at 5:00. 


Ron Kruger of 1841 Beal Ave., an employee of the Public Service 
Department said they must put the blades on the plows down on 
the pavement. They have used 4,600 tons of salt on City streets. 
That costs more than they appropriated tonight. Lowering the 
blades on the snow plows would be more cost effective than just 
putting down more salt. His department has had many drivers and 
equipment operators placed in supervisory positions. They need 
these workers. He worked close to 80 hours last week. 


Andrew Anthos, no address given, said that when he gave his 
_ speaking time to Mr. Teets he did so because he wanted Teets to 
say something that he himself could not say. Refusing his request 
was unfair. Councilmembers who left the Chambers during this 5 
minute period have a lot to learn about courtesy and diplomacy. 
They need to learn how to be servants of the City of Lansing. 


Harold Leeman of 529 N. Francis said that whenever anyone 
addresses Council they should be required to state their home 
address. Council does need to adopt a standard process used to 
appoint Councilmembers. The north part of the Civic Center 
sidewalk is in bad shape. It is too bad that Mayor McKane and Clerk 
Blair accepted the early retirement deal. They could have left office 
with honor like President Bush did.

William Hubbell of 1003 W. Cavanaugh #4 insisted that Council 
deal with the recycling issue. They must put these enforcement 
measures in place. It is time that on site collection for apartment 
dwellers became available. They now have to travel great 
distances to recycle. Delaying this issue is just allowing Apartment 
Managers and Corporations to procrastinate. 


Del Maynard of 2017 Culver asked why Council assumes that 
apartment dwellers will not obey the law. This is a derogatory 
assumption Council is making about them. They should issue 
everyone a green container and allow them to participate. 


Lloyd Teets of 116E. Elm St. protested the demolition of the house 
at 1030 E. Kalamazoo. The owners are being directed to 
Make-safe or demolish their structure within 60 days of today’s 
date. They were given 60 days rather than 20 because the City 
failed to provide proper notice to one of the owners. He 
complimented Council for taking the time to examine the tabled 
items on tonight's agenda. They have now been fully discussed, 
and everyone agrees that they should be passed. This is the way 
Government is supposed to work. They originally tabled these 
items at the request of Harold Leeman, who also asked them to 
table the early retirement offer for further examination prior to its’ 
passage. He agreed with Mr. Hubbell’s statements regarding 
recycling for multiple family dwellings. 


Harold Leeman of 529 N. Francis thanked Council for not using 
outside legal counsel on the City Market matter. He asked Council 
to apologize to Mr. Curtis for his arrest at a City Council meeting. He 
reminded Council that Mr. Curtis was speaking about the Eaton 
County Sheriff the night he was arrested. He was ruled out of order 
because he was not addressing City business and asked to leave 
the podium, however, the City of Lansing does have three 
precincts in Eaton County. He asked if the City had qualified 
personnel to compile the data mentioned in the resolution 
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regarding the storm water runoff costs of the CSO prior to early 
retirement. He said he is still interested in knowing how much 
money the City paid the Railroad for the property on Pere 
Marquette. He knows the road itself cost over $250,000. He would 
still like to see Council develop a policy for an open bid process. He 
asked Council to spend some of the money from this sale to lower 
the density level to the East of this area. Regarding the claim of Alex 
Walton, this two year old should not have been left alone and 
allowed to fall through the bleachers. 


Frank Curtis of 1137 W. Allegan denied asking for any monetary 
amount in terms of a claim against the City. He accused Council of 
playing a game with him. He has yet to receive an apology from 
Council for the experience he suffered. His children have not 
received an apology either. He always obeys the law in his 
appearances at City Council meetings and his kids are all well 
behaved. He did nothing wrong and the Judge's decision upheld 
him. The next time something like this happens, he will get a lawyer, 
he will not play with Council like this again.

The above matter involves a lawsuit filed by Plaintiffs against the 
City of Lansing (City). Plaintiffs maintain that they attended a 
softball tournament that was being held in Ranney Parks. Upon 
their arrival they chose to sit in the top row of the park bleachers. 
They watched the tournament for a relatively short period of time 
and then elected to leave. Upon leaving, it is alleged that Plaintiff 
Alex Walton, who was two and one-half (214) years of age at the 
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time, attempted to step down upon the bleacher floor boards. In so 
doing, he fell through the space between his seat and the floor 
boards and landed upon the bleacher ramp below. 


On January 7, 1993 the case was presented to a panel of 
mediators whose function was to gage the amount of monetary 
exposure of the City by virtue of its alleged liability and the 
damages/injuries sustained. Subsequent to oral argument, the 
mediation panel awarded Plaintiffs $30,000, which would settle the 
lawsuit if both Plaintiffs and the City accepted this figure as binding. 


The foregoing facts were presented to the Director of Parks and 
Recreation who recommends that the award be rejected.

2. The City shall prepare and adopt a policy prohibiting or 
severely restricting significant encroachments within the Capitol 
Center District or public rights-of way which represent major visual 
approaches to the State Capitol. This proposed policy shall include 
air rights as well as ground encroachments. 


3. After the preceding conditions have been fulfilled, and prior to 
the issuance of any construction permits for the pedestrian bridge, 
the Mayor and City Council shall establish a Design Review 
Committee consisting of design professionals representing the 
City of Lansing, State of Michigan, Eastside area and Sparrow 
Hospital. The mission of the Committee will be to review, evaluate, 
and recommend a specific design for the pedestrian bridge which 
is aesthetically pleasing and minimizes the intrusion into the public 
right-of-way. All expenses of Committee (including salaries for the 
design professionals) shall be reimbursed by Sparrow Hospital. 


4. Recognizing that East Michigan Avenue represents the most 
significant visual approach to the State Capitol, and recognizing 
that if the proposed pedestrian bridge is approved and constructed 
it will negatively change public enjoyment of this view, then the 
general public should benefit in some other manner from the 
proposal. It is recommended that Sparrow Hospital fund a 
“revitalization study” for the East Michigan Avenue Corridor which 
will focus on establishing an agenda for public and private sector 
improvements. The following elements shall be addressed: design 
improvements such as landscaping, lighting, signage, street 
furniture, pedestrian movement, and building facade restoration, 
as well as parking and traffic circulation issues. The consultant for 
the study shall be selected by the City of Lansing and work with the 
Planning Board, the Eastside Neighborhood Organization, and the 
Eastside Commercial Club. The objective of the study will be to 
establish specific design policies which can be practically 
implemented by the City of Lansing and private property owners 
within this critical corridor; and

Mayor Crawford reported the addition of 2 new Community 
Policing Officers, one in the River Point area and one in the North 
end Cleveland St. area. 


COUNCILMEMBER’S COMMENTS 


Councilmember Beal submitted a letter for next week's agenda. 
She discussed the statement made by a Public Service Depart- 
ment employee last week that the City leaves the blades of their 
snow plows 4-5 inches off the street. This is not acceptable to her. 
It does not result in adequate plowing, it results in additional salt 
being used. Salt is one of the major pollutants of the Grand River. 
She objected to the statements during the Public Hearing for 
Emanuel First Lutheran Church to the effect that this is a very bad 
drug infested neighborhood. The decision on this issue must be 
based on the merits of the situation. It is important that they study it 
carefully and take their time with it. She asked Mr. Clegg, Interim 
Director of the Public Service Department, for his response to the 
statement made by one of his employees last week. 


Bob Clegg, Interim Director of the Public Service Department 
denied that the Public Service Department has a policy of keeping 
the blades of their snow plows any particular distance from the 
street level. He considers this employee to have been expressing 
his frustration and concern over the long hours they had to work to 
deal with the levels of service needed during the winter storms the 
prior week. The most inexpensive effective way of dealing with a 
snowfall of 2 inches or less is with salt. Plowing is used only when 
the City experiences 4 inches of accumulation. Major trunk lines 
are plowed after 2 inches. When the melting and re-freezing 
occurred the following day they had no crews to deal with it. Their 
crews were either out on other assignments, or, at home getting 
some much needed rest. Therefore, no crews were available to do 
further plowing. When the temperature drops down below 20% the 
salt will no longer work. They got their crews reassigned and the 
streets cleared as soon as possible, and he feels that this operation 
was handled just as efficiently as in the past. 


Councilmember Ford apologized for being late. He had a 
presentation at Michigan State University. He has spoken to some 
of the neighbors around Emanuel First Lutheran Church and he will 
be watching this as it goes through the process. General Services 
will meet this Wednesday. The issue they will be taking up is 
Council Rule #19. There are a lot of questions about this rule, and if 
anyone has input they are welcome to attend. He intends to 
schedule an evening meeting sometime soon to accommodate 
people who cannot make a daytime meeting. He suggested that 
this meeting be televised, and that they use a call in number so that 
people could call their comments in. He asked Mayor Crawford 
and the City Attorney to look into a situation with property at the 
corner of Grand River and North Logan. The owner had proposed 
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an adult entertainment use for his property at one time. Now he has 
pulled licenses to sell adult books. He asked for a report on this as 
soon as possible. 


Councilmember Benavides said he received 6 phone calls this 
weekend about the icy streets in the Colonial Village and Lewton 
School areas. He reported the conditions to the Public Service 
Department and trucks went out later Saturday to clear up the 
problem. His constituents were very appreciative of this effort. 
Everyone has asked if the problem with Public Service getting the 
streets clear is because of the early retirement. The public thinks 
we are not able to take care of the streets the way we usually do 
because we have less drivers. Mr. Clegg reported the loss of only 
two drivers who stepped up into supervisory positions. 


Councilmember Schmidt asked if there were trucks out today? 
There are still big clumps of ice on many of the side streets. How 
will they get rid of these? Mr. Clegg answered that they apply a 
chemical that loosens the clump from the pavement. and melts it. 
Councilmember Schmidt announced that the Public Safety 
Committee will not meet on the Frandorson issue on February 11, 
1993. They have sent letters out to interested parties informing 
them of the meeting date. 


Councilmember Brockwell said that salting versus plowing of 
streets in the U.P. and in Lansing is very different. The weather is 
colder in the U.P., they get more snow, and have less traffic. In 
Lansing it is more viable to use salt. 


CITIZENS MAY COMMENT 


Del Maynard of 2017 Culver said he thought the Public Service 
Department did a great job of snow removal. This was a tough 
snow to deal with because of the ice. The snow plow blade rides 
about an inch off of the road because of the cracks in the 
pavement. He commented on an article in the State Journal in 
which Mayor McKane claimed that the city has gotten rid of the 
prostitutes and the porn peddlers. This is not true. He is concerned 
that the Mayor and the City Council engaged in a vendetta against 
the owners of two shops, destroyed good businesses, put people 
out of work, and turned this area into a parking lot. He suggested 
that the city remove the ropes from this area and see how many 
people will park there before going to the expense of developing a 
parking lot. 


William Bernstein of 420 Baker said no one ever apologized to him 
for his arrest in Council Chambers. 


Mark Eggleston of 4001 Heathgate spoke to the audience about 
suppression of the rights of non-resident tax payers who pay 1/2% 
in City Income Tax. They repressed and harassed Mr. Davis last 
week. The questioning by Councilmember Beal along with the 
laughter and booing by the members of the audience last week 
sent a message to the non-resident “pay your taxes and shut up, 
your input is not welcome.” The audience should give everyone the 
right to speak freely whether they like what is being said or not. 


Miriam Alfredson of 126 Francis St. said she misses the Civic 
Center. The Lansing Center looks like a pole barn and there has 
been no resolution of the problems in this district. She is against the 
early retirement of politicians. Obligation of government officials 
does not end at the ballot box. 


Cathy Ryan, no address given, asked to have the Sparrow Hospital 


—- 
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request sent back for cost analysis. Please send it back to the 
Planning Board. 


Lloyd Teets of 116 E. Elm St. said Council Rule #19 should be 
completely re-written. He accused Councilmember Lilly of getting 
his job because of nepotism and said that Harold Leeman was the 
best candidate for the seat. He announced that he will be resigning 
his active membership status in the group CBL. , 


Harold Leeman of 529 N. Francis asked if Councilmember Lilly had 
money transferred into an expense account for his use and, if so, 
did it come from Mayor Crawford's account. He advised Mayor 
Crawford that he should get rid of Mr. Boyd’s Thunderbird, put 
some Chairs in the lobby and get the fountain running. 


Douglas Fairbanks of 1107 Heavenly Way said the residential 
housing stock in the Emanuel First Lutheran Church area should 
be preserved.

Lloyd Teets of 116 E. Elm St. asked if there is currently a house on 
this property. Councilmember Beal replied, “ithas been torn 
down”. 


Jerry O'Neil of 615 Orchard, E. Lansing, owner of this property 
thanked City Council for addressing this issue again. He protested 
the way the Planning Board voted on his petition and requested 


that it be sent back to them so that another vote can be taken. 


Harold Leeman of 529 N. Francis reminded Council that this 
property is located across the street from Rita Cook's property. Rita 
was an active, respected member of the Eastside Neighborhood 
Association. He asked Councilmember Beal if Mr. O'Neil took out a 
demolition permit prior to demolishing his building. Councilmember 
Beal answered “no”. This was a well known case on the Eastside. 
The owner began the demolition before applying for the permit. He 
did not follow the correct procedure for demolition of buildings. The 
City, she said, needs to establish a firm procedure for this kind of 
demolition so that buyers do not buy property and carry on with 
their own plans irrespective of City code. She hopes this owner has 
learned from this and will not attempt this again. His actions are not 
acceptable to Council. Mr. Leeman suggested that a penalty be 
assessed against the owner. 


Mr. O'Neil said there is a profound mistake here. He thought a 
permit was to be forthcoming when he began demolition of this 
structure. Gary Brydges from the Building Department had told him 
that he could begin the demolition and that his permit was being 
processed. He did not demolish this building illegally. He acted in 
observance with the Code of Ordinances of the City and he resents 
being accused of operating outside of the law. Councilmember 
Lilly said the Committee on Physical Development will take up this 
issue on Thursday, February 11, 1993 at their 3:00 meeting. His 
committee will make sure that this controversy has been cleared 
up before the rezoning is passed, and the issue of the permits will 
be made a matter of record.

PUBLIC COMMENT 


Robert Aldridge of 3712 Wainwright spoke in support of the 
resolution approving the Drug Abuse Resistance Education 
(D.A.R.E.) Grant. This program is being taught all through the 
Lansing Schools by Officers of the Lansing Police Department. 
The study will show that this is the most effective substance abuse 
program in existence today. He invited everyone to visit one of the 
Schools to observe a D.A.R.E. Officer at work. 


Lloyd Teets of 116 E. Elm St. upbraided Council for passing a 
resolution that should never have been passed. By resolution they 
sued one of their own Boards. Judge Stell would not have taken this 
issue up, however, the City hired outside lawyers to put this issue in 
front of her. President Canady’s stance is that the legal 
representative of the Ethics Board is not entitled to be paid, but, he 
will pay the lawyers that Mr. Knot hired without permission of 
Council. This is costing the people of the City more and more by the 
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hour. He asked Councilmember Brockwell to admit that this 
resolution was a mistake. Councilmember Brockwell responded 
that Council did not sue this Board, they asked Judge Stell to 
determine if a conflict of interest existed. Mr. Teets replied that, if 
Councilmember Brockwell did not know what was going on with 
this, then he was a puppet to President Canady. How much money 
did they waste on this effort? Councilmember Canady answered 
that no papers were ever filed and no bill from special counsel for 
the city will be forthcoming for this. 


Howard Jones of 426 W. Barnes accused Council of operating 
under a double standard. There was intent on their part to hire an 
outside attorney to put this issue before Judge Stell. The Ethics 
Board requested representation by an attorney on their behalf, 
which they need if they are to remain unencumbered by the 
~ intimidation of the City Council. Council:should approve the Ethics 
Board request to retain Tom Downs to represent the best interest of 
citizens with respect to the Ethics Board. 


Harold Leeman of 529 N. Francis asked Council to pay particular 
attention to the second paragraph of the resignation letter from 
Paul Nieratko from the Waterfront Development Board. He appears 
to have experienced a degree of frustration on this Board and they 
should find out about it. He asked Council to have Bob Clegg, 
Interim Director of the Public Service Department explain who the 
firm for the CSO study is, and if they employ any City Officials who 
retired. Mr. Clegg responded that Ray Severey works for this firm, 
but, he did not work for them at the time the contract was issued. He 
asked for information regarding the tax abatement for Lansing 
Sanitary Supply. He asked Councilmember Lilly what is going on 
with Jason Court? What is going on with the rescission of the 
resolution regarding the Ethics Board? Mr. Downs is a well 
respected member of the law community and President Canady 
has accused him of playing games. Council owes him an apology. 
He believes that Judge Stell will recommend that Mr. Downs 
receive payment for his legal representation to the Ethics Board. 
He is entitled to something. The quotes from President Canady are 
putting him in a negative light. President Canady replied that he 
stands by his statement. Mr. Downs acted without the authorization 
of the City Charter. He named members of the Board of Ethics as 
plaintiffs. He did not have the permission of at least three of the 
members of the Ethics Board to name them as plaintiffs. 


Paget Maynard of 902 W. Shiawassee said the City Attorney hired 
outside counsel to defend the City without the backing of the 
Council. Who will they pay to sue who? If the City wil! pay fees for 
one set of outside attorneys, why not the other? Does Council just 
plunge into things blindly and then look back at what they have 
done? These outside attorneys had no idea that Council would 
rescind their resolution, did they wait to do any work on this, or has 
a lot of work been done? 


Councilmember Beal asked if Mr. Downs could sue Council on this 
and if it were true that outside legal counsel pulled the tax records 
of John Mertz Chairman of the Ethics Board. Is it true that Outside 
Legal Counsel took depositions from Lloyd Teets, Gary Andrews, 
and Harold Leeman? She said that Mr. Mertz is not sitting in a 
judicial position. He is not determining a legal issue here, he is 


.«.. determining an ethical one. City Council as a body must 
_-.*~ understand all of the consequences of their actions. They had no 


business asking Judge Stell to rule on this matter. It makes them 
appear to be stonewalling someone. It is not the policy of the staff, 
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or the City Attorney, to advise Council. She suggested that Council 
examine the policies of the City Attorney’s Office prior to passing 
something like this in the future. They need legal advice prior to 
making decisions like these. They are not lawyers and cannot be 
experts on everything. She asked for a report of the hours spent by 
Outside attorneys on this case. 


Al Knot, City Attorney answered that he has no idea if legal counsel 
has investigated Mr. Mertz’ tax records, he does believe that Teets, 
Andrews, and Leeman were deposed. 


Councilmember Ford said he is happy to see this resolution 
rescinded. He did not vote for it in the first place, because it is not 
appropriate to ask a Judge to rule on an opinion. The City will 
continue to absorb more legal fees as this whole thing plays on. He 
is glad to see the rescission of this, because, now the Ethics Board 
can get on with the business of doing their job to determine if there 
was any conflict. He hopes the Board will have an answer soon on 
this issue. 


Councilmember Lilly said that the original resolution does appear 
to sue the Ethics Board, but Council had no intent to sue their 
Board. They want to allow the Ethics Board to conduct the 
investigation that they were formed to perform in the first place. 
There will be additional questions to come up on this issue. It is 
necessary for Council to back off in some instances so that they 
can let the issue be settled. 


Council President Canady explained that his concern stemmed 
from a communication from John Mertz saying that the City 
Attorney was in a conflict of interest. Mr. Mertz made a statement to 
that effect to the State Journal. He (Mertz) sits in a quasi judicial 
capacity on the Board of Ethics. His wife is an officer of the UAW. If 
Mr. Mertz were a judge, there is no way that he could sit on this 
case. Subsequently, Mr. Mertz changed his position and said that 
any member of the Board of Ethics can sit on that Board. If Mertz 
agrees that no one on this Board had a conflict and can sit on the 
Board, then they are in agreement. At no time did outside Counsel 
file anything with the Court that would require a response of 
pleadings. If the matter of payment for Mr. Downs goes before 
Judge Stell, she will tell him that he did not have permission to 
represent anyone. 


Councilmember Benavides pointed out that from the beginning of 
the first transfer for outside legal counsel it was understood that the 
City Attorney's Office would be reporting to Council on the status of 
their work. This report should be. coming soon and they will be able 
to see all this out in the open.

PREVENTION AND PROVIDING OFFICERS THEREFOR AND 
DEFINING THEIR POWERS AND DUTIES; TO PROVIDE FOR 
CERTAIN DELETIONS, MODIFICATIONS, OR AMENDMENTS TO 
SAID UNIFORM FIRE CODE; TO ESTABLISH STORAGE LIMITS 
FOR CERTAIN COMBUSTIBLE PRODUCTS AND EXPLOSIVES; 
AND TO SPECIFY PENALTIES FOR VIOLATIONS OF SAID 
CHAPTER. 


The City of Lansing ordains: 
Section 1. That Section 1610.01 of the Code of Ordinances of the 
City of Lansing, Michigan, is hereby amended to be read as follows: 


1610.01 ADOPTION OF 1991 EDITIONS; REFERENCES 
CONFLICT OF LAWS. 


(A) THERE IS HEREBY ADOPTED BY THE CITY OF LANSING 
FOR THE PURPOSE OF PRESCRIBING REGULATIONS GOV- 
ERNING CONDITIONS HAZARDOUS TO LIFE AND PROPERTY 
FROM FIRE OR EXPLOSION, THAT CERTAIN CODE AND 
STANDARDS KNOWN AS THE UNIFORM FIRE CODE, INCLUD- 
ING APPENDICES I-C, III-C, V-A, VI-A, and VI-D, AND THE 
UNIFORM FIRE CODE STANDARDS PUBLISHED BY THE 
WESTERN FIRE CHIEFS ASSOCIATION AND THE INTERNA- 
TIONAL CONFERENCE OF BUILDING OFFICIALS, BEING 
PARTICULARLY THE 1991 EDITIONS THEREOF AND THE 
WHOLE THEREOF, SAVE AND EXCEPT SUCH PORTIONS AS 
ARE HEREINAFTER DELETED, MODIFIED OR AMENDED BY 
SECTION 2 OF THIS ORDINANCE, THREE (3) COPIES OF 
WHICH CODE AND STANDARDS HAVE BEEN AND ARE NOW 
FILED IN THE OFFICE OF THE CLERK OF THE CITY OF LANSING 
AND THE SAME ARE HEREBY ADOPTED AND INCORPORATED 
AS FULLY ASIF SET OUT AT LENGTH HEREIN, AND FROM THE 
DATE ON WHICH THIS ORDINANCE SHALL TAKE EFFECT, THE 
PROVISIONS THEREOF SHALL BE CONTROLLING WITHIN THE 
LIMITS OF THE CITY OF LANSING 


B. References throughout these Codified Ordinances to the 
Uniform Fire Code and the Uniform Fire Code Standards shall be 
deemed to mean the Uniform Fire Code and the Uniform Fire 
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Code Standards adopted in subsection (a) hereof and they may 
be so cited. References throughout these Codified Ordinances to 
the Fire Prevention Code of the City shall be deemed to mean all of 
Part Sixteen of these Codified Ordinances, including the technical 
codes and standards adopted therein by reference, and it may be 
So Cited. 


C. Unless otherwise expressly provided, in the event of a conflict 
between any of the provisions of the Uniform Fire Code and the 
Uniform Fire Code Standards, herein adopted, and a provision of 
this chapter, or any other provision of these Codified Ordinances, 
or any other local ordinance, resolution, rule or regulation, the local 
provision shall control. In the event of a conflict between any of the 
provisions of the Uniform Fire Code and the Uniform Fire Code 
Standards herein adopted, and State law, including rules and 
regulations promulgated pursuant to State law, the State law shall 
control. In the event of a conflict between any of the provisions of 
the Uniform Fire Code and the Uniform Fire Code Standards, 
herein adopted, and a provision of any other standard technical 
code adopted by reference by the City, the stricter or higher 
standard shall control. 


Section 2. That Section 1610.02 of the Code of Ordinances of the 
City of Lansing, Michigan is hereby amended to read as follows: 


1610.02 DELETIONS, MODIFICATIONS OR Amendments MADE 
IN THE UNIFORM FIRE CODE. 


The Uniform Fire Code and the Uniform Fire Code Standards 
adopted by Section 1610.01, are hereby amended as follows: 


(A) U.F.C. Section 2.101. AUTHORITY for Enforcement is hereby 
amended by AMENDING subsection (G), AND BY SUBSECTION 
(I), RESPECTIVELY, as follows: 


(G) THE MAINTENANCE OF EXITS TO ENSURE PROPER AND 
SAFE EGRESS FROM ALL OCCUPANCIES WHETHER NEW OR 
EXISTING BUILDINGS. 


(i) The investigation of false reports of fire or bombs. 


(B) U.F.C. Section 2.303. Board of Appeals is hereby deleted and 
a new section added as follows: 


Board of Appeals 

SEC. 2.303. EXCEPT AS PROVIDED IN SECTION 10.210(!) OF 
THE UNIFORM FIRE CODE AS AMENDED HEREIN, the Board of 
Appeals for appeals made under the Fire Prevention Code of the 
City shall be the Building Board of Appeals established in Section 
204 of the Uniform Building Code adopted in Section 1420.01 of 
the Codified Ordinances of the City and amended in Section 
1420.02. THIS BOARD SHALL DETERMINE THE SUITABILITY OF 
ALTERNATE MATERIALS AND TYPE OF CONSTRUCTION AND 
PROVIDE REASONABLE INTERPRETATIONS OF THE PROVI- 
SIONS OF THIS CODE. THE BOARD SHALL RENDER ALL 
DECISIONS AND FINDINGS IN WRITING TO THE FIRE CHIEF, 
WITH A DUPLICATE COPY TO THE APPELLANT, AND MAY 
RECOMMEND TO THE EXECUTIVE BODY SUCH NEW LEGIS- 
LATGAGING IN THE FOLLOWING ACTIVITIES, OPERATIONS, 
PRACTICES OR FUNCTIONS: 

1. FIRE SUPPRESSION SYSTEMS. TO DESIGN, INSTALL, 
MODIFY, TEST, SERVICE AND MAINTAIN ANY AND ALL FIRE 
SUPPRESSION SYSTEMS IN ACCORDANCE WITH ANY AND 
ALL CODES THAT APPLY TO THIS INSTALLATION. 
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2. FIRE ALARM SYSTEMS. TO DESIGN, INSTALL, MODIFY, 
TEST, SERVICE AND MAINTAIN ANY AND ALL FIRE ALARM 
SYSTEMS IN ACCORDANCE WITH ANY AND ALL CODES THAT 
APPLY TO THIS INSTALLATION. 

3. OPEN BURNING. TO IGNITE OR BURN MATERIAL OF ANY 
TYPE ON PRIVATE LAND OR PUBLICLY OWNED OR CON- 
TROLLED LAND EXCEPT AS PROVIDED IN THIS CHAPTER. 

4. FIREWORKS. TO CONDUCT A PUBLIC DISPLAY OR TO USE 
FOR AGRICULTURAL OR PEST CONTROL PURPOSES AS 
PERMITTED BY STATE LAW. 


APPLICATION FOR PERMIT 

SEC. 4.102. ALL APPLICATIONS FOR A PERMIT REQUIRED 
PURSUANT TO THIS CHAPTER SHALL BE MADE TO THE 
BUILDING SAFETY DIVISION INSUCH FORM AND DETAIL AS IT 
SHALL PRESCRIBE, EXCEPT THAT APPLICATIONS FOR OPEN 
BURNING PERMITS, AND FOR THE ABOVE FIREWORKS 
PERMITS, SHALL BE MADE TO THE FIRE PREVENTION 
BUREAU. APPLICATIONS SHALL BE ACCOMPANIED BY SUCH 
PLANS AS REQUIRED BY THE CITY. 

THE APPLICATION FOR A PERMIT REQUIRED PURSUANT TO

RESOLUTION OF COUNCIL. 


(D) U.F.C. Section 9.112 Jurisdiction is hereby deleted and anew 
section added as follows: 

Whenever the word “jurisdiction” or “jurisdictional area” is used 
in the Uniform Fire Code it shall mean the City of Lansing. 


(E) U.F.C. ARTICLE 78. FIREWORKS AND PYROTECHNIC 
SPECIAL EFFECTS IS DELETED IN ITS ENTIRETY. 


(F) U.F.C. SECTIONS 10.103, 12.103, 24.102, 25.101, 26.102, 
27.102, 28.102, 29.102, 30.101, 31.102, 32.103, 33.102, 34.102, 
35.103, 36.102, 45.102, 46.102, 47.102, 48.102, 49.101(c), 50.103, 
62.102, 63.103, 74.103, 75.104, 76.102, 79.103, 80.103, 82.102, 
83.101, AND 88.103 ARE DELETED IN THEIR ENTIRETY. 


(G) U.F.C. Section 10.210. Fire Lanes is hereby enacted to read 
as follows: 


FIRE LANES 

Sec. 10.210(a). Purpose. This section is to be interpreted as the 
standard of care necessary to protect both people and property 
within the City in case ofa fire or similar emergency in any of those 
establishments herein defined through the use of controlled fire 
lanes. 

(b) Authority. The Fire Marshal of the Fire Prevention Bureau shall 
be responsible for establishing fire lanes on both public and private 
property within the City. The following criteria shall be used in 
determining the necessity of fire lanes: 

1. Fire lanes shall be established by the Fire Prevention Bureau as 
deemed necessary at the following locations. This list shall not be 
deemed to be exclusive, but shall be deemed to be a guide to the 
type of establishment where necessary: 

a. Apartment complexes; 

b. Auditoriums and all like places of public assembly; 

c. Churches; 

d. Hospitals, convalescent homes and nursing homes; 

e. Hotels, motels and boarding houses; 

f. Manufacturing sites; 


COUNCIL PROCEEDING | 5/ 


g. Multiple private residential areas; and 

h. Shopping centers. 

2. The necessity of access into the above enumerated areas from 
public thoroughfares shall be considered when establishing fire 
lanes. 

3. The necessity of traffic lanes that are free from parked vehicles, 
both to and around the above enumerated establishments, and 
that are capable of handling City fire vehicles, shall also be 
considered. 

This determination shall be made whenever the Bureau deems 
that such lanes are necessary for the safety of occupants and 
property of such establishments or when, after being petitioned by 
a private land owner to have fire lanes established on his or her 
property, the Bureau declares fire lanes thereon in accordance 
with the above criteria. This section shall apply to all such existing 
facilities within the City. The Fire Marshal or designated 
representative shall notify the land owner of any such property 
whereon fire lanes are established, by mailing notice of the same to 
the address of the owner as identified in the records of the City 
Assessor. ; 

(c) Records. The Fire Prevention Bureau shall keep an accurate 
up to date record of all fire lanes established within the City. 

(d) Signs. All fire lanes shall be conspicuously posted with 
uniform fire lane signs prescribed by the Fire Marshal and erected 
not more than 100 feet apart in all areas designated as fire lanes. 
The erection and maintenance of such signs shall be the 
responsibility of the property owner. Any owner who, upon 
notification that a fire lane has been established on his or her 
property and within thirty days thereof, fails to erect uniform fire 
lane signs, shall be in violation of this section and subject to the 
penalty provided in Section 1610.99 of the Codified Ordinances of 
the City. Further, when such signs are not erected within 30 days of 
notification, Council may direct such signs to be erected and the 
cost thereof assessed against the property on the next general 
assessment roll of the City. 

(e) Permitted Parking, The Fire Marshal may grant permission for 


’ parking of certain vehicles, objects or trailers in designated fire 


lanes for limited periods where such parking will not interfere with 
the use of the fire lane by emergency vehicles. Whenever such 
permission is granted, arecord of the same shall be kept by the Fire 
Prevention Bureau. In conjunction with such permission, the 
Bureau shall furnish a sign to be posted conspicuously on the 
vehicle, object or trailer stating that permission to so park has been 


granted and stating the duration that it may remain so.parked. 


(f) Guidelines for Fire Lanes at Construction Sites. The Fire 
Marshal shall establish guidelines for use by the Building Safety 
Division in determining the need for fire lanes at all new 
construction sites and at sites where existing structures are being 
modified. These guidelines shall include minimum dimensions for 
such fire lanes so as to provide adequate maneuverability for City 
fire vehicles. The Fire Prevention Bureau shall make a final check 
of all plans for such building or alteration upon submission of the 
same by the Building Safety Division. The Fire Prevention Bureau 
shall either approve or reject such plans within 20 days of such 
submission and, if rejected, shall state the reasons for the same. 
After rejection, such plans may be resubmitted for approval after 
the necessary changes have been made. 

(g) Removal of Vehicles, etc., From Fire Lanes. When any 
member of the Fire Department or the Police Department observes 
any vehicle, trailer or other object parked in a fire lane as herein 
established, and such vehicle, trailer or other object is not in such 
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fire lane under authority of subsection (e) hereof, he or she shall 
remove such vehicle, trailer or other object or cause the same to be 
removed at the expense of the owner. If any vehicle, trailer or other 
object is so located within a fire lane at a time the Fire Department 
is responding to an alarm which necessitates use of such fire lane, 
then any member of the Police Department or the Fire Department 
may move such vehicle, trailer or other object or cause the same to 
be moved by any means possible without liability for and damage 
being incurred by the City or any officer, agent or employee thereof. 

(h) Prohibited Parking; Citations. 

1. No person shall stop, stand or park a vehicle, except when 
necessary to avoid conflict with other traffic or in compliance with 
the directions of a law enforcement officer, fire fighter or traffic 
control device, within 15 feet of a fire hydrant. 

2.No person shall stop, stand or park a vehicle, whether occupied 
or not, in an area designated as a fire lane, on public or private 
property, except when necessary to avoid conflict with other traffic 
or at the direction of a law enforcement officer, fire-fighter or traffic 
control device. 

3. The Fire Marshal and other members of the Fire Prevention 
Bureau shall have the power and authority of a police officer to 
issue uniform traffic citations for a violation of any of the provisions 
of this section. 

(i) Appeals. Notwithstanding the provisions of Section 2.302 of 
this Code, the following shall be the method of appeal from any 
decision of the Building Board of Appeals as it may pertain to this 
section: 

lf any land owner is aggrieved by any decision as to the 
establishment of fire lanes, he or she shall, within 30 days of the 
date of mailing of the fire lane establishment notice as provided for 
in subsection (b) hereof, or within 30 days of the denial of a petition 
to establish a fire lane, file with the Board of Appeals a written 
exception to such decision, together with his or her reasons for the 
same. 

Within:10 days from the date of receipt of such exception by the 
Board of Appeals, it shall, after consideration of the reasons for the 
exception, affirm, modify or rescind its original decision. If the 


aggrieved party is still without satisfaction, he or she may filean - 


appeal with Council through the office of the City Clerk. The City 
Clerk shall then place the appeal on the agenda for the next 
applicable Council meeting. Council shall rule on such appeal 
within a reasonable time, but not later than 30 days from the date 
the appeal was placed on the agenda. Subsequent to the 
determination by Council, the aggrieved party may file a petition 
with the appropriate court. 


(H) U.F.C. SECTION 11.202. INCINERATORS |S DELETED AND 
A NEW SECTION 11.202 IS ADDED AS FOLLOWS: 


INCINERATORS 

SEC. 11.202. (A) GENERAL. FREE-STANDING NONCOMMER- 
CIAL INCINERATORS NOT CONNECTED TO BUILDINGS ARE 
NOT PERMITTED. PERMITTED INCINERATORS SHALL BE IN 
ACCORDANCE WITH OTHER GOVERNING AGENCIES RE- 
QUIREMENTS REGULATING EMISSIONS. FOR OTHER RE- 
QUIREMENTS, SEE THE BUILDING AND MECHANICAL CODES. 

(B) MAINTENANCE. INCINERATORS SHALL BE MAINTAINED 
IN GOOD CONDITION AT ALL TIMES. 

(C) THE CHIEF IS AUTHORIZED TO REQUIRE INCINERATOR 
USE TO BE IMMEDIATELY DISCONTINUED IF THE CHIEF 
DETERMINES THAT SMOKE EMISSIONS ARE OFFENSIVE TO 
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THE OCCUPANTS OF SURROUNDING PROPERTY OF IF THE 
USE OF THE INCINERATOR IS DETERMINED BY THE CHIEF TO 
CONSTITUTE A HAZARDOUS CONDITION. 


(1) U.F.C. SECTION 11.203. OPEN BURNING IS DELETED AND 
A NEW SECTION 11.203 IS ADDED AS FOLLOWS: 


OPENING BURNING 

SEC. 11.203 (A) PERMIT REQUIRED. A PERMIT IS REQUIRED 
TO KINDLE OR MAINTAIN ANY OUTDOOR BURNING, INCLUD- 
ING BONFIRES AND RECREATION FIRES. 


(B) LOCATION RESTRICTED. THERE SHALL BE NO OPEN 
BURNING OF ANY TYPE ON PUBLICLY OWNED OR CON- 
TROLLED LAND, INCLUDING BRIDGES, STREETS, AND OTHER 
PUBLIC PLACES WHICH HAVE NOT BEEN SET ASIDE BY THE 
PUBLIC AUTHORITY FOR SUCH PURPOSE. 


(C) EXCEPTIONS: (1) WHEN DETERMINED BY THE CHIEF TO 
BE IN THE PUBLIC INTEREST, THE CHIEF MAY ISSUE A PERMIT 
FOR CONTROLLED BURNING. (2) OUTDOOR COOKING. 
APPLIANCES, SUCH AS GAS AND CHARCOAL GRILLS MAY BE 
USED IN SUCH A MANNER SO THEY DO NOT ENDANGER THE 
LIFE OR PROPERTY OF OTHERS. NO PERSON SHALL USE ANY 
PERMANENT BARBECUE, PORTABLE BARBECUE, OUTDOOR 
FIREPLACE OR GRILL FOR THE DISPOSAL OF RUBBISH, 
TRASH OR COMBUSTIBLE MATERIAL. (3) RECREATION FIRES. 
RECREATION FIRES WHERE CHARCOAL IS THE FUEL, SHALL 
NOT REQUIRE A PERMIT. 


(D) ATTENDANCE OF OPEN FIRES. BONFIRES AND OTHER 
OPEN BURNING SHALL BE CONSTANTLY ATTENDED BY A 
COMPETENT PERSON UNTIL SUCH FIRE IS EXTINGUISHED. 
THIS PERSON SHALL HAVE A GARDEN HOSE CONNECTED TO 
THE WATER SUPPLY, OR OTHER FIRE-EXTINGUISHING 
EQUIPMENT READILY AVAILABLE FOR USE. RECREATION 
FIRES SHALL BE IN ACCORD WITH THE PROVISIONS OF 
SECTION 11.204 OF THE UNIFORM FIRE CODE. 


(E) CHIEF MAY PROHIBIT. THE CHIEF MAY PROHIBIT OR 
TERMINATE ANY OR ALL OUTDOOR BURNING WHEN ATMOS- 
PHERIC CONDITIONS OR LOCAL CONDITIONS MAKE SUCH 
FIRES HAZARDOUS, OR THE CHIEF DETERMINES SUCH 
ACTION IS NECESSARY TO PROTECT PUBLIC SAFETY. 


(F) ILLEGAL BURNING; APPEARANCE TICKETS. KINDLING 
OR MAINTAINING ANY OUTDOOR BURNING IN VIOLATION OF 
THIS SECTION, FAILING TO COMPLY WITH THE REQUIRE- 
MENTS OF THIS SECTION, FAILING TO COMPLY WITH AN 
ORDER OF THE CHIEF HEREUNDER, OR OTHERWISE WITH 
THE REQUIREMENTS HEREUNDER SHALL BE ILLEGAL. THE 
FIRE MARSHALL AND OTHER MEMBERS OF THE FIRE PREV- 
ENTION BUREAU ARE SPECIFICALLY AUTHORIZED TO 
ENFORCE THIS SECTION BY THE ISSUANCE OF APPEARANCE 
TICKETS IN ACCORDANCE WITH STATE LAW. 


(J) U.F.C. Section 12.115 is hereby enacted to read as follows: 


INSPECTION TO DETERMINE ADEQUACY OF EXITS; PLANS 
FOR MORE THAN TWO-FAMILY DWELLING TO BE SUBMITTED. 
Section 12.115(a). The Chief of the Fire Prevention Bureau or his 
or her authorized representative, and the Building Safety Director 
or his or her authorized representative, shall, together, make an 
inspection of a premises to determine the adequacy of exits and 
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exit stairs or fire escapes and fire safety of the building. Orders 
written concerning the exits, stairs, fire escapes or fire safety of the 
building after such an inspection shall be considered as mandatory 
and any person failing to comply therewith shall be subject to the 
penalties provided in Section 1610.99 of the Codified Ordinances 
of the City. 

(b) The plans for any building hereafter constructed or remodeled 
in any way, which building is used or to be used for more than a 
two-family dwelling, including a factory, school, hotel, lodging 
house, asylum, hospital, church, apartment house, hall, theater, 
amphitheater or any other building in which persons do presently 
Or will, upon completion of construction, work, live or congregate 
from time to time for any purpose, shall be submitted to and 
approved by an authorized representative of the Fire Prevention 
Bureau. 


Section 3. That Section 1610.03 of the Code of Ordinances of the 
City of Lansing, Michigan is hereby amended to read as follows: 


1610.03 ESTABLISHMENT OF STORAGE LIMITS. 

(A) STORAGE OF FLAMMABLE OR COMBUSTIBLE LIQUIDS. 
THE LIMITS REFERRED TO IN SECTION 79.501 OF THE 
UNIFORM FIRE CODE IN WHICH THE STORAGE OF FLAMMA- 
BLE OR COMBUSTIBLE LIQUIDS IN ABOVE GROUND TANKS IS 
RESTRICTED ARE HEREBY ESTABLISHED AS FOLLOWS: 

IN ACCORDANCE WITH CITY OF LANSING ZONING ORDI- 
NANCE PROVISIONS APPLICABLE TO PRINCIPAL, ACCES- 
SORY OR OTHER USES, OR IN ACCORDANCE WITH OTHER 
PROVISIONS OF LAW OR REGULATIONS THAT ARE MORE 
RESTRICTIVE. 


(B) STORAGE OF LIQUIFIED PETROLEUM GASES. THE 
LIMITS REFERRED TO IN SECTION 82.104(a) OF THE UNIFORM 
FIRE CODE \N WHICH STORAGE OF LIQUIFIED PETROLEUM 
GAS IS RESTRICTED, ARE HEREBY ESTABLISHED AS 
FOLLOWS: 

IN ACCORDANCE WITH CITY OF LANSING ZONING ORDI- 
NANCE PROVISIONS APPLICABLE TO PRINCIPAL, ACCES- 
SORY OR OTHER USES, OR IN ACCORDANCE WITH OTHER 
PROVISIONS OF LAW OR REGULATIONS THAT ARE MORE 
RESTRICTIVE. 


(C) STORAGE OF EXPLOSIVES AND BLASTING AGENTS. THE 
LIMITS REFERRED TO IN SECTION 77.106(b) OF THE UNIFORM 
FIRE CODE IN WHICH STORAGE OF EXPLOSIVES AND 
BLASTING AGENTS IS PROHIBITED ARE HEREBY ESTAB- 
LISHED AS FOLLOWS: 

EXCEPT AS OTHERWISE PROVIDED IN THE UNIFORM FIRE 
CODE, THE STORAGE OF EXPLOSIVES AND BLASTING 
AGENTS IS PROHIBITED WITHIN THE BOUNDARIES OF THE 
CITY OF LANSING. 


Section 4. That Section 1610.04 of the Code of Ordinances of the 
City of Lansing, Michigan is hereby enacted to read as follows: 


1610.034 VIOLATIONS. 

(a) No person, FIRM, PARTNERSHIP OR CORPORATION shall 
violate any of the provisions of this chapter or fail to comply 
therewith, or violate or fail to comply with any order or regulation 
made thereunder, or build in violation of any detailed specifications 
or plans submitted-and appraved thereunder, or VIOLATE THE 
TERMS of any license, or permit issued thereunder. The imposition 
of one penalty for a violation of or noncompliance with any of the 
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provisions of this chapter shall not excuse the violation or permit it 
to continue, and ANY persons, FIRM, PARTNERSHIP OR 
CORPORATION violating or failing to comply shall be required to 
correct or remedy such violation or noncompliance within a 
reasonable time. When not otherwise specified, a separate offense 
shall be deemed committed each day that prohibited conditions 
are maintained. 


(b) The application of the penalty set forth in Section 1610.99 shall 
not be held to prevent the enforced removal or correction of 
prohibited conditions. 


(c) Any of the requirements of this chapter specified for a certain 
section shall also apply to any other section in which the same 
condition, operation or hazard exists of a similar nature, whether or 
not specifically stated. 


(d) The disregard of any order or directive and/or the noncom- 
pliance with any of the requirements of this chapter by any City 
licensed business or individual shall constitute sufficient basis for 
the suspension or revocation of any City license. 


Section 5. That Section 1610.99 of the Code of Ordinances of the 
City of Lansing, Michigan is hereby amended to read as follows: 


1610.99 PENALTIES. 

UPON CONVICTION OF A VIOLATION OF ANY OF THE 
PROVISIONS OF THIS CHAPTER, A DEFENDANT SHALL BE 
FINED NOT MORE THAN FIVE HUNDRED DOLLARS ($500) OR 
IMPRISONED NOT MORE THAN NINETY DAYS OR BOTH FOR 
EACH OFFENSE. 


Section 6. All ordinances or parts of ordinances inconsistent with 
the provisions hereof are hereby repealed. 


Section 7. This ordinance shall take effect thirty (30) days from its 
passage unless given immediate effect by City Council.

REFERRED TO THE MAYOR AND THE PLANNING BOARD 
MAYOR'S COMMENTS 


Mayor Crawford reminded everyone that this Saturday, in Council 
Chambers, he will hgid a forum to receive citizen input on the 
reorganization of City Hall and city services. City employees are 
welcome to attend with their suggestions. He thanked Council for 
the use of their Chambers and Channel 28. This year is the 100th 
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birthday of the Lansing Police Department. Quoting from Pat 
Heyden's book “Behind the Badge” he gave a brief history of LPD. 
He responded to the communication regarding three men in a 
truck on January 24, 1993. This happened on a Sunday. The City 
had only one truck out doing emergency salting runs that day. This 
was a yellow truck and the City does not have yellow trucks. He 
does not believe this was a city vehicle. 


REMARKS BY COUNCILMEMBERS 


Councilmember Schmidt reminded everyone that the Lansing 
Youth and Recreation Fund is offering free ice skating and free 
skate rental at Washington Park every Friday afternoon in February 
from 3:15 to 4:00. Free hot chocolate will be provided. There are 
130 pairs of skates available and the rink holds approximately 200 
people so, if there is a large turnout, availability of skates and ice 
time may be limited. Interested persons may call 483-4230 for 
more information. She welcomed the Boys and Girls Club 
members and wished a happy birthday to Judge Felice. The 
Treasurer's Office is extending the deadline for paying taxes until 
February 16, 1993 to accommodate the State of Michigan and 
Federal Offices that will be closed on Monday, February 15, 1993 in 
observance of Presidents day. 


Councilmember Benavides said he received a memo from the City 
Attorney stating that the Alex Walton Claim was ruled in favor of the 
City. He commended the City Attorney for this effort. This case 
could have cost the City 1.5 million dollars. This establishes a 
parent's accountability for their children. He congratulated the staff 
of the Planning Department for going the extra mile to work with the 
residents regarding 5139 Balzar. They did a good job and the 
residents are very pleased. 


Councilmember Lilly announced that the Rezonings and Special 
Land Use requests from Emanuel First Lutheran Church will not be 
taken up at this Thursday's meeting of the Physical Development 
Committee as he previously announced. They are not going to 
bring up issues faster than the Planning Staff's ability to deal with 
them. They will inform the neighborhood and the Church. He 
thanked Mayor Crawford for spending time with him in the last two 
weeks to educate him on procedural policies. He thanked the 
Council staff who have worked to make him feel welcome and up to 
date. 


CITIZENS MAY COMMENT 


William Bernstein of 420 Baker St. said he was fined $200.00 and 
given 18 months probation for his conviction for Disturbing a Public 
Assembly. Last week a Police Officer was tried for larceny and 
received only a 6 month trial period in which he could commit no 
other crimes. 


Paget Maynard of 902 W. Shiawassee criticized the City Attorney 
for not giving answers to simple questions asked by Council. The 
City Attorney is the one who is really playing games. He said that 
Mayor McKane was overheard last week making comments to his 
son about how much Mr. Davis pays in taxes. This is not proper. 
These comments should have been withheld until they were in the 
privacy of their own home. 


William J. Smith of 222 N. Hosmer said he was arrested for 
trespassing recently. There seems to be some confusion on the 
part of the Lansing Police Department as to whether they enforce 
the law according to State of Michigan Statute, or according to City 
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Ordinance. He asked for an explanation of City Council's intent 
when they passed the Ordinance. Was it to compliment State law, 
or to conflict with it. 


Lloyd Teets of 116 E. Elm St. said President Canady will not support 
paying Tom Downs, but he will support spending money to see that 
Mr. Downs does not get paid. He thanked everyone that attended 
the fund raiser for CBL last Friday. What the city really needs is a 
Grand Jury investigation. The secret minutes of the Committee of 
the Whole showed that everyone on Council knew that Elected 
Officials were included in the early retirement program. 


Harold Leeman of 529 N. Francis told President Canady that he 
has gotten a lot of phone calls from people who would like to see 
the Committee of the Whole meetings televised on Channel 28. 
Can this be done? Council should come to some resolve with 
regards to Mr. Bernstein. He cannot continue to keep coming down 
here like this. All of these cases should have been treated the same 
way. He asked why some retirees had to take their seniority checks 
in 1982, and some just got them last Friday? Does this give them a 
break in their taxes? He said that Mayor Crawford and President 
Canady are contradicting each other. One says one thing and the 
other one says another. Did they know about the eligibility for 
people in the Early Retirement Incentive, or did they not? 


Mayor Crawford responded that his comments to the State Journal 
were not reported correctly. He attended that Council meeting 
thinking that Councilmembers would hold back on everything 
except for the Teamsters, however, following the explanation by 
the Finance Director and City Attorney, they backed off. 


Councilmember Beal said they need to take a look at what 
happened with the minutes of the executive session. She asked Mr. 
Knot if Elected Officials are tie barred to the Teamsters in any way. 
Mr. Knot said they are tie barred to some degree. They could have 
excluded one or more of these groups, but, they could not have 
done it that night. They would have had to give 30 days notice to the 
groups. However, in his recollection, the discussion held was not 
regarding Elected Officials. It was about Department Heads. There 
was not much discussion about elected officials at all. 


Councilmember Ford said that is why he asked to have the 
resolution tabled for one week. He asked about time constraints 
and Mr. Duarte told him that there were time problems, and a tie 
bar. Mr. Duarte told them that they did have a tie bar, and that it 
would take weeks and months to get rid of it. 


Ammahad Shekarakki of 901 W. Willow St. objected to the 
audience at last week’s meeting attacking his neighborhood. 
These people called his neighborhood a drug and crime haven and 
sat there and cheered and clapped about it as if they were at a 
football game. People having problems is not funny. One person 
said he is afraid to walk in the neighborhood at night but not in the 
morning. This was an attack on his neighborhood and he will 
debate anyone anytime about this and he will win. 


Douglas Fairbanks of 1077 Heavenly Way counseled everyone not 
to be afraid to walk at night. He complimented Mayor Crawford on 
his open door policy. 


Clare Wah| of 2822 Fielding said she will be walking in the Muscular 
Dystrophy walk again this year. It will take place on April 16, 1993 
and she will be back to solicit donations to this cause.

PUBLIC COMMENT 


Lloyd Teets of 116 E. Elm St. declared that he will be the next City 
Clerk. He said that item XI C-5, Committee Report reviewing the 
Annual Report of the Board of Water & Light shows that last year 
they lost 1.7 million dollars. The implication is that the loss is due to 
the increase in the amount of return on equity paid to the City of 
Lansing. The Board, he said, is mismanaged. Council as the 
over-sight Committee of the Board does nothing about it. The Ad 
Hoc Committee on the future of the Board of Water and Light has 
never even met, and- probably never will meet. Last year, because 
of the Director's decision to disconnect a generator, the City lost 
power twice. Councilmember Ford corrected Mr. Teet’s statement 
that the City lost power twice. Power was never lost, but, the Board 
did issue two warnings to people to not drink the water because 


they needed to check for contaminants to ensure the water's 
safety. 


Mark Eggleston of 4001 Heathgate asked Councilmember 
Benavides what is going on with the Northwest Corner of Waverly 
Road and Glenburne Blvd. Councilmember Benavides reported 
that the Committee Report refers this matter to the Committee of 
the Whole for discussion this Thursday. It will be voted on one week 
from today if it is reported out of Committee. Mr. Eggleston stated 
his opposition to the request. They do not need another building in 
this area. There is a lot of office space in the immediate area now. 


Len Stutman of 1030 Schiller Lane thanked Council for the 
decision not to close Fairway Lane or Clippert St., and for 
increasing Police protection to them. 


Harold Leeman of 529 N. Francis asked what action is being taken 
with Item # VIII I, letter from Frances Tyler requesting that 
Committee meetings be televised on Channel 28, he wants to see 
this letter referred to the proper committee. Councilmember 
Benavides responded that it is being referred to the Committee of 
the Whole. He asked for Councilmember Comment regarding the 
settlement of appeal to the Michigan Tax Tribunal from Trumark, 
Inc. He expressed his disappointment over the appointment of 
Margie McNutt to the Elected Officers Compensation Commission. 
He would like to see the Mayor give new appointees a chance. This 
person has been on many City Boards. Regarding the denial of the 
request to close Fairway and Clippert Streets, he suggested that 
this issue be reviewed. Up until a couple of years ago Clippert St. 
was a one way street. He asked for discussion regarding the 
Committee Report reviewing Financial Statements from the 
Convention/ Exhibition Authority, and on the Resolution setting the 
first meeting of the Elected Officers Compensation Commission. 
Their first meeting will be held February 24, and he would like to 
hear Councilmembers pros and cons regarding this meeting. 


Shelly Conrad of 1020 Shelter Lane thanked Council for passing 
the Resolution of denial on the request to close Fairway and 
Clippert Streets. 


SPECIAL CEREMONIES 


A. Councilmember Schmidt presented a Resolution of Tribute to 
the Forest View School Fifth Graders for outstanding performance 
on their MEAP Science Test. Elizabeth Turpin, Principal of Forest 
View School along with Staff members Bernadette Tomer and 
Brenda Timmer, and Students Robbie Wyman, Safety Patrol, and 
Charlie Crow, President of Student Council, accepted the award 
and thanked Council and the Mayor for this recognition. Principal 
Turpin expressed her pride in the School and her students and 
staff. Awards like this take a lot of teamwork. She thanked her 
fantastic staff and great students. Student Council President Crow 
thanked City Council, his principal, and the teachers of the School 
that do such a good job. 


B. Councilmember Benavides presented a Resolution of Tribute to 
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Fairview School Principal Ricardo Briones on behalf of his Fourth 
Graders for outstanding performance on their MEAP Reading and 
Math Tests. Principal Briones thanked Council for the Award and 
said it is good to have their recognition.

The proposed settlement reflects the true cash value of subject 
property less the cost to cure the environmental contaminants.

Working Capital advanced from $11,148,679 to $11,870,190, a 
6.5% increase. Unreserved Fund Balance increased to 
$10,329,901, an increase of 2%. The analysis concludes that 
“ financial reserves are modest...City Council and the Administra- 
tion will have to continue rigorous Cost containment over the 
General Fund.” 


Sewage Disposal Fund: Net Income for the year was a loss of 
$448 046. In spite of a 9% rate increase, Operating Revenues 
increased 1.7% reflecting an elasticity of demand and the general 
economic malaise impacting the economy. Although the Fund 
incurred significant interest expense due to renovations of the 
facility, debt ratios are within normal parameters for an enterprise 
utility fund. 


Municipal Parking System Fund: Net Income for the year was a loss 
of $619,593, following a loss of $179,502 in the preceeding year. 


COUNCIL PROCEEDING 65 


During the last two fiscal years Operating Income has remained 
static while Operating Expenses have increased 43%. The FY 92 
loss was substantially impacted by non-operating expenses in 
excess of revenues of $360,217, 58% of the Net Income loss. Debt 
ratios for this fund are in excess of normal parameters. The 
Committee on Ways and Means will review this fund on a quarterly 
basis. 


Garbage and Rubbish Fund: This fund is in very sound financial 
condition, with a Net Income of $1,143,127. The Committee 
anticipates no rate increases for FY 93-94, and is hopeful that rate 
increases will not be necessary for FY 94-95. 


Retirement Funds: The City actuary reports that both the General 
Employees and the Police and Fire Retirement Funds are ...“‘in very 
good actuarial condition...”. Payments as a percentage of assets 
were, respectively, 4.4% and 6.0%. Both figures represent a 
marginal reduction from prior year payouts as a percentage of 
assets. Revenues to the General Employees Fund increased 
43.9% while revenues to the Police and Fire Fund increased 51.6% 
during FY 92.

MAYOR'S COMMENTS 


Mayor Crawford thanked everyone who participated in his open 
forum in Council Chambers on Saturday to accept suggestions 
and input on the restructuring of City Hall. He especially thanked 
the phone-in participants. He thanked Council Staff Karen 
Schmidt and Ron Onufer for their help and Dave Wilson and Paul 
Scott for giving up their Saturday to run the television cameras. 
This was a very productive meeting for the Mayor and the 
Administration. They hope to do this again several times during the 
year. He has had numerous requests that this tape be aired again, it 
will run again on Wednesday, February 17, at 10:00 AM., and 
Friday, February 19, at 1:00 P.M. It is a four hour program. 


COUNCILMEMBER’S COMMENTS 


Councilmember Schmidt said that she watched most of the 
Mayor's Open Forum on Saturday. She was impressed that the 
Mayor had all the Department Heads with him. She thought some 
of the questions asked had merit and would like to hear the Mayor's 
response to them, specifically; giving department heads their own, 
independent budgets and allowing them to manage their 
departments the way they feel they should be managed. She hopes 
to see some of this transfer of leadership within the departments 
implemented; regarding the residency law for City employees, as 
the Charter was being written, there was strong opposition by the 
Fire and Police unions to a residency requirement. She is 
personally in favor of such a requirement. She is interested in the 
suggestion for reduced rates from the Board of Water & Light for 
senior citizens. She responded to the person who accused the City 
of not enforcing the Code of Ordinances and said you cannot set 
wholescale across the board solutions for the entire city. Each part 
of the City needs unique solutions to their individual problems. 
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What works in one portion of the City may not work in another. 


Mayor Crawford responded that the Department Heads appre- 
Ciated the opportunity to be at this forum. This was a productive 
time to find out where people are coming from. Employees were not 
paid for this time. As they work to give department heads and key 
personnel more exposure this will allow people to see who they are 
working with. Regarding department heads gaining more control 
over their budgets and becoming more independent, this is the 
future of municipal government in this country. They are working to 
develop these kinds of policies. 


Councilmember Ford said that he disagrees with the manner in 
which certain Councilmembers deal with things that come before 
Council. Atsome Committee of the Whole meetings they have time 
to deal with questions of individual Councilmembers, at others they 
do not. Sometimes the relevant questions become clearer to them 
with the perspective of time. The Council meeting is the perfect 
time to air these questions and it affords citizens the opportunity to 
hear discussion that goes on. 


Councilmember Brockwell thanked Roy Bennett for correcting the 
Council's flag arrangement. The new arrangement complies with 
the United State Flag Code. 


PUBLIC COMMENTS 


William Bernstein of 420 Baker St. said that he has proof that his 
trial for disturbing a public assembly was rigged. He was fined 
$200.00 and given 18 months reporting probation for which he has 
to pay a $10.00 per visit charge. 


Mary Haney of 1312 Roosevelt said she has never talked to 
Councilmember Ford, or, had any dealings with him. She 
Challenged him to make alist of things he has done for the 4th ward 
and she will counter it with a list of things he has not done that he 
should have. She thinks Councilmember Lilly is a pretty nice guy, 
and since he is an At Large Councilmember, perhaps he could 
intervene on behalf of her ward. She requested additional time to 
finish her statements. By motion of Councilmember Lilly and 
affirmative vote of Councilmembers she was given 1 additional 
minute. She asked about Councilmember Beal making long 
distance phone calls and charging them to the city. Did she ever 
pay for these calls? Councilmember Belen answered “yes.” 


Councilmember Ford responded to her charges that he is not 
active, and has done nothing for her ward. He is very active in the 
4th ward. He has participated in fund raisers for senior citizens, 
held task force meetings at Riddle School to deal with drug 
problems, held community meetings to deal with individual 4th 
Ward problems, and attended a number of neighborhood 
association meetings. He has never seen Ms. Haney at any of 
these meetings, nor has she asked him any questions in his entire 
term on City Council. He wants the public to know that he has been 
very active in his ward, he has been a guest speaker at nearly every 
elementary school in the City. He has performed in, or read books 
in, most of the schools in the 4th Ward. 


Lloyd Teets of 116 E. Elm St. stated that he will be the next City 
Clerk. He informed Council that, starting next week, every time he 
gets up he is going to demand his time to speak. He demands fair 
play. It is highly insulting to the public when Council keeps 
interrupting them and arguing. The Elections Commission has 
decided that they are not going to canvass his nominating 
petitions.

Mark Eggleston of 4001 Heathgate asked Councilmember 
Benavides if he could get more salt out on Windward and 
Heathgate? It is now clear that there was a cover up by Council of 
who the retirement plan included. This is evidenced by the secret 
meetings and disappearance of minutes from the Clerk's Office. 


Paget Maynard of 902 W. Shiawassee said that Mr. Bernstein is 
appealing to Council for help because he feels that justice has not 
been done. If justice does not appear to be done, then it has not 
been done. Mr. Bernstein does not see that justice has been done. 
Therefore, he has to come down here night after night to vent his 
feelings. Maybe Council cannot do anything to help Mr. Bernstein, 
maybe they just do not know what to do, so he (Maynard) will take it 
upon himself to offer an apology on behalf of the City of Lansing to 
Mr. Bernstein. 


Councilmember Schmidt responded to Mr. Maynard's apology to 
Mr. Bernstein. 


Lloyd Teets interrupted her explanation to insist on a point of order, 
this is not Councilmember Comment time, it is Public Comment 
time. 


Council Vice-President Brockwell, Presiding Chair, requested that 
Mr. Teets take his seat. Mr. Teets refused repeatedly to comply 
with Vice-President Brockwell’s requests. Vice President 
Brockwell then requested that the Sergeant at Arms remove Mr. 
Teets from Council Chambers. 


Councilmember Schmidt completed her explanation of the events 
surrounding Mr. Bernstein's controversy with the Building 
Department. Mr. Bernstein applied to the Building Department for a 
permit to enlarge his restaurant. It was discovered that he had been 
operating a restaurant for five years in violation of the City Code. He 
refused to make the renovations necessary to put his building in 
compliance. She made repeated and lengthy attempts to help Mr. 
Bernstein, including accompanying him on visits to the Building 
Department, Fire Department, and Police Department. He refused 
to comply with the requirements that the rest of the restaurant 
owners in the City have to comply with. Eventually she instructed 
him to seek the advice of an attorney since all of her avenues of 
assistance were exhausted. Mr. Bernstein later told her that he had 
spoken with two attorneys about his case and they both refused to 
help him. She has kept a schedule of her attempts to resolve Mr. 
Bernstein's problem and can document the time she has spent on 
this. She felt compelled to make this explanation because of the 
attacks on her week after week. 


Art Dudley of 300 N. Washington Square addressed Council on 
behalf of the Urban League and asked for Council's support for 
grant funds for the League. 


Tim Lewis of 500 S. Pine requested that the time for Public 
Comments be increased to 5 minutes per speaker. That is how 
long Councilmember Schmidt took with her explanation about 
Bernstein. She did this during public time. It is too bad Council does 
not represent the public instead of themselves. He commended 
City Clerk, Marilynn Slade for straightening out the voter 
registration snafu he recently found himself in. He had a problem 
getting his birth date put on his card. He blames this all on Jim Blair, 
the prior City Clerk, who took the early retirement offer. 


Harold Leeman of 529 N. Francis asked for a response from Mayor 
Crawford to his questions regarding the longevity checks issued to 
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retirees earlier this month. Why did some retirees receive their 
checks in 1992 and some in 1993? Regarding the recently 
reported grievance involving a city employee who alleged that the 
City Treasurer forced her to submit fraudulent time cards reporting 
overtime worked on Sundays as overtime worked on Saturdays, 
will he look into this situation? He got a call saying that a repair 
crew was out patching the road on Walnut Street in the middle of 
the night. He asked about Lansing Convention Task Force 
appointments that were supposed to be made in December and 
have not been made yet. He accused Mayor Crawford of recycling 
appointments and said this makes him look more and more like 
Terry McKane Jr. to the public. The Lansing Center and the Civic 
Arena recieve a 40% subsidy from the City. He asked what fiscal 
year the Board of Water & Light's audit was for. How much will the 
ratification of the Fire fighters contract cost? 


Mayor Crawford responded to Mr. Leeman’s questions; Internal 
Affairs found no misbehavior by Mr. Goodin. They found that there 
was no wrongdoing, and because of this, no action was taken by 
his office. Regarding the Walnut St. question they have a night crew 
on duty in case they need to do salting. When there is no need for 
salting they are kept busy with other jobs, like filling in pot holes. 


Douglas Fairbanks of 1077 Lansing defended Councilmember 
Schmidt, and commended Councilmembers Ford, Belen, Brock- 
well, Mayor Crawford, and the City Attorney. He said the Lansing 
Center is coming along just fine and public restrooms should be 
available to everyone. 


Del Maynard of 2017 Culver said that he has been in business in 
Lansing in the past. The primary reason he is notin business in this 
city any longer are the regulations against business owners. 
Council should look into reviewing the requirements that place 
unreasonable burdens on commerce in Lansing. Businesses are 
leaving town because of oppressive regulations by the City.

SCHEDULED PUBLIC HEARINGS 


A. Inconsideration of an Amendment to Chapter 1063, Recyclable 
Materials, Providing for On-Site Collection by Owners of 
Multifamily Dwellings Containing Five Units or More; the Storage of 
Recyclable Materials in Containers which, if possible, are not 
visible from the Street and Changing the Expiration Date of Waste 
Hauler Licenses to April 30, of each year 


William Hubbell of 1003 W. Cavanaugh spoke in support of this 
ordinance. The beginning enforcement date of June 1, 1993 is a 
little late, but can be lived with. Under this ordinance, owners will 
have three ways of providing for on-site collection. He noted that 
the ordinance calls for the Public Service Department to develop 
more specific requirements, and asked if that would mean more 
public hearings? He suggested that Council make some type of 
correction regarding the expiration of licenses of Waste haulers. 
This ordinance would extend their 1992 licenses to 1994. 


Lloyd Teets of 116 E. Elm spoke in support of the ordinance for on 
site recycling. It took a long time to get it prepared. Voters approved 
this at the polls in 1990 and it became effective for single family 
homes in November 1991. The next time people vote something in 
it should not take 1% years for City Council to implement it. The 
ordinance for single family homes is very labor intensive and he is 
glad to see that Council did not impose the same burden on 
apartment owners. 


Douglas Fairbanks of 107 Seventh congratulated Council for 
developing this ordinance. Now we can get on to bigger and better 
things for the City. 


Robert Trezise of 734 Fred St. supported this ordinance. He is not 
happy with the time it has taken, but it is a fair ordinance. This will 


~ setthe City of Lansing apart. All other cities will look at Lansing and 


admire and imitate us. This should attract tenants to Lansing. He 
moved here because we had mandatory recycling. 


Louis M. Monticello, Executive Director of Lansing Housing 
Association said they also support this ordinance. It was great to 
see the way this was hammered out. 


REFERRED TO THE COMMITTEE ON PUBLIC SERVICES 
PUBLIC COMMENT 


Ken Vaughan of 114 Garden St. spoke in opposition to the city 
charging fees. This is a tax operated system and it is wrong to ask 
people to pay a fee to access it. He asked for a list of recyclable 
materials that the city does not pickup. He keeps putting things out 
in his green container and having them returned because the city 
does not collect them. 


Shirly Murray of 1720 Bradley spoke in support of the acquisition of 
property at 222 W. Barnes Ave. She is President of the South 
Central Neighborhood Organization, and supported this resolution 
on their behalf. She asked for Council's support in getting the 
property at 125 W. Moores River Drive demolished. It is difficult for 
the Organization to support the demolition of residential property, 
however, in this case, the house is currently red tagged for the 
upstairs unit. Furthermore, this area is the source of most of the 
problems in their neighborhood in terms of prostitution and drug 
sales. Demolition of this property could eliminate the need for the 
alley in that area. Alan Tubbs suggested to them that they request 
more demolitions in this neighborhood because of the density. 


Councilmember Lilly said that this item should not be scheduled for 
action on the agenda. These committees agreed not to take action 
on this property tonight. 


Councilmember Ford suggested that people who are here to speak 
on 125 W. Moores River Dr. be allowed to do so, because, it is 
scheduled on the agenda for action. 


Donna Collins of 225 Moores River Drive agreed with the report 
given by Mrs. Murray. She asked if Council is taking action when 
they approve a Committee Report? Council President Canady 
replied that Council must adopt a resolution in order to take action. 
Mrs. Collins spoke in support of the acquisition of property at 226 
W. Barnes Ave. She quoted from a letter written by the Planning 
Director in December of 1992 regarding both of these properties. 
Many properties in the SCNO area are targeted for demolition in 
their five year housing plan for the area. Lots in this area are about 
the size of Council Chambers. SCNO is attempting to reduce the 
density in their neighborhood. The main goal of the Community 
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Development Block Grant Program is to reduce slums and blight. 
The major cause of slums and blight is density. When will the 
Committee on Public Service take up the issue of 125 Moores River 
Drive? 


Councilmember Lilly said that Physical Development had no 
problem with this issue, they agreed to hold it up until Ways and 
Means could take a look at it. They have no objection to what the 
neighborhood wants to do with this. 


Councilmember Schmidt directed her questions to the Administra- 
tion. The City should take another look at the 222 W. Barnes Ave. 
property for acquisition. The State Equalized Value is $24,000, 
which makes the fair market value $48,000. The interim Finance 
Director has suggested that the City purchase this property and 
initiate a renovation project for an amount not to exceed $73,000. 
This is higher than the property is currently valued at, in addition, it 
needs $12,000 to $13,000 in renovations. She wants this item to be 
pulled and returned to the Committee so that they can gather 
further information. This is not the best spending policy even if you 
are talking about federal money. This money can be spent on 
another project. Mrs. Collins informed Councilmember Schmidt 
that this property has had a collapsed sewer for a year. There is no 
way this property should be worth $73,000. 


Myra Ford of 401 7 Woodcreek said she is opposed to any rezoning 
of property at the corner of Glenburne and Waverly Road. The City 
Council should look more carefully at what is happening to 
rezoning of residential property in the city. This property is part of 
the Waverly Road corridor. There has been a tremendous increase 
in traffic along this corridor. There are no sidewalks for foot traffic, 
no bike paths on the side of the road. Businesses in this area have 
been robbed several times. There has been a robbery and a rape 
already in 1993. 


Mark Eggleston of 4001 Heathgate speaking on behalf of the 
Lansing/Eaton County Neighborhood Organization (LENO) 
thanked Council for denying the rezoning request at the NW corner 
of Waverly and Glenburne Blvd. Development in this area might be 
noxious to the residents. The value of residential property would go 
down. An office building would not be compatible with the master 
plan. He asked Council to put a 1-2 year freeze on non-residential 
development in residential areas. There is plenty of office space for 
lease in this area, especially in Colonial Village. 


Richard Collins of 225 Moores River Drive asked Councilmember 
Schmidt if the $73,000 figure she mentioned in regards to 222 W. 
Barnes Ave. included the amount to be spent on rehabilitation of 
the property? Councilmember Schmidt answered “yes”. Mr. 
Collins pointed out that this cost would be passed on to the buyer. 
Councilmember Benavides said that the problem is that the asking 
price is higher than the SEV. They are asking $59,500. Mr. Collins 
said there is no way this property is worth that amount of money. 
Councilmember Benavides said that he is going to pull this item 
and return it to Committee for further study. 


Candy Melvin, resident of Glenburne Subdivision said she is 
opposed to the Z-02-92 request that has been in front of Council 
for many months. . 


William Brenke of 711 Lilac asked President Canady to read his

Mr. Brenke said it was very difficult for him to resign from this Board. 
He has lived in Lansing for 75 years. He warned that this year will 
see the biggest influx of appeals to the Board of Review that the 
City of Lansing has ever experienced. The City has recently 
increased the membership on the Board of Review to Six Public 
Members. This means that the board can form two 3 member 
boards. If even one member of a 3 member board is missing, it will 
mean big trouble. By motion of Councilmember Schmidt and 
unanimous vote of Council, Mr. Brenke was granted additional 
speaking time. In approximately one week everyone is going to 
receive their assessments, and most people will see increases. 
Some people will see as much as an 11% increase. The Board of 
Review is bound by State Statute. The State sets the statutes for the 
Assessor's Office and the Assessor must collect this tax 
accordingly, or the entire City will be penalized. He appealed to the 
new members of the Board of Review to remember that these 
people filing appeals need help. He is resigning tonight with pride in 
his service on this Board, and he will be available to help any of the 
new members who need his help. He thanked his friends in the 
community and his family for their support over the years. 


At the conclusion of Mr. Brenke’s address, Councilmembers and 
the audience accorded him a standing ovation at the request of 
Councilmember Schmidt.

Harold Leeman of 529 N. Francis posed the following questions:

Mayor Crawford outlined his letters of appointment on tonight’s 
agenda. He thanked William Brenke for his many years of 
dedicated service to the City of Lansing, and wished him well with 
the future and the health problems of his family. He thanked 
Council for approving the grants from MDOT for tennis court 
rehabilitation, and stated his support for the denial of the request for 
Z-02-92, NW Corner of Waverly Road and Glenburne Blvd.

As can be seen from the foregoing, the property owner is willing to 
withdraw his appeals relative to Apartment Complexes Nos. 1 and 
2. The proposal, however, contemplates a reduction in the 1991 
and 1992 assessments for Apartment Complex No. 3. 


The reason for recommending a reduction in the value of Complex 
No. 3 is because of serious structural problems. These apartments 
were built in 1973 and are this areas only modular type constructed 
apartments, and have given rise to continued structural problems. 
Over the past few Years, it has not been unusual to find many of the 
units having orange stickers ordering the premises to be vacated 
and repaired. These apartments have been required by the 
building department to undergo extensive repairs such as fireplace 
removals, chimney replacement and construction of new 
balcony’s. As a result, the income has dropped while the expenses 
have increased dramatically. When considering the actual income 
and expense problems existing within the development, the 
reduced value is appropriate. 


It should be noted that this proposed settlement does not require 
any refunding of interest by the City nor a transfer of funds. Of 
further note is that the Mayor and Assessor's Office and the Ways 
and Means Committee concur in this recommendation. Accord- 
ingly, it is requested that this settlement be approved and that the 
City Attorney's Office be authorized to effectuate the same.

MAYOR'S COMMENTS 


Mayor Crawford announced that Friday at 11:00 A.M. in City Hall 
Lobby, the Police Department will kickoff the celebration of their 
100 year anniversary. A charter amendment in 1893 created the 
first non-partisan Board of Police Commissioners. Today the 
Lansing Police Department boasts 261 Officers on the streets. He 
invited everyone to stop by on Friday to help celebrate this 
anniversary. On Tuesday, March 2, 1993 at the Foster Community 
Center will be the second Waste Prevention Workshop. Waste 
prevention materials and projects will be presented. 


COUNCILMEMBER’S COMMENTS 


Councilmember Beal asked about the status of snow removal. She 
received a Call from Council staff this morning saying they were 
inundated with phone calls about road conditions. Please have Mr. 
Clegg address these concerns. 


Robert Clegg, Interim Director of the Public Service Department, 
explained the scheduling of their crews. They completed the major 
trunk lines and were working on secondary streets when additional 
snow fell, forcing them to pull crews back onto the major trunk lines 
again. This snow accumulated over along period of time and is still 
falling. They had to send crews home to get some rest and these 
crews will report back in at 11:00 P.M. tonight. 


Councilmember Schmidt said she had a report from a family on 
Tinley St. that reported a snow plow truck with two employees in it 
sitting in front of their house for 20 minutes at 12:00 A.M. last night. 
She asked that the Public Service staff take a special look at the 
corner of Glenwood and Vernon. This is at the end of a hill and 
many people slide down it. There is seldom any sanding or salting 
done in this area. 


Councilmember Ford said he received numerous phone calls 
regarding snow removal. He explained to the callers the necessity 
of priortizing street cleanup. He has received calls about the 
parking at the Lansing Center. Parking places have been disrupted 
because of the construction and people are having to park in the 
Ramps which is considerably more expensive. He suggested that 
some type of accommodation be made for them. Council President 
Canady and he both attended a retirement dinner for Doctor 
William H. Wilson last night. It was an excellent program and a 
fitting tribute. 


Councilmember Brockwell said he knows that the Public Service 
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Department really works hard and puts in a lot of overtime to have 
the major streets cleared first. He attended the Grady Porter 
dedication ceremony today. It was a fitting tribute to a wonderful 
man. The multi-family recycling ordinance is not that far behind 
schedule in his judgement. it was not supposed to become 
effective until November of 1992. They are only a few months late, 
and that is because of the controversy between tenants and 
apartment complex owners. He thanked his colleagues for their 
hard work and support on this project. 


PUBLIC COMMENTS 


William Bernstein of 420 Baker St. said that Councilmember Ford 
apologized to Mr. Curtis, but no one has apologized to him. Why? 
He claims it is because he is a Jew. 


Millie Fox of 3529 Linley Circle said there are only two lots on the 
property at the corner of Waverly Rd. and Glenburne. There should 
be no problem with single family dwellings here. There are people 
living on Waverly Road all up and down the street. She said that the 
property owner's plans for the property were just too high for the 
property’s ability to support. 


Paget Maynard of 902 W. Shiawassee asked which rules of order 
Council operates under. President Canady stated that they follow 
Mason’s Manual of Legislative Procedure, however, they adopt 
their own rules that give the Chairmen of Committees the ability to 
pull resolutions back into Committee. Mr. Maynard said he is 
running for the 4th Ward Council seat to allow the citizens of 
Lansing to enjoy a better standard of living so they will be more 
comfortable. He will make the city better for everyone. He thanked 
the 150 people who have already signed his nominating petitions. 


Cindy Eby Board Member of the Community Services and Referral 
Center, said they are making a last ditch effort to keep the agency 
open. Everyone here knows about the problems they are having, 
she does not have to elaborate on them. They are doing very good 
work. There have been many accusations against them that are 
without evidence to support them. The South Central Neighbor- 
hood Organization is their biggest critic. It is hard for her to speak 
against this association. She admires their organization, and used 
to be a member of it. CSRC is about to close down. They opened 
their day-time resource center in 1986, with the approval of the 
City, to deal with the problem of the city’s homeless hanging out in 
businesses downtown. President Canady asked Mayor Crawford 
to attend this Thursday's Committee of the Whole meeting, when 
they will discuss this issue. 


James Lyons of 411 Bartlett reminded everyone that today is the 
261st anniversary of the birth of George Washington, our first 
President. This should be of importance to every American citizen 
regardless of their ethnic background. 


Susy Cook-Stark of 1147 S. Washington spoke in opposition to the 
request for funding by CSRC. They lost their funding because of 
their own behavior, not because of what the businesses in this area 
have said about them. This neighborhood is coming back. 


Cindy Johnson of 217 Reo, Director of CSRC, said that they provide 
the only service that is extended to all homeless persons in 
Lansing. Where are these people going to go if they are closed? 
There is no point in trying to prove their innocence. They have not 
been proven guilty. With no documentation or proof, how can City 
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Council, or the neighborhood expect them to deal with complaints. 
Maybe people do not like their clients, but that is their problem. 
Maybe these people need to be more open minded. 


Lloyd Teets of 116 E. Elm St. said he lives by the CSRC and has had 
the displeasure of walking into that agency more than once. Itis a 
total zoo. The people appearing here tonight have salaried jobs. 
The neighborhood and people of the community have given them 
plenty of time to clean up their act. They did not do so. He has seen 
all of these problems first hand. If this is a needed service, it should 
be turned over to someone who can provide it. When he is elected 
as the City Clerk, the City Attorney will not be telling him how many 
registered voters there are in the City of Lansing. The current Clerk 
has given up the job of the Chief Deputy City Clerk and will not 
canvass petitions for the first time in 40 years. 


Eric Dunn of 2118 Grant St. said he disagrees with the drastic raise 
in softball fees in this city in the last few years. He does not believe 
that anyone ona softball team has trouble with umpires not 
showing up, or with the score keeping. The teams are moving 
outside the city and Council should do something to keep this sport 
alive in the City. 


Shirley Murray of 1721 Bradley, President of the South Central 
Neighborhood Organization said her organization met with the 
members of the Board of the CSRC over two years ago when they 
moved in. They even had a neighborhood member on the board. 
Over a year ago, CSRC asked SCNO members to leave their 
board. There are the same prostitutes and drug dealers there today 
as were there two years ago. She agrees that a service is needed, 
but, does not think the CSRC is capable of delivering it. Even if the 
house at 226 W. Barnes costs $73,000 to purchase and renovate, it 
will be money well spent. The 100 block of Barnes is almost totally 
renter occupied. 


Richard Collins of 225 W. Barnes Ave. thanked Councilmember 
Brockwell for his comments on behalf of the SCNO neighborhood. 
These two properties would not cost more than $100,000. The City 
has $7,000,000 to spend on another neighborhood but, cannot 
spend $100,000 on theirs. Maybe they should allocate these funds 
separately so that CDBG money is split up evenly around the City. 


Pauline Johnson-West of 525 W. Shiawassee, Vice President of the 
Board of the CSRC, said that some people seen in their center that 
were thought to be prostitutes were sent to their center to do 
Community Service work. They provide the means for these 
people to perform community services. Any neighborhood they 
locate this center in will object. She asked Mayor Crawford what 
neighborhood they can go into where people are not going to ask 
for his help against them. They welcome representation from the 
neighborhood group on their board. This is a different board than it 
used to be, they want to work with the neighborhood. Whatever 
comes out of their meeting on Thursday, they are willing to do what 
they can to make sure things are being dealt with in the proper way. 
She thanked Councilmembers Schmidt and Canady for being 
commissioners on the Pop Warner league. 


Maria Haskel Sturdevant of 1412 Linval said that three years ago 
she moved back into this state. She knew no one. The CSRC 
worked with her and helped her get her life back on track. She will 
be able to go to work as a medical assistant in three weeks thanks 
to their help. 
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Tim Lewis of 500 S. Pine spoke in favor or re-writing rule #19. This 
is a double sided rule, he said. 


Gary Andrews of 560 Brookland Bivd. asked what the new blinking 
tower in the Riverpoint area is. You can see it when driving down 
Cedar St. He complimented the new police cars for their striking 
logo and asked who was responsible for it. Councilmember 
Brockwell told him that Chief Boles arranged for the logo on the 
new police cars ata savings to the city. There is a lot of work going 
on at the REO site, he said, and he would like to know what is 
happening, he had thought that the cleanup at that site was 
complete. What happened to the plans to commemorate the 
historic significance of the site by erecting a plaque. Council- 
member Belen said that when Lansing Sanitary Supply began their 
construction at the old REO site they found water. The city received 
an additional grant to clean this up. She told Mr. Andrews that she 
would look into the plans to commemorate the site. 


Harold Leeman of 529 N. Francis asked Mayor Crawford to 
respond to his questions regarding employees who received their 
severance pay in February and those who received severance pay 
in December. What is happening with the Lansing Center 
appointments? He criticized the purchase of vehicles at this time, 
calling it bad fiscal policy. Regarding the misspent funds of Jim 
Blair, he is sure he can find problems with what this money was 
spent on. He asked Council to ask questions about the Board of 
Directors of the CSRC. He thanked Mr. Lyons for his tribute to 
George Washington. Mayor Crawford informed Mr. Leeman that 
Federal guidelines require the payment of severance pay to take 
place the pay period following the last pay period worked by the 
employee. 


Bill Brenke said he was encouraged to see Council laugh and smile 
tonight. He suggested that members of the Board of Review be 
selected from the State Legislature so that they have to deal with 
the results of their actions. 


Douglas Fairbanks of 107 Seventh said that people need good 
boots to get through weather like this. He asked if Lansing has ever 
used sidewalk plows like other cities do.

ORDINANCE NO. 859 

AN ORDINANCE TO AMEND CHAPTER 1063 OF THE CODE OF 
THE CITY OF LANSING BY AMENDING SECTIONS 1063.03, 
1063.06 and 1063.10 TO PROVIDE FOR THE ON-SITE COLLEC- 
TION OF RECYCLABLE MATERIALS BY OWNERS OF MULTI- 
FAMILY DWELLINGS CONTAINING FIVE UNITS OR MORE; THE 
STORING OF RECYCLABLE MATERIALS IN CONTAINERS 
WHICH, IF POSSIBLE, ARE NOT VISIBLE FROM THE STREET; 
AND TO CHANGE THE EXPIRATION DATE OF WASTE HAULER 
LICENSES TO APRIL 30 OF EACH YEAR. 

The City of Lansing ordains: 

Section 1. That Section 1063.03, 1063.06 AND 1063.10 of the 
Codified Ordinances of the City of Lansing, Michigan, be amended 
to read as follows: 

1063.03 MANDATORY RECYCLING: ANTI-SCAVENGING; 
SEPARATION OF RECYCLABLE MATERIALS AND YARD WASTE 
FROM SOLID WASTE. 

(a) Commencing November 15, 1991, all persons who are 
owners, lessees or occupants of a residential site of generation 
shall separate recyclable materials and yard waste from solid 
waste and prepare the recyclable materials and yard waste for 


recycling. 

(b) Commencing November 15, 1992, all owners, lessees or 
occupants of multifamily dwellings containing five units or more 
shall separate recyclable materials and yard waste from solid 
waste and prepare the recyclable materials and yard waste for 
recycling. 

OWNERS OF MULTIFAMILY DWELLINGS CONTAINING FIVE 
UNITS OR MORE SHALL PROVIDE THE RESIDENTS AT EACH 
SUCH PROPERTY WITH CONVENIENT, ON-SITE COLLECTION 
OF RECYCLABLE MATERIALS ON OR BEFORE JUNE 1, 1993. 
SUCH COLLECTION SHALL, BE AS CONVENIENT TO TEN- 
ANTS, OR RESIDENTS AS ARE EXISTING SOLID WASTE 
COLLECTION SERVICES, AND SHALL CONSIST OF AT LEAST 
ONE OF THE FOLLOWING: 

(1) MULTIFAMILY DWELLING OWNERS, OR THEIR AGENT, 
SHALL COLLECT RECYCLABLE MATERIALS IN CONTAINERS 
AS CONVENIENT AS THE EXISTING SOLID WASTE COLLEC- 
TION SYSTEM AND TRANSPORT THEM TO A FACILITY THAT 
ACCEPTS MATERIALS FOR THE PURPOSE OF RECYCLING. 
OWNERS PROVIDING THIS SERVICE FOR THEIR MULTIFAMILY 
DWELLING RESIDENTS MUST DOCUMENT THAT THEY ARE 
DOING SO ON A REGISTRATION FORM DEVELOPED BY THE 
PUBLIC SERVICE DEPARTMENT. 

(2) MULTIFAMILY DWELLING OWNERS SHALL CONTRACT 
WITH A LICENSED WASTE HAULER TO PROVIDE ON-SITE 
RECYCLING COLLECTION SERVICES. THESE SERVICES 
SHALL CONSIST OF RECYCLING COLLECTION CONTAINERS, 
THAT ARE AS CONVENIENT AS THE EXISTING SOLID WASTE 
COLLECTION SYSTEM. THE RECYCLING CONTAINER(S) 
SHALL BE AVAILABLE TO THE RESIDENT AT ALL TIMES 
EXCEPT FOR PERIODS WHEN CONTAINERS ARE REMOVED 
FOR COLLECTION. RECYCLING CONTAINERS SHALL BE 
CLEARLY LABELED AND SEPARATED IN A MANNER APPROP- 
RIATE FOR DELIVERY TO A RECYCLING FACILITY. THE 
CONTAINERS SHALL BE MARKED “RECYCLABLE MATERIALS 
ONLY”. 

(3) MULTIFAMILY DWELLING OWNERS SHALL PROVIDE IN 
HOUSE STORAGE CONTAINERS FOR EACH RESIDENTIAL 
UNIT AND ARRANGE FOR A WEEKLY CURBSIDE RECYCLING 
COLLECTION SERVICE PROVIDED BY ALICENSED WASTE 
HAULER. HOWEVER, IF THE EXISTING SOLID WASTE COLLEC- 
TION SYSTEM PROVIDED TO THE MULTIFAMILY DWELLING IS 
OFFERED ON A BI-WEEKLY BASIS, THEN THE CURBSIDE 
RECYCLING SERVICE MAY ALSO BE PROVIDED ON A BI- 
WEEKLY BASIS. 

THE OWNER SHALL SUBMIT ANNUAL DOCUMENTATION OF 
THE CURRENT COLLECTION SYSTEM FOR EACH MULTI- 
FAMILY DWELLING PROPERTY THEY OWN ON A REGISTRA- 
TION FORM DEVELOPED BY THE PUBLIC SERVICE DEPART- 
MENT. 

THE RECYCLING COLLECTION SYSTEM DEVELOPED BY THE 
TION OWNERS TO MEET THE REQUIREMENTS OF THIS 
SECSHALL BE APPROVED BY THE PUBLIC SERVICE DEPART- 
MENT BASED ON THE RECEIPT AND REVIEW OF THE RE- 
QUIRED REGISTRATION FORM. THE PUBLIC SERVICE DE- 
PARTMENT MAY PROMULGATE MORE SPECIFIC CRITERIA TO 
MEET THE REQUIREMENTS OF THIS SECTION. SUCH CRITE- 
RIA SHALL BE SUBJECT TO THE APPROVAL OF THE LANSING 
CITY COUNCIL PRIOR TO IMPLEMENTATION. 

IT SHALL BE THE RESPONSIBILITY OF OWNERS OF MULTI- 
FAMILY DWELLINGS TO ADEQUATELY INFORM TENANTS OR 
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RESIDENTS OF THE RECYCLING PROGRAM. THE REQUIRED 
EDUCATION PROGRAM, AT A MINIMUM, SHALL INCLUDE 
WRITTEN INSTRUCTIONS TO ALL PARTIES IDENTIFYING THE 
MATERIALS TO BE RECYCLED, HOW THE MATERIALS ARE TO 
BE PREPARED, HOW TO USE THE ON-SITE COLLECTION 
SYSTEM, THE LOCATION OF COLLECTION CONTAINERS, AND 
UPDATES DETAILING ANY CHANGES IN THE PROGRAM. 

SAID OWNERS, OR THEIR AGENT, OF A MULTIFAMILY 
DWELLINGS OF FIVE OR MORE UNITS WHO COMPLY WITH 
THE REQUIREMENTS OF THIS SECTION SHALL NOT BE 
LIABLE FOR THE NON-COMPLIANCE OF OCCUPANTS OF 
THEIR BUILDINGS. 

(c) Commencing July 1, 1994, all owners, lessees or occupants 
on nonresidential sites of generation containing five units or more 
shall separate corrugated cardboard, yard waste and recyclable 
materials for recycling. 

It shall be the responsibility of the nonresidential sites of 
generation, other than multifamily dwellings containing five units or 
more, to work in cooperation with waste hauling companies to 
develop methods to recycle corrugated cardboard, yard waste and 
recyclable materials, as defined in Section 1063.02, by or before 
July 1, 1994. 

(d) The City, at its own expense, shall distribute to each unit of 
residential site of generation, a City approved recycling container. 
The container shall remain the property of the City and shall be 
visibly designated as such. Any replacement or additional 
City-approved recycling container may be purchased at a fee 
determined by Council resolution. 

(e) It shall be a violation of this chapter for any person, other thana 
Public Service Department employee, to collect or pick-up or 
cause to be collected or picked-up from residential sites of 
generation any of the recyclable materials and/or yard wastes 
which have been placed in the right of way. 

(f) Nothing in this chapter shall be construed to prevent an 
individual from disposing of yard waste on his or her own premises 
as long as the disposal does not create a nuisance or hazard to 
health, and does not emit offensive odors beyond the property lines 
of the site in which the yard waste is located. 

(g) The burning of yard waste on any premises in the City is 
prohibited. . 

(h) It shall be a violation of this chapter for any waste hauler to 
dispose in a landfill any yard waste collected in the City. IT SHALL 
BE A VIOLATION OF THIS CHAPTER FOR ANY WASTE HAULER 
TO DISPOSE IN A LANDFILL ANY RECYCLABLE MATERIALS 
COLLECTED IN OR FROM A CONTAINER DESIGNATED FOR 
THE PURPOSE OF RECYCLING. 

1063.06 LOCATION OF SOLID WASTE AND RECYCLING 
CONTAINERS; HOURS OF COLLECTION; REMOVAL OF CON- 
TAINERS. 

(a) Between each collection period, the owner, tenant, lessee or 
occupant of any property shall provide a suitable place on the 
premises to store solid waste AND/OR RECYCLABLE MATE- 
RIALS. Solid waste and/or recycling and/or yard waste containers 
shall be placed and protected so that they cannot be easily 
disturbed by animals and in a place which, IF POSSIBLE, is not 
visible from the street and away from places occupied by other 
persons. 

(b) Solid waste and/or recycling containers and/or yard waste 
containers, which will be picked up by Public Service Department 
employees from residential sites of generation, shall be set out in 
the right of way on designated collection days, which shall be 
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specified in the rules and regulations prepared by the Public 
Service Director and approved by Council. The schedule shall 
provide one collection weekly. The solid waste and/or recycling 
containers shall not be placed between the sidewalk and the curb 
prior to 7:00 p.m. of the day preceding the scheduled collection 
day. After the collection day, the recycling containers shall be 
promptly removed from between the right of way by the owner, 
resident, tenant, lessee or occupant. 

1063.10 LICENSING OF WASTE HAULERS. 

(a) No person shall engage in the business of collecting, 
transporting, delivering or disposing of solid waste and/or 
recyClable materials and/or yard waste within the City without first 
obtaining a license issued by the City. A waste hauler license shall 
be valid from the date of issuance to the following APRIL 30 (unless 
revoked earlier). It shall be an express condition of each license 
that the waste hauler shall: 

(1) Comply with all provisions of this chapter, Federal and State 
laws; 

(2) Have suitable types of containers and an appropriate number 
of containers to provide adequate service; 

(3) Have a schedule of pick-ups; and 

(4) Distribute appropriate educational materials to nonresiden- 
tial site of generation customers on how to prepare and set up a 
collection system for solid waste, recyclable materials and yard 
waste. 

(b) Every person required to obtain a waste hauler license shall 
make application to the City on forms provided by the Clerk’s office. 
The application shall require such information as will enable the 
Department of Public Service's designee to determine whether the 
applicant, if licensed, will serve the public in compliance with the 
requirements of this chapter, and all other applicable laws, 
statutes, ordinances, rules and regulations. The nonrefundable fee 
for a waste hauler license shall be determined by Council 
resolution. 

(c) Upon receipt of an application for a waste hauler license and 
payment of a nonrefundable license fee established by resolution 
of Council, the Department of Public Service shall make a 
recommendation regarding whether to grant the waste hauler 
license. The City may deny the issuance of a waste hauler license 
for any of the following reasons: 

(1) Failure of the applicant to comply with this chapter, and any 
rules and regulations promulgated by the Department of Public 
Service and adopted by Council: 

(2) Violations of this chapter or any other applicable laws, 
statutes, ordinances, rules and regulations; 

(3) Prior criminal convictions, other than minor traffic offenses, or 
prior license revocations, when such criminal conviction or license 
revocation bears on the ability of the applicant to serve the public 
as a waste hauler in a fair, honest, safe and lawful manner, or 

(4) Misrepresentation of any material fact in the application for 
the license. 

In the event that the waste hauler license is denied, the City shall 
provide to the applicant written findings of fact in support of the 
denial based on the standards described above. 

(d) Any waste hauler license granted pursuant to this chapter may 
be suspended or revoked by the City for any of the reasons for 
denial of such license set forth in subsection (c) hereof. The Public 
Service Department shall make written findings of fact in support of 
any license suspension or revocation. 

A person shall have the right to a hearing before Council on any 
recommended license suspension or revocation, provided that a 
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written request therefor is filed with the City Clerk within five 
business days after receipt of notice of such suspension or 
revocation. In the event that such written request is filed with the 
City Clerk, Council shall hold a public hearing on such suspension 
or revocation, and shall have the power to reverse, affirm or modify 
the decision of the Public Service Department. Council shall, in its 
determination, make written findings of fact supporting its decision. 
The determination by Council shall be final, subject to appeal to a 
court of competent jurisdiction. 

(e) Any vehicle used by a waste hauler for the collection, 
transportation, delivery or disposal of solid waste within the City 
shail have the waste hauler’s name, address, telephone number 
and the number of its license issued pursuant to this chapter, 
plainly marked upon both sides of the vehicle in letters and figures 
not less than three inches high. 

Section 2. All ordinances or parts of ordinances inconsistent with 
the provisions hereof are hereby repealed. 

Section 3. This ordinance shall take effect ninety (90) days from 
its passage unless given immediate effect by City Council.

Mr. Boyd said that the Parks and Recreation Department has 
asked him to announce that the deadline for removing wreaths and 
evergreen products from grave sites in city cemeteries has been 
extended to March 15, 1993 because of the heavy snows we have 
experienced recently.

COUNCILMEMBER’S COMMENTS 


Councilmember Brockwell thanked his Colleagues, Bob Clegg, 
Marshall Klaus, Greg Koessel, and the public for the passage of 
Draft #7 of the multifamily recycling ordinance. He attended a fund 
raiser for the Brotherhood Against Drugs last Sunday, he said. This 
is a tremendous organization which meets in February of every 
year to raise money for various projects around the City. Chief 
Boles attended the meeting also. This fund raiser was for the 
Midnight Basketball League. Doctor Hogan was there to talk about 
change. The kind of change needed to rescue these youngsters 
from the influence of drugs is a spiritual change. Anyone who 
wants to help this organization will be making a difference. 


Councilmember Ford congratulated J.W. Sexton High School and 
thanked everyone who attended their Anniversary celebration. He 
commended Dr. Carnegie, and thanked J.W. Sexton, !I for 
attending and Mr. and Mrs. Hulon T. Benson for the tribute to the 
Kings Kids. 


Councilmember Schmidt announced that today was the first day 
for people to sign up for appeals to the Board of Review. Many 
people have already signed up. She received many phone calls 
this afternoon from people who got considerable increases in their 
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assessments. These people should come down quickly to sign up 
for a review by the Board. Before you come down look at your 
assessment notice, find where it says increase, and multiply that 
figure by .07856, the millage rate. This will give you the cost of your 
payment when your taxes are due. If she can be of help to anyone, 
for instance by taking their appeal to the Board, please do not 
hesitate to contact her. Anyone can sign an affidavit authorizing a 
Councilmember to present their appeal to the Board of Review. 


PUBLIC COMMENTS 


William Bernstein of 420 Baker St. said that the Attorney’s 
Grievance Commission received 23% more complaints about 
lawyers in 1992 than they did in 1989. 


Richard Polk of Lansing said that if you look around Lansing, you 
might think you were close to living in Nazi Germany. 


Frank S. Curtis ‘X’ of 1137 W. Allegan urged all black men to refuse 
to become the victims of the white man’s drugs. He called for 
reparation for black men. 


Reverent Witt, no address given, spoke in support of the 
Community Service and Referral Center (CSRC), and volunteered 


to serve on Council's Ad Hoc Committee established by President 


Canady. 


Ernestine McMillan, no address given, spoke in support of CSRC, 
and volunteered to serve on President Canady s Ad Hoc 
Committee. 


Paget Maynard of 902 W. Shiawassee spoke in support of CSRC, 
and said that his church is working on a program to supply the 
homeless with hot meals and warm blankets. 


Geneva Smith of 769 W. Lenawee spoke in support of CSRC, and 
said she had 11 letters from other business owners in the 
community in support of them also. She asked to be appointed to 
President Canady’s Ad Hoc Committee. 


Joseph Parks, no address given, spoke in support of CSRC. He is 
an ex-resident of Tent City, and said he is tired of going through 
these changes. There are so many homeless men at the Mission 
and Volunteers of America right now that they are sleeping on the 
floor. 


Ann Eby of 1120 W. Michigan spoke in support of CSRC. She said 
that some of the business that are objecting to the Center being 
located in their neighborhood moved there after the Center opened 
up. 


Roger Pool of 2840 Norwich, Pastor of Pilgrim Congregational 
Church, President of the Rotating Sanctuary Program, said in the 
past Councilmembers have been supportive of their ministries. In 
the past year there have been 67 congregations that have gotten 
together to house the homeless. At their meeting last Thursday 
they unanimously adopted a recommendation to bring a letter of 
support for the CSRC to Council. A lot of women and children go to 
this center during the day. He volunteered members of the Rotating 
Sanctuaries Program to serve on President Canady's Ad Hoc 
Committee. 


Pamela Fulton of 600 Bartlett spoke in support of CSRC. 
Jamie White of 5000 Campus Hill Dr. said he works as a volunteer 
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at CSRC. He spoke in support of the Center. This country, he said, 
will spend billions of dollars all over the world, while hundreds of our 
own people are going homeless and hungry. 


Felita Smith of 1052 Parker, Executive Director of the Lansing Area 
Homeless Persons Union, spoke in support of CSRC, and 
volunteered to serve on President Canady's Ad Hoc Committee. 


Carol Brown of 1121 W. Allegan said she works in the same 
building as the CRSC and spoke in support of the Center. 


Leonardo Christian of 1135 W. Kalamazoo spoke in support of the 
CSRC, and said he volunteers 40 hours of his own time to the 
center. 


Lynn Parks of 607 N. Sycamore spoke in support of the Center and 
said homelessness is a big concern of health care professionals. 


Catherine Curtis of 1019 Clare St., Coordinator of the Neighbor- 
hood Watch, spoke in support of the Center. 


Raymond Hope of 316 N. Logan spoke in support of CSRC, and 
said his boss there is doing everything she can to help the 
homeless. 


John Davis, living on Shiawassee, spoke in support of CSRC, and 
said he is a volunteer there. 


Terry Cooper of 1134 N. Pennsylvania spoke in support of the 
CSRC. 


Ammahad Shekarakki of 902 W. Willow complimented President 
Canady for doing a good job. He mourned the death of a friend and 
ally five weeks ago when Thurgood Marshall died. He stood for 
justice to the black man, and, never will we witness another man 
like him. 


Betty Duley of 4594 Chippewa in Okemos, spoke in support of the 
CSRC, and said that tonight Council has heard the most eloquent 
testimony they could ever have. Tonight's speakers represent all of 
us. 


Dawn Miller of 1411 Reo Rd. spoke in support of the CSRC. 


Phyllis McFadden of 6243 Beechfield spoke in support of CSRC, 
they do health screening in Cooperation with the Ingham County 
Health Department, they have an electrical service to help people 
with their utility bills, they serve meals, and serve as public 
advocates. 


Thomas Thompson of 327 River St. spoke in support of CSRC, 
where he volunteers 30-40 hours per week. The Mission and VOA 
put people out on the street at 8:00 A.M. This is the only place some 
people have to go. 


Peter Finley of 1144 Fairway said he is not opposed to the rezoning 
of Sparrow Hospital’s property on S. Eighth St, however he is 
concerned about turning homes into parking facilities. As a student 
at L.C.C. he is aware of the need for parking in the city, but 
somehow we manage. We have enough cement and parking lots, 
we need more grass and homes. 


Buzz Hart of 1115 S. Washington, owner of the Recreation Center 
Bowiing Lanes said the business community thought their 
problems with CSRC were taken care of. There are a lot of people 
here tonight to flood Council Chambers, but, where were these 
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people for the last 2% years? He does not hate people for the 
Circumstances they are in, he hates them because they urinate in 
his doorways. CSRC’s funding was taken away because of bad 
management and poor use of tax dollars. He is concerned about 
homeless, but, this is the wrong group of people, running the wrong 
program, with the wrong money, at the wrong time. 


Charles Brown of 921 W. Allegan spoke in support of the CSRC, 
and said he is a volunteer there. This discussion should be about 
making the Center better. 


Douglas Fairbanks of 107 Seventh said his work is seasonal, and 
he has gone through hard times. He supports the CSRC and the 
people they serve. 


Suzy Cook-Stark of 1147 S. Washington said this is not about the 
Riverpoint Neighborhood against the homeless. This is about an 
agency that they believe has misused the money they received 
from the Board of Water & Light, United Way, and the City of 
Lansing. The people who are going into the Center are not the 
people who want help. There are two empty beds at the Straightline 
Ministries today, if people are serious about needing help. Capitol 
Area Community Services endorses Straightline Ministries, 


Russ Matlock of 1913 Harding asked Councilmembers Ford and 
Lilly how they get time off from their jobs at the State of Michigan to 
attend Council and Committee meetings? Councilmember Lilly 
said that he works from 7:00 A.M. to 3:00 P.M. and takes annual 
leave for the additional hour that he needs to attend Committee 
meetings. Councilmember Ford said that he has to take 2% hours 
on Wednesday and % hour on Thursday. This equals about three 
hours per week. He gets 6.5 hours of Annual Leave every two 
weeks and that is what he uses to attend meetings. His colleagues 
are very supportive, he said. 


Larry Fulk of 1811 Davis said he worked for Human Relations for 20 
years. This is a minority of people trying to hold together wino’s and 
everything else over at this resource center. They need a place for 
the homeless, he said, but not down on S. Washington. 


Dale Johnson of 1015S. Washington, Director of Straightline 
Ministries said that homeless people who want to better their lives 
are welcome at his agency. They have two empty beds they must 
fill in order to qualify for funding. They will help anyone who is willing 
to work and stay sober. They have no obligation to provide a place 
for drunks, or lazy people who will not work. When they recruited 
volunteers to clean up the REO site, CSRC clients mocked and 
made fun of them. These people will not work. There is no need for 
this center to disrupt the orderly lives of the people in the 
neighborhood who are working. The issue is whether or not 
Council will allow money to be negligently used by people who 
have no clue of what they are doing to destroy homeless people's 
lives because they put none of the burden for their lives on 
themselves. 


Cindy Johnson of 217 Reo said their purpose was not to beat up on 
Council or the neighborhood tonight. Their purpose was to show 
that their support does not come from paid employees. Proof for the 
accusations against them is hardto come by. According toa FOIA 
request they filed recently with LPD, there are no charges pending 
against them. They do not screen their homeless clients at the 
door, she said, do they have to be worthy to deserve their help? 
Some of their clients are not able to work. They have too many 
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problems and do not believe they can do anything. | 


Andrew Anthos, no address given, said the problems of these 

— people are painful and embarrassing. Council should have done 
something about this a long time ago. If Council cares, they will do 
what they must do. If we can supply food to Serbia and Somalia, we 
Can supply food to our own country. 


Debbie Heefner of 730 Community St. said that the decision to 
locate this center in a business district was wrong in the first place. 
However, the less fortunate and poor are out there, you cannot just 
sweep them under the carpet. Ms. Johnson should be given an 
opportunity to prove herself. There are laws against stealing and 
misappropriation of funds, if these kinds of violations are taking 
place, people involved can be put in jail. She wishes this 
organization had been around 13 years ago when she needed help 
getting back on her feet. 
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Lloyd Teets of 116 E. Elm St. said he has always felt that he spoke 
for the poor and disenfranchised, the less fortunate in our society. 
The problems at CSRC have been on-going for years. They have 
had one failed administration after another during this time. Their 
funding was cut off back in October, and it is now March. Where 
have they been all this time. They waited until they ran out of 
money. They may provide an essential service, but, they are not 
doing it well. When their funding was cut off the money was 
transferred to other agencies. The services they provide should 
have been referred to other agencies as well. 


Ellen Moore of 1620 Osband thanked Council for approving the 
three new appointments to the Board of Review. She looks forward 
to working with these very competent people. She said she will 
a miss Bill Brenke, but she will work these new people as hard as she 
worked him. The Board begins meeting tomorrow and their 
hearings start on Monday. She asked the public not to blame the 
assessor for their increased property taxes. These are due to the 
actions of the State Legislature across the street at the State 
Capital. They mandate State law that the City must abide by. 


Kathleen Miller of 1411 Reo spoke in support of the CSRE, saying 
she works for them. When she went to work for them she felt they 
needed help. She began making rules and getting rid of people who 
were Stealing. She never really believed that their funding would be 
taken away. 


Maria Haskel-Sturdevant, no address given, spoke in support of 
CSRC and said in the last six months she has seen a lot of tearing 
down. When,.she asked, does the rebuilding start for the poor. 


Harold Leeman of 529 N. Francis announced that it is 10:00 and he 
is the 40th speaker. He reviewed the tape of the April 13, 1992 
meeting when the Early Retirement Resolution was adopted. He 
thanked Councilmember Ford for his comments at that meeting. 
He (Ford) asked Council to hold the resolution for one week for 
further study. Mr. Leeman announced that he gave a 2 hour 
deposition last week. He was told that Lloyd Teets’ deposition 
lasted 3% hours. He said he feels bad for Council for taking all 
these harsh words tonight. Their Board and the people who run the 
Center need to get their act together. He said he hopes that 
President Canady's Ad Hoc Committee will ask tough questions.

Chris Campbell, Chairman of the West Side Neighborhood 
Association (WSNA) Housing Committee, spoke in opposition to 
this request saying this type of spot zoning will be detrimental to the 
neighborhood. 


Dick Baker from the WSNA spoke in opposition to this request 
saying this house has been in bad condition for thirty years. It has 
been a drug house, and has been condemned several times. The 


owner has made no investment in the structure in all the years he 
has been there. 


Carol Rawl of 1608 W. Shiawassee, a member of WSNA, spoke in 
opposition to this request. She stated that the people who live next 
door to this property have asked her to speak for them tonight and 
relay their opposition. In the 20 years they have lived next door, the 
owner has made no effort to renovate this property. 


Kelly Konholy of 619 Westmoreland asked that the zoning for this 
property remain single family. 


Mary Rosenberg of 519 N. Jenison, a member of WSNA spoke in 
opposition to this rezoning. She walks to work everyday and this 
house worries her. 


Paul Novak of 1519 W. Kalamazoo, a member of WSNA, spoke in 
opposition to the rezoning request. This building was scheduled for 
Demolition, but the owner was granted an injunction from the 
Court, otherwise this property would have been demolished last 
fall. 


Ken Brock of 427 Westmoreland spoke in opposition to this 
rezoning. This property sits on a key intersection at the entrance to 
the Capital Loop project, it is an eyesore, a public safety menace, 
and inhibits their ability to renovate in this area. 


Rick Gamber, and Irene Kazieczko of 1213 W. Shiawassee 
submitted a letter protesting this rezoning. This lot is too small for 
two family use, and would set a bad precedent. The owner has 
come before council with several rezoning requests for this 
property, all of them inappropriate. 


Fred Johnson of 2572 W. Mt. Hope spoke in support of his request 
to rezone this property. He distributed pictures of this property to 
Councilmembers. There are only three buildings in the immediate 
area that are single family. The River Island Master Plan called for 
the rezoning of the one block area bounded by King/Logan, Butler, 
Washtenaw, and Allegan. He invited all Councilmembers to come 
down and take a look at this building. He objected to the statement 
that this property was used as a drug house. There are no police 
reports to show that this property was ever raided. He has two 
complete apartments on this property already, this would not 
change that, it would only allow him to apply for the funding 
necessary to remodel the place. 


Councilmember Beal asked Councilmember Brockwell if any work 
was ever done to bring this property up to code following the order 
for Make-safe or demolish that was issued last year. Council- 
member Brockwell answered in the affirmative. She asked 
Councilmember Lilly to remember that this situation has been 
around for many years, and to refer this request to the Committee 
on Public Services following consideration by the Physical 
Development Committee so that they may examine the state of the 
building. 


Councilmember Ford said that he inspected this property with Mr.

Hernandes of the Building Department. The building is unattract- 


ive, but, Mr. Johnson has done a lot of work at the second floor. 


level. There is a lot of history behind this corner. The situation is that 
this building has caused the City a lot of concern and it may be too 
late for this property in the eyes of the neighborhood. 


"Lloyd Teets of 116. Elm St. stated that this building was never built 
as a single family home. It was originally built as a commercial 
building with a store downstairs, and an apartment upstairs. 


Frank Curtis of 1137 W. Allegan said he was raised in this area. Mr. 
Johnson is not getting a fair shake here, he said. No one was 
interested in this until the property became valuable.

PUBLIC COMMENT 


Harold Leeman of 529 N. Francis asked Councilmember Ford to 
explain the claim resolutions on tonight’s agenda in detail. He 
asked for an explanation of the resolution on the sale of bonds for 
the CSO project and wants to know what area they are for. On the 
suspension of retirement benefits to people who are rehired by the 
city, please have the Mayor explain how many people are on 
contract with the city now, and how many are consultants. 


Lloyd Teets of 116 E. Elm St. commended Councilmember Ford for 
giving full explanation of claim resolutions from his committee. He 
makes sure that people are fully informed about them. They should 
have been fully informed on the early retirement resolution. Now 
they will pass a resolution that will allow for retirees to be rehired. 
The original idea was to reduce city staff by 60-75 people, but, it 
was such a lucrative deal that 144 people took advantage of it 
including the Mayor and the City Clerk. Approximately 60 of these 
144 will have to be replaced. He does not see where the savings 
come into play. He hopes that Judge Stell puts an end to this and 
returns it to City Council and makes them do it right. 


Councilmember Schmidt said that the resolution that they will be 
passing tonight will do the opposite of what Mr. Teets said. It will 
prevent retirees from being rehired. 


Andy Keebler of 824 Comfort said that it is disgraceful that this 
issue has wasted so much time in this City. This gives each and 
every Councilmember a black eye. He stated that he would not 
vote for anyone on Council, because they all voted for this, 
because they would all benefit from it in time. The State of Michigan 
received an award for having the most people trying to move out of 
it recently. No one who was nota union member should have been 
eligible for early retirement. 


Robert Cusack of 1529 N. State Road, lonia said that the public 


nuisance ordinance was unfair and discriminatory. The letter that 


is mailed out informing people of their fines is very unclear. The 
“$50.00 fee just for notifying a homeowner of a violation is not stated 
properly. He owns 100 pieces of property and has never received a 
fine like this from other cities. Anyone could drive by one of his 
properties and throw an old mattress in the front yard. Without a 
notice from the City, he would not even be aware of it. That letter 
alone would cost him $50.00. 


Councilmember Ford explained that multiple violations in one 
calendar year incur a $50.00 fee each. Land owners should notuse 
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the City’s Code Inspection Program as a monitor for their property. 


The City ‘incurs a cost to go out and: inspect these properties. 
Landlords should be doing routine inspections of their own 
properties to see that the City’s system is not used as a warning 
mechanism.

WHEREAS, the State of Michigan Water Resources Commission 
has issued a Wastewater Treatment Facilities National-Pollutant 
Discharge Elimination System Permit No. MI 0023400 (the 
“NPDES Permit”) requiring the City of Lansing (the “City”) to 
develop a Final Combined Sewer Overflow Control Program (the 
“CSO Control Program”) to be submitted to the State of Michigan 
acting through its Department of Natural Resources (“DNR”) for 
approval; and 


WHEREAS, by a letter dated March 9, 1992 to the City Clerk, DNR, 
acting through its Supervisor of the Surface Water Quality Division 
has approved the CSO Control Program submitted by the City in 
compliance with the NPDES Permit; and 


WHEREAS, Act 320, Public Acts of Michigan, 1927, as amended, 
(“Act 320”) enables a City to issue and sell bonds to finance 
construction of improvements required by a permit issued by the 
State of Michigan Water Resources Commission; and 


WHEREAS, the City Council of the City intends to authorize the 
issuance of limited tax general obligation bonds pursuant to Act 
«320 in an amount not to exceed Twelve Million Dollars 
($12,000,000) for the purpose of constructing a sanitary sewage 
equalization basin south of Harton Street at Charles Street and 
constructing sanitary sewers in Prospect Street, Hayford Street, 
Magnolia Avenue, and Fairview Street, and other improvements 
(the “Improvements”’) included in Phase |, Segment 2 of the CSO 
Control Program required by the NPDES Permit; and 


WHEREAS, plans and specifications for the Improvements have 
been prepared by the City’s consulting engineers and approved by 
the DNR and all conditions precedent to the issuance of bonds 
authorized by Act 320 have been fulfilled; and 
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WHEREAS, Chapter Ill, Section 12(d) of the Municipal Finance Act, 
Act 202 of the Public Acts of Michigan, 1943, as amended, permits 
a municipality to authorize, within limitations which shall be 
contained in the authorization resolution of the governing body, an 
Officer to sell and deliver and receive payment for obligations, and 
to approve interest rates or methods for fixing interest rates, prices, 
discounts, maturities, principal amounts, denominations, dates of 
issuance, interest payment dates, redemption rights, place of 
delivery and payment, and other matters and procedures 
necessary to complete authorized transaction; 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED THAT: 


1. Pursuant to the CSO Control Program approved by ONR in 
accordance with the NPDES Permit, the City shall acquire and 
construct the Improvements. 


2. The estimated period of usefulness of the Improvements is not 
less than forty (40) years. 


3. The term “Authorized Officer” as used in this Resolution shall 
refer to any one of the following City officers: the Interim Director of 
Finance, the Interim Director of Public Service, Mayor, or City 
Clerk. 


4. A bond of the City designated GENERAL OBLIGATION 
LIMITED TAX BOND, SERIES 1993 (the “Bond”) is authorized to 
be issued for the purpose of paying the costs of the Improvements, 
including capitalized interest and Costs incidental to the issuance, 
Sale and delivery of the Bond. The Bond shall be issued in the 
aggregate principal sum of Twelve Million Dollars ($12,000,000) or 
such lesser amount as shall be determined by an Authorized 
Officer at the time of sale (the “Principal Amount”) and approved 
by the DNR and the Michigan Municipal Bond Authority (the 
“Authority”). The Bond shall be in the form of a single: fully- 
registered, nonconvertible bond of the denomination of the 
Principal Amount dated as of the date of delivery of the Bond, 
payable in principal installments serially on October 1 of each year 
beginning October 1, 1995 or on such other dates as may be 
determined by an Authorized Officer at the time of sale of the Bond 
and approved by DNR and the Authority. The schedule of principal 
installments shall be determined by an Authorized Officer at the 
time of sale of the Bond and approved by DNR and.the Authority. 
Final determination of the Principal Amount and the payment dates 
and amounts of principal installments of the Bond shall be 
evidenced by execution of the Purchase Contract between the City 
and the Authority providing for sale of the Bond. 


The Bond or installments thereof will be subject to prepayment 
prior to maturity in the manner and at the times as provided in the 
form of Bond contained in this Resolution or as may be approved 
by the Authority. 


Any Authorized Officer is hereby authorized to sell the Bond to the 
Authority at an interest rate of two percent (2%) per annum and at 
the par value thereof as evidenced by execution of a Purchase 
Contract as provided in paragraph 10 below, and to deliver the 
Bond in accordance with the delivery instructions of the Authority. 


The Bond is expected to be delivered to the Authority in 
installments (the “delivery installments’’) and each delivery 
installment shall be noted on the registration grid set forth on the 
Bond. The delivery installments shall be deemed to correspond to 
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the serial principal installments of the Bond in direct chronological 
order of said serial principal installments. 


The serial principal installments of the Bond will each bear interest 
from the date of delivery of the corresponding delivery installment 
to the registered holder thereof as shown on registration grid set 
forth on the Bond at the rate of two percent (2%) per annum 
payable on October 1, 1993 and semiannually thereafter on April 1 
of and October 1 of each year until maturity or earlier prepayment 
of said installment provided that at the time of sale of the Bond an 
Authorized Officer may approve a lower interest rate or a later date 
for initial payment of interest if approved by DNR and the Authority. 
The Bond shall not be convertible or exchangeable into more than 
one fully-registered bond. 


Principal of and interest on the Bond shall be payable as provided 
in the form of Bond set forth in this Resolution. 


The Finance Director shall record on the registration books 
payment by the City of each installment of principal or interest or 
both when made and the canceled checks or other records 
evidencing such payments shail be returned to and retained by the 
Finance Director and shall be conclusive evidence of such 
payments and the obligation of the City with respect to such 
payments shall be discharged to the extent of such payments. 


Upon payment by the City of all outstanding principal of and 
interest on the Bond, the registered owner thereof shall deliver the 
Bond to the City for cancellation. 


The Bond may be transferred by the Finance Director upon 
surrender by the person in whose name it is registered, in person or 
by his duly authorized attorney, accompanied by delivery of a duly 
executed written instrument of transfer in a form approved by the 
Finance Director. Whenever the Bond shall be surrendered for 
transfer, the Finance Director shall record such transfer on the 
books of the City and shall register such transfer on the registration 
grid attached to the Bond. At the time of such transfer the Finance 
Director shall note on the Bond the outstanding principal amount 
thereof at the time of such transfer.

REMARKS BY THE MAYOR 


Mayor Crawford reported that in April Lansing will host a meeting of 
Michigan Mayors for the purpose of discussing ways of lobbying 
legislators. He has met with the Mayor of Grand Rapids on this 
subject. Council may be interested in participating in this meeting. 


REMARKS BY COUNCILMEMBERS 


Councilmember Lilly responded to Lloyd Teets, statement that no 
One on Council was fit for re-election because of the early 
retirement program. He was not on council when that resolution 
was adopted. He told his colleagues and the audience that the 
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Planning Board directed Emanuel First Lutheran Church and the 
Walnut Neighborhood Association to come up with a site plan that 
would allow the Church to expand their school and day care. The 
Planning Department subsequently received a letter from the 
Walnut Neighborhood Association stating that they would not 
attend the Planning Board meeting. This meeting was held on 
February 18, 1993. His point is that no one at the City is holding up 
this request. The City is complying with the Willow/Pine 
Development Plan. 


Councilmember Beal said that she received a call from a former 
City employee, Karen Letts, whose son Sam was the victim of a 
shooting recently. He is paralyzed in Sparrow Hospital. This family 
is under a lot of stress. They have had a claim against the City for 


many years. Will the Mayor and the City Attorney provide her with 


an update on this claim. The family is under duress and has 
suffered a tremendous tragedy. Mayor Crawford responded that a 
disclosure of this type should be done in closed session. The City 
Attorney currently has this case in litigation and they are trying to 
settle it. They can go into closed session for this discussion, or, he 
can brief Councilmember Beal on it privately. 


Councilmember Ford asked that other councilmembers receive a 
copy of the information given to Councilmember Beal regarding 
this case. Tomorrow night at 6:00 p.m., is the special session of the 
General Services Committee, in which, they will deal with Council 
Rule #19 and related rules. They will be televising this meeting and 
the entire rule will run on TV. The telephone question and answer 
time will run from 6:00 to 8:00 p.m. They may have to hold an 
additional session. 


Councilmember Schmidt reminded her colleagues that they are 
scheduled to meet with the School Board this Thursday at 7:00 p.m. 
at the Parthenon. Girl Scout Cookies are on sale. She reported 
walking in the Downtown Business section earlier in the week. 
There is a lot of litter visible. It looks trashy. 


Councilmember Benavides reported that the Lansing Police 
Department will have a meeting at Wainwright School about the 
murder of Audrey Sprague. He asked Mayor Crawford to have staff 
present at that meeting. He has not gotten any information from the 
Mayor's Office about this incident. They used to get reports from 
the Mayor’s Office when things like this happened in their wards, 
but he has no information on this other than what he heard on the 
radio and read in the paper. He announced that the Ad Hoc 
Committee on the Homeless will meet tomorrow morning. Mayor 
Crawford assured Councilmember Benavides that he will get the 
information regarding the Sprague murder to him. He should have 
been informed. 


CITIZENS MAY COMMENT 


Lloyd Teets of 116 E. Elm St. objected to the passage of the 
resolution in support of 15 Senate Bills that was submitted as alate 
item. They have not even read these bills. He knows enough to 
know that when something is decriminalized it is in effect taking 
rights away from people. He said Councilmember Lilly was right, he 
was not on Council when the early retirement resolution passed. 
He said he will hold a campaign fund raiser this Friday at Ramon’s. 


William Bernstein of 420 Baker St. set up his own public address 
system and was instructed by Vice-President Brockwell to remove 
it from the podium and utilize the City's microphone. Mr. Bernstein 
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objected to having his loudspeaker system removed. He said 
Council President Canady cut him off last week and that is why he 
brought his own sound system. He made personal remarks about 
Councilmember Schmidt and was cautioned by Council Vice- 
President Brockwell to limit his remarks to Council as a whole and 
not make personally slanderous remarks against individuals. 


Frank Curtis of 1137 W. Allegan said that nothing Councilmember 
Ford, or City Attorney Knot says will justify what Council put his kids 
through last year. He wants reparation. 


Del Maynard of 2017 Culver commended Council for acting 
judiciously and not granting payment to the claimant whose 
basement flooded. He worked as a licensed drain layer in the City 
for many years. The Landell system was built many years ago. It is 
small and undersized because so much was added to it. Denial of 
this claim established a precedent and they did a good job of 
passing it. Council, he said, should be doing everything to create 
housing in the downtown area. Residential housing means 
business for the downtown area in terms of shopping and 
restaurants. Mr. Johnson should be allowed to renovate his house 
on Allegan. The neighborhood dynamics have changed over the 
years. There is no one living over there anymore. There is nothing 
but parking lots and empty space. 


Jacqueline Woodcox of 3629 Lochmoor asked Councilmembers 
to attend their Neighborhood Watch meeting this Thursday at 6:30 
p.m. Their group, on the South Side, is worried about their kids, their 
property, and their property value. They have paid their taxes all 
these years, organized a neighborhood watch, and are trying to 
look out for themselves. They have a problem with Hillborn Park. It 
is very dark, and completely unlit. They have seen people out there. 
When they call 911 they get a negative response. 


Councilmember Ford said that he believes that the School District 
will understand if Council postpones their joint meeting in order to 
deal with this issue. 


Councilmember Beal suggested that it might be possible for the 
Neighborhood Watch to consider meeting at a different time so that 
Council could attend. 


Daniel Ried of 3725 Alpine Drive expressed his concern for the 
safety of his wife and neighbors. There have been drive-by 
shootings, drug deals, and now, a homicide. The Neighborhood 
Watch can help, but they cannot turn their neighborhood into an 
armed camp and police themselves. They want to know that their 
tax money is spent on essential services like police and fire. 
Council should quit being reactive and become proactive. 


Katherine Reid of 3725 Alpine said she is concerned about the way 
that their neighborhood needs are being met. There have been 
several breaking and enterings and assaults in the last 4 months. 
She has never seen a Police car patrolling the area. The City must 
hire more Police Officers. She asked that Council attend their 
Watch meeting. 


Vice-President Brockwell announced that Nancy Erickson from 
the Lansing School District has called and offered to move their 
meeting up to 7:30 p.m. to allow Council to attend the Neighbor- 
hood Watch meeting. 


Linn Simon of 3622 Lochmoor said she lives directly across the 
Street from where an assault occurred. A couple of thugs kicked in 
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the door and assaulted a woman. Now they have had a murder. A 
woman is dead. They are scared. Two months ago they ordered 
Neighborhood Watch signs, but they do not have them yet. Maybe 
the signs would help. Hilborn park is a gateway for criminals. It 
needs to be lit, or closed down. People are jumping in and out of 
backyards and using the park as an alleyway. She asked why 911 
Emergency Services kept this woman on the phone for 5 minutes. 
Where were the police? 


Ammahad Shekarrakki of 902 W. Willow said he has a problem with 
language in this area. People use code words like; drug dealers, 
prostitutes, and pimps to refer to black people. Blacks are offended 
by this. 


Tim Lewis of 500 S. Pine #1015 said he will be here tomorrow to 
speak to Council Rule #19. He has read the existing rule at least 6 
times and thinks it is redundant. He asked Councilmember Ford if 
street addresses have to be on residences and buildings. The 
building he lives in does not have the address on it. Council- 
member Ford said they will check on this and get back with him. 


Harold Leeman of 529 N. Francis asked Councilmember 
Benavides if the Committee on Ways and Means will take up the 
issue Of outside legal fees this week, or will Committee of the 
Whole. He asked Mayor Crawford about the quarterly reports from 
the Lobbyist for the City. Mr. McKinney has not submitted a 
quarterly report since September 1992. He has one overdue. There 
are still two appointments that need to be made to the Lansing 
Center. Will new appointments be made, or will the existing 
appointments be changed to five year terms as Ms. Huguley has 
indicated? Regarding the City of Lansing v Rose, the outside 
attorney representing the City in this case did a very bad job. 


Douglas Fairbanks of 2107 Seventh Ave. said that he hopes the 
seating arrangement of the dais will stay the same whether 
Councilmembers win their bid for re-election or not.

We watched with a great deal of interest the televised General 
Services Committee meeting held on Tuesday, March 9, 1993. In 
fact, one of us participated in the call-in portion of your show. 


After some further thought, we wanted to share the following 
suggestions with you. 


1. Copies of Rule 19 could be made available to all persons who 
attend a Monday night Council Meeting. Perhaps they could be 
located on the table where Mr. Bernstein sits? If rule 19 is made 
available to the public, there would be no way for someone to use 
ignorance as an excuse. Particularly, when they are called out of 
order and asked to please take their seat. 


2. Soapbox Comments seem to be serving the same people each 
week and we see no further use for this service. Had it been used 
as it was intended, it would be a great service to the public, but as it 
is now, it is a waste of our tax dollars. 
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3. We see no reason to increase the Public Speaking time. If a 
person has his thoughts in order, three minutes should be more 
than enough time. 


4. Also, definition should be made as to when public comment 
turns into public harassment. Frankly, it is embarrassing whether 
we are watching on television or present in the chambers when a 
person starts hollering at the council or persistently calls 
councilmembers names. What kind of image does this leave with 
people who are sincerely interested in Lansing government? Nota 
very positive one. Control seems to be the operative word here. 


5. Lastly, when one steps off the elevator to enter the Chamber, itis 
almost shocking to be greeted by the wave of signs Mr. Bernstein 
has been allowed to display outside the doors. We believe in 
freedom of speech as much as anyone, but couldn't these signs be 
removed to the outside of the building? It would not be quite so 
Offensive and Mr. Bernstein would still be able to demonstrate his 
right to freedom of speech. 


We appreciate all that the Council does for the City and its 
residents and we realize that it is a time Consuming full time—part 
time job!

Mayor Crawford announced that the City has extended the time 
limit for removing wreaths and artificial flowers from grave sites in 
City Cemeteries to April 1, 1993 because of the amounts of snow 
we have received. He announced that the City will be conducting a 
trip to sister cities in Japan. Anyone interested may contact Jo 
Flaherty from his office. 


COUNCILMEMBER’S COMMENTS 


Councilmember Brockwell said he enjoyed the General Services 
Committee meeting regarding Rule #19 last Wednesday night. 
They received a lot of response, both positive and negative 
criticism. He wanted to acknowledge the situation in which Mr. 
Bernstein became ill. It was necessary for them to call Emergency 
911. Councilmember Schmidt stayed at Mr. Bernstein's side 
throughout his ordeal until paramedics arrived. He commended 
her for her response to Mr. Bernstein’s needs. 


Councilmember Schmidt reported reading the Annual Evaluation 
of the Public Service Board. The report makes specific recom- 
mendations that she has questions about. Regarding the 
recommendation that the City’s annual fee for the Composting- 
/Recycling Program remain at $55.00 and that the City expand the 
list of recyclable material they collect by two items. What two 
additional items are they recommending? Regarding the cleanup 


at 
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of Crego Park. She would like to be kept informed as grant 
applications are submitted to the Department of Natural 
Resources and as the cleanup progresses. She received a letter 
from Susan Curtis of the Forrest View area regarding Council 
Proceedings. This is an excellent letter and offers good 
suggestions they can look into. Please take special note of her 
suggestions. 


Councilmember Ford said he felt the televised General Services 
meeting held Wednesday evening went very well. He thanked Ron 
Onufer and Karen Schmidt from Council staff and the volunteer 
camera operators Paul Scott and Dave Wilson. Their efforts are 
greatly appreciated. Forty-two people addressed the Committee 
that evening, some in person, and some via the telephone. His 
reason for having the letter read tonight is that it is representative of 
the greatest number of comments that were made at that meeting. 
Many people expressed their thanks to Harold Leeman and Lloyd 
Teets for serving as watchdogs of City Council. There was concern 
expressed that Councilmembers talk during session while other 
business is being conducted. They may need to look at this. 
Perhaps Councilmembers should be more aware of whether or not 
their microphones are on when they are talking amongst 
themselves. There was some support for a request that Citizen 
Comment be moved back to its’ previous time spot on the agenda, 
however, people did agree that Citizen Comments should be 
limited to City business. They received several suggestions that 
Special Ceremonies be held before Public Hearings. The General 
Services Committee will be taking all of these things into 
consideration. Some comments are being reduced to writing for 
Committee consideration. The Committee will meet this Wednes- 
day at 3:30. He commended Councilmember Schmidt for her 
response to Mr. Bernstein’s medical emergency. She responded 
very well, telephoned emergency services and stayed with Mr. 
Bernstein until help arrived. 


Councilmember Beal asked if there is a meeting this Thursday with 
Outside legal counsel? President Canady responded that this 
meeting is scheduled for March 29, 1993 at 6:00. Councilmember 
Beal asked that the letter from former Mayor Graves be taken up at 
that meeting. She is interested in the comments from Judge Stell 
directing the City and outside representation to settle this matter. 
She believes that would be in the best interests of the City. She 
thanked Eric Reickel and Leeann Murray from the Parks and 
Recreation Department for their help in addressing the request 
from Mr. Berger regarding croquet at Ranney Park. 


Councilmember Benavides reported that the Ways and Means 
Committee will meet this Thursday and the issue of the 7 Block 
Development Area will be discussed. It has been difficult to put all 
of these pieces together. Six, or Seven different projects are going 
on at once within this Development. They are making progress, not 
as fast as people may like, but there are a lot of questions and 
information that needs to be dealt with by the Committee. He said 
he hopes no one is disappointed in their progress. They hope to 
report the first two parts of the project to the Committee of the 
Whole with a master plan that details each block and where 
everything is coming from and where the money is going to. 


PUBLIC COMMENTS 


Russ Terry of 121 E. Mt. Hope said that the early retirement of City 
personnel was done under the table and is not a good example 
from Councilmembers. He commended Councilmember Beal for 
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voting no on the resolution. The remainder of Councilmembers did 
not do their job, he said, this should have been brought before the 
public. 


Kathy Reid of 3725 Alpine Drive thanked Councilmembers for 
attending their Neighborhood Watch meeting last Thursday night. 
There were representatives from the Ingham County Board of 
Commissioners present at the meeting, representatives from the 
School Board, and Councilmembers. They addressed a lot of 
neighborhood concerns. They are planning another meeting, and 
she will inform Council of the date. She volunteered to serve on the 
task force that has been proposed. 


William Smith of 222 N. Hosmer said he has appeared before 
Council once before in the last three months regarding his arrests 
for trespassing at Capital View Nursing Care Center. He goes there 
to see his wife of 29 1 /2 years and he will not back off from his visits 


toher. Neither Judge Felice, nor Judge Cherry show any interestin ~ 


hearing of the situation. City Ordinance says that, if you have the 
invitation of a resident, you are not trespassing. There is some 
conflict between City Ordinance and State Statute in this matter. 
He allowed these people to intimidate him and prevent him from 
visiting his wife for 6 months. He will be on trial April 8, 1993 on a 
trespassing charge in front of Judge Cherry. 


Paget Maynard of 902 W. Shiawassee said he mailed a letter to 
President Canady and has received no response. His letter was 
dated February 17, 1993. This confirms what people have told him 
about Council not being responsive. He learned that a business not 
far from these chambers will close their doors tonight for the last 
time. Jim's Tiffany Place has been in business in the downtown 
area for 70 years. This means more unemployment. Could this 
have been avoided? He commended Councilmember Schmidt for 
her reaction to Mr. Bernstein's illness. She has taken a lot of 
Criticism from him, but, she still came out on his side. 


Harold Leeman of 529 N. Francis repeated his request that Council 
discuss the F.0.P. #141 Labor Contract, and his request that 
Council obtain a quarterly report from their lobbyist. He requested 
that the Ways and Means Committee obtain details on the 
$100,000 transfer requested for the Law Department. He said that 
many of the complaints regarding the background noise being 
made by Councilmembers was regarding Councilmember Belen 
leaving her mike on while talking and pouring water. 


Douglas Fairbanks of 2107 Seventh commended Councilmember 
Schmidt and welcomed President Canady back after his illness 
last week. 


Ruth Peoples, no address given, said the problem she has in 
hearing Councilmembers on Monday nights comes from the noise 
made by the audience.

Dear President Canady and Councilmembers: 


Tonight, in my first annual budget message, | would first like to point 
out what your Mayor would be telling you if we had nof taken strong 
and deliberate action to cut our costs, and if we were not redefining 
the way City Hall works. 


First, he would tell you that the City is, once again, in a financial 
Crisis and must cut your services and raise your taxes by some two 
mills. But, /’m not telling you that. 


He might be telling our workers that their jobs are insecure and they 
face imminent layoff. But, /’m not telling you that. 


He might tell you that we must raise building and recreation and 
trash collection fees because our rates no longer cover the costs 
for these services. But, /‘m not telling you that. 


He might tell you that we can no longer afford to maintain our 
commitment to help those in need in our community. 


He might even tell you that public safety services must be reduced, 
like they are being reduced in many communities around the 
Country. But, /’m not telling you that. 


But here’s what | am telling you: my proposed general fund budget 
of $79,808,681 maintains the existing tax rate of 15.04 mills for 
operations, including the 1.0 mill levy added by voters for Parks 
Improvements and it maintains 2.36 mills for debt service. 


| am telling you that my proposed budget fully funds our long term 
commitment to the needy within our community. It allocates one 
percent of general fund revenues, plus $75,000 for grant match, 
plus a dedicated portion of money received from our cable 
franchise fee. 


| am telling you that my proposed budget provides new technology 
to the police department, through 91 1, to enhance police response. 
It provides facilities for more female police officers. It places all 
Police Community Services programs ina single location, for 
better communications and better service. 


My budget expands our commitment to recycling and makes our 
refuse program even more efficient than ever. 


_ My budget meets the intent of the dedicated one mill for Parks 


improvements, entrusted to us by the voters, by funding $1,551,443 
for park design, improvements, and repairs. 


My budget provides for the purchase of a new ambulance for the 
Fire Department. ; 


My budget even maintains our commitment to arts and culture 
within Lansing, fully funding designation of cable franchise 
revenue. 


But, most important to me, my budget focuses on our neighbor- 
hoods and their long neglected infrastructure. For the first time in 
the memory of those still working in City Hall, we will fully fund the 
estimated annual deterioration in local streets. We will begin to 
address deferred local street maintenance needs...and we will do 
so without incurring more debt to further burden our taxpayers and 
our Children. The $2,700,000, from all sources, that we will invest 
for this purpose will not only help our neighborhoods, but also 
provide jobs for some of our residents. 


My budget also provides direct assistance to neighborhood 
groups, because | propose that we appropriate $120,000 to help 
our citizens make Lansing a better place to live and raise our 
families. | will work with my new Neighborhood Advisory 
Committee in selecting needs and projects, in each of our four 
wards. 


Strong neighborhoods are our first priority. Our commitment to 
strong code enforcement will be even stronger, thanks to a 
reorganization plan that will cut through red tape with an 
unprecedented ward team approach. | will personally monitor the 
progress of this reorganization, because while | am Mayor, the 
impact of our actions on neighborhoods will be the first factor in 
every decision | make. 


Before you accuse me of painting an overly optimistic picture of 
our financial well-being, | must tell you that, despite our progress, 
we are still faced with a multitude of critical issues which require 
our attention. 


Like the homeowner with a few hundred dollars in the bank and a 
bad roof on his house, financial well-being is defined by both how 
much money you have, and how much money you need. Lansing 
has not adequately invested in its infrastructure since at least the 
mid-1980's, when the Federal Government withdrew local 
government revenue sharing. At that time, we used revenue 
sharing to fund Police salaries, allowing Lansing to spend local 
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funds for capital improvements. 


But that was then; this is now: A preliminary list of infrastructure 
needs totals more than $25,000,000. Much of our infrastructure 
dates back to the immediate post World War II period, or before and 
is now reaching the end of its design life. While we will take the first 
steps to rectify this long term neglect by beginning to repair our 
neighborhood roads, we will have to constantly look for new ways 
to pay for these needs. We will constantly need to restrain our 
operating costs if Lansing is to be a quality place to live. 


Our infrastructure problems are compounded by ever-increasing 
Federal mandates without corresponding funding, requiring 
service improvements at extraordinarily high cost. Federal 
requirements to abate combined sewer overflow to our rivers is a 
prime example. Though laudable in purpose, this mandate will cost 
$176,000,000, in current dollars. It's going to cost even more to 
meet storm water runoff requirements of the Clean Water Act. 


Infrastructure is not only critical to the quality of life in our 
neighborhoods, but it is also absolutely essential to attract and 
retain good jobs. Efficient sewer, water, streets, power, and public 
services are analyzed by business when making decisions to 
locate or relocate jobs. Our operating and infrastructure decisions 
must be made with a constant eye on Lansing’s competitive 
position as a place to live and do business. 


In this regard, it appears that sewer rates will increase less in the 
upcoming year than any period in the last decade. 


Basic infrastructure represents a long term investment in roads, 
sewers, bridges, and equipment. Unfortunately, itis often easier for 
politicians to ignore its slow, almost invisible, decline than to say 
“no” to fancy new projects with ribbon cuttings and glitz, or to say 
“no” to new services sought by their constituencies. But failure to 
address the maintenance needs of basic infrastructure violates 
public trust. Costs escalate and quality of life declines, not only for 
ourselves, but for our children. Those who can leave, flee. Those 
who can't are left without resources or hope. This will not happen 
to Lansing on my watch. 


Another critical area is our parking system expansion and 
redevelopment effort. Combined with the recession and State 
cutbacks, this effort has left the Parking Fund in a difficult financial 
condition. | will take the lead in resolving this problem by making 
recommendations to you and providing alternatives. 


Like every family in America, like every business and every other 
governmental agency, the cost of health care is stealing our future, 
and our children’s future. It is one of the most serious concerns of 
our citizens, and certainly of our employees and we all are, at once, 
anxious and concerned of the direction the Federal Government 
may take. On a daily basis we read stories of reductions in 
coverage to retirees and workers throughout America. Many in our 
community are without basic coverage. There is suspicion 
between labor and management at every level. 


With our revenues increasing at less that 3% and our health care 
costs increasing an average of 15%, it is clear that we must resolve 
this problem or face disaster. We cannot rely, solely, on the pledges 
of the Federal Government to resolve this problem for us. We have 
had some limited success in achieving health care cost savings, 
and this will be accentuated by containing benefit levels for any 
newly hired positions under my reorganization. Both our Teamster 
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units and our Police Supervisory unit have cooperated in this effort. 
| am pleased to announce that the International Association of 
Firefighters and the Fraternal Order of Police, Non-Supervisory 
Unit have agreed in their current contracts to join as a team, with 
management, to look at needs and options in restraining health 
care costs. We will work together, to break down the suspicions 
between us, to look at the facts, and to make rational choices— 
because doing so is in everyone's best interest. 


| am particularly proud of this approach because it is indicative of 
my firm belief that we must break down the barriers to communica- 
tion within City Hall, and between City Hall and the people of 
Lansing. When | agreed to take this job—and, believe me, it was 
done after much soul searching and concern for the impact its 
demands would have on my family—! vowed that my administra- 
tion would not be business as usual. We are breaking down 
territorial barriers and learning to work together toward the 
common goal of serving the citizens of Lansing. We must, and will 
do a better job of communicating... saying what we mean, and 
doing what we say. Many of the decisions we face are complex. 
The explanations do not fit in 30-second sound bites on the 
evening news. We must ask our citizens to be informed and we 
must help them. The list of our needs is long and each decision we 
make precludes another course of action. We must explain our 
decisions clearly. We must give our citizens a voice and listen to 


‘them when they talk. We must trust them to discern between 


sincere disagreement and those who are acting for their own ends. 
We must direct public discourse toward policies which are in the 
long term interest of our City, rather than shortsighted and short 
term goals. We must restore trust in local government. 


We are doing so by our actions. Together, my proposed 
reorganization and the resulting budget, exceeds the savings 
which we promised last spring. It maintains critical services, and 
reduces administrative cost, red tape and bureaucracy, which had 
paralyzed a City Hall entrenched in bureaucratic routine. 


Our citizens want proof that City Hall really has changed for the 
better. That proof must be in our actions. While the Charter says 
that my reorganization can become effective, after a period, 
without your concurrence, | ask that you join me by acting in the 
near future. Your positive approval allows our services to be 
brought back to acceptable strength, and our assumptions tested 
and, if necessary, refined. Then—and only then—will our citizens 
be able to judge the true impact of our actions. | commend City 
Council for its plan to quickly consider our reorganization plan. 


| am not asking you to give my plan only cursory review. | am asking 
you to devote the necessary time and resources to your 
deliberations as soon as possible. | and my staff will make 
ourselves available to assist you in your deliberations, and discuss 
any alternatives or concerns, as our first priority. Then, at last, we 
can get back to our most important mission: delivering services. 


In closing, | would like to thank you and the people of Lansing for 
the most fascinating challenge and personally stimulating 
experience of my career. Despite the callous and cynical attitude 
of some in the public, most of us in public life are here to serve. |am 
attacking Lansing’s problem’s with all of my energy. God willing, we 
will succeed. 


Finally, | would like to personally thank the employees of the City 
who have pitched in with ideas and enthusiasm and hard work. 
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Public employees are too often maligned as faceless bureaucrats. 
Lansing is fortunate to have such a dedicated and capable group 
of men and women. It is an honor to serve with them.

MAYOR'S COMMENTS 


Mayor Crawford announced two seminars will be held on 
Multi-family recycling. Any apartment owners, managers, or other 
interested parties are welcome to attend. They will be held 
Wednesday, March 30, and Tuesday, April 1, 1993, at the Foster 
Community Center. More information can be obtained by calling 
483-4400. 


COUNCILMEMBER’S COMMENTS 


Councilmember Beal said that some referrals that are made to the 
Committee of the Whole are never placed on their agenda. They 
have received another letter this week for referral to that 
committee. The Retirement System, she said, is funded by 
appropriations from the General Fund. Mayor Crawford confirmed 
that every year an appropriation is made to the Retirement System. 
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The Eastside Neighborhood Organization will hold their annual 
“Souper” this Saturday at Resurrection Church at 5:30 P.M. 


Councilmember Schmidt announced that she attended a luncheon 
at the Kellogg Center at which Councilmember Belen received an 
award for 25 years of outstanding service to the community. She 
thanked Denise Lynch from the Parks and Recreation Department 
for developing an exhibit that shows what the City of Lansing does 
and why it is a good place to visit. 


Councilmember Ford said that during budget meetings he would 
like to address three issues in the Mayor's budget message tonight: 
neighborhood issues; the closing of Jim's Tiffany Place; and the 
merging of the Human Relations and Human Resources depart- 
ments. He is also concerned that they will not be able to fulfill their 
commitment to keep community centers open to the extended 
times that they approved last year. Mayor Crawford said everyone 
was sorry to hear about the closing of Jim’s Tiffany Place. The 
owner of Tiffany's made the decision to sell this building several 
years ago for the construction of an office building. This is the right 
of the property owner. Regarding the combination of the Human 
Resources and Human Relations departments this should create 
no impact on services. There has been some emphasis on 
reducing the hours of community centers. 


Councilmember Brockwell requested that Item X H-2. under letters 
from the Mayor, regarding the Lansing Building Authority, be 
referred to the Committee of the Whole. 


Councilmember Lilly said that he has dinner at Jim’s Tiffany Place 
following Council meetings and he is the only one there. There is no 
one downtown to go there for dinner. Everyone goes home after 
5:00 P.M. Councilmember Ford said that is why he brought this 
issue up. The key is to get more people in the downtown area. We 
do not need another office building in the downtown area. 


PUBLIC COMMENTS 


Lloyd Teets of 116 E. Elm St. blamed City Council for the closing of 
Jim's Tiffany Place. Council, as a legislative body, has all kinds of 
power. He suggested an ordinance that would require all office 
buildings built in the downtown area to have commercial 
businesses on the ground floor level. He predicted that the Parking 
System will cost the General Fund a lot of money before it is done. 


Frank Curtis of 1137 W. Allegan asked how two police officers 
could get themselves in so much trouble in the course of one week. 
He questioned the legal advice given by City Attorney Knot. He 
demanded reparation for the black man. 


Jon Addis of 913 W. Holmes informed the public that a recall effort 
against Council has been organized. People want a higher level of 
integrity and ethics than Council has displayed over the early 
retirement issue. Council President Canady and Councilmembers 
Brockwell and Benavides are all named in the recall drive. They 
filed petitions with the Ingham County Clerk last Friday. Anyone 
who feels strongly about this issue is invited to bring their brooms 
next Monday night to show support of “Operation Clean Sweep.” 


Del Maynard of 2017 Culver said it is time to address the issue of 
where our city is going and why we do not have anything downtown 
for people to come to any more. The City should not permit 
construction of anymore office buildings. We need more residential 
buildings and a ground level ordinance like the one Mr. Teets 
suggested. The city should make sure that we do not make the 
same mistakes as Detroit, Flint, and Jackson. We should provide 
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more developments for senior citizens to live in downtown. 


Darlene Rollin of 1514 Linval spoke in support of the Community 
Service and Referral Center (CSRC). They help women with 
children who use shelters at night and have no place to go during 
the day. They have a new manager doing a good job. They provide 
more than a place to go, they supply personal needs items that 
cannot be afforded from welfare checks. 


Tony Evans of 819 N. Larch spoke in support of CSRC. They found 
her a home a few years ago when she was homeless and helped 
her get a job. There are problems there, but they take good care of 
their people. Closing the center will only make the problems worse. 


William Smith of 222 N. Hosmer spoke in support of CSRC. 


Mary Haney of 1312 Roosevelt said that Council will see that a 
center is available for these people. They will not leave people cold 
and homeless. CSRC should not receive an allocation, it should be 
closed, and the City should start over with a new one. She 
protested the prosecution of Lansing Police Officer Clyde Smith. 
They are raising money for a legal defense fund for him. 


Mayor Crawford explained that it is not up to the City whether 
CSRC should stay open or not. However, the City will not fund it. He 
is currently searching for an alternative. 


Lawrence Mueller 1315 W. Willow said that Jim's Tiffany Place is 
going the way of the City Market. It is refreshing to see 
Councilmember Beal going her own way and not playing follow the 
leader, he said. Councilmember Beal responded that there are a lot 
of people working very diligently to bring the City Market back. 
They will see a new and revitalized City Market this summer. 


Ernestine McMillan objected to the closing of CSRC. If the center 
closes, the community will face a bigger problem. Eighty percent of 
the people who frequent the center are black, she said, maybe 
there is a problem with prejudice down there and Council should 
take another look at what is going on. 


Andrew Anthos, no address given, said that someone has to listen 
to these people. Council had better do their jobs, or they will be 
removed from office. He announced that he has received an 
endorsement from MSU for his project to light the dome of the State 
Capital. 


Tim Lewis of 500 S. Pine requested that everyone, including Mr. 
Fairbanks, be required to give their correct address when 
addressing Council. The downtown area needs to be revitalized. 
They need to put something here for people to look at and be proud 
of. 


Shirly Murray of 1720 Bradley, President of the South Central 
Neighborhood Organization, thanked Council and Mayor Crawford 
for sticking to their guns regarding the funding of CSRC. This 
organization was not doing its’ job of taking care of these people. 
The City will come up with a solution to provide quality help to them. 


James Britton of 1128 Lathrop said he attended his first Committee 
of the Whole meeting last week. He was shocked and disgusted at 
the way Councilmember Ford was treated. He requested a copy of 
the material Councilmember Ford was speaking on at that meeting. 


Paget Maynard of 902 W. Shiawassee said we need to strengthen 
our families. The citizens of the City want a better City Hall. 


Alexander Bolt of 1230 Reo Rd. said the people of this city are 
crying. Council needs an education. They are following the exact 
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same policies that are killing Detroit. The same policies are being 


~ followed in East Lansing and are making a large portion of their 


population want out. 


Ammahad Shekarakki of 902 W. Willow said everyone is 
complaining and no one is bringing answers. There are suits and 
counter suits and a recall drive. Most of these people are on an ego 
trip and are just pointing fingers instead of trying to help. There are 
no jobs, no place to live, and no outlook for the future. He asked the 
people of Lansing to wake up and do not get caught up in this recall 
drive. 


Kirk Kukkleman of 3600 Simkin asked why the City needs to use a 
private ambulance service instead of city ambulances. 


Lou Ann Parks of 607 N. Sycamore said she is happy to see that the 
Lansing Market will be revitalized. She was formerly homeless and 
was helped by the CSRC. She is proud to have come out of that 
experience. 


Jerry Sweet of Grand Ledge asked why there are so many empty 
reserved spaces in the parking ramps? Mayor Crawford respond- 
ed that he will look into this situation and get back with him. 


Gerald Huckaba of 5410 S. Waverly Rd. said he has talked to a lot 
of people in the course of gathering petition signatures. Council 
does not keep their word and people are tired of it. 


Cindy Johnson of 217 Reo Ave. said CSRC is closing this Friday. 
They have the best adult literacy program in the state. Drug and 
alcohol abuse is a reality of this economic strata. There is no 
business or family in this town that is not touched by drug and 
alcohol use. They provide the best quality service of their kind in 
this city. They have fulfilled their contracts with the City time and 
again over and above what is required of them. 


Buzz Hart of 115 S. Washington said that business people do not 
take comfort that this agency is closing. They take comfort from 
knowing that the problems of the homeless are being dealt with 
properly. Get the good programs to work, every businessman in 
this area will back a good center. 


Bernie Meissner of 1035 LaSalle Bivd. asked why Lansing Police 
Officers are allowed to resign rather than being prosecuted. Mayor 
Crawford replied that the Prosecutor made this decision. Mr. 
Meissner asked what the Mayor's position is on this? Does this 
mean that anyone charged with a criminal offense can merely 
resign to avoid prosecution? 


Harold Leeman of 529 N. Francis asked Mayor Crawford to look 
into an empty lot at the corner of Oakland and Pennsylvania. A lot of 
cars for sale are showing up at this corner. He said the plants look 
nice in the water fountain in the lobby, now we need to get the 
fountain working? He noted that the Mayor's Cadillac was 
auctioned last weekend. It sold for $12,700. Regarding the 
luncheon for Councilmember Belen, it should have been held at 
the Radisson. He asked if the issue of outside legal counsel will be 
discussed next Monday? President Canady said that he will be out 
of town next Monday, they will have discussion on this at 
Committee of the Whole on April 1, 1993. 


Mayor Crawford said they are trying to get the water fountain up 
and running. It will be a major cost. Regarding the Lansing Police 
Officers, they are not guilty until a judge and jury say they are.

The people should not have to pay for Council's 
mistakes. 


Frank Curtis of 1137 W. Allegan asked Council what they intend to 
do about the homeless. These people must have someplace to go. 
Most of these people were formerly tax paying citizens. Many of 
them are just not eligible to draw social security benefits yet. If 
government keeps raising taxes, everyone will end up homeless. 


Lloyd Teets of 116 E. Elm St. said he attended a joint meeting of the 
Board of Water & Light and City Council in which it was revealed 
that the Board of Water & Light will lose $6,000,000 this year. 
Council has not, and will not inform the public of this because they 
want to keep them ignorant. Mayor McKane had organized a 
committee to look into the Board of Water & Light. The committee 
has been disbanded. They should have audited the Board and 
looked into its’ worth. The citizens of the city are stockholders of the 
Board of Water & Light and are being ill served. 


John Culmeyer of 699 W. Madison said there are a lot of old 
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abandoned, boarded up houses in the city. The homeless would be 
better served by rehabilitating these houses and being helped to 
find jobs. Homeless people could then sign agreements to live in 
and take care of the houses, thereby increasing the tax base and 
the population of the city.

The above matter arises out of a Complaint filed by Plaintiff against 
the City of Lansing (City), the Lansing Police Department (LPD) 
and a Lansing Police Officer (Officer). The facts underlying the 
Complaint are as follows: 


On October 28, 1992 at approximately 2150 hours, LPD Dispatch 
alerted various officers that there was a male in possession of a 
gun observed in the 2300 block of South Rundle Street. The 
Lansing Officer involved in this incident responded to the call and 
upon his arrival he observed a yellow pickup truck located on 
Cooper Street. 


The Officer followed the truck into the parking lot of the Mt. Hope 
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Grocery Store. Plaintiff, wno was operating the truck, exited the 
vehicle and was immediately told by the Officer to place his hands 
on the truck. 


While Plaintiff was being searched and handcuffed, LPD Dispatch 
advised the Officer that Plaintiff was not the man observed with the 
gun. 


Based upon an investigation of the witnesses who observed the 
incident, it is the recommendation of the Mayor, the Ways and 
Means Committee and the Police Chief that the matter be settled 
for $7,500. This is 50% of an award rendered by a mediation panel.

Dear Councilpersons: 


As a long time resident and taxpayer of the City of Lansing, | have 
become increasingly distressed at the performance of the City 
Attorney. Mr. Knot apparently does not believe that his job is to 
enforce the Lansing City Charter, and to insure that the City 
Council and city officials are complying with the law. It is apparently 
his position that he is only required to respond when a request is 
made. 


When he is aware of a legal requirement of either the City Council 
or an officer of the City, he has the duty of informing the Council or 
the officer of the requirement and insisting upon compliance. For 
instance, when he became aware that Councilmembers or City 
Officers were in a conflict of interest position and required to file an 
Affidavit of Disclosure, he was duty bound to immediately inform 
the official of that duty and demand compliance. 


\tappears that several of city officials were required to file affidavits 
of disclosure because they were working on early retirement 
programs which would benefit them. It appears to me that the 
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Finance Director and the Budget Director as beneficiaries of the 
early retirement plan, were required to file affidavits of disclosure, 
pursuant to the Lansing City Charter, Section 5-505.1 and.2. Since 
early retirement appears to me to be a contract, disclosure was 
also required under State law, particularly MCL 15.323. 


It is my opinion that the City Attorney was required to notify these 
Officers of the Charter and statutory provisions, and to insist on 
compliance with them. He failed to do so. 


When members of the City Council might benefit from passage of 
the early retirement, the City Attorney was required to notify each of 
them of their duty under Lansing’s Charter and Ordinances, and to 
insist upon compliance with the law. At the time of the passage of 
the Resolution, he failed to do so. 


The Lansing City Charter in Section 3-301 clearly requires that an 
amendmentto an “Ordinance” requires an “ordinance.” The 
retirement plan was an Ordinance. The City attorney was duty 
bound to tell the City Council that it was necessary for them to 
follow the procedures for approval of an “ordinance,” and that a 
Resolution would not comply with the Charter. Again he failed to do 
$0. 


| am aware that this is one of the basis for the challenge in the 
Courts. It may be that the attorneys that represent the City in this 
matter will be able to get the Judge to rule that somehow there is an 
estoppel or that the resolution is binding upon the City, even though 
the procedure was flawed. The point is, however, that had the City 
Attorney insisted that this ordinance be amended by an ordinance, 
this issue would not be before the Courts and the City of Lansing, 
would not be spending a substantial amount of the taxpayers 
dollars on attorney fees. 


Mayor McKane had the veto power on the early retirement plan 
and it appears that he should have filed a conflict of interest 
statement prior to the time that veto power was to be either 
exercised or not exercised. Again, the City Attorney failed to notify 
the Mayor of this duty. If there had been hearings required of 
ordinances, and had the required affidavits of disclosure been filed, 
the most objectionable parts of the early retirement plan would 
have been removed from the ordinance. Because the City Attorney 
failed to do his job, we are involved in expensive and unnecessary 
litigation. 


Mr. Knot informed Mr. Crawford that he should not vote on the 
amendment to the resolution offered by Councilperson Beal to 
delay early retirement, until it had been approved by the Attorney 
General or the Court, because of the fact that Mr. Crawford would 
become Mayor as a result of the early retirement. 


Mr. Crawford had the same conflict at the time of the passage of the 
resolution in April. The City Attorney should have informed Mr. 
Crawford of his duty at that time, and the duty of other councilper- 
sons to file affidavits of disclosure and not to vote on the 
resolutions. He failed to do so. 


Mr. Knot gave an opinion that councilpersons who voted for the 
amendment to the resolution referring this matter to the Attorney 
General, which amendment provided for a delay in the implemen- 
tation of the early retirement plan until after it had been approved by 
the Attorney General of the Court, could be personally liable 
because of the vote. Such an opinion is totally incompetent. MCL 
691.1407(5) provides as follows: 
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Judges, Legislators and elected or highest appointive 
executive officials of all levels of government are immune from 
tort liablity for injuries to persons or damages to property 
whenever they are acting within the scope of their judicial, 
legislative or executive authority. 


When City Councilmembers are voting on legislative matters, they 
are absolutely immune from liability. It was incomprehensible and 
inexcusable the City Attorney did not understand that. 


When the City Council had before it the resolution to refer the 
ethics commission's problems to Judge Stell, it was clearly 
apparent to any competent lawyer that there was a lawsuit 
involved. That is, the ethics commission and its members would 
need representation and there would have to be a case in 
- controversy created. The City Attorney did not notify the members 
of the council of that fact, and the council was apparently surprised 
at what was required. The matter came back before the council, 
and the city attorney said there were several options. The city 
_ attorney did not say what those options were, but implied that they 
were something other than litigation. This, of course, was 
nonsense. 


The City Attorney has a duty to enforce the Charter and the 
ordinances of the City of Lansing and to inform the City Council and 
other officials of the requirements of the law and to insist that they 
be followed. The City Attorney can not sit as a bump on a log and 
watch the City get into serious legal problems before advising the 
City officials of these duties. In my opinion, there have been a series 
of failures on the part of the City Attorney, Al Knot, which is costing 
the City a great deal of money. If Al Knot is not an expert in 
municipal law, and therefore incapable of defending the City in the 
early retirement case, then he should not be City Attorney. 


| suggest that the City replace the present City Attorney with 
someone who can and will be able to carry out the full responsibili- 
ties of the job.

Mayor Crawford announced that the yard waste curbside recycling 
program began today and runs through, December 3, 1993.

COUNCILMEMBER’S COMMENTS 
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Councilmember Ford said he attended a benefit at the Radisson 
yesterday. Muhammad Ali was present at the fund raiser for 
Lansing boxing organizations and youth boxing organizations. He 
thanked Roger Turner, Joe Lipsey, and Bob Every for their help with 
this great event. He commended Muhammad Ali and thanked him 
for coming to Lansing. 


Councilmember Schmidt commended the parents from Mt. Hope 
School for recognizing the importance of the Kids Kamps program 
and working to have their school designated as a Kids Kamp site. 
She requested that her colleagues regard this as an important 
expenditure during budget considerations. She asked Mayor 
Crawford to check into the condition of two gravel roads in the 
South side of town. They may need to spend additional monies to 
fill the huge pot holes on Northrup St. and on E. Willard Ave. off of 
Cooper Road. 


Councilmember Beal thanked Professor Schuette from Purdue 
University for his input regarding the City Market. She indicated her 
appreciation for the comments Councilmember Schmidt made in 
her invocation tonight regarding Zolton Ferency. He was well 
known for his dedication to justice, anyone could go to him for 
advice whether they could afford to pay for it or not. She stated that 
she has serious concerns regarding the integrity of government. 
She is concerned over the recess of the Committee of the Whole 
meeting last Thursday. They were dealing with the rules of 
Procedure of the Board of Ethics and were to reconvene today at 
6:00 P.M. This meeting was canceled unknown to her. It is starting 
to look like Watergate. The Board of Ethics meets tomorrow and will 
not have any rules of procedure. She is concerned that the Mayor 
will not reappoint Board Chairman John Mertz in June when his 
term expires. Mayor Crawford replied that he does not appoint to 
the Board of Ethics, Council does and he has not interfered with the 
Ethics Board in any way. Mayor Crawford said that Mr. Starr's letter 
is inaccurate and should be taken with a grain of salt. Council- 
member Beal said she hopes that there are not any games going 
on behind the scenes with regard to this appointment. She wants to 
see this conducted openly and honestly. 


Councilmember Lilly said he was not informed of the meeting 
cancellation either. Furthermore, the cancellation of a recessed 
meeting is completely improper according to Mason’s Rules of 
Legislative Procedure. President Canady did not have the right to 
cancel it. The Ethics Board rules will not work the way they are 
written and he spent a lot of time reviewing them to make 
appropriate changes so that they will work. They are getting tied up 
in things that do not have anything to do with matters at hand. 
President Canady had to be out of the City, but other Council- 
members should have been here to deal with the City’s business. 
These members were not excused by the presiding officer. Council 
President Canady took an action that he did not legally have the 
right to take and Councilmembers should have known it. His 
concernis that the proper procedure be followed because Council 
loses credibility when they do not do so. 


President Canady said he canceled this meeting because he was 
not going to be in town. He resents the implication that he was 
obstructing the activities of the Ethics Board. This Board has only 
met twice this year so far and they have already stated that they are 
ready to make a decision. He is trying to pursue cause and effect. 
The political agendas of the members on Council are the real 
concern. If the cancellation of this meeting violates Mason's 
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procedures, he will take responsibility for it. He was concerned 
about this issue being dealt with when the entire body was not 
available to deal with it. 


Councilmember Ford expressed his concern over where we are 
headed as a city. When he first came to City Council he was 
considered by many not to be a team player. His was alone vote on 
many issues. Now Council is starting to fall apart. They should be 
able to disagree with each other and still listen to another's point of 
view. He reminded Counoilmember Lilly that he indicated his 
opposition to the recess of the Committee of the Whole in the 
meeting last week because he knew he would not be available for a 
meeting tonight. If the cancellation of this meeting goes against 
parliamentary procedure then deal with it and get on to the many 
critical issues facing Council right now. They must get on with 
conducting the City’s business. The budget hearings are coming, 
as well as many other important city issues. They must make sure 
the City goes forward and stop calling each other names. He asked 
Mayor Crawford to investigate some complaints that he has 
received about grading and dumping of fill on Robertson and 
Redwood streets. 


Councilmember Benavides said that he was not here for the 
meeting tonight because he received a call saying the meeting had 
been canceled. He has received a number of calls about the 
condition of streets in the city, the sewers, and trash in the right of 
way. He asked Mayor Crawford to give regular reports on how we 
are progressing in these areas. He is concerned over our ability to 
cover all of the areas of critical need. Mayor Crawford responded 
that he will keep Council informed to the best of his ability. 


Councilmember Brockwell corrected Councilmember Beal's 
statement that John Mertz’s term expires in June of 1993. Mr. 
Mertz’s term actually does not expire until June of 1994. He 
responded to a question asked by Gary Andrews several weeks 
ago regarding the lighted tower on Cedar St. It is a relay tower for 
cellular telephones. All of the appropriate releases and permits 
have been issued by the City. 


Councilmember Belen said that she also received a call informing 
her that tonight’s Committee of the Whole meeting had been 
canceled. There are 127,000 people in the City of Lansing and itis 
the same 120 people coming down here every Monday to say what 
a terrible job they are doing. She gets hundreds of calls every week 
from people who say these 120 people should be ashamed of 
themselves. 


PUBLIC COMMENTS 


William Bernstein of 420 Baker St. said that Council cannot blame 
others for what they have done in the past. He will continue to come 
to meetings and demand justice. Council may be able to change 
Rule #19, but they cannot change the American Constitution. The 
citizens of the city demand freedom of speech, first amendment 
rights, and a 5 minute public comment period. 


Reverend Larry Nichols of 2618 S. Waverly said the morale in the 
Police Department is low because of the charges against Police 
Sergeant Clyde Smith. This sets a dangerous precedent in this 
community. Sergeant Smith's record speaks for itself, seventeen 
years of duty and doing good police work. This sends signals to the 
criminals that they can continue their activities by claiming 
violation of their civil rights. The rights of criminals should not come 
before the rights of the citizenry or the Police Officers. Chief Boles 
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is destroying the morale of the Lansing Police Department and he 
(Nichols) will not refer to him as chief again. Mayor Crawford has 
an opportunity to take the right stand and disengage himself from 
the political manipulations going on in the Police Department. 
Mayor Crawford responded that this officer is innocent until proven 
guilty. An Internal Affairs investigation lead to the belief that there 
may have been some wrong doing. This case was turned over to 
the Prosecuting Attorney's Offices so they could make a 
determination as to whether or not they should prosecute. 


Terry Rutledge of 726 N. Pine, a member of the neighborhood 
watch for area 133, said that he knows Officer Ferguson very well. 
He is highly respected in this area. It is unjust to ask him to step 
down from the force. He has witnessed Officer Ferguson making 
arrests. He handles these people with kid gloves. He does not 
believe that the whole story has been told here. There is a lot of 
back biting in the Police Department. If justice is not done in the 
Police Department, how can it be done on the streets? 


Frank Curtis of 1137 W. Allegan spoke in defense of Sergeant 
Clyde Smith and said that his job should be protected. 


Ken Vaughan of 114 Garden St. spoke regarding the City’s 
retirement system. 


Mary Massoglia of 2911 Cooley Dr. made accusations of a conflict 
of interest involving a City Council staffmember because she is 
married to the City Attorney. She agreed with Mr. Teets that the 
reorganization plan should have been developed prior to early 
retirement being offered. 


K.J. Langschwager of 1328 Prospect said that the Labor Relations 
Director was fired last fall because he did not agree with the early 
retirement package. He said that Labor Relations should be a 
separate department from Personnel. President Canady has 
harassed the Ethics Board and rendered them unable to do their 


duty. i 


Alexander Bolt of 1230 Reo Rd. said that the Ethics Board requires 
City Officers and Employees to file disclosures every time they are 
eligible to make more than $25.00. Mayor McKane, Jim Blair, and 
Al Knot should have filed disclosures. The Attorney should have 
informed them of this. This is a part time Council that deals with 
multi-million dollar issues every week. He accused them of being a 
rubber stamp council that is out of touch with the needs of the City. 
People of the City have no vision for the future and Council is partly 
to blame for this. They must be able to rely on their staff and must 
be able to have trust in them. 


Tim Lewis of 500 S. Pine #1015 read the definition of fiduciary 
responsibility. The Officers of the City had a fiduciary responsibility 
to advise Council of their duty. Staff did not fulfill their responsibility. 
The Finance Director, Budget Director, and City Attorney are 
responsible for this plan. 


Blagoy Pogoncheff of 1509 E. Grand River said Council had a 
responsibility to the citizens to ask questions and scrutinize the 
plan and to ask for public input. Council did not take the time or 
effort to review the plan, they relied solely on what was presented to 
them by trusted advisors, most of whom took the early out. There 
were many alternatives they could have implemented had they 
taken an adequate amount of time to consider the plan more fully. 


Lloyd Teets of 116 E. Elm said the taxpayers will be paying for this 
plan for years and years and years. They will not allow this issue to 
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be swept under the carpet. They are outraged. This involves 
millions and millions of dollars over the next 40 years. The citizens 
have power greater than anyone sitting on the dais. 


Betty Kost of 1425 Mcintyre spoke in defense of Sergeant Clyde 
Smith and other law enforcement officers who put their lives on the 
line for all of us. They are outnumbered and out armed by criminals. 
They should not be reprimanded for simply doing their jobs. She 
asked that Council fund Kids Kamps sites for all schools in the city. 
They are desperately needed. 


Gladys Gillison of 223 W. Barnes thanked Mary Haney for 
defending Sergeant Smith. She is very angry over this case. You 
train people to do a job and then suspend them for doing it. The 
Police Department took an anonymous letter and used it for the 
basis of the investigation of an Officer who has 12 years of services 
towards the safety of the City. Whoever took this action should be 
reprimanded. Twenty years ago the Board of Education took the 
same approach towards their teachers and look what has 
happened to the schools because of it. The same things will 
happen to the police force. Council should ask to have these men 
reinstated. This type of action should never have been instigated 
on the basis of an anonymous letter. She asked everyone who 
attended tonight's meeting for the purpose of protesting on behalf 
of these officers to stand. Approximately 60 people stood. 


Del Maynard of 2017 Culver said we need to do everything we can 
to provide services and training for our young people. He received 
a ticket because he made a mistake in his yard waste refuse. The 
attitude of this employee was confrontational. He gets more 
respect from Police Officers. This is a mandatory program, and 
they need to assess the attitude used to address the citizens, who 
are the customers of the program. Council should follow 
parliamentary procedure as closely as possible, he said. 


Jackie Smith of 2230 Dunlap spoke in defense of Sergeant Smith. 
She accused Council and Mayor Crawford of fence sitting 
because they are afraid of losing votes. The citizens have a right to 
know if Council and the Mayor represent them, or, the drug dealers. 
Citizens are being forced at gun point to deal with these drug 
dealers. The anonymous letter writer, supposedly a police officer, 
should be forced to identify him/herself. 


Tommy Smith of 4921 Sidney said the Mayor should have come up 
with a stronger stand on the Police Officer issue. He is the top 
administrator of City Hall. This sends the wrong message to the 
neighborhoods and communities and gives free reign to the drug 
dealers. He is the brother of one of the accused officers. They are 
ina dangerous position. This has damaged the morale in the Police 
Department. In the future, agents will have a lack of willingness to 
cross this line of role playing. This has endangered the entire 
undercover program. 


Councilmember Ford requested reports on this matter so that he 
does not have to rely on information gleaned from the newspapers. 
This issue could be referred to the Public Safety Committee for 
recommendation to Council. 


Councilmember Schmidt said that this issue more properly 
belongs in the General Services Committee because it deals with 
personnel, not public safety. President Canady REFERRED THE 
ISSUE OF CHARGES AGAINST THESE POLICE OFFICERS TO 
THE COMMITTEE ON GENERAL SERVICES.

Councilmember Brockwell said these officers are innocent until 
proven guilty. This must run its’ course. He thanked the people who 
attended tonight to defend these officers. 


Mayor Crawford reminded everyone that the decision to prosecute 
did not come from the Mayor. Internal Affairs referred the results of 
their investigation to the Prosecutors Office who made the decision 
to prosecute. This is the function of the Prosecutors Office, not a 
political decision. 


Councilmember Ford said that he asked for this report because of 
the comments made here tonight. As the Chair of General 
Services, he will gather whatever information is available, but it will 
be 2 weeks from Wednesday before they can take this up because 
of scheduling. 


Councilmember Beal pointed out that the Prosecutor is an elected 
officer. She asked if these Police Officers were offered a choice of 
either stepping down, or being prosecuted. Mayor Crawford 
answered in the affirmative. He believes this to be the Prosecutor's 
right. Until these officers are proven not guilty, there will be a cloud 
over their heads. 


Mary Haney of 1312 Roosevelt commended Councilmember Ford 
for speaking out on the Clyde Smith issue. She asked for an 
investigation of Officer Orin Dietrich. 


Lee Shunk of 601 Leslie St. said he is proud to be represented by 
Councilmember Beal, and commended her for what she did 
tonight. He thanked City Attorney Knot for developing a petition for 
him. 


Andrew Anthos of 208 W. Hillsdale said he is happy to see all of 
these people of the city coming to Council meetings to speak. 
Once the early retirement issue is settled, the rest of this will be a 
piece of cake for Council. When they get together and decide to get 
the city going, he will support them. He said Council must make the 
city live up to its’ potential. They must do something to attract 
tourists. We need night clubs and movie theaters downtown to give 
people someplace to go. 


Mary Houser of 6 Lawler Crt. said she does not blame the Chief of 
Police. He was put in a position where all he could do was to do his 
job. These Officers were given the choice to make. Officer 
Ferguson resigned under a lot of stress and should not have to 
publicly announce why he resigned. He is one heck of a Cop. She 
has seen him in the performance of his job many times and he is 
never overly aggressive with anyone he arrests. He has a calming 
affect on people. Whoever wrote the anonymous letter got what 
they wanted out of it at the expense of the other officers lives. The 
prosecutor should be looking into his own department, it needs to 
be investigated. 


Paul Scott of 412 W. Kilborn said that City Attorney Knot advised 
the Committee of the Whole that they were in violation of the open 
meetings act. No other action could have been taken until tonight. 


Dave Hein, homeless, spoke on behalf of every homeless person. 
He has heard that the Salvation Army facility on Saginaw is not up 
to par. He has been arrested 24 times since becoming homeless. 
Where is the funding for homeless people? Leave them alone and 
give them a chance. 


Barry Juback of 11929 Upton Road said he feels sorry for Council 
for listening to all of these speeches tonight. He wants to go on 
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record as a character reference for Sergeant Smith. He has known 
him for 17 years and hopes he does not go down this way. He wants 
justice to be served. These Officers are super people and Lansing 
has great Street Cops. 


Curtis Smith of 3950 Sheffield spoke on behaif of his brother, Clyde 
Smith, and the citizens of the community. People want and need 
good policemen on the force. They have good officers on this 
force, Clyde Smith is one of them. He is not a crook. What is the 
Mayor s responsibility in terms of the officials of the Police 
‘Department? Does he have anything to say about the decisions 
that are made? He accused top officials in the Police Department 
of being involved in this crooked deal and asked Mayor Crawford to 
seek God, if he knows that this is part of a crooked deal. Mayor 
Crawford said that he is as troubled by this as everyone in this room 
and in the City, but, they must trust the legal process to see justice 
done.

PUBLIC COMMENT 


Russell Greear of 3801 Walton Dr. spoke in favor of the 
replacement of City Attorney, Al Knot on the Board of Ethics. 


William Petry of 1416 N. Genesee supported the resolution 
replacing g City Attorney Knot on the Board of Ethics. He believes 
Mr. Knot's actions to be contradictory to the best interests of the 
City. Mr. Knot should be advising Councilmembers of possible 
dangerous consequences to their actions. He feels that Mr. Knot 
has given poor advice regarding an arrest for trespassing made in 


Senator Carl Levin's office recently. 


Paget Maynard of 902 W. Shiawassee said it is in the best interests 
of the City for Al Knot to step down from the Ethics Board. He is 
pleased to see something is being done about this. There should 
be no Councilmembers on the Board of Ethics. He is glad to see the 
City developing a soccer complex, and volunteers his help on the 
project. The Mayor’s Administrative Reorganization plan should be 
very carefully looked into. Another blow-up would be devastating. 


Council President Canady informed Mr. Maynard that Council 
members are prohibited from sitting on the Ethics Board. 


Councilmember Ford explained that Mr. Knot is only being 
replaced on the Ethics Board for the purpose of consideration of 
the early retirement plan. 


Susan Anderson of 3200 Leawood Dr. said she would like to see 
the City Attorney removed from office. He is creating a policy for 
the City of Lansing that she believes Council is not aware of. She 
read a letter written to Senator Carl Levin by Assistant City 
Attorney, John Roberts, regarding the arrest of three people for 
trespassing in his office.

Lloyd Teets of 116 E. Elm St. said that he stated several months ago 
that Mr. Knot should be removed from the Board of Ethics. He 
accused Mr. Knot and Council President Canady of preventing the 
Ethics Board from conducting their business. He requested that 
Council delay approval of the Mayor's Administrative Reorganiza- 
tion plan. 


Chris Campbell of 417 N. Jenison, Chair of the Westside 
Neighborhood Organization's Zoning Committee, spoke in 
Opposition to Z-22-91, 1100-1106 W. lonia. The Planning Board 
and Mayor both recommended denial of this request. Please abide 
by their recommendations and deny this rezoning request. 


Lee Shunk, Jr. of 601 Leslie St. spoke in support of the decision to 
replace Mr. Knot on the Board of Ethics. He is too involved to be 
Objective on the early retirement issue. 


Jerry Fuller of 224 E. Hodge spoke in favor of the Soccer Complex. 
He coaches soccer and has seen a great increase in the interest of 
soccer in this area. This is our opportunity to make Lansing the 
Soccer capitol of Michigan. It will draw people from all over into the 
area. 


Rick Gambor of 1213 W. Shiawassee spoke in opposition to the 
rezoning of 1100-1106 W. lonia. He is opposed to Council 
overriding the decision of the Planning Board. This property does 
not meet the requirements for a “C” Residential district. He is 
concerned about the precedent Council will set by voting in 
opposition to the master plan. 


Daniel Morgan of 239 Mark St., member of the Ingham County 
Soccer Task Force, spoke in support of the proposed City of 
Lansing/Ingham County Soccer Complex. The majority of funding 
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for the project will come from Michigan Recreation bonds. This is 
their last opportunity to apply for these funds. 


Fred Johnson of Post Office Box 626, Okemos, property owner of 
1100 W. lonia said he was not kept fully informed about what 
happened in the planning and zoning process. He said that 80% of 
the people within a 300 foot area are in support of his request. He 
feels his property conforms to the actual residential use in this 
area. This is not a single family area, even though it is zoned as 
single family. Councilmembers have all been to see his building 
and felt that it had good possibilities. He has done everything he 
has been asked to do, and complied with all of the City’s 
requirements. He is now asking for Council's support of his 
request. 


Ernestine MacMillan of 3614 Wainwright said that Mr. Johnson’s 
building could be used in programs with the homeless. He has 
Offered the use of his building to people on SS! for the betterment of 
their lives. Please support his rezoning request. 


Debbie Heefner of 719 Community St. asked Council to proceed 
Cautiously with the merging of the Human Resources and the 
Human Relations Departments. She spoke in support of the ballot 
proposal to change the requirements for candidates who wish to 
run for City Office. She feels that Mr. Decker should be given some 
payment on his claim. She spoke in favor of the re-classification of 
City Council staff member, Terese Horn. The reorganization plan is 
agood one, it will be very effective, if itis followed through with, and 
evaluated periodically. 


Dorothy Matthews of 211 Lahoma spoke in opposition to the 
rezoning of 1100 W. lonia.

He asked for discussion of the bonding that was 
approved by Council in 1989, and an open audit on itemized 
expenditures. He asked where the money for the Soccer Complex 
would come from.

This is in 
honor of a fund raiser to help combat Sudden Infant Death 
Syndrome (SIDS). Mr. Lapak thanked the Mayor and Council for 
the placque he received last week. SIDS kills several thousands of 
babies every year, and as a SIDS grandfather, he looks forward to 
the day when no one has to worry about losing their babies to SIDS. 
Councilmember Ford thanked Mr. Lapak and his wife, Mary for the 
invitation to speak at the Lansing Mall on Friday.

She noted that in 
vital cities, parking is always at a premium, and should be. Council 
should look at innovative ways to bring people into the city that do 
not require parking expansion. They should be looking at things like 
commuter trains. This land cannot be developed for 5 years, so 
they have plenty of time to make sure that it is developed in a way 
that they can be proud of. 


Councilmember Belen said that she hopes that people will support 
their request for a transfer to the Law Department when they have 
to hire more outside attorney's to fight Terry Whitman. The City 
Attorney is required by Charter to handle law suits regarding 
ordinances and workman's compensation. He can not be an 
expert in everything. The City Attorney is appointed by the Mayor 
and confirmed by City Council. 


PUBLIC COMMENTS 


Mark Eggleston of 2800 S. Waverly Rd. thanked Councilmember 
Brockwell for working to keep baseball fees at last year's level. He 
said he has seen a decline in the condition of the City’s parks in the 
last year. He reviewed the qualifications of several candidates for 
Mayor. 


William Bernstein of 420 Baker St. said that he will continue to 
come to Council meetings and demand justice. 


Ammahad Shekarakki of 902 W. Willow St. said there are too many 
businesses in this city that will not hire black people. Many people 
in charge of making and upholding laws have the same kind of 
racist attitudes. We must come together in this city. 


Doctor EarlT. Pully, Jr. of 601 N. Cedar commended Council for the 
wonderful things they have done. President Canady has done a 
good job of handling the Council meetings. He spoke in support of 
the Soccer Complex. 


Clara Wall of 2822 Fielding stated that she has M.S. She will be 
walking in the M.S. walk in two weeks andis soliciting donations. All 
ofthe money she gets will go to help victims of the disease who are 
in worse condition than she is. 


Lee Shunk of 601 Leslie St. said he got a letter from Council- 
member Belen regarding his petition drive to change the charter as 
it regards the appointment of the City Attorney. He is attempting to 
make the City Attorney's job an elected position so that it is easier 
to change City Attorney's, if necessary. 


Timothy McBride of 328 S. Magnolia said you do not get a 
guarantee when you buy a house. He referred to the debates 
among Councilmembers tonight as “three legged dog debates”. 
He asked why they don't simply allow the City Attorney to abstain 
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on votes related to the Early Retirement plan. 


Jerry Dunn of 6218 Marscot said Councilmember Schmidt's 
comments about trespassing were interesting. It is interesting that 
the idea of people trespassing is considered to be more of an 
offense than public officials in Washington taking money from 
foreign governments. Are law and ethics mutually exclusive? He 
does not think the legal profession has a handle on what ethics are. 
He would be in favor of appointing someone other than a lawyer to 
the Ethics Board. 


Harold Leeman of 529 N. Francis commended Council for their 
comments in memory of Zolton Ferency last week. He noted that 
the State Journal has printed a correction regarding the directive to 
destroy the tapes of a Board of Ethics meeting. He asked 
Councilmember Belen if she would be in support of a ballot 
proposal to make the City Attorney's an elected office. Maybe 
Council should place the issue of a Charter amendment on the 
ballot themselves. 


Ken Vaughan of 114 Garden St. said that, if Council could admit 
their mistake and go back and correct it, they would not have the 
trouble they have today. He volunteered to serve on the Ethics 
Board. 


Mary Massoglia of 2911 Cooley Dr. said she hopes the Parks and 
Recreation Department did not take too many cuts. We need the 
Parks staffed for our kids. Parks Programs will help to keep them 
out of trouble. She asked that Council accord these programs the 
importance they deserve. She asked Councilmember Benavides 
about the progress made regarding yield signs in her neighbor- 
hood. She approved the removal of City Attorney Knot from the 
Ethics Board. 


Russell Greear of 3801 Walton Drive said that Senator Levin 
should have called the FBI to have the trespassers removed from 
his office. City Offices should be handled by City Police, State 
Offices should be handled by State Police and Federal Offices 
should be handled by the FBI. He advocated removing basement 
parking places assigned to City Councilmembers. They should 
have to park in the streets. Councilmembers should be listening to 
the public when they speak, not talking amongst themselves. 


Steve Harry of 3125 Tecumseh River Dr. said he is working with 
two groups who are suing the city. Concerned Citizens to Save 
Lansing believe they will win their lawsuit. The Clean Sweep 
Committee is trying to recall President Canady, and Council- 
members Brockwell and Benavides. He offered to deliver recall 
petitions to anyone who wants to sign them. Steve Duarte retired 
with 15 years of service and will receive $55,000 per year in 
retirement benefits. 


Edward Bobrowski of 2410 W. Willow spoke regarding his brother, 
Richard Pine. He was jailed last year and died from methanal 
poisoning. They are now finding that his death was caused from the 
neglect of the arresting Police Officer, who refused to allow him 
medical treatment. His brother asked to be examined by a doctor. 
His request was denied. He asked Council to do something about 
this. He cannot get information from the City Attorney's Office 
because every time he goes there he is kicked out within 5 minutes. 


Lloyd Teets of 116 E. Elm St. accused President Canady of asking 
Mrs. Knot to secretly tape the Board of Ethics meeting. He said Dr. 
Martin Luther King, Jr. did not practice civil disobedience, he 
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practiced civic responsibility. He told Councilmember Schmidt that 
he is a great admirer of Sister Walters, the tax payers own that 
building and Senator Levin's Office. It is a public area in a public 
building. There is no such thing as trespassing in the public area of 
a public building and he would be willing to defend this premise ina 
court of law at anytime. 


Del Maynard of 2017 Culver asked Council to direct the Mayor to 
not spend money ona parking lot that no one is using. He drove by 
the parking lot on Michigan Ave. everyday last week and never saw 
a car in it. Council should encourage the building of an apartment 
building on this property. He suggested that Mr. Johnson be 
refunded the money he has spent on his building and offered an 
exchange of property. 


Paget Maynard of 902 W. Shiawassee demanded that attention be 
paid to public speakers when they address Council. He was 
shocked at the behavior of Councilmembers last week. The Clean 
Sweep movement gained credence because of that behavior. He 
announced that the YMCA Christian Emphasis Committee will hold 
a Good Friday Breakfast this Friday. 


Susan Nichols of 540 W. Willow said she cannot hear the 
comments made by Councilmembers because of all of the noise in 
the audience. She appreciates Councilmembers sitting up on the 
dais for three hours listening to people complain. If the State early 
retirement program had not been approved, she would not be 
employed. 


Fred Johnson of P.O. Box 626, Okemos said he has spent almost 
$15,000 on his property at 1100 W. lonia. This is a very difficult 
procedure. A very small group of people were behind the protest of 
his rezoning. There is nothing technically wrong with this building 
that should prevent it from being rezoned. He has spent a year 
working with city officials to get this rezoning approved. 


William J. Smith of 222 N. Hosmer spoke regarding the validity of 
Chapter 660, Section 660.02 of the Code of Ordinances of the City 
versus the State statute on trespassing. He has been arrested two 
more times. He will not quit visiting his wife in her nursing home. Her 
rights, as well as his rights, are being violated. 


Paul Scott of 1137 Kilborn said that Mr. Johnson bought his building 
for speculation not for a personal residence. In these cases 
sometimes you win sometimes you lose. The point of zoning is not 
to point out whats true, but what you hope might be true. Fran Knot, 
he said, did not take it upon herself to secretly record anything. He 
is distressed to hear the word “remove’ being used in connection 
with the City Attorney's position on the Board of Ethics. This is just 
for the purpose of investigation of the early retirement plan.

In recommending approval of this request, the City Council 
considered the following information in addition to the public 
comments. 


1. IS THE SPECIAL LAND USE DESIGNED, CONSTRUCTED, 
OPERATED AND MAINTAINED IN A MANNER HARMONIOUS 
WITH THE CHARACTER OF ADJACENT PROPERTY AND THE 
SURROUNDING USE? 


The proposed child care facility will be housed within the 
educational wing of the church at 1001 North Capitol Avenue. The 
proposed play area for children is to be located directly west of and 
adjacent to the educational wing of the church. The area will be 
fenced and include both hard surface and grassy areas for play. 


The only visible impact to the neighborhood would be the 
associated drop offtraffic. The associated drop off traffic should be 
at most three times the traffic generated currently. Traffic 
generation information indicates an average number of trip ends 
for a day care facility to be a total of about five (5) per student per 
day. A trip end is equal to the arrival or departure of a vehicle. 
Therefore, if a child is dropped off and then the vehicle leaves the 
site, that is equivalent to two trip ends. 


child care facilities typically have more children enrolled than the 
capacity since some children are morning or afternoon only. So 
this child care facility operating at capacity could generate 450 to 
500 trip ends per day. Child care access is proposed to be off the 
Kilborn Street entrance. Therefore, traffic could approach the 
facility from many directions which tends to dissipate or spread out

the impact of the traffic. An adverse impact is not anticipated. 


2. WILL THE PROPOSED SPECIAL LAND USE CHANGE THE

Achild care facility does not require above normal public services 
thatis not already provided for in the area.

These concerns are with storm water 
detention, lot coverage and landscape, screening and buffering. 


7. WILL THE SPECIAL LAND USE PLACE DEMANDS ON PUBLIC

As stated above, storm water detention will be required. 
Throughout the city storm water is required to be detained for new 
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paving or building projects. Since the overall plan lacks open green 
space that could be utilized for such a purpose, storm water will 
need to be retained in the parking lots.

The child care facility use fits within the community facility 
category of land uses.

9. WILL THE SPECIAL LAND USE MEET THE DIMENSIONAL 
REQUIREMENTS OF THE DISTRICT IN WHICH THE PROPERTY

According to Section 1248.05(0) of the Zoning Code outdoor play 
Space is required and is to be enclosed with at least a fence. For the 
anticipated 65 children 4,900 square feet of outdoor play space is 
required.

Finally, approximately 12 parking spaces plus three (3) drop off 
spaces are required for the child care facility based upon the 
number of children and staff.

BE IT FINALLY RESOLVED that the church attempt to save the 
residential structures at 1022/1024 Seymour Street, 221 and 225

other appropriate residential locations in the neighborhood and 
that an existing single family dwelling be established on this site to 
protect the residential integrity of the block face along Maple. The 
single family residential use will be maintained for a minimum of 
thirty years.

In recommending approval of this request, the City Council 
considered the following information in addition to the public 
comments: 


1. IS THE SPECIAL LAND USE DESIGNED, CONSTRUCTED, 
OPERATED AND MAINTAINED IN A MANNER HARMONIOUS 
WITH THE CHARACTER OF ADJACENT PROPERTY AND THE 
SURROUNDING USE? 


The northern portion of the proposed parking lot would be 
constructed over property presently known as 1022 and 1024 
Seymour Street. It is designed in such a way as to maximize the 
parking within the property boundaries while providing a fenced 
and landscaped edge for buffering. 


A petition has been filed with the Board of Zoning Appeals to allow 
the parking to be constructed into the front yard setback as 
designed. The parking lot will be used both for parking primarily on 
Sundays and for recreation by students during the week, thus 
serving a dual use. 


Construction of parking at the northern end of this lot would intrude 
into the residential character of the adjacent properties that front 
the 200 and 300 blocks of West Maple Street as well as the 
northern portion of the 1000 block of Seymour Street. The design 
may also infringe upon a joint driveway with the residence at 217 
West Maple Street. 


The southern portion of the lot is proposed in the lot area of 1012 
North Seymour, which currently is being used for the child care 
facility that is proposed to be relocated into the church building. 
Adjacent to this portion of the lot is the Walnut Street School to the 
west and the parsonages for the church's pastors to the south. 


Based upon the orientation of the parking lot, the northern portion 
would not be harmonious with the character of the adjacent 
residential area, but the southern portion would adequately fit its 
more institutional context. The recent substitute proposal would 
establish single family residential use at this intersection that would 
be in character with the adjacent uses. 


2. WILL THE PROPOSED SPECIAL LAND USE CHANGE THE 
ESSENTIAL CHARACTER OF THE SURROUNDING PROPERTY ? 


The new proposal, where 1022-1024 North Seymour Street and 
221-225 West Maple Street currently stand, would not change the 
residential character of the Maple/Seymour intersection. The 
southern portion of the proposed lot, where 1012 North Seymour 
Street stands, would not alter the more institutional character of 
this portion of the block. 
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3. WILL THE PROPOSED SPECIAL LAND USE INTERFERE WITH 
THE GENERAL ENJOYMENT OF ADJACENT PROPERTY? 


The substitute proposal will provide residential use at the 
intersection of Maple and Seymour Streets. The buffer that is 
provided would adequately soften the intensity of the parking. Also, 
the design of the residential portion of the lot will deed a small 
section at the east end to eliminate the joint driveway between 221 
and 217 West Maple Street. 


4. WILL THE SPECIAL LAND USE REPRESENT AN IMPROVE- 
MENT TO THE USE OR CHARACTER OF THE SUBJECT 
PROPERTY AND THE SURROUNDING AREA IN GENERAL, AND 


WILL THE USE BE IN KEEPING WITH THE NATURAL ENVIRON- 


MENT OF THE LOT? 


The residential use is in character with the currently residential 
properties on the northern end. The southern end of the lot 
represents a change in character for the property itself but not for 
the surroundings. The surroundings are already more institutional 
in character. The portion of the lot that is already used for parking is 
proposed to be improved by removing the asphalt from the right-of 
way (between the sidewalk and the property line) and providing an 
additional buffer strip. 


These factors would indicate that the proposed residential use and - 


parking lot on the site represents an improvement to the character 
of the property and is in keeping with the natural environment. The 
remainder of the parking lot does not adversely affect the 
character or environment of the property. 


5. WILL THE SPECIAL LAND USE BE HAZARDOUS TO ADJA- 
CENT PROPERTIES OR INVOLVE USES, ACTIVITIES, MATE- 
RIALS OR EQUIPMENT WHICH ARE DETRIMENTAL TO THE

The parking lot proposed is not large enough to be “hazardous” to 
persons or adjacent properties through the excessive production 
of traffic, noise, smoke, odor, fumes or glare but will result in some 
change in the pattern of traffic by its use for parking and some 
noise by its use as a recreational area during the school day. The 
properties used as a parking lot should not result in an increase of 
traffic. 


6. CAN THE SPECIAL LAND USE BE ADEQUATELY SERVED BY 
ESSENTIAL PUBLIC SERVICES AND FACILITIES, OR IS IT 
DEMONSTRATED THAT THE PERSON RESPONSIBLE FOR THE 
PROPOSED SPECIAL LAND USE |S ABLE TO CONTINUALLY 
PROVIDE ADEQUATELY FOR THE SERVICES AND FACILITIES 
DEEMED ESSENTIAL TO THE SPECIAL LAND USE UNDER 
CONSIDERATION? 


The church and school facility has been well cared for over the 
years, which has provided for a positive stabilizing effect for the 
neighborhood. This type of care is expected to continue. As far as 
public utilities are concerned, the proposed parking lot use will be 
required to meet the current standards for storm water detention, 
but otherwise essential public services are available. 


7. WILL THE SPECIAL LAND USE PLACE DEMANDS ON PUBLIC 
SERVICES IN EXCESS OF CURRENT CAPACITY? 


The proposed parking lot, designed to meet the storm water runoff 
requirements, is not expected to place demands on public services 
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in excess of current capacity. 


8. |S THE SPECIAL LAND USE CONSISTENT WITH THE INTENT 
AND PURPOSE OF THE ZONING CODE AND THE OBJECTIVES 
OF THE CURRENT COMPREHENSIVE PLAN? 


The Willow/Pine Amendment to the River Island Comprehensive 
Plan designates the land north of the existing parking lot for 
residential uses. These policies are: 


“Residential blockfaces on both sides of the street should be 
encouraged.” 


“Encroachment of off-street parking lots (into residentially 
designated areas) should be discouraged.” 


“Housing should be maintained and upgraded as alternative to 
removal.” 


By constructing the lot as designed under the substitute proposal, it 
would conflict with these policies. 


9. WILL THE SPECIAL LAND USE MEET THE DIMENSIONAL 
REQUIREMENTS OF THE DISTRICT IN WHICH THE PROPERTY 
IS LOCATED? 


The setback of the parking surface does not meet the prohibition 
_ onfront yard parking. this is being appealed to the Board of Zoning 
Appeals. Any landscaping issues can be resolved through site plan 
review if the special land use is approved. 


The revised plan illustrates parking only on a portion of the property 
illustrated in the original plan. A total of 69 parking spaces are 
illustrated on the property occupied by 1012 North Seymour Street, 
1022-24 North Seymour Street, the south 45 feet of 221 West 
Maple Street and the west 135 feet of the existing parking lot. 


The overall land use benefit is derived with the investment in the 
longstanding institution which serves the community and serves 
as an identity to neighborhood in addition to the Walnut Street 
School. Most if not all residential strutures can be saved and 
relocated in the neigborhood. 


- If approved, the site plan appears to accommodate the functions of 
the church and school within the block bounded by Seymour, 
Kilborn Capitol and Maple Streets. As such, there does not appear 
to be an overwhelming need to go off site; i.e., across Capitol 
Avenue (SLU-13-92) to fulfill other land use goals for the church's 
educational facility. By containing the facility within a portion of the 
single block, it reduces the opportunities and need to spread 
across the physical boundaries of streets.

MAYOR'S EXECUTIVE ASSISTANT’S COMMENTS 


Mr. Boyd announced that beginning April 19, 1993, the City of 
Lansing Recycling Program will begin accepting magazines and 
aluminum foil products for collection. He asked that everyone 
submitting these items for collection tie them separately, and 
flatten them. Informational brochures will be available next 
Monday, explaining how to process these items. He informed 
Council that Jessica Washington and her Mother, chosen by 
President Clinton to ride in his inaugural parade, and recipients of a 
City Council Resolution of Tribute on January 11, 1993, are 
pictured in the March 1993 issue of Ebony Magazine. 


COUNCILMEMBER'S COMMENTS 


Councilmember Belen requested that she be excused from the 
meeting. President Canady excused Councilmember Belen from 
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the meeting at 11:50 P.M. 


Councilmember Schmidt reported that the City is desperately in 
need of School Crossing Guards. Applicants must possess a valid 
drivers license, dependable transportation, and a home telephone. 
The positions pay $5.00 per hour. Interested parties can contact 
the Personnel Department at 483-4004. She asked Mayor 
Crawtord to have the Public Service Department put fresh gravel at 
the intersection of Washington Ave. and Greenlawn by Washington 
Park. 


Councilmember Ford announced that he would not be able to 
attend the joint meeting between City Council and the Lansing 
School Board. Councilmember Brockwell will attend and report for 
him about getting athletics back into middle schools. The cost of 
operating a team is approximately $4,000 per team. About $2,000 
of this is for coaching staff salaries. The use of volunteer coaching 
staff can reduce the cost of operating a team to about $2,000. He 
requested that the Committee of the Whole meeting this Thursday, 
April 15, 1993 be taped. 


Council President Canady announced that Budget hearings start 
this Thursday at 4:00 at the Committee of the Whole meeting. They 
will continue on Saturday, April 17, Saturday, April 24, and wrap-up 
will be held Saturday, May 1, 1993. The Public Hearing will be on 
Monday, May 10, 1993 and adoption on May 17, 1993. 


PUBLIC COMMENTS 


Gary Andrews of 560 Brookland Blvd. thanked Councilmember 
Schmidt for advocating the renovation of streets in his neighbor- 
hood. He stated his belief that Councilmember Brockwell is in a 
conflict of interest situation on his vote regarding the appointment 
of Stuart Dunnings to the Ethics Board tonight. 


Frank Curtis of 1137 W. Allegan demanded reparation for the black 
man. He said the great white american is getting ready to violate his 
constitutional rights. Black men have families to protect and 
hungry mouths to feed too. 


Ed Thomas of 2911 Cooley Drive said he objects to attorneys and 
florists sitting on Council. He asked what the remaining Council- 
members do for a living. After working for General Motors for thirty 
years, he will receive less than 1/2 of the retirement that Mayor 
McKane will get. He accused Councilmember Brockwell of 
discouraging a candidate for running for a Council seat because of 
the cost of campaigning. He asked for information regarding how 
much every Councilmember spent on their last campaign. Why 
was the Civic Center sold to the lowest bidder? Councilmember 
Ford responded that he voted for the early retirement because he 
did not want 80 people to be laid off. He made a motion to table the 
early retirement resolution, but his motion failed. He spent $20,000 
on his last campaign, $4,000-of which was his own money. 


Tim Lewis of 500 S. Pine complained about Councilmembers using 
public comment time to answer questions from the public. He said 
that Council pulled the resolutions for SLU-11-92 and SLU-12-92 
during suspension of the rules at the beginning of the meeting and 
it was improper for them to later act on these resolutions. He asked 
fora full scale, grand jury investigation of the early retirement issue. 


Gerald Graves of 1623 S. Genesee Drive accused Council- 
member Ford of violating his civil rights. At the March 25, 1993 
Committee of the Whole meeting Councilmember Ford advised 
members of Council that the letter he (Graves) had written was not 
in front of them and, if they made a statement regarding his letter, it 
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could jeopardize the City’s position in the Early Retirement lawsuit. 
He inquired as to the amount of Councilmember Ford's expendi- 
tures from his office holder's account in 1991 and 1992. 
Councilmember Ford responded that he uses his promotional 
account to support youth and community activities. He acknowl- 
edged advising Councilmembers in the March 25, 1993 Commit- 
tee of the Whole meeting that all Mr. Graves comments were 
squarely in court. 


Reverend Larry Nichols of 2618 S. Waverly commented on 
charges recently brought against Lansing Police Officers. He read 
from a recent edition of Lansing Policeman's letter regarding the 
motivation for this investigation. Councilmember Ford's committee 
was to look into this matter. Councilmember Ford said he cannot 
get information about this case because it is still in court. There is a 
lot of information that is not yet available to him because of this. 
However, whatever information he can get, he will look closely at. 


Lloyd Teets of 116 E. Elm St. complained about Council using 
public comment time to make their own statements. He questioned 
Council on the possible replacement of City Clerk, Marilynn Slade 
on the Board of Ethics. He criticized the elimination of the Chief 
Deputy’s position in the City Clerk's office. He accused Council- 
member Lilly of making his decision on the Emanuel First 
Evangelical Lutheran Church issue before he had the facts. 


J.B. Smith of 2410 W. Willow, said he is the brother of Lansing 
Police Sergeant Clyde Smith. His brother, he said, was suspended 
because of charges contained in an anonymous letter that was 
written by someone within the Lansing Police Department. For 
many years his brother has been a very good officer, favored in his 
department. Now he has a boss who wants to ridicule him and take 
the word of an anonymous letter writer. This is not fair and this issue 
is not going to go away for Council. They will have someone here 
every Monday night speaking out against this. 


Vivian Bloom of 227 S. Eighth St. requested an investigation of the 
Building Department. She has had difficulty getting answers from 
the mechanical inspectors. They would only tell her that her 
building was not up to code. They refused to say why. She believes 
they were trying to protect the trades and force her to hire a 
plumber and electrician. This should have been handled the same 
way the structural inspection was handled. That inspector gave her 
a list of corrections that needed to be made. 


Harold Leeman of 529 N. Francis asked if retired employees were 
being hired back to work through temporary help agencies, and 
where they are presently working in City Hall. This is against City 
policy. President Canady said that this is the second time he has 
heard this allegation. He has not hada chance to investigate it yet. 
Councilmember Ford said he hopes these allegations are being 
investigated. He wants to know if they're true, and who these 
people are. We have an ordinance that would require that any 
retiree who is rehired must suspend the payment of their retirement 
benefits. President Canady promised that he would have an 
answer to these charges next week. 


Tim McBride of 328 S. Magnolia asked why you have to have your 
own transportation to get a School Crossing Guard's job. He 
supports Councilmember Ford's idea of reinstating sports in 
middle schools. 


M.L. Monk of 915 N. Capitol said that government employees are 
the first people to be the target of attacks. He thanked Council- 
member Brockwell for being so concerned about the Emanuel First 
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Evangelical Lutheran Church issue. He thanked Eleanor Love for 
conducting the hearings in a very professional manner. He 
thanked Council for being attentive to the public. They take 
criticism week after week that they do not deserve.

Mayor Crawford expressed his sympathy to the Carl Evanoff 
family.

He offered to help 
Mayor Crawford maintain good relations with the hispanic 


community. They are still experiencing pain from the Mendosa and 


Torres killings. 


William Bernstein of 420 Baker St. warned all Councilmembers that 
they will be defeated in the November election. 


Frank Curtis of 1137 W. Allegan spoke regarding the unfairness of 
the verdict in the trial of four police officers accused of the Rodney 
King beating in Los Angeles. He accused the media of being 
biased. 


Russell Greear of 3801 Walton thanked Councilmember Schmidt 
for her concern over the streets in his neighborhood. He has not 
been able to get any response to his complaints about the crossing 
light at Holmes and Logan. He reported a mud puddle at the bus 
stop by Washington Park. 


Lee Shunk, Jr. of 601 Leslie St. said that he has been trying to get 
written confirmation that his petitions to change the City Charter to 
make the City Attorney's position an elected one are legal. 


Mary Massoglia of 2911 Cooley told Council that she got a letter 


~ inviting her to attend a meeting in regards to the yield signs she has 


petitioned for. She cannot attend the meeting, but would like 
Council's support for her request. She asked who wrote the 
resolution offering the Early Retirement Incentive? Mayor 
Crawford answered that the Finance Department wrote the 
resolution. 


Yolyn Hollingsworth, no address given, requested that complimen- 
tary space be given to a group of Eastern High School students at 
the Civic Center to be used for a fund raiser. They have started a 
scholarship search program and will attempt to raise funds for 
scholarships for needy students. 


Lloyd Teets of 116 E. Elm St. commented on the letter written by 
former Mayor Graves. He read the mission statement of the 
Citizens for a Better Lansing group. He asked why outside legal 
counsel for the City has not made a settlement offer to CBL to settle 
the early retirement issue out of court? Who else was involved in 
writing this plan? The City’s lawyers should offer some solution to 
this lawsuit. 
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Gerald A. Huckaba of 5410 S. Waverly said that Councilmembers 
have overstayed their welcome. He stated his belief that the recall 
drive will be successful. He asked for their resignations. 


Andrew Anthos, no address given, asked Council to do something 
positive for the city. They should do something to bring people into 
the city. He does not want to see them recalled, but they will be 
unless they take positive action. 


Harold Leeman of 529 N. Francis asked President Canady and 
Mayor Crawford to talk about retirees being used for part time help. 
He asked President Canady if he has a time table as to when 
outside legal counsel will advise the City on how to resolve the 
lawsuit? He complained that since the Early Retirement news 
broke in November of 1992 the public has not paid any attention to 
other issues. They are only.concerned about and talking about 
early retirement. More attention should be paid to action items 
before Council. Council President Canady said that he does not 
have a specific time frame that the attorneys were to get back to 
him in. Mayor Crawford said that there are three instances that they 
are now aware of in which retirees came back to work for the city. 
One is through a temporary agency which they can do nothing 
about. Retirees have the right to seek employment through 
temporary agencies if they choose to. This is not a direct 
~ relationship between the City and the former employee. He is 
aware of another employee who accepted a short term contract 
with the Kingsley Community Center. The administration was not 
aware of this fact, but they are working on it now. 


Ken Vaughan of 114 Garden St. apologized to Gary Andrews. The 
Charter and the Code of Ordinances speak for themselves. Gary, 
he said, had an opportunity to cross his name off of the list of 
complainants. The entire retirement fiasco stinks of collusion and 
fraud within City Hall.

RE: CITY ETHICS BOARD CONTROVERSY 
Dear Tony: 


| write to follow-up our telephone conversation of Friday afternoon. 
You asked whether |, as the Chairman of the City Charter 
Commission which prepared and submitted to the public the 
existing City Charter adopted August 8, 1978 could shed any light 
on the existing controversy regarding the City's Board of Ethics. 


| believe | can. 
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You asked particularly for reaction on the three questions pending 
at the April 16th Council Session which are: 


1. Arethe City Clerk and the City Attorney supposed to be voting 
members as members of the Board of Ethics? 


2. If they are not, was it the intent of the Charter Commission to 
have the City Attorney serve as the Board’s legal advisor? 


3. Does City Council, by Charter, have the authority to appoint 
additional members to the Board of Ethics? 


The existing controversy apparently arises because of a report by 
John F. Mertz, the Board of Ethics Chairman dated February 21, 
1993 which, admittedly without research, finds a conflict between 
the Charter provisions in Section 5-104 and Chapter 5, the Board of 
Ethics provisions. 


Mr. Mertz analysis reports that he knows of no legal theory upon 
which the two portions of the Charter car 2e reconciled. 


Let me suggest two: 


For simplicity and references and to reduce the length of this letter, 
| will attach a copy of the four portions of the Charter which | believe 
pertinent. These are: Section 1-301.3; Section 5-103.2; Section 
5-104; and Chapter 5, the Board of Ethics. 


Let's begin with question number: 


1. ARE THE CITY CLERK AND THE CITY ATTORNEY SUP- 
POSED TO BE VOTING MEMBERS AS MEMBERS OF THE 
BOARD OF ETHICS? 


After reviewing the Charter which we did fourteen (14) years ago, 
and particularly the three Sections noted above, | have the very 
strong opinion that yes they certainly are supposed to be voting 
members of the Board of Ethics. 


There are two legislative canons of statutory construction which 
would seem to control the conflict which the Board of Ethics 
Chairman finds. 


The First is the principal that in statutory construction, the specific 
provision controls over the more general provision. 


| will be out of town for a few days commencing on Sunday and 
hence will not be able to attend the meeting Monday night, nor will | 
have time to do the research to get the technical or Latin name for 
this canon. There are probably several hundred attorneys who can, 
and | hope after the newspaper story of Friday, will do the research 
to provide you with citations to support that very well established 
rule of construction. 


The second legislative canon is known in the Latin, as Inclusio 
Unitas, Exclusio Ulteris. 


This is also a basic canon of construction and means that when 
one thing is expressly included in the law, all other things are 
excluded. 


Taking these legislative canons of construction into account, the 
ineligibility for Boards provision at 5-104 provides: 


“No person holding another City office or actively employed by the 
City shall be eligible to be a voting member on any board.” 


This is a general prohibition against the Mayor and Council 
appointing to City boards, persons who hold either other City office 
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or employment with the City by declaring such persons ineligible to 
serve as voting members. 


The Board of Ethics section is a specific designation of a five 
member board, of which two of the members are the holders of two 
Charter established offices, namely City Clerk and City Attorney. 


Let me also direct attention to one portion of Article five dealing 
with City Boards and Commissions. 


Section 5-103.2 which reads: 


“Except as otherwise specifically provided in this Charter or State 
law, the Mayor shall appoint persons to all such boards, 
commissions and committees with the advice and consent of the 
Council. No such appointment shail be effective until it has been 
confirmed by the Council.” 


The ineligibility for Board's Provisions (5-104) appears inthe 
Charter shortly after the appointment to Boards by the Mayor and 
Council provision and | submit relates to it. 


Section 5-502.1 which establishes the Board of Ethics as three 
public members plus individuals who are members by virtue of 
holding the Charter established offices of City Clerk and City 
Attorney is a specific Charter provision exception as referred to in 
the Mayor and Council appointment section 5-103.2. 


| note that the three public members are appointed by the City 
Council alone. 


Lest it be thought that the Charter Commission or its attorney 
simply missed the boat by creating an ambiguity, let me refer to 
Section 5-502.3 which provides: 


“Members of the Board of Ethics appointed by the City Council 
shall be residents of the City and shall hold no public office and no 
other City office or employment.” 


It is this section which to me fits the legislative canon that if one 
thing is specifically included, all others are excluded. 


The Charter in this provision, by providing that the City Council 
appoint the three non-office holders to the Board of Ethics, has in 
effect excluded the City Clerk and the City Attorney, whoever they 
may be from time to time, from the requirement of holding no office 
in or employment by the City. 


| believe this is reasonably good and clear draftsmanship although 
it may not be apparent to the casual reader. 


My answer, therefore, to the first question is that clearly the Clerk 
and City Attorney are voting members of the Board of Ethics. The 
specific designation of these two members in the Charter itselfis a 
specific exception under Section 5-301 .2 which overrides the 
general ineligibility provision of 5-104. The point is reiterated by the 
requirement that the three members appointed by the Council 
alone do fall under the same ineligibility rule for other public 
members. 


To the best of my recollection there was no particular controversy 
about the Board of Ethics Section of the Charter either as we 
deliberated for one hundred and eighty-two (182) meetings or 
during the first two Charter submissions to the voters which would 
have given us an opportunity to be more specific in the third and 
successful submission in 1978. 


The Commission wanted a Board of Ethics that combined some 
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input from persons active in City Government who would have 
familiarity with the City Government and access to gathering 
information as issues Came before the Board, together with a 
majority of citizens appointed by the Council with no direct ties of 
employment or office. 


The five members were chosen as a sufficient large group to 
provide diversity of input and perspective in dealing with delicate 
and often confidential matters. 


There is no doubt in my mind that the entire Board believed that we 
were establishing a Board of five voting members in the hope that 
out of diverse backgrounds would come appropriate group 
decisions. 


2: IF THEY ARE NOT, WAS IT THE INTENT OF THE CHARTER 
COMMISSION TO HAVE THE CITY ATTORNEY SERVE AS THE 
BOARD’S LEGAL ADVISOR? 


A reading of the pertinent Charter Sections together established 
the City Attorney as a full voting member of the Board by virtue of 
the public vote which approved the Charter. 


Tomake the City Attorney by City Council approved rule the “legal 
advisor” to the Board of Ethics would make him or her 
“more equal’ than the other four voting members. 


The Charter contains a provision within the Law Department 
section which provides: 


Section 4-3-4.3 “The City Attorney shall advise the officers and 
agencies, of the City, in writing, on matter relating to their official 
duties upon request.” 


To me, this says that the Board of Ethics, like any other City Board 
or Commission has the right to call upon the City Attorney's office 
for advise or assistance, at the discretion of the Board. 


This general provision applying to all agencies gives each of the. 


Boards or Commissions the option of soliciting advise or 
assistance from the City Attorney as the Board determines. 


| am appalled at the proposed rule change that would make the City 
Attorney serve as legal advisor to the Board of Ethics. This adds 
nothing to the City Charter in terms of the City Attorney's Office 
obligation to provide advise but it appears to be an effort to shift the 
initiative from the Board asking for advise to the City Attorney 
offering it without request. 


Equafly disturbing to me are the provisions of what apparently the 
existing rules 12.4 and 12.5 which appear to be an effort to funnel 
the Ethics Board’s activities into very limited structured channels. 


Section 12.4 required that at its next meeting after receiving a 
request for advisory opinion that the Board determine whether or 
not it will render an advisory opinion on that request. 


| cannot believe that the City Councilmembers would be happy if 
they were required, upon receiving a proposal from the Mayor at 
one meeting to have to decide whether or not they would pursue 
any action with regard to it by their next meeting. If a Board is to 
function weil, it needs to be able to gather information on a request 
sufficient to form an opinion as to whether a response should be 
made. Whether this can be done between the receipt and the 
immediately following meeting with a sufficient factual basis is a 
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matter of considerable concern. 


As an aside, | note that the Sate Bar of Michigan's Grievance 
Procedure involving lawyers is one of substantial preliminary 
investigation before a decision to even conduct a formal hearing. 
Certainly the Board of Ethics should have more leeway than this 
provision grants. 


Section 12.5 of the apparently present rules provides that if the 
Board elects to prepare an advisory opinion, the City Attorney will 
automatically do all of the research and provide an advisory 
memorandum to the Board with such recommendations as the City 
Attorney deems advisable. 


It seems to me that this could make the Board of Ethics functions 
simply a sounding board for the City Attorney's opinion. | can't 
believe that City Council has similarly limited the other City Boards 
in this fashion which by narrowing its procedure which seems to 
discourage deliberation initiative and the development of 
consensus by the Board members themselves. 


The City Charter only provides that a Board may request and upon 
request receive advise from the City Attorney. 


3. DOES CITY COUNCIL, BY CHARTER, HAVE THE AUTHOR- 


ITY TO APPOINT ADDITIONAL MEMBERS TO THE BOARD OF - 


ETHICS? 


Yes, the City Charter very clearly authorizes Council to appoint 
additional members to sit for the determination of an issue in place 
of a Board member who is or may be involved in the issue being 
considered. 


That is specifically what Section 5-502.5 provides. It applies to all 
five members of the Board and permits a temporary appointee 
when a Board member is involved and not able to participate in the 
Board's deliberation. 


| note that the Council has already followed through on appointing 
a replacement for the City Attorney. 


If this question means can the Council add additional members 
beyond the five established by Charter, the answer there is clearly 
no. 


lf more than five members are desired on the Board of Ethics, a 
Charter amendment needs to be submitted to the voters. 


| apologize for the length of this letter, but the time available to 
prepare it limited my ability to be more concise. 


The Charter Commission's Attorney was an excellent draftsman 
and very solid lawyer. If this letter plus whatever volunteer legal 
opinions may reach you by Monday night are not enough to resolve 
this issues raised, | suggest the Council might wish to contact or 
employ the Commission's Attorney for an expert opinion. He is, 
Thomas M. Donnellan, 1117 S. Franklin Avenue, Flint, MI 48503.

MAYOR'S COMMENTS 


Mayor Crawford urged everyone to participate in the “Michigan 
Parades into the Twenty-first Century” Parade on Saturday, May 
13, 1993. The event is growing and has turned into a great event for 
the downtown area 


COUNCILMEMBER’S COMMENTS 


Councilmember Lilly reported receiving a call from a woman with 
concerns regarding the parking and entrance fees at Potter Park 
Zoo. She suggested that, if a group arranges to use the pavilion, the 
parking fees should be waived in lieu of the pavilion rental charges 
so that they do not have to pay twice. 


Councilmember Ford said that he will probably be one of the 
announcers of the ‘‘Michigan Parades into the Twenty-first 
Century” again this year. Several bands will be marching in it. Last 
year they had a band from the U.P. for the first time. A lot more 
people are getting involved. He apologized for his absence last 
week.

The 
proceeds of which will go to the Lansing Youth and Recreation 
Fund for inclusion into the Parks and Recreation budget. He is in 
charge of volunteer staff for the event and is looking for volunteers. 
Anyone interested may call him at 483-4190 and please indicate if 
you have knowledge of the game of golf. There will be 36 
celebrities involved and it will be a fun time. A number of people 
have gotten involved in the proposal to reinstate athletic programs 
into the middle schools. Councilmember Beal will be meeting with 
the Intergovernmental Relations Department of the Lansing 
School Board to identify funding sources. The Greater Lansing 
Boosters Organizations are putting together a Boosters group to 
help fund these activities. They all feel it is important for young 
people to have year-round sports. The program could be operative 
as soon as the next school year. He said that the $120,000 dollars 
in the budget for the Mayor's Neighborhood Advisory Board was 
not reported clearly in the paper. He hopes this money will spread 
out evenly according to the neighborhood associations. The fourth 
ward has more of these associations than other wards do.

Gladys Gillison of 223 W. Barnes Ave. said that City Attorney Knot 
and his staff have always been very supportive and helpful to her.

PUBLIC COMMENT 


Russell Greear of 3801 Walton protested the waiver of parking fees 
at Potter Park Zoo for the Justice in Mental Health Organization 
(JIMHO). 


Willa P. Boyd of 427 S. Fairview spoke in defense of the JIMHO 
organization. Mr. Greear, she said is mad at them because he has 
been banned from their offices. Her daughter works for them and 
has been the target of racial slurs by him. 


Judge Allen, a retired Court of Appeals Judge, stated that he is 
appearing on behalf of the Master Plan for the preservation of the 
Turner Dodge House. The architect of the plan will be pleased to 
present the plan to City Council. By motion of Councilmember Lilly 
and unanimous vote the City Council approved a plan to schedule 
a special Committee of the Whole meeting at the Turner Dodge 
House to see the presentation of the Master Plan within the next 
2-3 weeks. 


Joan Walker of 1118 W. lonia St. spoke regarding her claim against 
the city. What she was charged was not fair. They moved the 
lumber they were asked to move. She and her husband had no 
control over what happened. She did not place these items in her 
yard and does not feel she should have to pay any fees for cleaning 
them up. 


Evelyn Glowake of 824 E. Genesee St. in the Oak Park area 
protested the Red Cross center being located in her neighborhood. 
The City needs to move these homeless people out away from Oak 
Park. She requested that toys and playground equipment be put in 
the park for kids. The entire park needs a lot of repair. The curbing 
is all crumbling away. Mayor Crawford said that his office would 
begin looking at these problems tomorrow morning. 


Frank Curtis “X” of 1137 W. Allegan said that Mr. and Mrs. Walker 
should not have to pay for something that is not even their fault. He 
criticized Councilmember Ford for failing to take care of Mrs. 
Walker. Councilmember Ford said this case is a violation of City 
Ordinance. The Walker's received all of the proper notices and 
were reinspected within the proper time frame. They reduced the 
amount of her assessment as much as they could. 


Lloyd Teets of 116 E. Elm St. said the Walker claim is because ofa 
lack of proper communication in the Building Safety Division. An 
automobile knocked her porch off and she was cited to remove the 
debris and put it someplace else. She did remove the debris. The 
Building Safety Division treats people badly. He asked if Riverpoint 
Park is part of the Riverpoint Development Plan. Councilmember 
Lilly answered that it is. Mr. Teets said that he believes this park 
could be part of a large development in the future because of its’ 
isolation. There are totally unqualified people sitting on the 
Demolition Board. 


Harold Leeman of 529 N. Francis asked if the car that hit the Walker 
house got away. Does anyone know who owned it, or did they get a 
license number? The City should go after the person who hit the 
porch instead of making the Walkers pay. He asked to be given 
figures on the cost of the reorganization plan, and the labor 
contracts that will be approved tonight. 


Tim Lewis of 500 S. Pine spoke regarding the approval of the 
Chaliman claim, denial of the public driver license for Paul Cassel 
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and approval of the public driver license for Walter Mixon. 


Thomas Shield of 1118 Riley St. asked if the City has started 
charging the parking and entrance fees for Potter Park Zoo. 
Councilmember Schmidt said that they started charging as of April 
1, 1993. Mr. Shields protested these fees being charged so early in 
the year.

MAYOR'S COMMENTS 


Mayor Crawford said that the city had obtained a restraining order 
on the adult entertainment establishment on N. Logan St. and has 
now received an injunction to keep the establishment closed 
unless they comply with the law. He thanked the neighborhood 
groups for working with the city on this. He thanked Council, the 
Budget Department staff, and all other City Departments for their 
work on the City’s FY 93-94 budget. 


COUNCILMEMBER’S COMMENTS 


Councilmember Ford said that Council needs to monitor the 
$120,000 Neighborhood Budget. They were accused of being 
obstructive, but this is not true, they were just trying to find out how 
the money would be used. The amount of the City Market subsidy 
should decrease in coming years. June 21, 1993 is the date of the 
first annual Magic Johnson Golf Outing. It will start at 12:00 noon. 
They are still looking for volunteers, anyone interested may call 
483-4190. 


Councilmember Lilly chronicled the issues facing the city in the 
last four months. He indicated his support of the effort by Andrew 
Anthos to light the dome of the State Capitol in the colors of the 
American Flag to commemorate American Veterans on holidays. 
The Council, he said, has taken major steps in the last four months 
to change the direction of the City. 


Councilmember Schmidt said that the Tri-County Office on Aging 
is looking for volunteers to deliver meals to the home-bound. 
Interested persons may call 483-4150 and ask for Nancy. 
Regarding the petition for rezoning at 3104 S. Cedar, this property 
is across the street from Jon’s Country Burger, she said. The owner 
is trying to rezone the property to allow for commercial sales. 


Councilmember Belen said that the Council has accomplished 
many things in the past. They have a national reputation for being 
tough on adult entertainment. This ordinance has cost approxi- 
mately $350,000 to date. We also have one of the toughest drug 
ordinances that puts the onus on landlords to make sure they are 
renting to responsible law abiding citizens. The city has 
successfully litigated this ordinance in court. They are trying to 
Clean up this city and make it a better place to live. She announced 
that the City Council will have a team at the Camp Highfield 
Spelling Bee at Kellogg Center this Wednesday evening at 5:00. 
The May 5, 1993 meeting of the Cable Advisory Board has been 
canceled. Their next meeting will be held on June 2, 1993. 


CITIZENS COMMENTS 


Tim McBride DeCoughlin of 328 S. Magnolia announced that he is 
running for Councilmember At-Large. The blue telephones in the 
Police Department are impossible to use. He was arrested 
because he was assaulted and the police refused to allow him 
medical attention. 


William Bernstein of 420 Baker St. spoke regarding his conflict with 
the Building Department. Council Chambers, he said, were bought 
and paid for by the citizens of the city. 


Lee Shunk of 601 Leslie St. said that he wants the issue of the rules 
of procedure for the Ethics Board to go to court so that the intent of 
the present rules can be clarified. The city should be regulating the 
use of adult entertainment businesses instead of trying to remove 
them from society. They will just go underground and then there will 
be no control over them at all. 


Paulo Godrillo of 3118 Scarborough said that he is working to 
establish a memorial in observance of Caesar Chavez's birthday 
which is March 31. They would like to dedicate a street to him. To 
the people of the Mexican community he is the equivalent of Dr. 
Martin Luther King, Jr. 


Ken Vaughan of 114 Garden St. spoke regarding the claim of Mr. 
and Mrs. Walker. He asked for the criteria for what constitutes a fire 
hazard. When an ordinance and the enforcement of an ordinance 
is more important than the people it serves it should be amended to 
allow for consideration because of special circumstances, such as 
the Walkers. 


Russell Greear of 3801 Walton Dr. said that the playground 
equipment at Ingham Park is totally destroyed and there is glass all 
over the park. He was advised by the Parks and Recreation 
Department today that it would take a year for the park to be 
repaired. There is a large pothole in the middle of the intersection of 
Ranier and Lenore Streets. He reported hearing a lot of compiaints 
of water seepage into basements because drains are not cleaned 
regularly. Tax payers deserve the services their tax dollars are 
supposed to be paying for. 


Mary Massoglia of 2911 Cooley Drive read from a letter from 
former Mayor Gerald Graves. 
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Tim Lewis of 500 S. Pine continued reading from the letter from 
former Mayor Graves. Councilmember Ford protested the 
allegations that he has used his office holder's account improperly. 
These expenditures must be approved before the checks can be 
cut. He spends a lot more than the $2,000 in his office holders 
account doing things for the City. When he spends this additional 
money, it comes out of his own pocket. 


Alexander Bolt of 1230 Reo Rd. continued reading the letter from 
Gerald Graves, former Mayor of the City of Lansing. 


Gerald W. Graves of 1623 S. Genesee said that Councilmember 
Ford made the statement that the previous letter written by him 
(Graves) was racial in nature. Councilmember Ford affirmed 
having made the statement that Mr. Graves was attacking only the 
african americans on Council. He considers Mr. Graves state- 
ments to be politically motivated. 


Russell Smith of 403 Rosadell continued reading the letter from 
former Mayor Graves. 


Phyllis Herbert of 2708 Trappers Cove continued reading the letter 
from former Mayor Graves. 


Mary Haney of 1312 Roosevelt asked Council to take an interest in 
the new development in North Lansing. She asked if Council- 
member Ford checked into the situation with Sergeant Clyde Smith 
as she asked him to do. Councilmember Ford said that this issue 
was referred to his committee and they are trying to get 
information, but they are hindered by the issue being in court. He 
spoke with the Smith family as recently as last Sunday and his 
committee will continue their investigation. 


Lloyd Teets of 116 E. Elm objected to Councilmembers using 
public comment time to refute statements made about them. The 
presiding officer should exercise more control. On Wednesday, 
May 5, 1993 in Judge Stell's courtroom there will be a meeting on 
the early retirement system. 


Ammahad Shekarraki of 902 W. Willow said that he does not have a 
political agenda, he is concerned about the average person and 
people who are homeless and have given up hope. Council is 
spending thousands of dollars to close down businesses because 
they do not agree with their purpose. The City still needs to 
establish a memorial to Malcom “X” and General Douglas. 


Frank Curtis “X” of 1137 W. Allegan spoke in support of Sergeant 
Clyde Smith. He said the General Services Committee has a 
problem with turning down claims. 


Joan Walker of 1118 W. lonia questioned the procedures used by 
the Building Safety Department in the course of citing code 
violations. She and her husband were going to use the material 
they had stored from this accident to help rebuild their porch once 
their claim was settled. She does not feel she should have to pay 
this fee. The material was picked up from a different location than 
she was Cited for. Councilmember Ford responded that the City’s 
contractors are instructed to remove the debris, not clear it up. 


Gerald Huckaba of 5410 S. Waverly Rd. invited Councilmember 
Benavides, his representative on Council, to come to his house 
and talk to him about what has been going on for five years. 


Andrew Anthos of 208 W. Hillsdale thanked Councilmember Lilly 
for his support of the “Light the Dome” project. Perhaps this will 
gain support for him from other Councilmembers. Adult entertain- 
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ment establishments are better than having someone who enjoys 
this type of thing go out into the streets and rape someone. 


Tom Shields of 1118 Riley said he called City Hall recently and got 
an answering machine. Is the City so hard up that they cannot 
afford to hire someone to staff the phones? He remarked that there 
is a 42.5 absenteeism rate tonight by Councilmembers and 
representatives from the Mayor's Office. He has seen a lot of dirt 
and clutter outside of the stores in the Downtown Mall and has 
noticed that at night it is dark and dim because the trees need to be 
trimmed. Mall Maintenance should take this up. 


Paget Maynard of 902 W. Shiawassee thanked everyone who 
circulated and signed his nominating petitions. He has received a 
notice that he is now on the ballot for August 3, 1993. He invited 
everyone to the first anniversary of the Berrien Adventist Church to 
be held at the Black Child and Family institute this Wednesday. 


Harold Leeman of 529 N. Francis spoke regarding his statements 
last week regarding the topic of public comments. Everyone has a 
right to talk about whatever they want, but this is an old song. The 
Ethics Board is investigating the early retirement situation and so is 
the Court. Everyone who lives in this city knows this and there are 
other things to talk about, other issues to be dealt with. He thanked 
Mayor Crawford and his administration for cleaning up the 
abandoned cars at the corner of Pennsylvania and Oakland. He 
asked when the street sweepers will be out. There are a lot of 
leaves in curb areas. Regarding the Downtown Mall Maintenance 
contract, these workers are not responsible for cleaning store 
fronts unless the stores are vacant and then they only clean them 
every other Tuesday. Councilmembers expense accounts should 
be added to their salaries so no one can object to how they are 
spent.

SCHEDULED PUBLIC HEARINGS 
A. In Consideration of: 


1. City of Lansing FY 1993-94 Operating and Capital Improve- 
ments Budget 


Lloyd Teets of 116 E. Elm St. said that the increase in property 
assessments translates into a 4.95% tax increase in the City. He 
protested that there are no allocations for the New Way In, or for 
housing assistance, yet we will take $650,000 out of the general 
fund to subsidize the Lansing Center. This money could put the 
parks police back into the parks. 


Russell Greear of 3801 Walton said that citizens do not get enough 
services for the $15,000,000 Police Department Budget. Police do 
not provide protection to our kids, senior citizens, or handicapped. 
He asked what the $5,000,000 for Act 51 street repair would be 
used for. 


Barbara Bradford of 2135 N. Cambridge thanked City Council for 
the subsidy for the City Market. 


Glen Hills, President of the City Market Merchants Association, 
asked all of the City Market Merchants present to show their 
appreciation to City Council by standing. Approximately 5 
merchants stood. He thanked Councilmember Beal for her efforts 
on their behalf, and asked for an additional ward Councilmember to 
be appointed to their board. They ask that the 1986 Transition Plan, 
which so devastated the Market, be reconsidered. 


Harold Leeman of 529 N. Francis spoke regarding the Lansing 
Center subsidy, the automobile fleet for city employees, 
Councilmember’s office holder accounts, and the City’s lobbyist. 
He reminded Council that the Civic Center sale is scheduled to be 
culminated in October of 1993 and the City will realize $4,000,000. 


Beverly Miller of the North Lansing Community Association said 
they want part of the $120,000 that is appropriated for the Lansing 
Neighborhood Council. How do you go about getting a portion of 
this money. There are a lot of empty buildings in North Lansing and 
a lot of businesses that need to be fixed up. The property 
assessments in the area are out of line. She has learned that the 
assessments are based on the selling price of properties in the 
area. These cannot be realistic. No one has been successful in 
selling a home. City Council needs to be sensitive to the toxic 
material being dumped in aquifers in North Lansing. They should 
be cleaning up this area. 


Lee Shunk, Jr. of 601 Leslie St. said the citizens are getting a bare 
minimum of services from the Lansing Police Department. Their 
response time is slow, and the judgement of officers is bad. They 
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do not punish the perpetrators, they punish the victims. The City 
needs more Beat Cops. The curfew is not being enforced and 
people cannot sleep at night. They have to clean up beer cans and 
liquor bottles out of their yard every day.

3. Community Development Block Grant Allocations Including

Councilmember Lilly explained last minute changes to the CDBG 
Budget. 


Harold Leeman of 529 N. Francis asked if the $120,000 for Lansing 
Neighborhood Council is coming out of the CDBG Budget? 
Councilmember Benavides explained that it is coming out of the 
General Fund. Mr. Leeman asked what the Budget for the 
Neighborhood Council is. It was reported to be over $100,000. 
Councilmember Benavides responded that it is about $50,000. Mr. 
Leeman requested that Greg Koessel, Internal Auditor, oversee 
their budget and require them to submit regular quarterly reports. It 
is hard to see results from this organization. How much of this 
money is going to the administrators of the organization? 


Paul Scott of 412 W. Kilborn spoke in defense of the Lansing 
Neighborhood Council. They have had no increase in their budget 
and no pay increases for over 3 years. They have one full time and 
two part-time employees who coordinate the use of CDBG funds in 
the City. He does not feel that this is money poorly spent. 


REFERRED TO THE COMMITTEE OF THE WHOLE 
PUBLIC COMMENT _ 


Dick Baker, President of the Westside Neighborhood Association, 
asked that the resolution for City Beautification Week be amended 
to incorporate an immediate moratorium on the cutting down of 
trees. They would like a policy developed that would cut trees down 
as a last resort only. This neighborhood has seen over 100 trees 
cut down in the last nine months. They are asking that a “Save the 
Trees Committee” be established that will include the City 
Forester, an outside forester, the City Engineer and Neighborhood 
representatives. Their neighborhood now looks like a tract area. 


Paul Novak of 1519 W. Kalamazoo requested that a “Save the 
Trees Committee” be established immediately, to examine the 
impact on the West side from removal of these trees. This was the 
first area to undergo construction of the Combined Sewer Overflow 
system, and they expect to see these results all over the city 
eventually. He requested that financing for the 7 Block Develop- 
ment Plan be assured. 


Councilmember Schmidt said there could be some risk in adopting 
a tree cutting moratorium tonight. There may be some reason that 
they are experiencing tree cutting to this degree in that area. 
Placing an immediate moratorium on the cutting of trees could put 
contractors in this project at risk and stail the entire project. It does 
call for the Mayor's immediate attention, but they should look 
Closely at it before passing a resolution. There must be a better 
explanation of what is going on than what they have heard tonight. 


MAY 10, 1993 


Councilmember Beal said that the discussion they have been 
hearing indicates that a moratorium should be examined. 


Ed Eckart of 450 West St., member of the Westside Neighborhood 
Organization, said he supports the request for a moratorium on tree 
cutting. Last summer in the 600 block of West St. 6 trees were cut 
down with no notice. His wife investigated through the City 
Engineer's Office and was toid that they were cut down by mistake. 
Last week the rest of the trees on this block were cut down. When 
they checked with the City Forester, they were told that he was not 
consulted in regards to the cutting of these trees and did not even 
know they were being cut down. Subsequent to this conversation, 
he talked to the City Engineer who afforded him every considera- 
tion and changed his intent to cut the remaining trees down. The 
employees in the Engineer's Office treated he, and his wife, very 
courteously and did what they said they would do. He offered them 
his commendations. 


Council President Canady said he would be in favor of a 
moratorium until they find out what is going on. 


Mayor Crawford stated that he would issue a directive tomorrow 
morning placing a moratorium on the cutting of any more trees. He 
was unaware that this was going on. 


Councilmember Benavides asked who is cutting these trees 
down? Are the Contractors on the CSO project cutting these trees 
down with disregard to what the City wants? 


Russell Greear of 3801 Walton asked how many trees would be 
chopped down tonight while this meeting takes place. He 
demanded concrete evidence that a moratorium will be in effect 
tonight on cutting these trees down. 


Lloyd Teets of 116 E. Elm St. asked what the change of intent for the 
City Clerk's Office is for. Councilmember Benavides explained that 
it is for the purchase of computer equipment. 


Margie Ojibway from Ward 4, Precinct 11 said that trees are 
essential. Some people need help cleaning up the debris from their 
trees because they cannot clean it up themselves. The empty 
buildings on the North end should be utilized for low cost housing. 


Vivian Bloom of 227 S. Eighth St. said that one week for the 
beautification of Lansing is not enough. She knows too many low 
income people who desperately need their houses painted both 
outside and inside. She can present a list of names if Council is 
interested. 


Harold Leeman of 529 N. Francis said that City Council does not 
need to review the rules of procedure for the Election Commission. 
He thinks there are private agendas going on in relation to the 
Ethics Board. The Seven Block Area resolution does not have the 
“NOW BEIT FINALLY RESOLVED” section that it should contain. 
The Lansing Neighborhood Council should have reported the 
situation with the trees being cut down. Why do 89 trees have to be 
cut down before someone comes down here?

‘MAYOR'S COMMENTS 
Mayor Crawford announced that he has no comments 
COUNCILMEMBER’S COMMENTS 


Councilmember Beal reported on the results of the Camp 
Highfields Spelling Bee. The City Council team was defeated and 
the match was won by a team of attorneys. She feels their team had 
harder words than other teams had. She was absent last week 
because she had a final exam at MSU. She recently attended a 
banquet for outstanding High School Seniors and Ron Onufer’s 
daughter was honored as an outstanding senior. She commended 
the Lansing School District for the fine job they are doing of 
educating our young people. She hopes these young people 
decide to come home and join the community after college. 


Councilmember Schmidt asked that a list of all of the Kids Kamps 
sites be made available to the Committee of the Whole and to the 
area schools that will have camps located in them. She indicated 
her concern over the fair that Everett High School recently had in 
their parking lot. She received calls and a letter from residents in 
this area protesting the noise. We should tell the schools that they 
need to apply for a waiver to the noise ordinance. This is a matter 
that can be taken up by the Intergovernmental Relations 
Committee. She reported a situation occurring with the residents 
on Leewood and Fireside streets. Their yards are being flooded by 
water draining from the Forrest View School playground. Both the 
Schoo! District and the City seem to be ignoring this problem. She 
has witnessed the water flooding these yards from the School's 
playground and can show pictures to support it. 


PUBLIC COMMENTS 


William Bernstein of 420 Baker St. spoke regarding his trial for 
disturbing a public assembly and his controversy with the Building 
Department. 


Russell Greear of 3801 Walton said the city has problems that are 
being ignored. Pot holes and speeding cars hitting children. We 
need more protection from the Police Department. A child was hit 
on Regent St. tonight. He has been attempting to get a street light 
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installed at the new Kroger Store. There is too much traffic 
congestion in this area. They needed that light installed yesterday. 
If Council does not start doing something now, they will be out of 
office in November. 


Councilmember Schmidt informed Mr. Greear that Dave Berridge, 
Traffic Engineer for the City, has contacted MDOT so that they can 
Coordinate their work on this project. The manager of the Kroger 
store in question has asked that Mr. Greear not come into the store 
and harass him any more. 


Councilmember Lilly said that there is a traffic light at Holmes and 
Washington and Holmes and Logan. They cannot put a third light 
into place within 1 /4 mile area. They must study the traffic patterns 
to see what lights to remove. This must be handled in accordance 
with the Uniform Traffic Code. 


Ken Vaughan of 114 Garden St. said that Councilmember 
Brockwell did not vote on the last item, because he was talking to 
the City Attorney. He would like the record to reflect this. Council 
President Canady responded that unless a Councilmember 
responds with a nay vote, and they are present in Chambers, it is 
regarded as a yea. Mr. Vaughan asked that the Public Service 
Department check into trash bags laying out on Martin St. around 
the corner from Garden St. They ruined a neighborhood picnic last 
weekend. 


Lloyd Teets of 116 E. Elm St. said that on April 13, 1992, Council 
adopted Resolution #201 offering the Early Retirement Incentive. 
On April 13, 1993, Count #1 of the lawsuit against the Early 
Retirement plan was dropped. On Wednesday May 5, 1993 they 
tried to get Count #1 reinstated because Mr. Vaughan was the only 
plaintiff to sign off on it. 


Frank Curtis of 1137 W. Allegan said he is only interested in 
protecting his woman and his kids. He wants reparation for the 
black man. 


Vicki Simons of 910 E. Jolly Rd. said she feels Council does a good 
job. However, lately it seems that everyone is fighting. They should 
keep their arguing behind closed doors and not air it on television. 
They should stick together instead of letting individual interests 
separate them. She asked if Rule #19 has been rewritten yet. 
Councilmember Ford said that General Services expects to make 
a recommendation to the Committee of the Whole either this week, 
ornext week. They believe this rule will come out looking very good 
to both citizens and council. 


Tim McBride of 328 S. Magnolia said he was arrested over the 
weekend and was put in anisolation cell and chained. He feels that 
the punishment was too severe. 


Pauline Johnson-West of 525 W. Shiawassee protested the closing 
of Kingsley Community Center on Saturday afternoons. Kids in this 
area need the center for a supervised outlet. This comes at the 
warmest time of the year. Where will these kids go? They are too 
small to cross Logan Street to go to the Black Child and Family 
Institute. Please look at what can be done with volunteers to staff 
the center. President Canady referred this issue to the Committee 
of the Whole and asked Mayor Crawford to have a recommenda- 
tion by Thursday. 


David McCreight of 3219 Edgewood said he is on the Police 
Community Relations Board. He would like additional members 
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appointed to the Board. He encouraged the Mayor to make City 
Hall more accessible to the people. They should be meeting with 
groups to educate them as to how to utilize City Hall. It could very 
well prevent an incident such as the Torres shooting. He invited 
Councilmembers to attend the next meeting of the Mid Michigan 
Asian North American Committee. 


Andrew Anthos of 208 W. Hillsdale encouraged all citizens to 
celebrate their dreams and desires. He salutes all individuals from 
all ethnic origins. Everyone should be proud of our State during 
Michigan Week. 


Beverly Miller of 413 Pearl St. asked Councilmember Beal to check 
and see if anything can be done with the railroad tracks on Grand 
River and Clinton St. They are not being maintained. They need a 
light at the intersection of Sheridan Rd. and US-127. 


Margie Ojibway of 429 W. lonia #3 asked why Durand and Ferris 
Park could not be used for the kids to play in. Why is the Black Child 
and Family Institute rented for $1.00? Councilmember Benavides 
answered that the children need a more organized, structured 
environment. The City does not rent the Black Child and Family 
Institute. This is handled by the Lansing School District. 


Tim Lewis of 500 S. Pine #1015 said that he hopes that former 
Mayor McKane and City Clerk Blair will be held accountable for 
what happened with their retirement. If this was passed illegally, 
then something should have been done about it. 


Matt Jones of 1111 Orchard said he is having difficulty with the 
Building Safety Department. He is in the process of renovating this 
house, but because of the treatment of the Building Safety 
Department, he is beginning to feel that Lansing is not the place to 
own rental property in. His tax dollars are being used to harass him. 
Councilmember Schmidt reported receiving a call from him three 
weeks ago. The Development Division has been assigned this 
area for upgrading. She drove by his property and found that he had 
alot of violations. Things out in the public right-of-way, a car parked 
in the front yard, and a substandard porch on the front of the house. 
She spoke with the Code Compliance Officer assigned to this case 
and found that there appears to be a bad working relationship 
between them. Mr. Jones responded to Councilmember Schmidt's 
comments by saying that they are not parking cars in his front yard. 
This has been a problem with the Code Compliance Officer also. 
However, if you check the code you will see that this car is parked 
in a legal driveway. He indicated his resentment that Council- 
member Schmidt has taken the side of the Building Department. 
They broke into his garage and stole valuable equipment from it. 
Council President Canady referred his complaint to the City 
Attorney and the Public Services Committee. 


Harold Leeman of 529 N. Francis asked how much money was left 
for the defense of the Early Retirement Lawsuit. He criticized the 
Chamber of Commerce for endorsing Mayor Crawford's candi- 
dacy before the ballot has even been drawn up. Former Mayor 
McKane is the scheduled guest speaker at the Sons of the 
Revolution meeting. The gate price is $15.00 per person.

A. Amending Part 14, Title Two and title Six, Chapter 1420 and 
1460 for the purpose of Making the Qualifications of Hearing 
Officers who determine whether buildings or structures are 
Dangerous or Unsafe consistent with recent State Law 


Lloyd Teets of 116 E. Elm St. spoke in support of amending Part 14 
of the Code of Ordinances. His experience with demolition officers 
was a bad one. He feels that the officer was not qualified for his job. 
He does not agree with this portion of the code. It puts the burden of 
proof onthe home owner rather than on the city building inspector. 
This city has demolished too many houses because of the 
allegations of uneducated building inspectors. 


Frank Curtis of 1137 W. Allegan said the City is tearing down too 


many houses. You cannot collect taxes on empty lots. We are 
putting people out of their homes. The city should be investing 
money into these houses and housing the homeless in them. 


Russell Greear 3801 Walton said there is a 20% homeless 
population in this town and some of these houses should be made 
into shelters for them. 


Lee Shunk, Jr. of 601 Leslie said that the City's Building Inspectors 
should be required to take classes at L.C.C. to keep abreast of new 
laws. Each inspector should use the same criteria for everyone and 
the criteria used should be available to the public. They should 
allow more time for people to make repairs. 


Russell Terry of 121 E. Mt. Hope said that the money spent on the 
early retirement of City employees could have been spent to 
remodel houses in the demolition process which could then be 
used for homeless people.

PUBLIC COMMENT 


Dick Baker from the West Side Neighborhood Organization spoke 
in support of a tree cutting moratorium. The Mayor's letter does not 
address their concerns and the City Engineer's letter is ineffective. 


Lee Shunk, Jr. of 601 Leslie St. said that trees do not necessarily 
die just because they have sustained some root damage. Nature 
has a way of making sure her trees survive. 


Earl T. Pauley, Jr. of 601 N. Cedar St. said it takes a botanist to 
identify which trees could or could not survive the sewer 
construction. He reported a tree on the westside which is leaning 
very badly and could fall and injure one of the children in the day 
care center next to it. 


Mary James of 303 N. Jenison, President of the Lansing 
Neighborhood Council, spoke in support of a moratorium on tree 
Cutting and on the problems her neighborhood has experienced 
because of the CSO construction. She advised keeping the focus 
group involved to provide input on potential problems for other 
neighborhoods. 


Paul Novak of 1519 W. Kalamazoo said that the contracts for tree 
removal are written in such a way as to provide incentive to the 
contractors to damage trees so that they have to be removed. The 
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construction on the CSO project is still going on in their 
neighborhood, therefore, the tree cutting moratorium has not had a 
negative effect on the project. 


Frank Curtis of 1137 W. Allegan spoke regarding the lack of ethnic 
diversity among the contractors on this project. Councilmember 
Ford responded that, before the bid letting process began, he 
spoke to Mr. Clegg who made every effort to use more affirmative 
action and get minority and women owned businesses involved. 


Homer Smith of 4048 McPherson spoke in support of a tree cutting 
moratorium and said that he would have been willing to pay to have 
his choice of trees planted to replace the trees that were cut down. 


Harold Leeman of 529 N. Francis thanked the President of the 
Lansing Neighborhood Council for attending tonight's meeting. He 
asked that Community. and Promotions accounts for Council- 
members be limited to $1,000 every six months. There is a lot of 
double speak and hypocrisy involved with the Lansing Center and 
Civic Center issues. Please hold up their $650,000 allocation until 
this matter is straightened out. He asked that the resolution 
approving the funding for Greater Lansing Housing Commission 
be pulled for one week to make sure that the Committee of the 
Whole has a chance to review the last paragraph. 


~ Jennifer Bordin of 1719 Hillsdale said the City could use an 


ombudsman or trouble shooter to liaise with the WSNO. She is the 
Secretary of the Organization. 


Rod Callum of 501 McPherson spoke in support of the tree cutting 
moratorium. There are varied problems resulting from this sewer 
construction. Dust problems, road problems, and traffic problems. 


Mary Rosenberg of 519 N. Jenison invited Council to their 
neighborhood to see the decimation caused by the sewer 
construction. She supports the tree cutting moratorium. This 
project has destroyed her neighborhood. 


Tom Shields of 1108 Riley recalled that 15 years ago the City grew 
their own trees for planting at the corner of Aurelius and Mt. Hope. 
He would like to see this green house opened once again. 


Rick Kibbe, no address given, said he is the Chairman of the Public 
Service Board and believes the issue of the tree cutting 
moratorium properly belongs before his board. They will meet June 
14, 1993 at 7:30. Information may be obtained by calling Margaret 
Pollard at 483-4455. 


Councilmember Lilly thanked Mr. Kibbe for attending tonight and 
agreed that the Public Service Board is the proper arena for this 
issue. He does not want to set up another structure to deal with it. 


Councilmember Beal asked Mr. Clegg to look into what other Cities 
are doing to save their trees because of similar construction. She is 
interested in the proposal made by Mr. Baker that an escrow 
account be set up to use for trees whose roots are so damaged that 
they die, rather than spending money to cut the trees down before 
they have a chance to survive. 


Bob Clegg, Interim Director of the Public Services Department said 
that his concern is that, if the moratorium is not lifted, and tree roots 
are damaged by the CSO construction process, the trees could fall 
on neighborhood homes. This could be hazardous to the public 
health. 


Dick Baker, of the WSNO said that Mr. Clegg’s statements point out 
the reason they need the moratorium. The trees that were cut in 
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their neighborhood were cut before any work was done on the 
CSO, not because of damage to their roots. Perhaps they need to 
issue individual permits to cut down individual trees. He thanked 
Council for the extra time allotted to him and for listening to his 
comments. 


Phillip Dean of 606 W. Shiawassee, Executive Director of the 
Greater Lansing Housing Coalition, spoke regarding the resolution 
for their Grant. This is HUD money, he said, not City money. A lot of 
money will come into the City if this is approved. In order to get it 
approved, they need a letter from the Mayor with specific language 
written into it. The City could loose $500,000 if the letter is not 
written specifically as required. He has the language that must be 
incorporated into the resolution. He asked that everyone who 
attended the meeting to support their position stand. Approxi- 
mately 65 people stood to show their support. They are filing this 
application for federal funds in conjunction with Community Mental 
Health to help provide housing for the homeless. Even with the 
passage of this resolution, they need a letter from the Mayor with 
the specific language he mentioned. 


Council President Canady said he wished to go on the record as 
having a valid concern over making an implied guarantee that 
these sites conform to the CHAS when the sites have not been 
disclosed to them and they cannot certify this as fact. 


Kevin Steven of 1400 W. Lenawee spoke in support of the tree 
Cutting moratorium. He watched a contractor digging on Jenison 
St. for about 5 hours. He never saw any tree roots exposed by the 
digging. He thought they were cutting down the trees because they 
were in the way of the machinery. 


Carol Schmidt of 1411 W. Lenawee spoke in support to the tree 
Cutting moratorium and said that she actually felt physical pain 
when she saw these tree being cut down. 


Jane Leecock of 1623 W. Kalamazoo spoke in support of the tree 
moratorium. 


Tim McBride of 228 S. Magnolia asked if the $8,500 grant for Auto 
Theft Prevention is a kick-back from the Insurance Companies. 


Shirley Murray of 1720 Bradley, President of the South Central 
Neighborhood Organization spoke in support of the tree cutting 
moratorium. 


Dr. Willie Davis of 1136 Shepard asked that the Saturday hours of 
the Kingsley Community Center be extended. Why is it always 
Kingsley that has to fight for their funding every year? He asked 
Council to take steps to insure that this does not keep coming up 
year after year. 


An Attorney representing Dreamgirls said that taking this request 
for renewal of their Cabaret license to committee was a needless 
waste of time and money. He hopes that in the future Council will 
keep the avenues of communication open. 


Councilmember Schmidt asked Councilmember Benavides to 
review the list of calls made to the Lansing Police Department for 
disturbances at this establishment. 


Councilmember Ford said that the General Services Committee 
did not have this information when they reviewed this issue. He 
would like to have this request referred back to the committee. 


Pauline Johnson-West, no address given, spoke in support of 
extending the Saturday hours of operation for the Kingsley 
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Community Center. 


Paul Scott of 412 W. Kilborn asked to have an Ad Hoc committee 
formed from the Public Service and Parks Boards. These trees can 
be saved by trimming them from the top. He spoke in support of the 
request by the Greater Lansing Housing Coalition. Council, he 
said, should give them their support and amend the CHAS later, if 
necessary. 


Alexander Bolt of 1230 Reo Rd. said that, if City Council is going to 
use a report of disturbances at Dreamgirls, they should provide a 
comparative sample of calls because of disturbances at other bars 
like the Green Door, Omarr’s etc. It was the Mayor's responsibility 
to make sure that home owners were notified that their trees would 
be removed. There seems to be a disenfranchisement of 
government of the people, by the people, for the people. Some of 
our elected officials have been in office for so long that they cannot 
feel what it is like to be a regular citizen any longer. 


Andrew Anthos, no address given, thanked everyone who has 
supported his D.O.M.E. project. He hopes everyone here will 
endorse this effort. 


Lloyd Teets of 116 E. Elm St. spoke in support of Mr. Anthos's 
D.O.M.E. project and of longer Saturday hours at the Kingsley 
center. He is opposed to the $650,000 for the Lansing Center. The 
raise in property tax assessments amounts to an increase in taxes. 
He criticized Council for spending more time on the renewal of a 
Cabaret license for Dreamgirls than they did on the Early 
Retirement resolution. 


Tim Lewis of 500 N. Capital spoke in support of the Cabaret license 
for Dreamgirls, and of a tree cutting moratorium, and of Mr. 
Anthos’s D.O.M.E. project. 


Ken Vaughan of 114 Garden St. spoke in support of Mr. Anthos’s 
D.O.M.E. project. 


Russell Greear of 3801 Walton spoke in support of the D.O.M.E. 
project and suggested that the City light up City Hall to compliment 
the lighting of the dome. He supported the request by G.L.H.C. 
saying there are over 500 homeless in this city and we need to do 
something for them. Winter is coming and will be hard on these 
people. We need to support the homeless, mentally ill, and 
physically handicapped. 


Barbara Curtis of 530 N. Jenison spoke in support of a tree cutting 
moratorium. 


Therese Curtis-Watkins of 530 N. Jenison said the City should not 
cut down the trees because, they give off oxygen and hold down 
the grass. 


Stephanie Whitbeck of 620 W. lonia asked where the 20 sites 
picked by G.L.H.C. are located at? There are pockets throughout 
the city that are fragile in nature. Why do these sites always have to 
be in Lansing? Why not put some in E. Lansing? Twenty houses of 
people of a transient nature could create damage to the 
neighborhoods they are located in. This money could go to 
organizations that provide shelter to homeless. She likes the 
Capital Dome the way it is now. 


Pat St. George of 511 Carey St. said that the Lansing CHAS was 
much more elaborate than the E. Lansing CHAS. Council should 
come up with a plan for dealing with various jobs for the homeless 
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and handicapped. 


Dion Foster of Eaton Rapids said Dreamgirls should not be denied 
their license because of the complaints of the community for what 
is happening in their parking lot. The security inside the 
establishment is pretty good. He knows because a couple of his 
friends have tried to get in and could not. 


Richard Collins of 425 Moores River Drive said that the CSRC was 
nothing but drugs, prostitutes, and pimps. No one had the nerve to 
shut this center down except for Mayor Crawford. They made Deja 
Vu look like a sunday school picnic.

The above matter arises out of an appeal filed by Petitioner with the 
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Michigan Tax Tribunal. Petitioner maintains that the property tax 
assessment on his property is excessive and should be reduced. 


The subject property contains over 135,000 gross square feet, 
33% constructed prior to 1940. Nearly 1/3 is second floor space. 
Construction is very typical of an old industrial building. 


The value of this property has been derived exclusively from 
favorable leases. However, the subject property's major tenant 
filed bankruptcy in 1990 and vacated the property. This tenant was 
responsible for 78% of the subject property's income. Since then, 
leasing of the building has been very slow and consists of a 
smattering of smaller tenants amounting to approximately 50% 
occupancy. 


The following stipulated value is based on a valuation of measuring 
the present worth of the projected annual net incomes that can 
reasonably be determined for the next 5 years. 


The following breakdown will indicate the City tax dollars which will 
be refunded to the taxpayer under this proposed settlement. Note: 
the refund does not include interest.

Mayor Crawford thanked Department Heads, Budget Office, and 
Council for their very professional treatment of this budget. 
Communication was good and the process was smooth. He has 
had calls and letters about tall grass and weeds. These should be 
directed to the Building Safety Department at 483-4355 who will 
mail out copies of the ordinance governing this situation. 


COUNCILMEMBER’S COMMENTS 


Councilmember Beal reported that some of the fountains on the 
Riverwalk are non-functional and asked that the Mayor look at 
them. It would be nice to have more drinking fountains on the walk 
too. She reported that the softball scoreboard at Gier Park does not 
light up. It needs repair. She sent a letter to the Mayor regarding 
property at 109 N. Larch. Mr. Powers has now informed her that he 
has received a condemnation notice. He does not want to sell this 
property. She thanked Beth Monteith for her tireless efforts on 
behalf of the City. She will be sorely missed by both City Council 
and the Planning Board. 


Councilmember Schmidt reported having a pleasant visit at the 
Potter Park Zoo. It was clean and there were a lot of new things to 
see. The farm exhibit is coming along very well and the concession 
stand is looking good. It is evident that they are paying a lot of 
attention to detail. The “Michigan Parades into the 21st Century” 
parade on Saturday was a great event for the downtown area. The 
Public Safety Committee will take up the traffic control requests 
from tonight's agenda this Wednesday. 


Councilmember Ford said that he announced the “Michigan 
Parades into the 21st Century” parade from the corner of Capital 
and Michigan. He thanked Duane Vernon for organizing the 
parade. He reported receiving calls from individuals trained as fire 
fighters. They were not hired by the Lansing Fire Department while 
untrained individuals were hired. This costs the city more money 
for training. We should either be hiring the individuals who will 
come to us trained, or, eliminate the training requirement. 


Councilmember Brockwell said that the residents of the West Side 
Neighborhood Association were given adequate notice of tree 
removal in their area. They were notified last fall. There have been 
mistakes made with this project but they were corrected as soon as 
they were detected by the Public Service Department. Seventy- 
seven trees were scheduled for removal and only fifty-five were 
removed. This is because of their efforts to minimize tree loss.

William Bernstein of 420 Baker St. accused Council President 
Canady of protecting the Attorney's in the Law Department. City 
Council Chambers were paid for by the citizens of the City. 


Gracie Ainsley of 911 W. Hillsdale spoke in support of her request 
for special land use, SLU-02-93. Councilmember Lilly said that her 
request will be taken up at the Physical Development Committee 
meeting on Thursday at 3:00 in the City Council Conference Room. 
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Frank Curtis of 1137 W. Allegan said that his arrest by City Council 
has caused his kids to decide to live in Mississippi. He asked for a 
business card from the City Attorney. He wants to be paid for what 
the City did to him. He wants reparation. There is no toilet paper in 
the City jail, he said. ° 


Shirley Murray of 1720 Bradley said that when Council voted for the 
Emmanual First Evangelical Lutheran Church rezoning and 
special land use, they demonstrated how they fee! about 
neighborhoods and neighborhood associations. South Baptist 
Church in her neighborhood tore down a house for parking. They 
had not gotten permission to use this property as a parking lot when 
they did so. They are trying to get that permission now. The 
Planning Board recently scheduled a meeting regarding this issue 
without informing the neighborhood association about it. The 
neighborhood association is trying to get the Church to promise to 
not tear down any more houses. 


Andrew Anthos, no address given, said he has collected 25,000 
signatures of people who approve of the D.O.M.E. project. He 
thanked everyone everywhere who has endorsed his project. 


Lloyd Teets of 116 E. Elm St. spoke regarding the Early Retirement 
Lawsuit. They only want the answer to one question. Was it legal to 
pass the early out incentive by resolution rather than by ordinance. 
The thirty complaints they received about Dreamgirls do not 
amount to diddly. 


Tim McBride of 328 N. Magnolia stated that he is a Vietnam 
veteran. He was recently jailed in the City jail because he did not 
have a drivers license. Subsequently, he was accused of penning 
to blow-up the governor's office. 


Margaret Scroll from St. Johns, reported making a F.0.I.A. request 
regarding the Board of Water & Light to the City Attorney a few 
weeks ago and would like to know when she could expect a 
response. Al Knot, City Attorney responded that it takes 
approximately 60 days because they give the Board of Water & 
Light an opportunity to make a response before answering. This 
way their response is based on information from both sides of the 
issue. 


Harold Leeman of 529 N. Francis said that he has heard several 
complaints about people not being able to get to the parade in 
downtown Lansing last Saturday because of traffic jams. Please 
take steps to insure that this problem does not arise next year. 
There are lights on top of City Hall that are directed toward the 
Capitol Building. Hopefully the Mayor will do something regarding 
Mr. Anthos’ D.O.M.E. project. 


Paul Scott of 412 W. Kilborn said he was interested in Mr. 
Worthington’s comments about transitional housing centers in the 
Lansing area because the Housing Resource center is locating a 
transitional housing unit in his neighborhood.

PUBLIC COMMENT 


Lee Shunk of 601 Leslie St. protested the ordinance for loitering in 
areas where prostitution occurs, saying that he hopes people are 
not arrested for waiting at bus stops or walking and jogging their 
dogs. 


Lloyd Teets of 116 E. Elm St. said he lives in an area where 


prostitution occurs and does not want to be arrested for sitting out 
in front of his house. His objections to the rule #19 revision are too 
numerous to be mentioned in the time allowed. He will exercise his 
civic responsibility and ignore these rule revisions, at will, in support 
of the right to freedom of speech and redress of grievance. He will 
put the rule about signs on the 10th floor to the test on the first night 
it is in effect. He is willng to go to jail over this. 


Frank Curtis of 1137 W. Allegan read an opinion written by Chief 
Justice, William Renquist regarding the freedom of speech issue. 
He announced that he will not abide by Rule #19. This is a 
misrepresentation of the people. He asked who makes the 
judgement call to determine who is a prostitute and who is not. 


Ken Vaughan of 114 Garden St. said that the loitering ordinance 
restricts the movements of citizens. The wording should be 
changed so that people will be protected rather than prosecuted. 
Council should work as hard to get along with people as they do to 
put them in jail. 


Russell Greear of 3801 Walton Dr. said the loitering ordinance 
should be forgotten. People should not have to worry about being 
arrested while walking down to the store for groceries. Council, he 
said, is violating the rights of the public by passing stupid 
ordinances and laws against the people who pay their salaries. He 
has contacted the Justice Department about this. 


Margie Ojibway of Ward 4, Precinct 11 said that sometimes people 
do desperate things to supplement their income. We should be 
providing them with additional money, rather than putting them in 
jail. Women who have kids need laundry facilities provided for 
them. 


Paul Scott of 412 W. Kilborn spoke in support of the loitering 
ordinance. Prostitution is encroaching into many neighborhoods, 
including his. The neighborhoods brought this problem tothe 
attention of the Administration. They used to blockade neighbor- 
hoods to keep prostitution out. This will effect the same type of 
protection as the ordinance for loitering in a drug area. He is in 
support of Rule #19, and of the Transfer of Funds for bulk stickers, 
for low income people, who could not otherwise afford them. 


Robert Bennett of 1601 Robinson thought the public would have 
more chances to comment on Rule #19 before it was passed. 
Councilmember Ford explained that Rule #19 revisions would not 
be passed until next week. This is just the introduction of them. The 
public will be allowed to make comments at next week's meeting 
also. 


Harold Leeman of 529 N. Francis asked if President Canady is, 
technically, Mayor in the absence of Mayor Crawford? President 
Canady responded affirmatively. Mr. Leeman asked that the City 
Clerk read Item X B-2, letter from the City Clerk regarding the 
method used for canvassing of petitions for the City’s primary 
election in August. He questioned the possibility of city retirees 
working for audit firms that will be contracted to audit city 
businesses. If these firms do employ any retirees, there should be 
full disclosure about it. How much money will the Teamsters 
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contract cost the City? He asked that adoption of the revisions to 
Rule #19 be delayed until after the holiday.

This memo is to update you on the results achieved by the new 
process adopted by the Election Commission for the canvassing of 
petitions for City of Lansing offices. | 


Our Office received a total of 29,719 signatures to be canvassed 
for all of the City of Lansing offices that will be on the August 3, 
1993, ballot. If the canvass of these signatures had been done 
using the line-by-line method, it would have taken 2,477 hours of 
time to canvass these signatures at an estimated cost of 
$28,233.05. These cost estimates are based upon data collected 
during the canvassing of the Citizens for a Better Lansing term 
limitation ballot proposal in November, 1992. Of the 34 total 
candidate filings that were canvassed, 30 of them were received in 
the final month. With a staff of only two full-time employees in the 
Election Unit, it becomes obvious that we would have had to add 
many temporary employees and work massive overtime in order to 
get these filings canvassed by the deadline. Instead, the new 
Canvassing process required only 10% of the time and cost shown 
above. This produced a savings of $25,409.75 for the August 
primary election canvass. 


We received no complaints from any candidate that the process 
did not produce a reliable and fair result. Candidates were notified 
of the results of the canvass within an average time of 2-3 days 
after submitting the'r filing. This, on several occasions, gave 
Candidates addito — time to obtain more signatures before 
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the filing deadline if the canvass showed them to either be short of 
signatures or close to the minimum. 


The 10% sample proved to be very close to the actual results of a 
line-by-line canvass in every instance that it was tested. A citizen 
group of six reviewed one candidate's petitions for three days. 
They stated that they selected this candidate because, at the time 
selected, this filing showed the lowest percentage of extra 
signatures using the 10% projection. Their review of this filing failed 
to achieve enough of a difference from the 10% projection to 
produce a challenge to the candidate's filing. 


We had three total instances where the 10% projection showed 
that the candidate was below the minimum number of signatures 
required. Our process calls for a line-by-line canvass of the 
petitions when this situation occurs. A line-by-line canvass of 
these filings produced a result within 5-17 signatures of the 
projection. 


Because of the above, | feel that the new canvassing process was 
a resounding success. We have the largest slate of candidates for 
a primary seen in at least the last fifteen years and were able to 
have all filings canvassed and certified by the deadline without 
significant overtime and with two June elections being worked on 
at the same time. 


The staff of the City Clerk's Office did an outstanding job of 
completing the canvassing of these petitions. They have been 
working under extreme pressure in the last month due to multiple 
deadlines for the canvassing of petitions, the June 2d State of 
Michigan Election and the June 14th LCC Board of Trustees 
Election. They performed in a very professional and organized 
manner to keep these multiple priorities on target. ! wish to 
commend the entire staff for their efforts in this regard. 


| also wish to commend my fellow members of the Election 
Commission, Al Knot and Marion Hahn, for their willingness to meet 
onamoment's notice to respond to each candidate's petition filing 
and for adopting the new process. 


| would like to take this opportunity to again recommend that 
Councilmembers place a ballot proposal on the August or 
November, 1993 ballot to change the City Charter with regards to 
the requirements for nominating petitions for city officials. A ballot 
proposal requiring a filing fee of $100 or 50-100 signatures would 
be much more in line with what is required by cities similar in size to 
Lansing. If council is interested in pursuing this matter, the deadline 
for final wording for a ballot proposal for the August election is June 
15th. That means that action would need to be taken by the June 
14, 1993, Council meeting at the latest.

THE COMMITTEE ON GENERAL SERVICES, to whom was 
referred City Council Rule #19, which governs order and decorum

REPORTS AS FOLLOWS: The Committee held a special evening 
meeting for the purpose of receiving public comment on Rule #19 
and the matter of order and decorum at Council meetings. With the 
assistance of the Council’s Channel 28 staff and volunteers, the 
Committee televised the meeting and took testimony from citizens 
present in the Chambers as well as by telephone from citizens 
watching the cablecast. 


Using this testimony, plus Councilmember comments during 
Committee of the Whole meetings, the Committee developed a 
revision to the Council Rules.

The most acceptable alternative to all 
parties is to have the external audit firm assume responsibility for 
an additional 200 hours of work. Internal Audit will provide 120 
hours of work. The balance of 30 hours is deleted due to 
efficiencies gained by not reviewing internal audit work. 


The cost of an additional 200 hours of external auditor staff time is 
$6,000. Sufficient funds have been budgeted in the Fiscal Year 94 
Internal Audit budget to cover this additional cost. The total 
external audit cost will increase from $45,900 to $51,900 for the 
Fiscal Year ending June 30, 1993.

MAYOR'S EXECUTIVE ASSISTANT’S COMMENTS 


Mr. Boyd announced the Memorial Day Parade to be held 
Saturday, May 29, 1993 sponsored by the City of Lansing and the 
Lansing Council of Veterans. They will also conduct a memorial 
service at the Little Arlington section of Evergreen Cemetery. He 
reported that thirteen hundred flats of flowers were purchased from 
Lansing Gardens, most were planted on Saturday, May 22, 1993. 
He thanked everyone who participated in this project. He reported 
receiving a telephone call from Mayor Crawford who asked that 
Council be reminded that he requested that they take their time and 
not deal with this without a great deal of effort. They must conduct a 
full range discussion and utilize the full time frame available. 
Regarding the coverage by the State Journal, they covered this at 
the Committee of the Whole meeting last Thursday. He wanted 
them to have factual and complete information available to them 


when they reported on it so that incorrect information was not ° 


released. This was an effort to get concise, easily understood 
information to the public. Next Monday is a City Holiday. City Hall 
will be closed and greenbag and recycling pickup will run one day 
late next week. He congratulated D.A.R.E. graduates city-wide. He 
sent best wishes to City Attorney, Al Knot, whose father passed 
away last week. 


COUNCILMEMBER’S COMMENTS 


Councilmember Brockwell reported green gooey stuff coming out 
of the sewer on the north side of the west end of the Shiawassee St. 
bridge. What is this stuff? He announced that Priscilla Holmes, 
President of the Lansing Neighborhood Council won an award for 
Outstanding contributions to individuals and neighborhoods in 
Traverse City. 


Councilmember Ford said he attended an award banquet at Hill 
Vocational Education. They have a building and construction 
program in which students build homes. Students of this program 
have built 21 homes in Lansing. Many are recipients of scholarship 
programs at L.C.C. He congratulated the students graduating from 
the current session. He received 30 thank you letters from the 5th 
grade class at Verlinden Elementary School for a magic show he 
did there recently. 


Councilmember Schmidt reviewed the plans for the Memorial Day 
Parade and the Memorial Service to be held at Evergreen 
Cemetery. Elected Officials of the City will participate in the parade, 
however, no political advertisements are allowed. She asked that 
everyone pay honor to the flag by saluting it properly. This is the 
season for rummage sales, she said, people who hold rummage 
sales must remember that they are responsible for removing their 
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signs following their sale, or, they are in violation of city ordinance. 


Council President Canady announced that City Hall will be closed 
Monday, May 31, 1993 in observance of Memorial Day. The next 
City Council meeting will be held Tuesday June 1, 1993. 


PUBLIC COMMENTS 


William Bernstein of 420 Baker St. spoke in defense of first 
amendment rights and freedom of speech. Council Chambers 
belong to the public, he said, and they have the right to come here 
and express their views without Councilmembers putting words in 
their mouth. 


Darryl Burgess of 1407 Prospect St. suggested turning the Civic 
Arena into a Community Center, if, the proposed sale to Heart of 
the City does not go through. The City of Lansing, he said, 
protected a privately owned hotel from competition. It is a shame 
that the Civic Center will not be here for future Memorial Days. 


Lloyd Teets of 116 E. Elm St. said the Civic Center was sold to the 
lowest bidder. Proposal A is just another increase in taxes. This 
amounts to a 50% sales tax increase. He cautioned everyone to 
think about buying a new car or home and how much more sales 
tax they will pay. He asked what became of the attempt to find out 
the worth of the Board of Water and Light. 


Tim Lewis of 500 S. Pine asked that Rule #19 be put on the General 
Services Committee agenda for this Wednesday so that the public 
may make more comments. He reminded Council that Vivian 
Bloom originally proposed that City Beautification Week be 
extended to City Beautification Month. 


Bruce Stark of 1147 1/2 S. Washington said his neighborhood is a 
wonderful place to live these days thanks to Council. The recently 
planted flowers and Community Policing Officer have made a big 
difference. He inquired as to when the I-496 overpass would be 
completed and asked why the residents along Washington Ave. 
were not notified that the resurfacing-of the bridge would take 
place. Bob Clegg of the Public Service Department answered that 
this work is being done by the State of Michigan and the 
Department of Transportation gave press releases to get the word 
Out. 


Russell Greear of 3801 Walton complained that City Hall is not 
handicapped accessible on the first floor. They need an electric 
door. The City, he said, should keep the Civic Center and get rid of 
the pole barn. This way they could have conferences and concerts 
in Lansing. The people do not want to have to go out to East 
Lansing for them. 


Geraldine Klingbiel of 3826 Lowcroft suggested that the 
Washington Square Mall be enclosed. 


Andrew Anthos, no address given, thanked everyone who 
endorsed his D.O.M.E. project. He predicted that the State of 
Michigan will be the first to use this type of tribute to our veterans. 


Ammahad Shekarakki of 902 W. Willow St. said we should honor 
veterans throughout the year, rather than just on Memorial Day. He 
hopes the people remember that this is an election year and that 
they use some backbone at the polls. 


Mr. McKinnon of 3517 Lucie St. indicated that he attended tonight's 
meeting to see how the democratic process and politics work as 
part of a project for his government class . His graduation and 
senior prom last year were held in East Lansing. Why wasn't he 
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able to graduate at the Civic Center and have his prom there? Why 
should they have to go all the way out to East Lansing? 
Councilmember Schmidt said that the School Board makes the 
decisions about where graduation and prom will be held. They 
meet the first and third Thursday of every month. 


Jim Lyons, no address given, reminded everyone that this is the 
125th anniversary of Memorial Day. This holiday was established 
by General Logan. Sunday, May 30, 1993 there will be a memorial 


service to commemorate veterans of the Civil War on the steps of 


the Capitol Avenue entrance to the State Captiol. 


Ken Vaughan of 114 Garden St. said that Council is canceling the 
Citizens Soap Box Program because they are taking heat from the 
public. But, if they tried to get along with the public and do things 
right, the public would not be trying to give it to them. 


Margie Ojibway of 912 W. lonia said the City is putting all of its’ 
money into non-people projects. Investing in non-living things 
means that your money will not be returned. 


Martha Strolle of St. Johns protested the way that the Board of 
Water & Light conducts business and treats its’ employees. What, 
she asked, does the City intend to do about it? She reported 
attending an ADA meeting at the Lansing Center today. The Fire 
Marshall insisted that they move their meeting to the Civic Center 
because the Lansing Center was not safe to have it in. 


Lester Bidl of 790 Grovenburg, a supervisor for the Washington 
Mall maintenance workers, reported that the Mall flowers were 
delivered today and will be planted by the end of the week. 


Harold Leeman of 529 N. Francis asked that all Councilmembers 
be present at the next Committee of the Whole meeting. They need 
a consensus of where this Council and Administration want to 
head regarding the Parking System TIFA bond issue and the Civic 
Center. This administration, he said, has to be careful about using 
public relations people to put their side of the story out to the public. 
He reported a large pothole that needs work at the corner of 
Francis and Vine streets.

SCHEDULED PUBLIC HEARINGS 


A. In consideration of an Ordinance to amend Chapter 630, by 
adding a new section, Section 630.14 of the Code of Ordinances of 
the City of Lansing for the purpose of Providing for the Prohibition of 
Knowingly Loitering in Places where. Prostitution or Solicitation 
Occurs 


Councilmember Schmidt requested that Assistant City Attorney, 
Perrone address the audience to explain this ordinance and clear 
up some of the misconceptions people have about it. Mr. Perrone 
said this ordinance is patterned after the existing ordinance 
prohibiting loitering in a drug area. This ordinance makes it a 
misdemeanor to knowingly loiter in a prostitution area. Intersec- 
tions and one block in all four directions are the areas that would be 
affected by this ordinance. The Lansing Police Department would 
circulate a letter giving a warning to persons seen loitering in these 
areas; Police would then keep a card file on persons the letters 
were sent to, allowing them to track repeat offenders for 
prosecution. Walking or driving from one place to another does not 
constitute loitering. He has successfully prosecuted the ordinance 
for loitering in a drug area 4-5 times in the last year. Not one of 
these cases involved a person who said they were just walking 
from one place to another. 


The following people spoke in support of the proposed ordinance 


prohibiting loitering in prostitution areas: 


—Chery! Valleau of 226 South St. asked the people, here from 
neighborhood associations, in support of this ordinance to stand. 
Approximately 70 people stood. She said there is no mechanism in 
place right now that allows police officers to move a prostitute off of 
a particular street. This ordinance will provide them with such a 
mechanism and protect little girls who are being solicited

REFERRED TO THE COMMITTEE OF THE WHOLE 
PUBLIC COMMENT 


Russell Greear of 3801 Walton said that Community Mental Health 
Month was last month and Council is a little late with their 
resolution. Council totally ignored him when he brought this issue 
up to them last month. Council needs to represent 100% of the 
people instead of just 25%, he said. 


Harold Leeman of 529 N. Francis asked if Council Rule #19 is back 
in committee. Councilmember Ford answered that it will be 
reported out next week. Mr. Leeman asked that Council carefully 
review the letter from Emerson Ohl and make sure that all 
correspondence on this issue is kept together. People should be 
encouraged to report pot holes to the City, he said. He does not 
believe the moratorium on tree cutting should be lifted after just one 
meeting of the Ad Hoc Committee on Tree preservation. 


Lloyd Teets of 116 £. Elm St. thanked Council for establishing the 
committee on tree preservation. He encouraged Council to make 
sure the ordinance for Demolition Officers is done right. The 
recently adopted state law is probably a result of the poor 
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legislation that the city adopted. 


Dick Baker of 1625 W. Kalamazoo said he does not agree 
completely with the resolution establishing a tree preservation 
committee. He does not agree with the moratorium being lifted 
upon adjournment of the first meeting of the committee. They 
should not lift the moratorium until there is a recommendation from 
the Committee, and he would like an amendment to that effect. 
They need to give the committee substance. They need 
substantial assurances that a process exists. 


Russell Terry of 121 E. Mt. Hope asked who determines whether or 
not a house should be demolished. Councilmember Brockwell 
answered that it is the responsibility of the Demolition Board. Mr. 
Terry recommended that this board take pictures of the houses 
they are recommending for demolition. 


Paul Novak of 1519 W. Kalamazoo said he disagrees with the last 
paragraph of the resolution establishing a tree preservation 
committee and would like to have it amended to say that the 
committee will present a recommendation to City Council and the 
Mayor as to whether the moratorium should be in effect. 


Bob Ruffin of 1408 W. Hilsdale said that severe damage has been 
done to the parkway on Jenison. The contractors have done some 
restoration, but it is inadequate. This neighborhood is proud of its’ 
appearance and tries to keep their houses and lawns nice for the 
enjoyment of people traveling through it. This area should be 
restored before these contractors are paid. 


John Jackson of 716 W. Shiawassee said his neighborhood needs 
a more effective working relationship with the city. The tree 
preservation committee should have input as to whether, or not, the 
moratorium is lifted. They should allow the committee to get into the 
discovery process, rather than passing a resolution just to appease 
these people. 


Bob Clegg, Interim Director of the Public Service Department said 
that this issue was raised because there was the perception that 
the Public Service Department was working without the knowledge 
and cooperation of the City Forester and was removing trees 
unnecessarily. He is happy to work with these people, but, the facts 
show that fewer than 38% of the trees that were scheduled for 
removal were actually removed. These trees were reviewed by the 
Forester before the project even began. The effort was not to kill 
trees, it was to make sure that hazardous trees, or trees that 
endangered the construction crews, were not left standing. Only 
7.6% of the trees scheduled for removal in this area were removed. 
The first trees were removed in June of 1992. Not until April 1993 
were any complaints heard about the loss of these trees. It is the 
responsibility of the Administration to see that the construction 
sites are safe for the workers, the public, and property. If the 
moratorium is not lifted allowing for the removal of dangerous trees, 
and the wind storms of the last few weeks continue, damage will be 
done. They must be allowed to protect people, the construction 
Crews, and the property of the public. The purpose of the 
Committee is to make suggestions. They have heard excellent 
suggestions so far, and hope to hear more. They have construction 
contracts in effect and legal agreements. They cannot wait and 
have these contracts held up, or, endanger the people or property. 
Committees are not the proper place to make decisions about the 
safety of the work site. Anyone who has concerns about the safety 
of these sites may call 483-4455. The utility companies are also 
working in this area and some of the disruption is attributable to 
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Barb Curtis of 530 N. Jenison said she is not comforted by Mr. 
Clegg's explanation. They do not feel that they are being taken 
seriously. 


Ron Callen of 501 McPherson said that a three block area in his 
neighborhood was plowed on April 28, 1993 and there has been 
absolutely no activity since then. 


Homer Smith of 448 McPherson said that citizen input on this issue 
has been effective and council should not ignore it.

Section 1. That Part 14, Chapter 1420 of the Code of Ordinances 
of the City of Lansing, Michigan, be amended to read as follows: 

1420.02... 

U.B.C. Section 203. Unsafe Buildings or Structures is hereby 
amended by adding the following: 

DANGEROUS Buildings and Structures 


(e) Hearings and Costs. 

(1) The Mayor shall appoint two or more Hearing Officers, who 
shall not be employees of the City, TO SERVE AT HIS OR HER 
PLEASURE. THE HEARING OFFICER shall be a PERSON WHO 
HAS EXPERTISE IN HOUSING MATTERS INCLUDING, BUT NOT 
LIMITED TO, AN engineer, ARCHITECT, BUILDING CONTRAC- 
TOR, BUILDING INSPECTOR, OR MEMBER OF A COMMUNITY 
HOUSING ORGANIZATION. There shall be a minimum of one 
hearing per month unless there is no business to conduct.

Gracie Ainsley of 2034 W. Lenawee thanked Councilmembers for 
passing her special land use request and everyone who helped to 
make her dream come true. 


Homer Smith of 438 McPherson said that he addressed Council 11 
months ago regarding the condition of St. Joe park. The south end 
of the park needs mowing, please attend to it. Councilmember Ford 
recalled that this is the area thata new football field was supposed 
to be established on for the use of the Pop Warner Football League 
and Council should check on the status of this project.

He reported a violation of the tall 
grass ordinance at the entrance to !-496 on Pennsylvania Avenue. 
Every year he has to call to report this situation. He has gotten to 
the point now that he calls the State Police. The grass has gotten so 
tall that you cannot see traffic coming. 


Dick Baker of 1625 W. Kalamazoo, President of the West Side 
Neighborhood Organization, thanked Council for the resolution 
and consideration of the ‘Save the Trees’ Committee and promised 
that they will work deliberately. They are appreciative of the 
confidence and support Council has shown them and look forward 
to a continued good working relationship. 


Robert Trezise, Jr. of 834 Fred St. said that 40% of the large 
apartment complexes are in noncompliance with the multifamily 
recycling ordinance. These apartment companies are making 
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fools out of City Council. This ordinance was developed through 
the democratic process in a thoughtful, deliberative, fair manner.

Tim Lewis of 500 S. Pine St. asked that Council President Canady 
enforce the portion of Rule #19 that requires the public to give their 
name and address when they address Council. Two people spoke 
tonight who did not give their names. The ordinance prohibiting 
loitering in prostitution areas needs to be reworded. 


Andrew Anthos, no address given, commended Council for 
creating an attitude of hope lately. Everyone who works, he said, 
works every week. If Council has to listen to him every week, so be 
it. That is their job. Beginning next week he will read of the events of 
the Dome lighting. 


Ammahad Shekarraki of 902 W. Willow St. said that Memorial 
Weekend is the toughest weekend of the year for Veterans. 
Politicians wrap themselves in the American Flag, but, in the 
meantime unemployment among veterans is about 25%. Among 
black and hispanic veterans, it is 37%. Nothing is done for the living 
veterans, yet everything possible is done for foreigners moving into 
the United States. 


Dale Johnson of 1015 N. Washington asked that the City mow the 
property in front of the REO site. He asked what happened with the 
rehabilitation of the park at the junction of the Grand and Red 
Cedar rivers.

Frank Curtis of 112 W. Allegan stated that he is opposed to the 
ordinance as it will turn Lansing into a police state. 


Andrea Townsend of 317 W. Genesee #2 stated that she is 
opposed to the ordinance. 


Virginia Elzinga of 1019-1/2 Hickory stated that she supports the 
ordinance as her neighborhood has continual prostitution activity 
and threatens the neighborhood. 


Lloyd Teets of 116E. Elm Street stated that City Council is trashing 
the Constitution twice in the same meeting—with the ordinance 
regarding loitering in prostitution areas and with the changes to 
Council rule 19.

TUTION HAS OCCURRED OR IS OCCURRING. FOR THE. 


PURPOSE OF THIS SECTION, THE FOLLOWING DEFINITIONS

(a) “PUBLIC PLACE” MEANS ANY AREA VISIBLE TO THE 
PUBLIC, INCLUDING WITHOUT LIMITATION, STREETS, SIDE- 
WALKS, ALLEYS, PARKS, DRIVEWAYS, PARKING LOTS, VEHI- 
CLES (WHETHER IN MOTION OR NOT), AND BUILDINGS OPEN 
TO THE PUBLIC, INCLUDING THOSE WHICH SERVE FOOD OR

Councilmember Beal announced that Bingham Elementary 
School will be having a carnival on June 12th and hopes all can 
attend. She also announced the death of Lynn Dean, former Ward 1 
Councilmember. 


Councilmember Schmidt wished to offer condolences to John 
Annis on the death of his wife, Helen. She reviewed items that will 
- be on the Traffic Board Agenda of June 9th. 


Councilmember Ford offered congratulations to Principal Jim 
Davis and the P.T.O. of Walnut Street School on their carnival this 
past Saturday. 


PUBLIC COMMENTS 


William Bernstein of 420 Baker Street addressed Council 
regarding his first amendment rights. 


David Hollister of 1943 Byrnes asked for the support of the Mayor 
and the Councilmembers for a resolution calling for the Ingham 
County Prosecutor to investigate the early retirement plan of the 
City. This resolution is on the Agenda for the Ingham County Board 
of Commissioners meeting of June 8th. 


Mark Eggleston of 4001 Heathgate thanked Councilmember 
Schmidt for her comments regarding the condition of the balifield at 
Harry Hill. He stated that this field is in very bad condition and 
hopes that the city will help the School District make im- 
provements. 


Lloyd Teets of 116 E. Elm Street stated that, although Proposal A 
was approved by the voters of Ingham County, it was rejected by 
the voters of the City of Lansing. He stated that it was a shame that 
only 20,000 people voted for this proposal when there are 85,000 
registered voters in the city and that includes the dead people in 
cemeteries who didn't vote. He stated that when he is City Clerk, he 
. intends to change that. 


Paget Maynard of 902 W. Shiawassee stated that he wished more 
information would be made available to members of the public 
about pending council actions. 


Marge Ojibway of 429 W. lonia stated that she would like to hear the 
reasons why—why women are forced to prostitute themselves, 
why criminals do the things they do, etc. Maybe if we learned why, 
we could do something to make changes. 


Ammahad Shekarakki of 902 Willow Street stated that we need to 
be careful about people’s rights when passing ordinances such as 
the one regarding loitering in prostitution areas.

Bob Shumax of 3639 Aragon thanked Council for what they are 
trying to do for his neighborhood. He received a card saying that 
the State is going to issue a license for a Foster Care Facility on 
Glencoe. Will the State be allowed to put this facility in their 
neighborhood? President Canady said that he believes that the 
State could not pre-empt the city ordinance governing these uses. 
The City is going to fight this tooth and nail. 


Lloyd Teets of 116 E. Elm St. said that the arrest of William 
Bernstein and the removal of his signs from the 10th floor lobby is a 
contradiction to the resolution supporting the Michigan Organ- 
ization for Human Rights. He believes that Councilmember Ford's 
statements regarding the Magic Johnson Classic golf tournament 
constitutes solicitation.

Councilmember Ford responded to Mr. Teets’ complaints about 
soliciting in Council Chambers by saying that solicitations by 
Councilmembers are not unauthorized by Council. He congratu- 
lated the Eastside Neighborhood Organization for their successful 
School Fair at Bingham St. Elementary School. He asked that the 
issue of additional “Free Admission Days” at Potter Park be 
referred to the Committee of the Whole. At the direction of 
President Canady, this issue was REFERRED TO THE COMMIT- 
TEE OF THE WHOLE. 


PUBLIC COMMENTS 


Paget Maynard of 902 W. Shiawassee said we need more 
programs for kids during summer vacation. There will be a “Meet 
the Candidates Forum” at Kingsley Community Center this 
Thursday night at 6:30. The Black Child and Family Institute will 
have their African American Festival this Thursday also. Please 
participate. 


Lee Shunk, Jr. of 601 Leslie St. said someone on City Council could 
be arrested under the terms of the recently passed loitering 
ordinance, because it does not specify illegal solicitations. 


Russell Greear of 3801 Walton Dr. said that the repair of the pot 
hole near former Mayor Grave's house shows that City Council 
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represents interests as usual. He asked if Council was being paid 
off for their votes regarding the air rights over Michigan Avenue for 
Sparrow Hospital. If public comments must be limited, council- 
member comments should be limited too. 


Andrew Anthos, no address given reminded everyone that today is 
Flag Day. He read from a schedule of events for the Dome Lighting 
Ceremony to be held June 21, 1993 on the steps of the State 
Capitol. 


Mary Massoglia of 2911 Cooley Dr. thanked Council for the yield 
signs recently installed in her neighborhood, however, they were 
installed on the wrong street. They should face Rossiter rather than 
Cooley Dr. She asked what the actual cost of Phase Three of the 
Lansing Center would be. Mayor Crawford responed that it will cost 
$13,000,000. 


Gary Guigelaar of 2104 Lyons advised City Council to leave 
Sparrow Hospital and Michigan Avenue alone. They do not need 
another blockade to the State Capitol. 


Ken Vaughan of 1 14 Garden St. asked how many residents have to 
object to an ordinance or resolution before Council will reconside 
it? 
Virginia Elzinga of 1019 Hickory St. said there is still prostitution 
going on in her neighborhood. The backyards and lawn furniture of 
residents are being used for these purposes. She reported a 
problem with bushes growing out into the sidewalk at the house two 
houses west of her. 


Dave Turnquist of 3627 Lowcroft presented Council with a petition 
signed by 36 residents of Lowcroft and Rouse streets requesting 
the installation of a stop sign at this intersection. There is a very 
high volume of traffic travelling at high speed. They are concerned 
for the safety of their children. At the direction of Council President 
Canady this issue was REFERRED TO THE TRAFFIC. BOARD. 


Mary Prince of 2116 Ferrol St. said that the area around the Lansing 
Center is in a state of distress, and she would like to know how long 
it will be before this area is back to normal and how much money it 
will have cost when it is finished. Councilmember Benavides 
responded that all reports and surveys showed the necessity for 
this expansion. At least $25,000,000 will be spent by the time the 
expansion is completed in March of 1994. Ms. Prince asked why 
the rest of the city should do without the infrastructure repairs it 
needs while this expansion takes place. The railroad crossing on 
Grand River badly needs repair. There are two Vietnam veterans 
who must cross these tracks daily in wheel chairs and the tracks 
are a safety hazard. 


Richard Christmas of 1124 N. Jenison brought in copies of “Space 
Day” resolutions and asked that this issue be referred to the 
Committee of the Whole. At the direction of President Canady, this 
issue was REFERRED TO THE COMMITTEE OF THE WHOLE. 


Lloyd Teets of 116 E. Elm St. said that he voted at 9:00 A.M. this 
morning and he was the first voter at his precinct. Phase | of the 
Lansing Center cost $17,000,000, Phase I! cost $25,000,000, and 
Phase Ill will cost $13,000,000 bringing the total cost to 
$55,000,000. Compare this cost to the cost of building the Breslin 
Center. He repeated his invitation for everyone listening tonight to 
bring their signs and join him in his protest next week. 


No name, no address given, objected to the wording of the loitering 
ordinance passed last week, saying it is too vague. 


JUNE 14, 1993 


Bob Egan of 733 W. Shiawassee, President of the Michigan 
Organization of Human Rights, thanked Council for passing the 
resolution in support of his organization. They are working to bring 
the “Aids Quilt” to Lansing. 


Ammahad Shekarakki of 902 W. Willow said employers are still 
practicing discrimination in their hiring practices. He urged the 
voters of the city to show some backbone when they vote in the 
general election this fall. 


Gladys Prince of 2116 Ferrol St. suggested that they designate 
certain places for prostitution, similar to the old bawdy houses. She 
protested the physical abuse of women by men. 


Paul Scott of 412 W. Kilborn asked why the public is angry about 
the loitering in prostitution areas ordinance, but, does not object to 
the ordinance prohibiting loitering in drug areas. Neighborhood 
representatives read this proposed ordinance carefully before it 
was passed by Council. Prostitution is a devastating occurrence 
for neighborhoods. 


Harold Leeman of 529 N. Francis asked Council to look into the 
reason that the agendas for tonight’s meeting were not mailed last 
Friday. He inquired as to the disposition of the requests for transfer 
of Class C Liquor Licenses on tonight's agenda. Councilmember 
Ford informed him that they had been referred to the Committee on 
General Services. Mr. Leeman asked when the City swimming 
pools would open. He reminded everyone that next week is the 
Public Hearing on Phase Ill of the Lansing Center project and 
Councilmember's Ford and Lilly have announced that they will not 
be present at that meeting. Every Councilmember should be in 
attendance at this meeting for the Public Hearing.

This letter is to inform the Council of the position of Lansing 
Community College regarding the Public Hearing relating to the 
Third Amended Development Plan and Third Amended Tax 
Increment Financing Plan of the Tax Increment Finance Authority 
of the City of Lansing (Phase III—Lansing Convention/ Exhibition 
Center and Associated Facilities and Parking System Project). | 
would have been there to present these concerns in person, 
however our Board of Trustees has its regular meeting this evening 
and therefore | am unable to attend the council meeting. | do 
request this correspondence be placed in the record. 


While we have some understanding of the complexity of this issue, 
nevertheless the proposed solutions pose a continuing negative 
impact on Lansing Community College. 


In order for the Council to understand the college's perspective, it 
is important that some events which transpired since 1964 be 
Stated because they relate to the issue currently before you. 


A perusal of the record will indicate that the City Council, through 
passage of a number of resolutions, expressed its desire that 
Lansing Community College locate its permanent campus in 
downtown Lansing. The record is also replete with numerous 
indications that the city would assume a significant responsibility to 
insure that adequate parking would be available to accommodate 
the college's students and staff. It is our contention that those 
considerations have not been adequately met. Indeed, as the 
college continues to grow, the lack of parking has had a significant 
impact, not only in the cost of maintaining our campus downtown, 
but more importantly in creating continuing difficulty for our 
students and staff to be able to find places to park at reasonable 
rates. This issue has had an impact on our growth, both in terms of 
facilities and, we believe, in terms of student enrollment. 


The current question and proposed solution of whether to extend 
the Tax Increment Finance Authority for purposes of supporting 
parking and the Lansing Center, while it is a significant and 
important issue for the city, does have a continuing negative 
financial impact on the college. When this project was first initiated, 
the college in an attempt to be a cooperative downtown citizen, did 
not assume an aggressive position of opposition to the project. 
However, the extension of this project to the possibility of some 30 
years for purposes of paying off the bonds, will not only deprive 
LCC of needed tax revenue, but it will not significantly alleviate our 
parking problem. 


This issue could not have come at a more difficult time. As you may 
be aware, we have been awarded a $25 million building project. 
You may or may not be aware that there is interest on the part of 
some members of our Board of Trustees, particularly those who 
are representing areas outside of Lansing, in providing expansion 
of our college capabilities in the under-served county areas. We 
have been and are considering leasing space in these areas to 
provide services to the students. Now we are confronted once 
again with a project, the results of which will provide less revenues 
for us, while at the same time we are searching for a site to put this 
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$25 million facility. The political implications are rather obvious. Itis 
becoming more difficult for us to maintain a vital single campus in 
downtown Lansing. 


Mr. President and members. of the Council, Lansing Community 
College is greatly concerned over this issue and wishes to express 
in the strongest way that it can, that it does not feel that the 
promises stated and implied by the city to facilitate and aid in 
alleviating the parking conditions in the college area, have been 
adequately met. We urge you to 


1. take definitive steps with a clearly articulated plan which 
addresses the issues of Lansing Community College parking 
which have been long-standing; 


2. that a commitment be made in such a manner that concrete 
results can be expected within the immediate future; 


3. in fact, ifthis resolution is approved, and funds become 
available through this TIFA prior to the time in which the bonds will 
be retired, that those revenues be remanded to the college in the 
proportion which they have been deprived over the period of the 
entire project. 


| am cognizant of the complexity of these issues. | reiterate that 
LCC eagerly awaits the opportunity to assist in providing solutions 
which will address the concerns of the city and Lansing 
Community College. It is in that spirit that | desire to continue to 
seek solutions which will be mutually beneficial.

Ms. Flaherty announced the birth of a baby girl to Mr. and Mrs. 

Mr. and 
Mrs. Boyd sent their thanks to everyone for their support. 
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COUNCILMEMBER’S COMMENTS 


Councilmember Belen reported speaking to Mr. Moore regarding 
the traffic problem at Allegan and Kalamazoo. There has been an 
accident related to this problem in which several children were 
injured. She requested that Ms. Flaherty speak to Dave Berridge, 
Traffic Engineer about having the stop light functioning after 6:00 
P.M. Regarding the TIFA bond question she wants extensive 
discussion of this issue prior to its being passed. She has quite a 
few innovative ideas, but is afraid that her colleagues will not 
accept them because they have closed minds. They will not have 
the money they need for the expansion of the Lansing Center if 
they include this parking systems project on the bond. If they lose 
the big buildings from the tax rolls, they will lose the money to pay 
back the TIFA bonds. 


Councilmember Lilly announced that appointments to city boards 
that were referred to the Physical Development Committee will be 
taken up this Thursday at 3:00 P.M. He referred to letters received 
by City Council requesting the installation of traffic control devices 
at US-127 and Sheridan Road; this is an 18 to 24 month process. 
The Department of Transportation has procedures they must 
follow and they cannot put up a light in 2 months. He pointed out his 
tee-shirt a ‘Magic Johnson Classic’ golf tournament memento. 
This event was an excellent fund raiser for the Lansing Youth and 
Recreation Fund. He commended Kris Nicholoff, Charles Ford, and 
Magic Johnson for this fund raising effort to help the City’s kids. 


Councilmember Beal apologized for arriving late and promised to 
review the tape in order to hear the public comments regarding the 
TIFA. With the defeat of Proposal A, the pressure has been taken 
off of this issue. Putting the Parking System on the TIFA threatens 
the expansion of the Lansing Center. She forsees a 42% vacancy 
rate. They now have an opportunity to reassess and redesign the 
parking system. They must do so in cooperation with the county, 
L.C.C., and other entities that will suffer a loss of revenue from this. 
They must find a solution that will meet everyone's needs by 
slowing down and really taking a close look at this this summer. 
She does not want to see this on the Committee of the Whole 
agenda until these other issues are dealt with. 


Councilmember Brockwell said that the parking system produces 
revenues too. He thanked Councilmembers, the Administration, 
and staff for their concern over the recent heart attack his father 
suffered. His father is doing well. 


Councilmember Schmidt said that Councilmember Beal left a lot 
out of her comments about the TIFA and the parking system. 
Nothing can be built on this property for five years, because, it was 
purchased with a parking stipulation. She announced receiving a 
letter from Mrs. Decair regarding the proposed Cat Ordinance, and 
asked Councilmember Benavides about the status of this 
ordinance. She introduced her sisters, Punky and Cricket. 


Councilmember Benavides said that he felt the public comments 
received tonight on the TIFA and Wastewater Treatment Rates 
were very good. Council received excellent information tonight and 
this input will help them in their committee investigations. He 
thanked the administration for taking quick action on the problems 
at the corner of Jolly and Waverly associated with Neo’s. This 
situation should be concluded sometime soon. 


Councilmember Ford said that he has sat on the Mayor's Parking 
Advisory Board for the last couple of years. They should be talking 
about the the empty spaces in the ramps. They may need to 
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decrease the cost of ramp spaces. They will have to study these 
issues Closely to determine the best course. The Magic Johnson 
Golf Classic to benefit Lansing Youth and Recreation Fund was a 
complete success. He thanked Magic Johnson and the Advisory 
Board of the tournament including Jim Dart and Jud Heathcote and 
all of the volunteers who helped pull this off. Magic Johnson was 
there all day along with a host of other celebrities. He will provide an 
update soon. He thanked Kris Nicholoff for creating the LYRF to 
raise money for the Lansing Parks and Recreation programs and 
thanked Walnut Hills Golf Course for hosting the tournament.

Mary Haney of 1312 Roosevelt said she has heard rumors about 
Captain Rapp being part of Sergeant Clyde Smith's problems with 
the Lansing Police Department. Council, she said, should have 
gotten involved in this situation before it was sent to court. They 
have to clean up this city before they can bring business into it. 


Calvin Anderson of 1112 W. Maple, Chairman of the W. Maple St. 
Neighborhood Organization, reported that they organized a 
cleanup of their area. They got excellent cooperation from the 
neighborhood, Building Inspectors, Community Policing Officers, 
Quality Dairy, and Sir Pizza. This proves that neighborhoods can 
make a change. The Board of Water & Light takes a lot of abuse 
from people at these meetings, he said. He is a neighbor of the 
Board and has always considered them to be a good neighbor. 


Russell Greear of 3801 Walton Dr. asked where are the revenues 
from the Parking System, mentioned earlier by Councilmember 
Brockwell, is. Councilmember Schmidt should concentrate on the 
needs of her own ward instead of getting into everyone elses. The 
first floor of City Hall is not barrier free, in violation of the Americans 
with Disabilities Act. He will take this up with the U.S. Justice 
Department since Council will not do anything about it. He is tired of 
people going up here and voting retirements for themselves and 
giving McKane and everyone else money. 


Lloyd Teets of 116 E. Elm announced that there has been a new 
round of arrests for attending City Council meetings. He displayed 
a sign, whichis a violation of Council Rule #19, and was requested 
by Council President Canady to remove his sign. Mr. Teets refused 
to remove his sign and stated his intent to be arrested. President 
Canady instructed the Sergeant-at-Arms to remove him from 
Council Chambers. 


Tim Lewis of 500 S. Pine joined Mr. Teets in his fracas at the 
podium and insisted that he, too, be arrested. 


Andrew Anthos, no address given, criticized President Canady for 
having Mr. Teets removed from Chambers. He continued reading 
of the events of the Dome Lighting ceremony. 


William Bernstein of 420 Baker St. thanked Councilmembers for 
their understanding of his health situation. They should have this 
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much concern for other people, and maybe things would be better. 


Betty Gardner of 300 Westrin spoke in favor of Sparrow Hospitals 
request for air rights over Michigan Ave. saying, that she was hit by 
a man riding a bicycle and severely injured at that location. 


Vivian Bloom of 227 S. Eighth St. asked for an explanation of the 
reasoning that would approve sending a crew out to repair one 
block of her street without repairing the rest of it. This is not cost 
effective. Why did they not repair the remainder of her street? 


Jack Gunther of 211 Blackcourt thanked Mayor Crawford and City 
Council for the Memorial Day Parade and the Memorial Service at 
Little Arlington cemetery. He thanked all of the Departments who 
had a hand in preparing Little Arlington and everyone who came 
out and enjoyed the festivities. 


Harold Leeman of 529 N. Francis complained that the media 
should not have left so early and said that he hopes the people 
watching tonight will call them tomorrow and raise cain. Mr. 
Worthington, he said, is supposed to be at the end of his contract 
with the City as Interim Director of the Development Division as of 
July 1, 1993. He is still disappointed in the conclusion of the 
Fairview Park issue.

SCHEDULED PUBLIC HEARINGS 


A. In consideration of an Amendment to Chapter 12, the Planning 
and Zoning Code 


Eleanor Love explained the intent of this amendment to the 
Planning and Zoning Code. It prohibits obstruction of the view of 
the State Capitol by buildings in the Capitol Center District. 


Lloyd Teets of 116. Elm St. spoke in opposition to this amendment 
declaring it to be part of the Sparrow Hospital Package. Creating 
this district will allow Sparrow to build their skywalk across 


_ Michigan Avenue, which will obstruct the view of the Capitol. 


Lee Shunk Jr. of 601 Leslie St. said that the Capitol Center District 
should be extended to reach the city limits on the north, east, and 


west sides. 
Richard Berry of 1230 Eureka St. spoke in opposition to this 


amendment. Sparrow Hospital does not have the right to block the. 


view to the Capitol, he said. Their are many other options they 
could exercise, such as an underground tunnel. 


Paul Scott of 412 W. Kilborn said this amendment is not about 
Sparrow Hospital, it is about the right of the City to protect the air 
space around the capitol. This would give the City design control 
and review of potential encroachments before they are built. 


Ken Vaughan of 114 Garden St. said that this is the first step 
leading to the approval of the air rights request made by Sparrow 
Hospital. 


Russell Greear of 3801 Walton said that this will block the view for 
the 2100 Block of Michigan Ave. It is a violation of peoples rights 
and should not be tolerated. 


Andrew Anthos of 208 W. Hillsdale suggested that Sparrow 
Hospital find some other means to facilitate their needs. They do 
not have to build a bridge over Michigan Avenue. They could 
expand their facility on the same side of the street that the hospital 
Currently occupies. 


Kathy Larngschwager of 1328 Prospect, Secretary of the PTSA at 
Pattengill said that the kids going back and forth to school could 
use the cross walk, however, they would prefer an underpass to a 
skywalk. 


Thomas Riley of 1118 Riley spoke in opposition to the amendment. 
The State of Michigan just spent $56,000,000 restoring the Capitol 
Building. It cannot be seen from the north, west, or south sides as it 
is. This will destroy the only remaining view of the Capitol. 


William Hubbell of 1103 W. Cavanaugh agreed that the Capitol 
Center District should be expanded. If the City is serious about this, 
they will move the district line on the east side to the city limits. 


Harold Leeman of 529 N. Francis asked Councilmember Lilly if this 
amendment is, indeed, part of the Sparrow Hospital package? 
Councilmember Lilly said that it is part of their 4 point master plan, 
however, this request is being taken up independently. Mr. Leeman 
asked if it were true that Councilmembers Benavides and Canady 
would be ineligible to vote on the project? President Canady 
responded that he must recuse himself, but, Councilmember 
Benavides is waiting for the City Attorney to submit his opinion on 
the disclosure papers he filed. Mr. Leeman stated that 80% of the 
community is opposed to this skywalk, and asked if Council would 
vote on this project this summer, or, delay it until fall? Council- 
member Lilly said that this amendment, as well as the rezoning for 
Sparrow, will be on the agenda for the Physical Development 
Committee this Thursday and may be reported out for the Council 
meeting next Tuesday. 


Tim Hammond of 734 W. lonia spoke in support of the skywalk. The 


citizens need this for safety because of the way people drive and - 


the amount of accidents at this location. 
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Shelton Phillips of 322 E. Hillsdale said that City Council should do 
what is good for the City as a whole. If 80% of the citizenry is 
Opposed to this project, then Council should vote against it.

Lee Shunk of 601 Leslie St. said customers of the Board of Water & 
Light should be getting a refund. 


Lloyd Teets of 116 E. Elm St. noted that there are 28 action items on 
tonight's agenda. He objected to the two reappointments to the 
Board of Water & Light, saying that the Board is grossly 
mismanaged and should not have invested into the Belle River 
Project. It will cost the City $495,000,000 and send jobs outside the 
city. They have projected a loss of $16,000,000 this year. Twice 
last year the citizens of Lansing lost their water power. What role 
does the Board of Commissioners play, and-what responsibility do 
they bear for these situations. What role does this Council play as 
the oversight Committee of the Board of Water & Light. 


Russell Greear of 3801 Walton Dr. said that the Board of Water & 
Light does nothing for the low income people of the City. They 
should not go up there and get this rate increase. It is taking food 
Out of the mouths of people. They should find the money to fund the 
sewer rates somewhere else. 


Paul Scott of 412 W. Kilborn said he has never been appointed to 
the Historic District Commission before now. This item should be 
listed as an appointment, not a reappointment. 


Harold Leeman of 529 N. Francis asked for an explanation of how 
city retirees can be used as election inspectors. The City, he said, 
should have a progressive Cable Board rather than one that 
cancels ail of their meetings. 


Kathy Larnschwager of 1328 Prospect spoke regarding the 


readoption of the ordinance regulating vending permits in city 
parks. Councilmember Ford responded that this is just setting the 
public hearing for this ordinance. Councilmember Schmidt said 
that this Ordinance does not prohibit such activities in parks, it only 
requires that they secure permits. 


Ken Vaughan of 114 Garden St. said that Council has the 
opportunity to do something positive for the people of the city by 
giving the parks owners (the citizens of the city) a little lee way on 
the issue of vending in City Parks. 


Alexander Bolt of 1230 Reo Rd. asked to be given the definition of 
Canvassing, as it pertains to the ordinance regarding peddling, 
Soliciting, or Canvassing in city parks. Specifically, he asked if this 
ordinance wouid prohibit the collection of petition signatures in city 
parks. This is the kind of erosion of the freedom of the people that is 
grinding them into oblivion. 


Frank Curtis of 1137 W. Allegan said the ordinance regarding 
peddling in City Parks is wrong. If Council wants to do something 
for the people, they should get the drugs off the streets. We have 
enough laws in place right now, what we need is enforcement. 


William Hubbell of 1003 W. Cavanaugh spoke regarding the 
Committee Report from the Committee on Ways and Means 
dealing with the utilization of city retirees as election inspectors, 
referees etc.

ORDINANCE NO. 863 

AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY OF LANSING, MICHIGAN, TO 
AMEND THE CODE OF ORDINANCES OF THE CITY OF 
LANSING BY AMENDING CHAPTER 1042, SECTION 1042.04, 
FOR THE PURPOSE OF PROVIDING FOR AN INCREASE IN 
CERTAIN RATES AND CHARGES FOR SERVICES FURNISHED 
BY THE CITY SEWAGE DISPOSAL SYSTEM. 

The City of Lansing ordains: 

Section 1. That Part 10, Chapter 1042.04 of the Code of 
Ordinances of the City of Lansing, Michigan be amended to be 
read as follows: 

1042.04 AMOUNTS; BILLING. 

(a) Method of Charging. The rates and charges for services 
furnished by the City sewage disposal system shall be levied upon 
each lot or parcel of land, building or premises having any sewer 
connection with the system, on the basis of the quantity of water 
used therein, as the same is measured by meters therein used, or 
in the absence thereof by such equitable method as shall be 
determined by the Director of Public Service with the approval of 
Council. 

Such charges shall be collected at the same time and in the 
‘same manner as provided for the payment of charges for water 
used, except in cases where the character of the sewage from a 
manufacturing or industrial plant, building or premises is such that 
unreasonable additional burden is placed upon the system greater 
than that imposed by the average sewage delivered to the system 
plant. in such case, the additional cost of treatment created 
thereby shall be an additional charge over the regular rates set 
forth in subsection (b) hereof, or the City may, if it deems it 
advisable, compe! such manufacturing or industrial plant, building 
or premises to treat such sewage in such manner as specified by 
the City before discharging such sewage into the sewage disposal 
system. 

Rates for all users obtaining all or part of their water supply from 
sources other than the City’s water system may be determined by 
gauging or metering the actual sewage entering the system or by 
metering the water used, in a manner acceptable to Council. The 
commodity charge for resident users shall be computed on the 
basis of 700 cubic feet per month per customer, where gauging or 
metering is not practical. 

Council may classify the users of the system according to the 
quantity and quality of water used and charge such rates to users 
in each class as it may deem reasonable. 


(b) Schedule of Regular Rates. The monthly rate to be billed for 


use of the system shall be as follows for all users within the sanitary 
sewer service area of the City, except as otherwise provided in this 
section: 

(1) Billing and collection charge. 

A. Except for West Side Water District customers, ONE DOLLAR 
AND NINETY SIX CENTS ($1.96) per customer, per month, 
associated with meter reading and billing expenses, shall be 
charged by the Board of Water and Light. 

B. West Side Water District customers shall be charged actual 
customer costs associated with meter reading and billing per 
quarterly bill. 

(2) Commodity charge. All classifications of customers shall be 
charged ONE DOLLAR AND FIFTY-ONE CENTS ($1.51) per 100 
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Cubic feet of water usage. 

(3) Infiltration and inflow charge. 

A. Residential classified users shall be charged SEVENTY-NINE 
CENTS ($.79) per 100 cubic feet of water usage for associated 
infiltration and inflow cost. 

B. Commercial and industrial classified users shall be charged 
as follows: 

1. THREE DOLLARS AND FORTY-SIX CENTS ($3.46) per 
customer per month. 

2. THIRTY CENTS ($0.30) per 100 cubic feet of water usage for 
associated infiltration and inflow costs. 

(4) Delayed paymentcharge. A delayed payment charge of five 
percent of the unpaid balance, excluding delayed payment 
charges, shall be added to any bill not paid on or before the due 
date shown thereon. 

(5) Extra-strength waste surcharge for BOD. Twenty-one cents 
($0.21) per pound on all contributed volume in excess of 1.0 
MILLION GALLONS PER DAY AND A CONCENTRATION IN 
EXCESS OF 300 MG/L, OR ACONTRIBUTED LOADING IN 
EXCESS OF 2,500 pounds per day WITH A DISCHARGE VOLUME 
LESS THAN 1.0 MILLION GALLONS PER DAY. 


~ (6) Extra-strength waste surcharge for suspended solids. Nine 


cents ($0.09) per pound on all contributed volume in excess of 1.0 
MILLION GALLONS PER DAY AND A CONCENTRATION IN 
EXCESS OF 350 MG/L, OR A CONTRIBUTED LOADING IN 
EXCESS OF 2,900 pounds per day WITH A DISCHARGE VOLUME 
LESS THAN 1.0 MILLION GALLONS PER DAY. 

(7) Service charge. Four dollars and seventy-five cents ($4.75) 
per commercial and industrial classified users per month to 
recover the remaining allocated customer cost associated with the 
industrial pretreatment program (IPP). 

(8) Industrial and commercial monitoring charges: 

A. Composite sample. Two hundred twenty-six dollars ($226.00) 
each. 

B. Grab sample. Ninety dollars ($90.00) each. 

C. Laboratory analysis. Thirty-two dollars ($32.00) each. 

(c) Effective Date. The rates set forth in this section shall be 
effective on July 1, 1993, except as otherwise provided. A billing 
covering use of the system before and after the effective date of a 
rate change shall be prorated, based upon the average use per day 
and the number of days within such billing period, at the rate then in 
effect. 

Section 2. All ordinances or parts of ordinances inconsistent with 
the provisions hereof are hereby repealed. 

Section 3. This ordinance shall take effect thirty (30) days from 
its passage unless given immediate effect by City Council. 

Section 4. This ordinance shall be in effect for ninety (90) days 
from the date of passage, at which time it shall automatically expire 
unless readopted by City Council.

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REMARKS BY COUNCILMEMBERS 


Councilmember Beal requested that a fan be made available for 
the Ward Councilmembers at the dais. 


Councilmember Schmidt thanked the administration and everyone 
who worked on the plans for the July 4th Parade. There was a 
special spirit about this year's parade. 


CITIZEN COMMENT ON CITY MATTERS 


Richard Cook of 310 Seymour said that the Senior Citizens Center 
located in the Civic Arena needs volunteer help. They used to offer 
activities 4 days per week, now they are cut down to 2 days. One 
volunteer can help these low income senior citizens. He thanked 
Councilmember Ford for the financial contribution he made to the 
residents of Oliver Towers that allowed them to dine at the Old 
Country Buffet. 


Richard Berry of 1228 Eureka asked if Councilmember Benavides’ 
resignation from the Sparrow Hospital Board is forever, or, can he 
reassociate himself with them when he wants to? 


Kevin Barrett of 320 Regent commended Officer Dishaw for his 
contribution to their Neighborhood Watch Program. He asked for a 
commitment within 30 days as to street repair on Regent St. Mayor 
Crawford said that he would follow up on this request with the 
Public Service Department. 


Ken Vaughan of 114 Garden St. accused Councilmember 
Benavides of resigning his membership of the Board of Sparrow 
Hospital just so he could vote on this issue tonight. He asked what 
kind of jobs this expansion will create at the hospital. 


Russell Greear of 3801 Walton Blvd. asked if the jobs that will be 
created at Sparrow will go to residents of the City. The Council is 
destroying the city by going up here and tearing down the 
pornographic businesses on Michigan Ave. and installing parking 
lots in their place. 


Paul Scott of 412 W. Kilborn urged Mayor Crawford, City Council, 
and the Planning Board to codify the process used to approve air 
rights over Michigan Ave. for Sparrow Hospital, in order to insure 
that other pedway projects in the future must go through the same 
Steps. 


Lloyd Teets of 116 E. Elm St. complained that Council refused to 
allow him to display a newspaper headline a couple of weeks ago, 
but they approved a fourteen minute presentation, including 
viewing of a video tape, by Sparrow Hospital. This is a blatant act of 
discrimination and he will not tolerate discrimination by this city. He 
demanded that the public be given an accounting of the money 
spent on outside legal counsel for the early retirement law suit. 
Councilmember Ford noted that the new provisions of Rule #19 
allow the Council President to give permission for presentations to 
be made. 


Russell Terry of 221 E. Mt. Hope refused to sign in. If Council does 
not have to obey the rules, he will not do so either. 


Harold Leeman of 529 N. Francis asked the City Attorney if he is 
satisfied that Councilmember Benavides’ actions in resigning from 
Sparrow Hospital are appropriate, and, is he satisfied that no 
conflict exists. Mr. Knot stated that the only way Councilmember 
Benavides could not be in conflict was to sever his relationships 
with Sparrow Hospital. His actions dealt with both of the problems 
identified by the City of Lansing Board of Ethics. Mr. Leeman 


announced that July 12, 1993 Judge Stell will rule on the early 


retirement issue.

SPECIAL CEREMONIES 


A. Mary James, President of the Lansing Neighborhood Council 
presented certificates honoring the participants of Paint Blitz 1993, 
to the team captains of the project. This is the 5th annual Paint Blitz. 
Over 300 volunteers painted 21 houses this year. 


B. Leah Mink of 1208 Eureka read the following letter into the record: 
_ TO: Members of the Lansing City Council. 

FROM: Residents of the 1200 block of Eureka St. and adjacent 
neighborhoods. 

RE: Rezoning for Sparrow Hospital expansion. 

Last Tuesday, July 6th, the Lansing City Council approved the 
rezoning request that will allow Sparrow Hospital to build a 5 story 
parking ramp one block long on Eureka Street adjacent to our 


neighborhood and to the Bingham St. Elementary Schoo! which 
many of our children attend. 


The residents of Eureka St. and the adjacent neighborhood 
strongly object to this rezoning. We feel strongly that the parking 
ramp will lead to the degradation of our neighborhood, increase 
hospital traffic in our area, and endanger the safety of our children. 


We are NOT concerned here tonight with the skywalk or pedwalk 


over Michigan Avenue, about which we have heard a long and 
heated debate. Our major concern tonight is the proposed hospital 
expansion south of Michigan Ave. that will bring a high traffic, high 
use area directly into our residential neighborhood. 


We therefore come before the Council tonight to request that: 


1. City Council reconsider the rezoning ordinance for the south halt 
of the block bounded by Michigan Ave., Holmes, Eureka, and 
Jones Sts. 


2. Specifically, we ask the Council to revise their approval o‘ 
Sparrow Hospital's plans to build a 5-story parking ramp facing the 
1200 block of Eureka St 


We are not attempting to stand in the way of the Sparrow Hospital 
expansion. We are attempting to safeguard our neighborhood. We 
feel that the debate concerning Sparrow Hospital's Expansion 
focused almost exclusively on the proposed skywalk over 
Michigan Ave. Other aspects of rezoning did not receive sufficient 
discussion and careful consideration by the Council and the 
public. 


Further, the debate has been very unequal: The residents of the 
East Side do not have the full-time team of P-R people that Sparrow 
can employ, nor do we have the financial resources to make fancy 
videos. At the very least we deserve equal time before the Council. 
to make our concerns heard 


Our Concerns: 


1. Sparrow Hospital plans to tear down the existing South Annex 
building that faces onto the 1200 block of Eureka Street and 
replace it with a 5-story parking structure. 


2. The parking structure will directly encroach on a residential 
neighborhood — a neighborhood that is stable and well main- 
tained. All of the homes on this block are owner occupied. Three of 
the families have lived there for 25 years or more. All of the families 
have invested heavily of their time and resources to make their 
homes and the neighborhood pleasant and safe. 


3. The encroachment of a 500-750 car parking ramp will have a 
strong, negative impact on the quality and safety of our 
neighborhood. In addition to the visible eye-sore such a structure 
will present, we anticipate: 


—criminal and nuisance activity in the parking structure; 

—a high volume of traffic and traffic noise at shift change; 

—car alarms going off 24 hours a day; 

—light polution from the high intensity security lights necessary in 
such a Structure. 


4. The parking structure will also directly abut the Bingham St. 
Elementary School across Jones St. to the west. Jones, Eureka, 
and Holmes Sts. are all major routes for children walking to and 
from school. Increased traffic on these streets will be a safety 
hazard for young children. These are residential streets, they are 
not designed to handle business traffic. 
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We have talked with people who live ajaacent to some of the major 
parking structures in town, and their experiences confirm our worst 
fears. Residents who live next to the multi-color parking ramp in 
East Lansing toid of: 


—drug use, vandalism. and fights in the ramp adjacent to their 
homes; 

—car alarms going off 24 hours a day; and 

—eggs and other objects thrown at them from on top of the ramp 
while working in their yards. 


Conditions near the staff parking lot at St. Lawrence Hospital sound 
just as bad. There, associates can request an escort to their car 
after dark, because the parking ramp area is considered so unsafe 
to walk in. 


This is NOT what we want for our neighborhood and it is not what 
we w3" for our children as they walk to school. And | repeat, we are 
not opposed to Sparrow's expansion; we are opposed to poorly 
planned expansion that degrades adjacent neighborhoods. 


The Planning Board expressed several concerns about the 
Sparrow Hospital master plan. A primary one was the proposed 
skywalk. But other major concerns were also raised by this panel of 
experts, and those are the concerns we share: 


1. the impact of parking structures and large office buildings on 
three sides of Bingham School; 


2. the impact of parking structures encroaching into residential 
areas; 


3. traffic circulation in the area. 


The Planning Board argued that a more gradual transition. or a 
buffer area between Sparrow Hospital and adjacent residential and 
school neighborhoods was needed. 


Last Tuesday night, the City Council chose to ignare our concerns 
and those of the Planning Board. After a heavy-handed and 
relentless propaganda campaign on the part of Sparrow Hospital, 
the Council voted in favor of sacrificing our residential neighbor- 
hood to the jobs that this 80 million-dollar expansion will create. In 
doing so, the Council is in grave danger of creating a community 
where yes, there are jobs and people can work, but where no one 
wants to live. , 


We contend that with a little creativity and flexibility, community 
growth and neighborhood quality are not incompatible goals. 


The Council has voted to give Sparrow Hospital its beloved 
Skywalk. In doing so, the Council asked the residents of Lansing 
and of the entire state of Michigan to give up something of great 
value: the historic view of the capitol building. You have asked the 
people to be flexible in their thinking and generous in giving up their 
attachments to an historic view. 


It is time for Sparrow Hospital to follow the generous example set 
by the people of Lansing .. it is time for Sparrow Hospital to prove 
that it truly can be the good neighbor that it claims to be. That it 
does, in fact, respect the rights of neighboring residents. 


We therefore ask that Sparrow Hospital reconsider their plans to 
build a 5-story parking structure in a residential area and school 
zone, and that the Council reconsider their approval of the rezoning 
permits for this portion of the planned construction. 


We argue, first, that Eureka St. is not the only feasible location fora 
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parking ramp. When the overail expansion plan was first presented 
to neighbors, a number of alternative locations for the parking ramp 
were suggested as possible by Sparrow planners. Two weeks 
later, when the plan was presented to City Council, the Eureka St. 
location had somehow became entrenched in the plan. What 
happened to those alternative locations? Why did they not receive 
further consideration? 


Sparrow has rejected possible locations on Michigan Ave. for two 
reasons. First, Sparrow did not want to contribute to the “concrete 
jungle” image of Michigan Avenue. So you’re telling us that it is 
preferable to push that concrete jungle into a residential 
neighborhood? 


Sparrow's second argument regarded traffic flow, that traffic 
entering or leaving a parking ramp located on Michigan Avenue 
would impede the flow of traffic along that major traffic artery. | find 
this argument unconvincing. | am not an urban planner, but | can 
look around this city and note several other major parking 
structures located on major streets. With the proper entrance and 
exit lanes, these ramps function just fine. 


In contrast, our residential streets are not equipped to handle that 
traffic. And traffic will increase on Eureka and Holmes St.—we 
already see a high volume of hospital and Annex related traffic on 
these streets, from people cutting around the block to get back to 
Pennsylvania or Kalamazoo. 


Second, we argue that some other component of the larger 
expansion plan could be substituted for the parking ramp in the 
Eureka St. location. The Planning Board urged that a greater buffer 
was needed between the high-use, high-traffic hospital and 
Outpatient facilities and the adjacent school and residential areas. 
The residents of the neighborhood feel that there are several other 
components of the long-term Sparrow Hospital expansion plan 
that could provide such a buffer. 


1. The existing South Annex building could be left in place and used 
as Offices or as part of their Continuing Education facility. The 
building is in good shape, it is reasonably attractive for an office 
building, and leaving it in place would shield neighbors at least 
somewhat from construction activities along Michigan Avenue. 


2. At one time, there was talk of a Ronald McDonald house, that 
would have a residential appearance and relatively low volume of 
traffic. Such a facility could provide a perfect buffer for our 
noighborhood and school. 


3. Alternatively, after ail the concrete, re-rod, and brick that 
Sparrow is contributing to the City, perhaps they owe us a little 
green-space as well. What about a park-like area for the use of 
associates and visitors, with shrubbery, flowers, and park 


benches—perhaps even artwork or afountain—where associates — 


could catch a breath of fresh air and stretch their legs? 


Last week, Dr. Guertin eloquently spoke of the beauties of 
Minneapolis-St. Paul urban area. But the attractions of the Twin 
Cities are more than just architecture and skywalks: they include 
well planned downtown areas where people can congregate and 
relax. These attractions include walkways Closed to vehicle traffic, 
parks along major thoroughfares, and sculpture gardens. It is a city 
where professionals choose to Jive as well as work. 


By approving the rezoning permit for this parking structure, the 
Council is asking the residents of this block to do something that 
none of you nor any of the Sparrow planners would willingly 
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acquiesce to: live adjacent to a 5-story parking structure. This is 
not an environment you would choose to come home to, and it is 
not an environment we would choose to come home to, nor is itan 
environment we would choose to raise our children in. 


The City Council has a responsibility to defend the interests of all 
residents of this city. Therefore, the residents of Eureka street ask 
you and Sparrow Hospital both to move the parking structure 
somewhere else, such as to a location on Michigan Ave., where it 
would not directly encroach on a residential or school zone. 


| firmly believe that with all the creative intelligence in this 
community. that a solution acceptable to all of us can be found.

(p. 45) “Assure that all rehabilitation loans have same rate of 
interest regardless of income of property owner.” 


Clarification: The City cannot assure this. The provision should be 
dropped. 


(p. 46) “Assure that home owners and landlords who do not want to 


participate will be bought out and relocated.” 


Clarification: The City cannot assure this. It would substantially 
alter the budget beyond the financial capability of the City. The 
provision must be dropped. 


(p. 46) “Establish a performance bond pool for contractors.” 
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Clarification:‘To the extent this is feasible and legal according to 
the Attorney's Office” should be added for clarity. 


The Committee therefore recommends that the Lansing City 
Council adopt these changes in the Seven Block Area Develop- 
ment Plan as outlined above prior to its adoption as an ordinance.

MAYOR'S COMMENTS 


Mayor Crawford cautioned candidates for the August Primary and 
November General Elections that placing campaign signs.in the 
public right of way is a violation of election law. Any signs that are 
improperly placed in the public right of way will be removed by the 
Public Service Department. 


COUNCILMEMBER’S COMMENTS 


Councilmember Schmidt announced that the Potter Park Zoo will 
have three free days this week sponsored by Goff Food Stores. 


Councilmember Belen noted that the Eastside Neighborhood 
Organization and the Bingham Street School encouraged City 
Council to approve the Sparrow Hospital Four Point Master Plan. 
Sparrow Hospital will design a ramp that will be favorable to the 
neighborhood. It will not be higher than the building that is there 
now. 


Councilmember Brockwell thanked everyone who expressed 
concern over the health of his father. He is doing well since his 
release from the hospital. He encouraged everyone that has the 
opportunity to visit the Michigan State Botanical Gardens. They are 
exceptionally beautiful right now. 


Councilmember Lilly said that the Sparrow Hospital parking ramp 
received a great deal of consideration by City Council. There may 
not have been a lot of discussion on it last Tuesday night, however, 
that does not mean that they passed over the issue without the 
same kind of attention that they gave to the skywalk. He explained 
that he has been undergoing surgery for the last four weeks for 
treatment of a mild form of skin cancer and cautioned everyone to 
use protection for themselves and their children. 


PUBLIC COMMENTS 


Leah Mink of 1208 Eureka St. thanked Council for allowing her to 
express her concerns regarding the Sparrow Hospital parking 
ramp. She and her fellow residents of Eureka St. are disappointed 
that their concerns were not taken more seriously, but, they will 
work with the Committee to improve the situation as much as 
possible. 


Dennis Albert of 1208 Eureka St. said he has looked at every 
parking structure in Lansing and E. Lansing and has had bad 
experiences in the past with bottles and bricks being thrown off of 
the parking ramp he lived near. Car alarms go off at all hours of the 
night. These things are not compatible with a residential 
neighborhood. 


Virginia Hambril of 218 Jones St. spoke in opposition to the 
Sparrow Hospital parking ramp. This will be the impetus that spurs 
her neighborhood into decline. Alternative options exist for 
Sparrow Hospital. They should locate their parking ramp on 
Michigan Ave. it would be much better for the neighborhood. 


Brian Singer Towns of 1220 Eureka St. said it is always the small 
guy in the neighborhood who gets stepped on. This parking ramp 
will create decline in his neighborhood. 


Richard Berry of 1228 Eureka St. said he and his neighbors did not 
speak last week because they were overwhelmed by the 
contingency from Sparrow Hospital. The existing building, owned 
by Sparrow Hospital, has been renovated four times since it was 
built. Councilmember Beal, he said, is killing their neighborhood. 


Barbara Stanford of 204 Clifford said she is a medical worker and 
has experienced security problems in other medical facility 
parking ramps. Most of them are staffed by security guards who 
escort employees to their cars. She asked if the Ethics Board has 
questioned the validity of Councilmember Benavides’ vote on this 
project. Council should reconsider this issue. 


Marge Ojibway of 429 W. lonia said she thinks Consumers Power is 
charging their customers twice. She noted that the supporters of 
the Sparrow Hospital plan do not live in Lansing. If they did, they 


would feel differently about the Sparrow Hospital proposals. . 


Sparrow is tearing down buildings that could be better used by the 
Citizens, such as the laundromat on Michigan Ave. She suggested 
that Council may want to change the date of the July 26, 1993 
meeting because it is the same day as the United States 
Government employment exam. 


Paget Maynard of 902 W. Shiawassee said that the $80,000,000 
that Sparrow Hospital will spend on their renovation is a lot of 
money. He is glad to see that it will be spent in the city. How many of 
the employees that will be necessitated by this renovation will be 
Lansing residents? Past history has shown that very few of the 
people employed by contractors on projects like this are residents 
of the city. 
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Dorothy Jones of 426 W. Barnes Ave. reminded everyone that 
Friends of Moores Park Pool, along with the City of Lansing, will 
hold the rededication/reunion ceremony for Moores Park on 
Sunday, July 18, 1993. Please come and bringa picnic basket. The 
rededication ceremony will be held at 1:30 P.M. near the pavilion. 
There will be a water demonstration, 3 on 3 basketball tournament, 
a photo display of the park in the past and activities for children. All 
of the park’s facilities will be available for public use. 


Donna Collins of 225 Moores River Dr. joined Mrs. Jones in inviting 
the public to participate in the Moores Park rededication/reunion. 
There will be plenty of shade for anyone who does not wish to be 
out inthe sun. The history committee found that Johnny Wisemuller 
(the original Tarzan) used to high dive from the Moores Park Pool 
diving board. The Park was donated to the City by entrepreneur 
J.H. Moores. 


Lee Shunk, Jr. of 601 Lestie St. asked Councilmember Schmidt to 
contact Ruth Elementary School to arrange for one of their classes 
to lead the Pledge of Allegiance. These are hearing and speech 
impaired kids who would consider this to be an honor. He objected 
to Council allowing thousands of people to come to meetings to 
push the Sparrow Hospital issue. If they are going to allow Sparrow 
to do this, they should only listen to the ones that are residents of 
the city. 


Shelton Phillips of 322 E. Hillsdale spoke in favor of placing 
“Proposition A” on the November ballot. He thinks this method of 
nomination is a good idea, because, it will allow more people to get 
on the ballot. He wants to see more participation in city 
government. He opposes the Sparrow Hospital issue and 
questions how many people employed by the contractors will be 
City residents. 


Russell Greear of 3801 Walton said that he appreciates everyone 
going up here and violating the peoples freedom of speech tonight 
by arresting Mr. Teets. They are letting Sparrow Hospital buy City 
Hall. The people of the City of Lansing do not want this parking 
ramp. City Council should start representing the people of the City 
of Lansing instead of special interest groups. He complained about 
improperty placed yard signs. 


Vivian Bloom of 227 S. Eighth St. said she expected to get 
information about the repair of S. Eighth street in response to her 
earlier request, but did not. Why was one block of her street 
repaired and two blocks left un-repaired? There are big, deep pot 
holes af the intersection of Eighth St. and Kalamazoo. She spoke in 
support of the Sparrow Hospital skywaik. There are trees blocking 
the view of the Capitol anyway. Drivers should be watching the 
road not the view of the Capitol. 


Councilmember Lilly cautioned those people speaking on the 
Sparrow Hospital projects that the rezoning was approved for a 
specitic location. The issue of moving the parking ramp to another 
location is not on the table. Council is willing to set up a committee 
to work with the residents to address their concerns, however, 
Sparrow will not be looking at new locations for this ramp. 


Tom Shields of 1 118 Riley St. said that the view of the Capitol on the 
approach from the East has been unobstructed since 1879, now it 
is gone. Only 1 in 10 of the people from Sparrow Hospital, who 
endorsed the skywalk, lives in Lansing. Who, he asked, elected 
these Councilmembers? 
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Harold Leeman of 529 N. Francis asked what amount was settled 
on for the purchase of the Terry Whitman building. What is the 
status of the buildings next to the Lansing Center? He had heard 
that they were to be demolished this month? He asked Council- 
member Benavides why he did not abstain from the vote on the 
Sparrow Hospital issues last week. Council should reconsider 


. these items. Councilmember Belen responded that the TIFA Board 


concluded the arrangements for one of the storefronts inthe 
building next to the Lansing Center and are in court on others right 
now. They should have these matters cleaned up within a week. 
City Attorney Knot explained that the purchase of the Whitman 
building went to mediation. The building and land was appraised at 
$80,000 to $90,000. That is what the City offered Mr. Whitman. The 
mediation panel came back with a $140,000 counter. They expect 
to offer that amount to Mr. Whitman. 


William Bernstein of 420 Baker St. protested his arrest at the June 
28th City Council meeting. This is not justice. His trial for disturbing 
a public assembly was rigged and he has evidence to prove it. 


Darryl Burgess of 1407 Prospect said that the land on the north 
side of Michigan Ave. is big enough for a renaissance center. It is 
certainly big enough for Sparrow's expansion plans. Their 14 
minute video last week was insulting and he could produce one 


that shows the exact opposite result. If the deal for the sale of the ~ 


Civic Center is not culminated in September of this year, there is a 
chance that it could become the property of the citizens of Lansing 
once again. This building was dedicated to fallen veterans. 


Russ Bedlock of 1913 Harley said that the former Mayor is selling 
insurance. The grass on the Riverwalk at the corner of Turner and 
Clinton is 4 feet high. This is city property and they should maintain 
it. 


Julia Satow of 1210 Eureka St. referred to an article that appeared 
inthe Lansing State Journal which stated that the Lansing Planning 
Board denied the Sparrow Hospital request for the skywalk and 
parking ramp. 


Kevin Hendrickson of 1212 Eureka spoke in opposition to the 
parking ramp on Eureka St. proposed by Sparrow Hospital. 


Tim Lewis of 500 S. Pine asked why President Canady did not 
enforce Rule #19 last week as it applies to requiring large groups to 
appoint spokes persons to state their views. On August 14, and 15, 
a Steam locomotive will be coming through Lansing en-route from 
Flint to Grand Rapids. 


Louis Potoff of 1712 W. Miller asked who the Councilmember for 
his ward ts. He would like them to call him at 882-0593. He would 
like to procure a copy of the City Charter. They need increased 
police protection in his neighborhood. We should not be building 
anymore parking lots in this city. We have enough already. 


Mike Keef of 301 Jones St. said that the Sparrow Hospital parking 
ramp will swing the balance the wrong way and jeopardize his 
neighborhood. in other ways Sparrow has been a good neighbor. 
They could have communicated their plans to the neighborhood 
more effectively. He lives one block from the proposed ramp and 
he never received any notice from them. 


Ken Vaughan of 114 Garden St. said it was the money of the 
citizens of Lansing that paid to defend the dishonest people who 
wrote the early retirement resolution. Council has had five 
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opportunities to rescind that resolution and has failed to do so. The 
people who defined the pian will receive the most benefit from it. 
The tax payers of the city are still the losers. 


Paul Scott of 412 W. Kilborn said the city should leave some 
commercial structures at the corner of Cedar and Michigan to 
support the activities of the Lansing Center. He informed Council 
that the Volunteers of America suffered an arson fire tonight. They 
were filling the need for homeless shelters due to the closing of the 
rotating sanctuary program, but now will not be operational to 
provide shelter for homeless women and children. This makes the 
plight of the homeless critical. He urged the City to offer whatever 
assistance they could. 


Andrew Anthos, no address given, said that Council cannot keep 
arresting people for speaking about things they do not like. 


Gary Andrews of 560 Brookland Blvd. thanked Councilmember 
Schmidt for getting the traffic control concerns in his neighborhood 
before the Traffic Board. He stated his concern over the sewer 


system in the Cedarbrook subdivision. The lines need to be 


Cleaned.

Councilmember Beal said she received a communication from 
Tom Shields of 1118 Riley regarding tall grass & weeds in the 
median of Pennsylvania Ave. and Aurelius Rd. and at the entrances 
to 1-496. She reported receiving calls about an excessive amount 
of signs being put on telephone poles around the city. She asked 
Mayor Crawford to make sure that the city's ordinances regarding 
these matters are being complied with. She requested that the 
Committee of the Whole set a time table for the re-working of the 
wastewater treatment rate ordinance. 


Councilmember Lilly reported receiving calls from residents on 
Bristol Rd. regarding a couple of abandoned, vacant houses on 
Bristol. Vagrants are getting into the houses. He would like to have 
these houses boarded up. The lots are overgrown with tall grass 
and weeds. Neighbors report seeing people at these houses with 
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guns. He requestec that the Mayor look into the reports. 


Councilmember Belen asked her colleagues if they remember 
what happened to the plaque in Durant Park commemorating WWI 
Veterans. If anyone has any information about what might have 
become of this placque please contact her. 


PUBLIC COMMENTS 


Lewis Potoff of 1712 W. Miller Rd. thanked Ron Onuter for giving 
him a free copy of the City Charter at last week's meeting. 
However, you have to be a lawyer to read it. The steps going into 
and out of City Hall should be painted yellow according to State 
law. He reiterated his request for increased police protection in his 
neighborhood from 6:00 P.M. to 7:00 A.M. 


Ken Vaughan of 114 Garden St. spoke regarding the early 
retirement plan and the use of tax payers money to hire outside 
legal counsel to defend it. 


Helen LeBlanc of 2021 Cumberland, Vice President of the Planning 
Board, defended their position on recent issues before City 
Council; the Emanuel First Evangelical Lutheran Church and 
Sparrow Hospital. 


William Hubbell of 1003 W. Cavanaugh said that his apartment 
complex stil! does not have a recycling program in place. The 
owner has informed him that the Institute for Real Estate 
Management has advised complex owners to not comply with the 
ordinance. 


Russell Greear of 3801 Walton Dr. said that his apartment complex 
does not have recycling either. The complex owners do not want to 
go up there and give out bags. City Council should go up here and 
tell these land owners they have to start recycling. Councilmember 
Schmidt, he said, needs to go up there and check out Clifton St. 
They are having a lot of problems and are being treated like third 
Class citizens. The citizenry is going to go up there in the primary 
and vote every one of the councilmembers out of office. 


Ruth Peoples of 1019 Hickory said that the night before last she 
had no less than three different prostitutes practicing out of her 
back yard.

844.18 PEDDLING OR SOLICITING IN PARKS. 

(a) NO LICENSE SHALL BE ISSUED FOR PEDDLING OR 
SOLICITING IN ANY AREAS CONTROLLED BY THE PARKS AND 
RECREATION DEPARTMENT.NO HAWKING, PEDDLING OR 
SOLICITING SHALL BE ALLOWED, AND NO ARTICLE SHALL BE 
EXPOSED OR OFFERED FOR SALE OR BARTER, WITHIN ANY 
PARK, RECREATION AREA, PUBLIC PLACE OR BOULEVARD 
UNDER THE CONTROL OF THE DEPARTMENT, EXCEPT BY 
DEPARTMENT EMPLOYEES OR BY CONCESSIONS FOR 
WHICH PERMITS HAVE BEEN ISSUED.

(b) NO PERSON, WHETHER LICENSED UNDER SECTIONS 
844.01 TO 844.19 OR CHAPTER 1066 OF THE STREETS, 
UTILITIES AND PUBLIC SERVICES CODE, SHALL SELL, HAWK, 
VEND, PEDDLE, SOLICIT OR OTHERWISE DISTRIBUTE ANY 
FOOD OR OTHER ITEMS IN THE AREA CONTAINED WITHIN 
THE FOLLOWING BOUNDARIES: 

1. THAT PORTION OF NORTH GRAND AVENUE BETWEEN 
EAST SAGINAW STREET AND EAST SHIAWASSEE STREET; 

2. THAT PORTION OF EAST SAGINAW STREET BETWEEN 
NORTH GRAND AVENUE AND NORTH CEDAR STREET; 

3. THAT PORTION OF NORTH CEDAR STREET BETWEEN 
EAST SAGINAW STREET AND EAST SHIAWASSEE STREET; 
AND 

4. THAT PORTION OF EAST SHIAWASSEE STREET BE- 
TWEEN NORTH GRAND AVENUE AND NORTH CEDAR STREET, 

THIS PROHIBITION SHALL ALSO APPLY TO THE AREAS 
KNOWN AS THE CITY MARKET PARKING LOT AND MILL 
STREET, DURING ANY FESTIVAL, SHOW OR FAIR WHICH IS 
SPONSORED OR COSPONSORED BY THE CITY AND HELD IN 
RIVERFRONT PARK, UNLESS THE PERSON HAS FIRST OB-

MAYOR'S COMMENTS 


Mayor Crawford thanked the Banasches'’ for the beautiful dinner 
and party tonight preceeding the Council meeting. It was a nice 
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kick-off for this event. He announced that the City, in an attempt to 
preserve trees within the 30 year CSO project, has engaged the 
services of an Arborist, Chris Smith, of Smith Landscaping. 


COUNCILMEMBER’'S COMMENTS 


Councilmember Beal said she was happy to have this meeting in 
the First Ward. She said she has received several complaints about 
a situation at Hunter Park. Since the elimination of the Parks Police 
last year the neighborhood has been experiencing severe 
problems at the Park with fighting and children being accosted. 
She has spoken with the staff at Hunter Park. They feel there are a 
lot more problems there since the elimination of the Parks Police. 
She requested a follow-up report from the Police Department to 
see what the impact really is from the elimination of this portion of 
the police department. She asked Mayor Crawford to look into the 
problems at Hunter Park. 


Councilmember Benavides, said there are still problems between 
the neighborhood and Neo’s over their cabaret license. The 
neighborhood feels that Neo's should be closed permanently. He 
has received a number of communications regarding this subject 
and would like to have the matter revisited. He believes that the 
Committees on Public Safety, General Services and the Mayor's 
Office should take this item very seriously. He was given the 
information that the District Office set up in Cranbrook Apartments 
is never open and the officer is never there. President Canady 
asked Mayor Crawford for an update regarding this situation as 
soon as possible. Mayor Crawford said work on the update will 
begin tomorrow and he will have the report by Thursday's 
Committee of the Whole meeting. 


Councilmember Ford said that he has spoken to the owner of 
Neo’s, their attorney Mr. Zavidil and the Manager of Cranbrook. He 
asked that when this issue is revisited the Committees go full circle 
and touch all bases. He announced a “Three on Three” basketball, 
tournament this Sunday at Walsh Park. He thanked the Banasches’ 
for the dinner this evening. 


Councilmember Brockwell asked everyone to be very careful in 
leaving the Park tonight. The ground is very uneven and could be 
unsafe. He thanked the Banasches' for dinner this evening and 
Ron Onufer, Karen Schmidt and the staff of Continental Cablevi- 
sion for arranging the televising of tonight’s meeting. 


Councilmember Belen reminded her colleagues that when the 
cabaret license for Neo’s was approved she was assured that 
there would be no problems with it. 


Councilmember Schmidt thanked everyone who worked on 
making this outdoor meeting a success. She thanked Chief of 
Police Boles for the badge that Officer Glasscock distributed to 
Councilmembers earlier this evening. She urged everyone present 
to use caution when leaving the meeting tonight. 


Council President Canady thanked the Banasches'’ for providing 
the dinner tonight. He regrets being unable to attend, but 
appreciates their efforts. 


PUBLIC COMMENTS 


Roger Wilson of 1800 Herbert St. said that the Fabulous Acres 
Neighborhood has been promised that a park will be developed in 
their area since 1984. This neighborhood group has worked very 
hard to make this a nicer place to live. They were told that the park 
was being delayed because of contamination at the site. They 
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have since learned that there never was any contamination and 
feel that the city has been involved in lies anda cover-up situation. 
There was $52,000 in federally funded money that was to be 
applied to the development of their park and they feel that it has 
been spent in another area. They are not willing to wait any longer 
for a park they have been waiting 10 years for. 


Ruth Heuer of 111 Garden St. said that the Fabulous Acres 
Neighborhood group is in possession of documentation regarding 
the development and funding for this park that the City cannot 
seem to find. 


Larry Heuer of 119 Garden St. said that his mother has been trying 
to get this park built since he was a kid. He is now fully grown and 
has kids of his own living in the same neighborhood. He wants this 
park built for them. 


Rudy Barnhill of 1705 Martin spoke in support of the park for 
Fabulous Acres neighborhood. 


Andrew Anthos, no address given, spoke regarding his D.O.M.E. 
project. He asked Mayor Crawford for a written endorsement of his 
project. 


Tim Lewis of 500 S. Pine told everyone that they have a chance to 
speak on August 3, 1993 at the primary election. Councilmember 
Belen, he said, has been on Council for 37 years. 


Lee Shunk, Jr. of 601 Leslie said that the public nuisance 
ordinance needs to be amended in terms of the provisions for the 
Cutting of tall grass and weeds. It needs to include government 
property too. The City should not require citizens to do something it 
does not require of itself, or, other governmental entities. 


Russell Greear of 3801 Walton Dr. said he has seen many 
campaign signs in the right of way. The City needs to go up there 
and start enforcing the law about these signs. The City also needs 
to do something about all of the roaches at the Senior Citizens 
Complex on Washington Ave. 


GerretHouson of 1511 S. Washington asked what has happened to 
the finishing and buffering of the parking lot on the Diamond Reo 
Property. He wants to expand his business and needs Council to 
make a decision on this property. 


Paget Maynard of 902 W. Shiawassee said that he believes in 
parks for kids to play in. This community has waited all these years 
for their park. This shows that it is time for a change. Taxpayers 
should be able to look at the way candidates spend money on their 
Campaign and see how their tax dollars will be spent. 


Tom Shields of Riley spoke regarding the previously unobstructed 
view of the capital building. 


Alexander Bolt of 1230 Reo Rd. noted that August 3, 1993, National 
Night Out Against Crime is also the date of the Primary election in 
Lansing. He urged everyone to vote. Statistics show that one thing 
that relates directly to crime is the economic climate. To improve 
the economy we need to get government off the backs and out of 
the pockets of the people. 


Michael Heddin of 1812 Alpha spoke regarding his letter on 
tonight's agenda regarding the expansion of the Corner Kitchen 
restaurant. This neighborhood does not want another parking lot 
going in. Councilmember Belen suggested that a Building 
Inspector be sent out to cite these people. They have done this 
same type of thing in the past. 
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Steve Gobel of 1808 Alpha spoke regarding the expansion of the 
Corner Kitchen and said that he is afraid that this property owner 
will go ahead with the expansion regardless of whether or not he 
has the proper permits and pay the consequences later. His 
property would be the most affected by this expansion, and he 
would like Council to keep on top of this. 


Harold Leeman of 529 N. Francis asked Councilmember Brockwell 
if the Rental Property Registration Program printout had been 
updated. Where, he asked, did the issue of Prigooris Park go? 


Lloyd Teets of 116 E. Elm St. urged the residents to vote the 
incumbents out in the August 3, 1993 Primary election. 


Beverly Miller of 413 Pearl said there is a suspicious looking plant 
growing on the Riverwalk at the Turner St. intersection. The grass 
at the North end of High St. needs to be cut. Neo’s should not be 
closed because of Cranbrook Apartments. Cranbrook has police 
Calls about fights, and loud music at their location too. These kids 
need someplace to go and Council should give Neo's another 
chance. 


Thelma Osteen of 416 Beaver said they need the weeds cut at her 
end of Cedar and Pearl Streets. She thanked Councilmember 
Belen for always being responsive to her calls and willing to help 
with her problems. She criticized Councilmember Beal for failing to 
attend their Neighborhood meetings. Councilmember Beal 
responded that she cannot attend their meetings because of the 
excessive cigarette smoke. 


Ken Vaughan of 114 Garden St. said he does not agree with the 
sale of city parks property.

SCHEDULED PUBLIC HEARINGS 


A. In Consideration of an Amendment Adding a New Chapter, 
Chapter 1217, To Provide for the Use of Community Development 
Block Grant Funds to Prevent and Eliminate Conditions of Blight 
and Deterioration 


Harold Leeman of 529 N. Francis asked for an explanation of 
Councilmember Lilly's suspension items. Why was this public 
hearing pulled? Councilmember Lilly responded that when the 
public hearing was set enough time was not allowed to give the 
required public notice. This ordinance relates to the way funds 
from Community Development Block Grants could be used in 
certain areas. It would allow the city to sell a percentage of HUD 
renovated homes to a higher income bracket than previously 
allowed. 


Lloyd Teets of 116 E. Elm said that we have an opportunity to 
correct the language in this ordinance to give it better meaning. He 
stated that this ordinance is poorly written. He is opposed to 


allowing people with higher incomes to purchase houses that have 
been renovated with C.D.B.G. funds. 


Rick Kibbey of 300 Shepard St. said he is not certain what this 
ordinance is supposed to do. Does it change procedural issue on 
the Seven Block Area, or, does it change the use of CDBG funds? 
Community Development Block Grant funds are in high demand. 


There is more need than funds available. The ordinance, he said, - 


needs more specificity. It opens the door to the use of CDBG funds 
extremely wide. He asked for a time and date line for the passage of 
this ordinance. 


Councilmember Lilly said this ordinance is in response to an audit 
of the City’s transactions with HUD. In the course of conducting the 
audit HUD found the City to be in non-compliance with some of its’ 
guidelines and suggested this ordinance as a way to place into the 
code the definition of what constitutes a blighted district. HUD has 
agreed to lift the restrictions on the audit if we adopt this ordinance. 
That is all this ordinance does. It does not affect the Seven Block 
Area at all. 


Debra Mulcahey of S. Genesee Dr. said that Council wants to take 
the limited CDBG funds available for low-income property and 
allow upper income people to use them. Developers who purchase 
these houses and renovate them for resale must sell them at a 
marketable price. If they price the houses too high and are then 
unable to sell them, they must face the consequences of their own 
actions. If this program had been administrated properly in the first 
place, there would not be a problem between HUD and the City. 


John Duley, President of the Greater Lansing Housing Coalition 
asked what the ordinance allows the City to do with CDBG monies 
and who would be the recipient of this action. 


Sid Worthington, Interim Director of the Department of Planning 
and Neighborhood Development said that this situation revolves 
around the misinterpretation of federal guidelines. These are 
adjusted every year through the HUD auditing process. They were 
mistaken in the understanding that 70% of these properties could 
be sold to low and moderate income levels and 30% to people who 
do not meet these guidelines. HUD has determined that they may 
only sell to people who do not fall within the low to moderate 
income guidelines unless this area is designated as a blighted 
district. 


Councilmember Belen stated that the object of this ordinance is to 
clear up an error that occurred before the current administration 
took office and to protect CDBG money. 


Beverly Miller of 413 Pearl said she hopes this ordinance does not 
ask the City to violate HUD guidelines. She is discouraged by the 
fact that the City uses the North end of town to secure these funds 
and then spends them to build roads rather than to renovate 
homes. 


Ken Vaughan of 114 Garden St. asked for the definition of “low to 
moderate income”. The City should require the purchasers of 


these houses to live in them for five years. He is opposed to this 
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ordinance because he is afraid that some developer will purchase 
these houses, fix them up, and then rent them out. He would like a 
copy of the document from HUD requesting that the city adopt this 
ordinance. He requested that he be given the name and address of 
the individual that the city is dealing with at HUD. Mr. Worthington 
informed Mr. Vaughan that the low to moderate income level is 
$38,000 for a family of four. 


B. In consideration of the sale of City Owned Vacant Land on the 
North Side of the 300 Block of Baker St. 


Lloyd Teets of 116 E. Elm said that the City has to sell this property 
at bargain basement prices because they parceled the property 
out. He had hoped that the sale of these properties would have 
created new employment possibilities. 


Richard Rolf of 3426 Tuscany, Grand Rapids, MI, the new owner of 
Hagar Fox, said that he expects to double his business in the next 
five years which will increase employment in the City. He plans to 
develop 2 of the 4 acres and put up a 2004 square foot building. 


Del Maynard of 2017 Culver said the sale of this property to Hagar 
Fox is a good deal for the city. He has had business dealings with 
them through his plumbing and air conditioning business. They are 
a good company and it will be good to get this property back onto 
the tax rolls. The City must concentrate on getting residents back 
into the downtown area. If we do this, then businesses will follow to 
address the needs of the residents. 


PUBLIC COMMENT 


Harold Leeman of 529 N. Francis asked if the money from the 
Magic Johnson Golf Tournament fund raiser had come in yet. He 
asked that the Council make sure that the rental property 
registration program is updated ona timely basis. He asked that the 
Claim of Michael Godfrey be pulled and that Councilmember Ford 
makes sure that he did not fall through the cracks in the Human 
Relations and Community Services Department. He wants to make 
sure that Bath Township residents are notified of the Public 
Hearing for the sale of Pregooris Park. Council, he said, should 
make sure everything is done correctly on the Seven Block Area 
and that this issue does not come back to haunt them. 


Lloyd Teets of 116 E. Elm said that the rental property registration 
program is an ill conceived plan. After all of this time all rental 
housing should be up to code, but, he does not believe that it is. He 
protested the portion of the Seven Block Development ordinance 
that deals with the purchase of the Union Baptist Church. 


Russell Greear of 3801 Walton Dr. protested the resolution placing 
language for the sale of a portion of Tecumseh Park on the 
November Ballot. 


Eric Clark of 6070 S. Logan spoke in support of the rezoning of 
6066 and a portion of 6070 S. Dr. Martin Luther King, Jr. 
Bivd./Logan Street. He owns the property and would like to 
develop it before winter. 


Del Maynard of 2017 Culver spoke in support of the resolution 
approving the sale of Pregooris Park. 


Hulon T. Benson, no address given, spoke in support of the Seven 
Block Development Area ordinance. He praised Councilmembers 
for their work on this project.

The single biggest obstacle to increasing time spent on 
inspections is the number of weed, trash, and paint complaints 
required to be handled.

Betty Kost of 1425 Mcintyre Crt. said that she has received 
Campaign literature from the incumbents saying that they did not 
know that Jim Blair and Terry McKane would be eligible for early 
retirement. If that is the case, it represents dereliction of duty. This 
is one of the many reasons not to vote for the incumbents. 


Ken Vaughan of 114 Garden St. said that he would not become 
involved in mud-slinging in this campaign. However, he urges 
everyone not to vote for either the incumbents or Mr. Hollister. His 
investigation of the early retirement plan disclosed existing 
problems with almost every aspect of City Government. Every 
Department is tainted by illegal, unethical practices because of 
larcenous leadership. 


Alma Miatech 1434 Pontiac St. pled with City Council for help with 
the homeless problem. She asked for the revision of Rule #19. 


Alexander Bolt, no address given, said that he wants the voters in 
tomorrow's election to know that there is a lot of special interest 
money floating around that is financing the campaigns of the 
incumbents. Special interest does not represent the people of the 
city of Lansing. He asked everyone who votes tomorrow to vote for 
trust, justice, freedom, and change. 


Shelton Phillips, no address given, wished luck to all candidates in 
tomorrow's election. He spoke in support of the proposal to change 
the manner in which a candidates name gets on the ballot. 


Del Maynard of 2017 Culver spoke against re-electing incum- 
bents. David Hollister, he said, is also a professional politician. 


Beverly Miller, no address given, criticized Councilmember Beal 
for only attending one meeting of the North Lansing Neighborhood 
Association. She goes to Councilmember Schmidt with her 
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problems, she said, because she does not get representation from 
her elected representative. She asked Councilmembers to go 
down and look at the Railroad tracks on Clifton Street. The work 
done on these tracks is the shabbiest she has ever seen. She 
wants to know why all of the businesses are moving out of north 
Lansing. 


Ammahad Shekarrakki of 902 W. Willow St. asked why the 
residents of Lansing keep electing the same representatives over 
and over again. Our neighborhoods and City are dying. If you want 
change, get rid of these politicians. 


William Bernstein of 420 Baker St. spoke about the monstrosity that 
was committed against him. 


Michael Heddin of 1812 Adelpha protested the expansion of the 
Corner Kitchen Restaurant in his neighborhood. Wednesday, July 
28, 1993 another dump truck showed up and dumped another load 
of gravel on this lot. He asked if this situation can be placed on the 
agenda for discussion at the next Physical Development 
Committee meeting. Councilmember Lilly agreed to place this item 
on the agenda and asked neighborhood representatives to attend 
the meeting to address their concerns. He asked Mayor Crawford 
to check with the Building Department to see if they have done 
anything about inspecting this expansion and to see if any permits 
have been pulled. Mayor Crawford said that he will report on his 
findings Thursday at the Committee meeting. 


Steve Gobel of Adelpha said the expansion of the Corner Kitchen 
on S. Pennsylvania is the beginning of the destruction of his 
neighborhood.

Bob Tresize of 834 Fred St. #11 spoke in support of the resolution 
setting forth rules and regulations of the Multi-family recycling 
ordinance. These apartment owners are behaving shamefully, he 
said. He suggested that potential tenants of apartment complexes 
inquire as to whether or not the complex they are interested in living 
in is in compliance with the recycling ordinance, and if not, do not 
rent from them.

Lewis Pothoff of 1712 W. Miller thanked Hager Fox for buying part 
of the Diamond Reo property. He disapproved of the sale of beer 
and wine at Riverfront park for the Riverfest. The city does not need 
any more drunk drivers, he said. He called the Lansing Center the 
ugliest eyesore in the entire city.

RULES AND REGULATIONS 


MANDATORY RECYCLING AT MULTI-FAMILY DWELLINGS 
(Under Recycling Ordinance, Chapter 1063.03) 


The following rules and regulations are hereby promulgated as 
provided for in Chapter 1063.03 (b). 


1. Tenant or Resident Payments for Recycling Collection 
Service: 
a) Any recycling program that causes the tenant or resident to 
pay ona volume basis for recycling collection service is not 
acceptable under the city ordinance. 
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Requiring residents to pay a volume-based fee in order to 
participate in a recycling program is not as convenient as 
non-volume based refuse collection service (where the cost is 
included in the monthly rent). 


b) Bag-based recycling collection service is an acceptable 
system for on-site recycling, providing that tenants or residents are 
not required to purchase bags in order to participate in the 


‘recycling program. 


Cc) As with other solid waste services, tenants or residents shall 
not be limited to the volume of materials they can recycle ata given 
cost per the requirements in subsection (d) below. 


d) Owners may not cover the cost of a recycling collection 
program at a multi-family dwelling property, except by one of the 
following: 


i) include the cost of the recycling collection service in the rent 
as with landfill-bound solid waste collection, and other apartment 
services; 


ii) inform the tenant of the charge for the recycling service ata 
multi-family dwelling property together with the tenant's (per 
household) cost for landfill-bound solid waste collection and 
disposal. 


2. Curbside Recycling Service: 
Curbside recycling is commonly referred in the recycling industry 
and in government policies as a service where recycling collection 
is provided to households by using collection bins that are placed 
by the resident along the curb or street directly in front of their 
house, or multi-family dwelling unit. 


For the purposes of meeting the requirements of the Recycling 
Ordinance, a multi-family dwelling recycling system may be 
considered as “curbside recycling” ifthe collection point for 
household recycling containers for any multi-family dwelling unit is 
located no further than the curb, or parking area in front of the 
building where a given multi-family dwelling unit is located.

Lloyd Teets of 116 E. Elm thanked the 2,242 people who voted for 
him. He stated that he got more votes, per campaign dollar spent, 
than any other candidate. 


Linda Pothoff of 1712 W. Miller Rd. asked what happens to money 
from the State of Michigan Lotto? She had the understanding that it 
would be going to the schools. City Hall should be handicap 
accessible, she said. 


Lewis Pothoff of 1712 W. Miller said he asked nearly a month ago to 
have his ward councilmember contact him. To date, Council- 
member Benavides has not called. He requested that the steps at 
the entrance to City Hall be painted yellow. 


Dale Johnson of 1015 S. Washington thanked City Council. His 
neighborhood, he said, is shaping up very nicely. 


Harold Leeman of 529 N. Francis said that Mayor Crawford needs 
to deal with the realities of the Pennsylvania Avenue corridor 
between Kalamazoo and |-496. These shootings are the reality of 
this area. He reported that the median at the corner of N. Logan and 
Grand River needs to be mowed. 


Frank Curtis “X” of 1137 W. Allegan spoke regarding the murders 
of Rodney King and Malice Green. The black man wants 
reparation. 


Andrew Anthos, no address given, said the problems on 
Pennsylvania Ave. seem insurmountable. He thanked Council- 
member Lilly for supporting his D.O.M.E. project. Council must find 
a way to pay for the Lansing Center. They should lower the parking 
rates. 


Ken Vaughan of 114 Garden St. suggested that city residents be 
issued punch cards worth free trips to the Potter Park Zoo. The city 
should close the parking system and file bankruptcy on it. We are in 
a war with drug dealers and it is time for drastic measures. 


Tim Lewis of 500 S. Pine said it seems as if Council cannot do 
anything about the drug problem and violence in the city. This 
Saturday a steam train will be coming through town enroute from 
Plymouth to Holland. 


Mark Parker of 1020 Prospect quoted from a newspaper article 
reporting 74 sites in and around Lansing that have ground water 
contamination, although this poses no threat to the City’s wells, we 
should have a plan for containing the contamination and keeping 
the ground water clean in the rest of the area. 


Gary Andrews of 560 Brookland Blvd. said that he tried to save a 
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piece of the Diamond REO legacy for the city by having the site 
named as an historic site and having a historic marker erected. 
What has happened to the marker that was to be erected on this 
site?

MAYOR'S EXECUTIVE ASSISTANT’S COMMENTS 


Mr. Frazier reminded everyone that the City will host the Car Capital 
Festival August 27 through 29th in commemoration of Oldsmo- 
bile’s presence in our city for the last 96 years. He invited everyone 
to attend. Mayor Crawford announced that the Volunteers of 
America have suffered another fire. They are not certain of the 
cause of today’s fire, it is under investigation. 


COUNCILMEMBER'S COMMENTS 


Council President Canady reminded all candidates from the 
August 1993 Primary Election that election law dictates that their 
yard signs must be removed no later than 5 days following the date 
of the election. Several candidates still have their signs up and are 
requested to remove them. 


Councilmember Ford reported receiving calls from residents on 
Brook Street. They live across from St. Joseph Park and have 
asked that the tall grass and weeds in the park be taken care of by 
the Parks & Recreation Department. They have not gotten any 
response from Parks and Recreation because they say there are 
plans to build a football field in that section of the park. The 
residents are requesting that the tall grass and weeds be taken 
care of in the interim. 


Councilmember Schmidt said that the rape incident in the second 
ward last weekend has frightened the neighborhood very badly. 
There had been some problem with the street lighting in this 
neighborhood. The Board of Water & Light has installed temporary 
lighting to help minimize future danger. She indicated her concern 
that there are many other areas in the City that are under 
construction and may be without street lights. Whenever an area is 
under construction and without permanent street lights for any 
significant period of time, it is the responsibility of the Board of 
Water & Light to arrange for emergency lighting for those residents. 
The incident last weekend is a classic example of the protection 
that government has the responsibility to provide to its’ people. 
Residents had called the Board of Water & Light and complained 
about their street lights being out. The Police Department has 
made it clear that yard lights and street lights are the biggest 
deterrent to crime. 


Mayor Crawford told Councilmember Schmidt that he talked to 
Joseph Pandy, Executive Director of the Board of Water & Light 
today. No one in the Mayor's Office, nor in Council Offices, was 
informed of this problem. He has requested that the Board notify 
the City when street lights have to be turned off and they have 
agreed to do so. 


AUGUST 16, 1993 


Councilmember Benavides said that he asked Mr. Pandy last week 
for a list of all streets in the City that the Board had targeted to 
replace the lighting in. Mr. Pandy indicated to him that they had a 
list compiled. This list would be a valuable tool to the City. He is 
concerned over reports that the temporary, emergency lighting 
being erected by the Board is not effective. He has received 
reports stating that the equipment used is not stable in strong 
winds. 


Councilmember Lilly asked Mayor Crawford for a meeting to 
discuss concerns that the Police and Fire Departments have 
regarding today’s fire at the Volunteers of America. Mayor 
Crawford indicated that he would be happy to set up a meeting 
anytime. 


PUBLIC COMMENTS 


Douglas Fairbanks of 525 E. Mt. Hope said he thinks the Lansing 
Center is the best thing to ever hit the Lansing area. Council 
displayed great vision when they approved construction of this 
facility. 


Paul Scott of 412 W. Kilborn appealed to anyone in the audience 
tonight who may have information about who is causing these fires 
at the Volunteers of America. He believes that this fire is a product 
of arson. This agency is trying very hard to help people who need 
help the most. If you know who this is, please help the VOA by 
reporting them to the Police Department. 


Russell Greear of 3801 Walton Dr. said that Council needs to go up 
there and start realizing that they need to protect 100% of the 
public. They need to make sure that they know what is going on. 
That is makeshift lighting out there. Those people need safety. 
They need Council to go up there and protect the people in this 
town. ? 


Russell Terry of 121 E. Mt. Hope said that Council is devoting too 
much time to making sure that people sign in. The fringe benefits 
ordinance will not hold water, he said. Fringe benefits for elected 
Officials should be subject to down grading, if the economical 
Climate worsens. He sympathized with the employees of the 
Quality Dairy on Pennsylvania and Kalamazoo who will lose hours 
if the store is forced to close early. 


Paget Maynard of 902 W. Shiawassee said it must be true that nice 
guys finish last and that is why he finished last in the August 
Primary Election. He will be back, he said. Elected officials should 
not be eligible for retirement benefits. 


Mary Massoglia of 2911 Cooley Dr. thanked everyone who worked 
on her campaign and the over 2,000 residents who voted for her. 
The ordinance on fringe benefits should include “at-will” 
employees and is too little too late now that the damage has 
already been done. 


Todd Heywood of 221 E. St. Joseph said that the City of Lansing 
needs to provide something for young people to do. No one 
represents their needs. City Council needs to be more responsive 
to the needs of people who live in lower income neighborhoods 
instead of worrying only about their plush homes. 


Councilmember Ford objected to Mr. Heywood’s assumption that 
Councilmembers all live in plush homes in ritzy parts of town. 
Councilmember Brockwell, he said, lives on Bancroft Ct. off of 
Butler. He, himself, lived on N. Chestnut when he was elected to 
Council. He knows what poverty is all about and has gone without 
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food and proper clothing. Council works very hard to get jobs into 
the downtown area. The statements Mr. Heywood has made are 
not fair. All Councilmembers are concerned about every age group 
and economical strata in the City. 


Council President Canady said that Mr. Heywood’s comments 
were not constructive, or well informed. If Mr. Heywood wants to 
help and has ideas, he is happy to meet with him to talk about his 
ideas, however he should not insult Councilmembers without just 
Cause. 


Councilmember Lilly said that he senses Mr. Heywood's 
frustration, however, he has never been contacted by him. He 
(Lilly) is very active with youth in the community. He is a youth 
director at his church and a football coach at Everett High School. 
Mr. Heywood should attend Committee meetings to express his 
concerns and see specifically wnat can be done about them. 


Lloyd Teets of 116 E. Elm said he has given slews of suggestions to 
Council regarding Rule #19. He advised Councilmember Ford to 
keep this rule simple, but his advice was ignored. There will be law 
suits against this rule. He warned people in the city that their water 
rates are going to go up. He accused Mayor Crawford of using 
political motivation in proposing the fringe benefit ordinance. 


Mayor Crawford denied this allegation. If his motivation had been 
political, he would have proposed this legislation before the 
primary. 


Lee Shunk, Jr. of 601 Leslie St. said that the problems at the Quality 
Dairy at the corner of Pennsylvania and Kalamazoo do not stem 
from how late the store is kept open. Shutting this store down early 
will only hurt the stores revenues and services to the community. 
Maybe the store needs more lighting, or the neighborhood needs a 
beat cop to walk the area. That would move the criminals out of this 
area into another one, then maybe they could be caught. He 
thanked Council for getting the “do not walk” light on Kalamazoo 
St. fixed. Fringe benefits, he said, should be put on the ballot to 
allow the voters to decide. 


Clyde Smith of 6615 E. Galaway Circle stated that he was 
appearing on behalf of Officer Bruce Ferguson who was forced to 
resign from the Lansing Police Department in March of this year for 
the performance of his duties in 1989. He, himself, was brought up 
on the same charges. These charges against him were dismissed 
by Judge Paula Manderfield and by the Internal Affairs Division of 
the Lansing Police Department. He has since been reinstated to 
his duties in LPD. The reason he is here is because Bruce 
Ferguson has not received the same consideration. He is still 
working three jobs trying to support his family. This was an injustice 
that should not have happened. He thanked all of his supporters 
and the members of his family that stood by him. it is time for City 
Council to take a stance on this issue and try to help Mr. Ferguson. 


Andrew Anthos, no address given, waived his speaking time in 
view of the emergency alarms being sounded in City Hall.

THE COMMITTEE ON PUBLIC SAFETY, to whom was referred the 
suggestion to adopt an ordinance that would allow the City to seize 
and sell by auction vehicles belonging to persons actively involved 
in prostitution, similar to the ordinance in use by the City of 
Portland, Oregon, 


REPORTS AS FOLLOWS: The City Attorney has provided the 
Committee with an extensive report comparing Portland’s 
ordinance to the procedure used until recently by Wayne County 
under the Michigan Public Nuisance statute. The procedure used 
under the statute, according to the Attorney, was challenged and 
sustained in Circuit Court, but has been stricken by the Michigan 
Court of Appeals less than a month ago. Appeal has been made to 
the Michigan Supreme Court. Until this action is finally determined 
by the Courts, the City Attorney believes that seizure of vehicles 
used in conjunction with acts of prostitution can no longer be 
legally done in Michigan. 


The Committee complimented the City Attorney on the research 
effort that produced his excellent report, and has requested that 
copies of the report be provided to all Councilmembers. 


Committee Member Ford asked the Attorney and LPD to resume 
their investigation into procurement of a storage lot and plans fora 
seizure program if the Court of Appeals decision is reversed.

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tive Action, and prevailing wage requirements under State of 
Michigan monitoring and control. 


Currently, the City receives $696 in property tax from the 
undeveloped parcel. Once developed, under current statute, the 
building and property are anticipated to generate PILOT revenues 
in the amount of $6,384. Were the development to proceed without 
an abatement property taxes would be approximately $24,000. The 
City will also receive approximately $14,000 from permit fees. 


The Financial Impact Statement is hereby approved by the 
Committee, and this matter is now referred to the Physical 
Development Committee for final review and disposal.

no less than 3 inches in diameter, at the time of planting, shall be 
placed in an area located between the sidewalk and the roadway 
on both Moores River Drive and Woodlawn Avenue with 
appropriate spacing, sets the parking lot away from the sidewalk 
and Moores River Drive between 6 and 8 feet as shown on the May

3. That a 6 foot high solid wood fence will be established along

Mr. Freeman 
thanked the Mayor for this recognition.

Lloyd Teets of 116 E. Elm St. spoke in support of this ordinance. He 
is in favor of ‘Beat Cops’ for every neighborhood with a need. The 
one in his neighborhood has had a tremendous impact on the drug 
and prostitution problems they used to experience. 


Douglas Fairbanks of 525 E. Mt. Hope spoke in support of this 
amendment and of Mayor Crawford's vision for the city. 


Harold Leeman of 529 N. Francis asked which neighborhood will 
be the recipient of the officer and why does this designate FY 92-93 
funds? Councilmember Benavides said the neighborhood has not 
been identified as yet and requested that the Internal Auditor 
answer the question regarding identification of funding. Greg 
Koessel, Internal Auditor explained that the Federal Fiscal Year 
ends September 30th, and their unexpended funds can be carried 
over from one year to another. 


Russell Greear of 3801 Walton said we need more police 
substations and said that Council needs to ‘go up there’ and put 
Police Officers on Pennsylvania where we had five shootings.

B. In consideration of an amendment to provide for a Service 
Charge in Lieu of Taxes for dwelling units in Twin Oaks Meadows 
low-income, senior citizen complex including: 


1. Agreement to prefer City of Lansing firms in the construction of 
Twin Oaks 


2. Agreement to prohibit transfer of the Developer during 
construction of Twin Oaks 


Ken Vaughan of 114 Garden St. asked who the sponsors of this 
Complex are, why they will be required to guarantee only 15% of 
the contracts go to Lansing businesses, and what happens to the 
service charge if the property changes hands. Councilmember 
Benavides answered that the sponsor is the State of Michigan 
through the Housing Development Authority (MSHDA). The terms 
of the agreement will be 35 years. The caveats were negotiated by 
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the City Attorney. This is the first time in the history of this type of 
agreement thal a municipality has been allowed to impose 
restrictions of this type. City Attorney Knot explained that the 
Caveats are agreements with the developers, they do not affect 
MSHDA at all, however, MSHDA does enforce the provisions of the 
contract so that nothing jeopardizes the project. 


Lloyd Teets of 116 E. Elm St. asked how the service charge 
compares with the amount of taxes that would be paid for this 
property after development, and how much money will come into 
the city for the fee? Councilmember Benavides said that the 
amount of the fee is derived by a formula and they do not know the 
exact amount at this time. 


Douglas Fairbanks of 525 E. Mt. Hope asked how many units there 
are and what constitutes low income? Councilmember Benavides 
informed him that there would be 63 units and MSHDA guidelines 
establish the income level. 


Harold Leeman of 529 N. Francis asked who the owner of the 
Development Company is. Councilmember Benavides answered, 
Centrum. Mr. Leeman requested the names of the owners of 
Centrum. Councilmember Benavides gave him the name of Robert 
Ancel of Centrum Development. Mr. Leeman asked where this 
development would be located. Councilmember Benavides 
answered that it would be located at the corner of Burneway and 
Waverly. 


Russell Greear of 3801 Walton asked how many units in this 
development would be reserved for the handicapped? Council- 
member Benavides announced that Mr. Ancel is available for 
questions from the public regarding the specifics of the complex. 
Councilmember Lilly announced that this issue will be taken up by 
the Physical Development Committee at their meeting this 
Thursday at 3:00 P.M. Councilmember Schmidt said that she is 
in possession of a packet of detailed information regarding the 
project that she received from Mr. Ancel. 


REFERRED TO THE COMMITTEE ON WAYS AND MEANS 
PUBLIC COMMENT 


Lee Shunk, Jr. of 601 Leslie St. stated his opposition to building a 
stadium for a Minor League Baseball Team in the city. Too many 
residents of the city are underemployed and make only enough 
money to survive on. This should be put on the back burner until 
that problem is solved. 


Ken Vaughan of 114 Garden St. said that Lansing should have 
some kind of sporting thing going on. It would be good for the 
people, young and old alike. The only objection he has is financing 
through the use of taxpayers money. 


Lloyd Teets of 116 E. Elm St. said he supports the concept of a 
minor league baseball team in Lansing only if private investors 
raise the money to build the stadium. He is opposed to the 
Wastewater Treatment Rate ordinance because of the structure of 
the rates. 


Tim Lewis of 500 S. Pine St. #1015 said he would love to see a 
minor league baseball team come to the city, but he has concerns 
about who will pay for it. The city, he said, is ina big financial crunch 
and tax payers cannot afford to subsidize a team in this city. This 
project would be okay if the private sector finances the stadium. 
Regarding the Cable retransmission consent law, he has already 
seen some juggling of channels on Continental Cablevision. 


SEPTEMBER 7, 1993 


Douglas Fairbanks of 525 E. Mt. Hope suggested that parking fees 
for the proposed baseball stadium be included in the ticket price. 
He commended Councilmember Benavides and his work at Cristo 
Rey Community Center. 


Mark Eggleston of 4001 Heathgate spoke in support of building a 
minor leaque baseball stadium in the city and suggested the old 
Harry Hill site as a location. There are baseball fields already there, 
vacant land nearby to accommodate parking needs, and itis close 
to |-496. They could finance the stadium by adding a surcharge to 
the price of each ticket sold. He urged Council not to let this 
wonderful opportunity escape. 


Harold Leeman of 529 N. Francis said the city needs a consumer 
oriented consultant to assist the Cable Advisory Board with the 
new cable law. Councilmember Ford said that we have a very 
knowledgeable assistant to that board in the form of Mr. Onufer. Mr. 
Leeman objected that Mr. Onufer is not consumer oriented. He 
asked for more information about the transfer that will be approved 
tonight. The proposal for a minor league baseball team in the city is 
a big joke, he said. Municipal Park and Ranney Park are both under 
used and Michigan State University is looking to build a baseball 
stadium. He accused Councilmember Lilly of using this issue as a 
political ploy to get elected. He questioned the credibility of the 
author of this proposal, William J. Calore. 


Russell Greear of 3801 Walton said the city does not even have a 
bus system that runs late enough to provide transportation home 
from baseball games. He too, accused Councilmember Lilly of 
using this as a political ploy. 


Jeffrey Pokone of 430 Pearl St. spoke regarding the Special Land 
Use Request by Lansing Teen Challenge. He is concerned about a 
residential care facility for unwed mothers that exists down the 
street from their proposed facility. He requested that Council look 
further into this situation. 


Brenda Weather of 3328 Swanee Dr. spoke in support of 
SLU-07-93 for Lansing Feen Challenge.

REPORTS AS FOLLOWS; Regulations related to reduction of freon 
emissions, often associated with destruction of the upper 
atmosphere ozone layer, now require evacuation from freezers, 
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refrigerators, and air conditioners for legal disposal. Padnos Iron 
and Metal is accepting these “white goods” from the City, but 
charging $15.00 per item for freon evacuation. 


The Public Service Department has requested a change of intent 
within the Bulk Pick-up program to purchase a CFC pressure 
evacuator unit ($1,029) by transfer from the bulk landfill/ disposal 
account to a new equipment account. Qualified HVAC personnel 
within Building Maintenance would use this equipment to eliminate 
freon from bulk goods, thereby saving the $15.00 evacuation 
charge. On an annual basis, $6,000 to $7,000 per year would be 
saved. Undetermined further savings would be realized by reuse of 
evacuated freon. According to Public Service, the task would 
require minimal manhours and can be accomplished with existing 
manpower without compromising existing work activities. Thus, it 
represents unanticipated savings resulting from reorganization 
and placement of Building Maintenance within the 0 & M Division. 


Under the City Council's Budget Monitoring Policy, purchase of 
equipment which was not originally included in the adopted 
Budget, and the cost of which exceeds Charter executive transfer 
authority, requires approval of a change of intent by City Council. 
The Committee recommends approval of a change of intent to 
permit purchase of a freon evacuation unit within the Refuse Fund 
budget. Funding of $1,029 would be transferred from the Bulk 
program landfill account to a new Bulk Program equipment 
account.

The City of Lansing ordains: 

Section 1. That Part 10, Chapter 1042.04 of the Code of 
Ordinances of the City of Lansing, Michigan be amended to be 
read as follows: 

1042.04 AMOUNTS; BILLING. 

(A) METHOD OF CHARGING. THE RATES AND CHARGES 
FOR SERVICES FURNISHED BY THE CITY SEWAGE DISPOSAL 
SYSTEM SHALL BE LEVIED UPON EACH LOT OR PARCEL OF 
LAND, BUILDING OR PREMISES HAVING ANY SEWER CON- 
NECTION WITH THE SYSTEM, ON THE BASIS OF THE QUAN- 
TITY OF WATER USED THEREIN, AS THE SAME IS MEASURED 
BY METERS THEREIN USED, OR IN THE ABSENCE THEREOF BY 
SUCH EQUITABLE METHOD AS SHALL BE DETERMINED BY 
THE DIRECTOR OF PUBLIC SERVICE WITH THE APPROVAL OF 
COUNCIL. 

SUCH CHARGES SHALL BE COLLECTED AT THE SAME TIME 
AND IN THE SAME MANNER AS PROVIDED FOR THE PAYMENT 
OF CHARGES FOR WATER USED, EXCEPT IN CASES WHERE 
THE CHARACTER OF THE SEWAGE FROM A MANUFACTUR- 
ING OR INDUSTRIAL PLANT, BUILDING OR PREMISES IS SUCH 
THAT UNREASONABLE ADDITIONAL BURDEN IS PLACED 
UPON THE SYSTEM GREATER THAN THAT IMPOSED BY THE 
AVERAGE SEWAGE DELIVERED TO THE SYSTEM PLANT. IN 
SUCH CASE, THE ADDITIONAL COST OF TREATMENT CREAT- 
ED THEREBY SHALL BE AN ADDITIONAL CHARGE OVER THE 
REGULAR RATES SET FORTH IN SUBSECTION (B) HEREOF, OR

RATES FOR ALL USERS OBTAINING ALL OR PART OF THEIR

WATER SYSTEM MAY BE DETERMINED BY GAUGING OR 
METERING THE ACTUAL SEWAGE ENTERING THE SYSTEM OR 
BY METERING THE WATER USED, IN AMANNER ACCEPTABLE 
TO COUNCIL. THE COMMODITY CHARGE FOR RESIDENT 
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USERS SHALL BE COMPUTED ON THE BASIS OF 700 CUBIC

COUNCIL MAY CLASSIFY THE USERS OF THE SYSTEM

AS IT MAY DEEM REASONABLE. 

(B) SCHEDULE OF REGULAR RATES. THE MONTHLY RATE 
TO BE BILLED FOR USE OF THE SYSTEM SHALL BE AS 
FOLLOWS FOR ALL USERS WITHIN THE SANITARY SEWER 
SERVICE AREA OF THE CITY, EXCEPT AS OTHERWISE 
PROVIDED IN THIS SECTION: 

(1) BILLING AND COLLECTION CHARGE. 

A. EXCEPT FOR WEST SIDE WATER DISTRICT CUSTOMERS, 
ONE DOLLAR AND NINETY-SIX CENTS ($1.96) PER CUSTO- 
MER, PER MONTH, ASSOCIATED WITH METER READING AND 
BILLING EXPENSES, SHALL BE CHARGED BY THE BOARD OF 
WATER AND LIGHT. 

B. WEST SIDE WATER DISTRICT CUSTOMERS SHALL BE 
CHARGED ACTUAL CUSTOMER COSTS ASSOCIATED WITH 
METER READING AND BILLING PER QUARTERLY BILL. 

(2) COMMODITY CHARGE. ALL CLASSIFICATIONS OF 
CUSTOMERS SHALL BE CHARGED ONE DOLLAR AND FIFTY- 
ONE CENTS ($1.51) PER 100 CUBIC FEET OF WATER USAGE. 

(3) INFILTRATION AND INFLOW CHARGE. 

A. RESIDENTIAL CLASSIFIED USERS SHALL BE CHARGED 
SEVENTY NINE CENTS ($.79) PER 100 CUBIC FEET OF WATER 
USAGE FOR ASSOCIATED INFILTRATION AND INFLOW COST. 

B. COMMERCIAL AND INDUSTRIAL CLASSIFIED USERS 
SHALL BE CHARGED AS FOLLOWS: 

1. THREE DOLLARS AND FORTY-SIX CENTS ($3.46) PER 
CUSTOMER PER MONTH. 

2. THIRTY CENTS ($0.30) PER 100 CUBIC FEET OF WATER 
USAGE FOR ASSOCIATED INFILTRATION AND INFLOW 
COSTS. 

(4) DELAYED PAYMENT CHARGE. A DELAYED PAYMENT 
CHARGE OF FIVE PERCENT OF THE UNPAID BALANCE, 
EXCLUDING DELAYED PAYMENT CHARGES, SHALL BE 
ADDED TO ANY BILL NOT PAID ON OR BEFORE THE DUE DATE

B. GRAB SAMPLE. NINETY DOLLARS ($90.00) EACH. 

C. LABORATORY ANALYSIS. THIRTY-TWO DOLLARS 
($32.00) EACH. 

(C) EFFECTIVE DATE. THE RATES SET FORTH IN THIS 
SECTION SHALL BE EFFECTIVE ON SEPTEMBER 28, 1993, 
EXCEPT AS OTHERWISE PROVIDED. A BILLING COVERING 
USE OF THE SYSTEM BEFORE AND AFTER THE EFFECTIVE

Mark Eggleston of 4001 Heathgate thanked Councilmember Lilly, 
Councilmember Benavides, and Representative David Hollister for 
attending the Lansing Neighborhood Picnic. He thanked Beth 
London of the Transportation Department for helping him get trees 
trimmed. He thanked Tony Noyola from Parks and Recreation for 
the Little League Baseball season. David Hollister, he said, is using 
dirty campaign strategies for the November election. 


Mary Massoglia of 2911 Cooley read from a letter written by 
attorney's for Sergeant Clyde Smith requesting payment of his 
attorney's fees. 


Vivian Bloom of 227 S. Eighth continued reading from the letter 
regarding payment of Sergeant Smith's attorney's fees. 


Tim Lewis of 500 S. Pine #1015 completed the reading of the letter 
regarding Sergeant Smith's attorney's fees. 


Lloyd Teets of 116 E. Elm criticized Council for their lack of support 
for Sergeant Smith, because, they were willing to spend $125,000 
to defend their own illegal actions. He denounced Mayor Crawford 
for purportedly lying about his comments to a taxi driver last fall.

Tom Shields of 1118 Riley complained that the City has changed 
the names of streets that were named in memory of American 
heroes and obstructed the view of the State Capitol by allowing the 
construction of the ‘Lilly Bridge’, now they want to change the 
name of Saginaw street. Lansing, he said, used to have a 
pro-baseball team named the Lansing Senator's. We had a 
pro-hockey team too, called the Lansing Lancers. These teams all 
failed. Council should read “The City in the Forest”. 


Douglas Fairbanks of 525 E. Mt. Hope said that the channels who 
refuse to give Continental Cablevision retransmission consent will 
lose out because people will just watch another channel.

A. In consideration of an Amendment adding a New Chapter,

Douglas Fairbanks of 525 E. Mt. Hope said that the house next door 
to the Salvation Army on Pennsylvania Avenue is in a blighted, 
deteriorated and deteriorating condition. 


Lee Shunk, Jr. of 601 Leslie St. said that although he is in support of 
the amendment, he hopes the council will take care in defining 
what is a blighted, deteriorated or deteriorating area. 


Harold Leeman of 529 N. Francis asked why this item was placed 


on the agenda once again. Sid Worthington of the Planning 
Department responded that they had made an error in advertising 
the public hearing, therefore, it was rescheduled. Mr. Leeman said 
that he hoped comments on this matter from previous tapes will go 
on record. 


Sue Eby of 801 Durant said she feels the ordinance amendment is 
a step backward because naming blighted districts by resolution 
does not provide for significant citizen involvement. She said she 
feels citizen involvement is key to the success in improving these 
districts. 


Ken Vaughan of 114 Garden St. wanted to know if criteria had been 
established for determining what would be considered blighted 
areas. Councilmember Lilly responded that the Planning 
Department establishes the criteria following the HUD guidelines. 


Lloyd Teets of 116 E. Elm said the public does not realize what is 
happening with the amendment to the ordinance. He said the 
Council is covering their behinds because of wrong doings in the 
past and that the amendment will be a cover up. He said the City 
should have followed the Federal guidelines in the first place. 


Russell Greear of 3801 Walton Dr. wanted to know why the only 
blighted district identified is near Councilmember Belen’s store, 
since there are so many other areas in the City that need attention. 


Councilmember Lilly responded that the area known as “College 
Town’, north of Councilmember Belen’s store, is the specific area 
which was named in the Federal audit. Ellen Beal asked if the area 
did not originally qualify for Community Block Grant monies. Sid 
Worthington of the Planning Department said this area did 
Originally qualify, however, because of the previous administra- 
tion’s misinterpretation of the HUD rules, it is now necessary to 
Clarify the designation by resolution. Councilmember Beal wanted 


to know what safeguards are in place to keep developers from — 


coming forward in the future to ask the council to designate an area 
as a blighted district to take advantage of Community Block Grant 
monies. Sid Worthington stated that safeguards are in place 
because the areas have to be actual slum areas in order to qualify. 
Councilmember Lilly stated that the passage of the ordinance 
would provide an extra safeguard. 


PUBLIC COMMENT 


Robert Ancell of 5000 Northwind Drive, East Lansing identified 
himself to the council and offered to answer any questions people 
might have regarding the Twin Oaks project. 


Douglas Fairbanks of 525 E. Mt. Hope wanted to know what the 
service charge in lieu of taxes would be and whether pets would be 


allowed. Council President, Mark Canady responded thatthe © 


service charge would be the 4% difference between the utilities 
and rent. 


Dale Johnson of 1015 S. Washington introduced himself as the 
Executive Director of Straightline Ministries and offered to answer 
any questions the council or public might have. 
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Lee Shunk, Jr. of 601 Leslie St. wanted to know if the people will 
have an opportunity to vote on the issue of rate changes which 
would affect the service fee to be charged at the Twin Oaks project. 
He expressed concern about safety nets being in place for the 
residents. 


Harold Leeman of 529 N. Francis wanted to know how much 
money in taxes will be sacrificed in exchange for a service fee at 
the Twin Oaks project. He reminded the council that there is a 
“gentlemen's agreement” that late items are put in the book on the 
table so the public has an opportunity to review them, yet the late 
item in reference to the ballteam was not in the book. He said he 
feels talk of a baseball stadium is just a diversionary tactic and that 
the City has more important matters to consider other than bringing 
a baseball team to Lansing. 


Councilmember Brockwell responded that the City will realize 
more money from the Twin Oaks project than it currently does. 


Councilmember Lilly commented that it would be a shame not to 
take advantage of an opportunity to consider baseball for Lansing. 
He says he has had a 98% favorable reaction from the community. 


Lloyd Teets of 116 £. Elm agreed with Mr. Leeman’s comments 
about the baseball issue being a smokescreen which overshad- 
ows more important issues. He said there is a lack of information 
regarding the proposed resolution on Twin Oaks, although he is in 
support of the resolution. He would like more comprehensive 
information provided in the book. In reference to the sale of 
property to Straightline Ministries, he was satisfied they purchased 
a home which might have been otherwise demolished. 


Russell Greear of 3801 Walton Dr. said there is really no difference 
between a service charge and taxes. He feels that the ballteam is a 
bad idea.

Russell Greear, 3801 Walton Dr. said that the ball teamis a 
smokescreen to get Councilmember Lilly votes. He said improved 
transportation needs to be made a priority so that special events 
can stay in Lansing. 


Bruce Ferguson, 802 Elmwood, Dewitt introduced himself as the 
other police officer involved in the Clyde Smith investigation. He 
said it has been very hard to accept the stigma of allegations made 
against him and the other officers. He said although there was no 
evidence found of wrong doing on his or the other officer's part, 
there has been no apology nor attempt to make things right. He 
said he intends to fight to get his job back. 
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Ken Vaughan, 114 Garden asked Councilmember Lilly why it was 
necessary for the Mayor to go to the bank on the baseball team 
issue and he asked that the Council consider Bruce Ferguson’s 
comments and put him back to work. 


Paget Maynard, 902 W. Shiawassee said he is concerned about 
what the City might realize from having a ball team and how we 
compare to other cities. 


Terry Ruddick, 726 N. Pine St. says the council does not care about 
Bruce Ferguson's mental anguish and wonders what the City is 
going to do about it. 


Councilmember Brockwell stated that he has fully supported 
Bruce Ferguson from the beginning, both privately and publicly, 
and that he resented Mr. Ruddick's comments that the Council 
does not care. 


Councilmember Beal said her committee has met and hopes to 
bring this matter to a swift and just resolution. She said her 
committee is waiting for a response from the Mayor. 


Mary Hauser, 6 Lawler Court spoke in support of Bruce Ferguson. 


Paul Scott, 412 W. Kilborn said the following criteria should be 
observed when a bank is contacted about financing for a stadium: 
1) The investors and the Mayor should deal only with banks who 
offer first mortgages in the City; 2) The bank’s community 
reinvestment act requirements have been fulfilled and can be 
documented; and 3) No bank should be allowed to count this 
investment as meeting any part of its community reinvestment act 
requirements. Mr. Scott also spoke in support of Bruce Ferguson. 


Darryl Burgess, 1407 Prospect spoke about the proposed 
extension of the sale of the Civic Center/Veterans Memorial 
Building. He said if it is going to be sold, to just sell it instead of 
extending deadlines. 


Councilmember Ford said the extension was granted so that 
events can continue to be scheduled at the Civic Center while the 
renovations continue at the Lansing Center. 


Tim Lewis, 500 Pine #1015 wants to know why a resolution can be 
passed to send the Mayor to the bank but a police officer cannot 
get reinstated. He said priorities are not straight. 


Tom Shields, 1118 Riley said the City is going to owe for too many 
things to pay for a ball team.

A lawsuit was brought by a City retiree who claimed a right of 
reimbursement for Medicare premiums pursuant to the City’s 
reimbursement policy approved by Council on June 12, 1978. The 
Plaintiff, who retired effective June 1, 1980, claims that he was 
never advised by the retirement office of the availability of 
Medicare reimbursement. 


Therefore, in his lawsuit Plaintiff requested the sum of $6,143.33, 
which represents the Medicare part B premiums he had paid for 
himself and his wife from March, 1981 through August, 1992. The 
Law Department filed a motion for partial summary disposition 
before District Court Judge Charles Filice. Judge Filice granted the 
City’s motion for partial summary disposition and lowered the 
potential recovery to $3,736.54. 


Subsequently, the City and the attorneys began settlement 
negotiations. As a result of these settlement negotiations, it is the 
recommendation of the Mayor, the Interim Finance Director, Ways 
and Means Committee and the Law Department that this lawsuit be 
settled for a total amount of $3,736.54; provided, that the lawsuit be 
dismissed with prejudice and no costs, attorneys fees or interest be 
awarded to either party and there is no admission of liability on the 
City's part.

Mayor Crawford thanked everyone involved in the ‘Oldtown’ 
Neighborhood Clean Up drive held last Saturday and congratu- 
lated them on a job well done.

Two houses and thirty-nine fire hydrants 
were painted along with the clean-up of the neighborhood. He said 
that the placement of Community Policing Officers is determined 
by crime statistics. The administration does not know where these 
officers will be placed until placement is approved through criteria 
established by these statistics. 


COUNCILMEMBER’S COMMENTS 


Councilmember Belen asked Mayor Crawford to talk to Dave 
Berridge about problems with the crosswalk by Davenport College. 


Councilmember Ford said a meeting was held last Wednesday to 
conduct the revocation hearing for the Neo’s Cabaret License. The 
General Services Committee will consider scheduling an 
additional meeting, if necessary. He and Councilmember Beal 
visited Neo's last Friday night to observe the activity in the club. It 
appeared to be pretty harmless during their 1% hour visit. Security 
measures were in place and being carried out. When they left 
Neo’s, they went to Cranbrook Apartments and were unable to 
hear the music from there. 


Councilmember Schmidt exhibited a newspaper article from the 
State Journal showing a picture of her 100 year old father who lives 
in Mason. She announced that the downtown office of the 
Secretary of State has moved to Washtenaw St. This office is open 
Monday through Friday 9:00 A.M. to 5:00 P.M. 


CITIZEN'S COMMENTS 


William Bernstein of 420 Baker St. made slanderous personal 
comments about a city employee and Councilmember Ford 
requested that the Presiding Chair declare him to be out of order.

Ordinance governing campaign signs. City Attorney Knot 
requested that, if Mr. Eggleston has information about specific 
violations of this Ordinance, he give that information to the 
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community as a direct result of one or two people identifying a 
problem and setting out to solve it; and 


WHEREAS, this past summer, Mae Tanner and Isabelle Withers 
created the Share-A-Bike Program to seek donations of unused 
bicycles for the benefit of children whose families cannot afford 
new bicycles; and

WHEREAS, on March 18, 1991 the Lansing City Council approved 
a contract for sale of land for private development by and between 
the City of Lansing (“City”) and Heart of the City Associates I 
Limited Partnership (“Developer”); and 


WHEREAS, the approved contract provided for a closing date of no 
later than September 30, 1993; and 


WHEREAS, the Lansing Center is currently undergoing a major 
expansion which is not scheduled to be completed until the Spring 
of 1994: and 


WHEREAS, the Lansing Convention Visitors Bureau and the 
Lansing Convention Exhibition Hall Authority have requested the 
Lansing City Council and the Mayor to extend the closing date on 
the sale of the Lansing Civic Arena until September 30, 1994; and 


WHEREAS, both the Lansing Convention Visitors Bureau and the 
Lansing Convention Exhibition Hall Authority have indicated to the 
Mayor and City Council that if the Lansing Civic Arena is 
unavailable for use during the time period the Lansing Center is still 
under construction, a number of shows will be unable to be held in 
Lansing thereby resulting in a substantial decrease in revenue 
both to the Lansing area business and the Lansing Convention 
Exhibition Hall Authority; and 


WHEREAS, the Mayor has concurred in the recommendation of 
the Lansing Convention Visitors Bureau and the Lansing 
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Chairman of the Election Commission, Marilynn Slade. Mr. 
Eggleston thanked Councilmember Ford for nominating him to the 
Blue Ribbon Committee on a Minor League Baseball Team. Kris 
Nicholoff, he said, is the perfect chair for this committee. Mr. 
Nicholoff kept Kids Kamps open and raised $20,000 to bring 
Middle School Athletic Programs back to the Lansing area. He 
asked about the status of an abandoned house on the west side of 
Waverly Road that has fallen into a state of disrepair. 


Robert Aldrich of 3712 Wainwright on behalf of the Lansing Board 
of Education, thanked City Council, Kris Nicholoff and the Lansing 
Youth and Recreation Fund for their support of Middle School 
Athletics. When the School Board originally considered bringing 
athletics programs back to middle schools it was to have been ona 
‘pay for play’ basis, however, last Thursday the City of Lansing and 
the Lansing Youth & Recreation Fund entered into a partnership for 
the provision of middle school sports with no participation fee from 
kids. Mayor Crawford thanked Councilmember Ford for his work on 
the program, it will be a big help to children and other citizens in the 
community. 


Bob Truax of 3639 Aragon Dr. informed Council that as of last 
Thursday the house on Glencoe (that was to have been a 
residential care facility) has been sold. He thanked Council- 
members Canady and Ford and Mayor Crawford for their help with 
this situation. 


Russell Greear of 3801 Walton said Council is destroying the City 
and will be voted out in November. People are leaving town in 
droves. 


Matthew Bonk of 1015 S. Washington said he is a member of a 
group of people who are gathering on a regular basis to pray that 
Councilmembers be given wisdom. He urges them to be fair and 
just with the trust of the public. 


Tim Lewis of 500 S. Pine 1015 asked how many Councilmembers 
read the letter he submitted for tonight's agenda. Councilmember 
Brockwell, as presiding Chair of Council, should have said please 
to Mr. Bernstein earlier tonight. He stated his resentment over the 
use of public comment time by Councilmembers. 


Ken Vaughan of 114 Garden St. said that it is rumored that the 
reason that the Civic Arena does not produce income is because 
the present manager tells people that the building has been sold 
and they cannot book events there. He asked how many 
conventions are necessary for the Lansing Center to pay for itself. 
Councilmember Ford stated his objection to Mr. Vaughan 
repeating a rumor of this type on public television, because, he has 
no proof of its’ validity. 


Thelma Osteen of 416 Beaver St., President of the North Lansing 
Community Association said that the business and property 
owners in the area of Turner St. want the lot that the City acquired 
from Frank Basel to be paved and lit. There has been no new 
parking developed in this area for several years. There are people 
interested in purchasing some of the old buildings in this area, but, 
they are concerned over the lack of parking facilities. Paving and 
lighting of this lot will also cut down on vagrancy and the use of the 
lot for drinking and camping out by homeless persons. 


Lloyd Teets of 116 E. Elm St. asked if he is considered as an 
observer or a participant during the time he is making public 
comment at Council meetings. He criticized Mayor Crawford for 
what he described as a lack of leadership ability. 
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Michael Warren of 2618 S. Waverly spoke in support of the 
reinstatement of Officer Bruce Ferguson and payment by the City 
of the legal expense incurred by Sergeant Clyde Smith. Council- 
member Ford said that the issue of reimbursement of Sergeant 
Smith's legal fees was referred to the Committee on General 
Services. They have asked for a legal opinion by the City Attorney. 
When the Committee receives the opinion, they will make a 
recommendation. 


Curtis Smith of 3950 Sheffield, brother of Sergeant Clyde Smith and 
friend of Officer Ferguson, said they have been encouraged to 
bombard the Mayor's Office and City Council with letters and 
requests on behalf of these officers. The Mayor, he said, should 
and could have taken the responsibility for solving this problem 
without it going to court. The expense of this investigation was 
unnecessary and could have been avoided. He called for the 
reinstatement of Officer Ferguson to the Police Department. 


Melvin Farmer of 3707 Ridgefield thanked Council on behalf of his 
neighborhood and the Old Oaks subdivision for their efforts in 
Opposition to the Glencoe Residential Care Facility. Particularly, 
they want to thank Councilmember Ford, Mayor Crawford, 
President Canady and Al Knot for helping them achieve this 
preventive action. 


Harold Leeman of 529 N. Francis thanked the Economic 
Development Corporation and the Tax Increment Finance 
Authority for getting the buildings adjacent to the Lansing Center 
torn down. He asked for repair of the big bump in the road at the 
intersection of N. Magnolia and Michigan Avenue. 


Marge Ojibway of 429 W. lonia #3 said that the income level of 
veterans and senior citizens is too low. They do not receive enough 
money to live on. She criticized Councilmember Ford for exerting 
influence over Councilmember Benavides and Council President 
Canady for being involved with the entity that is purchasing the 
Civic Arena. 


Bill Brenke of 711 Riley said that the salmon were running at the 
Brenke Fish Ladder last week. He spotted them last Thursday at 
the rate of 20 fish per hour, Friday they were up to 30 per hour and 
by Saturday they were at 42 per hour. Their run is nearly over now.

1. Compliance with all Building, Health Department and Fire Code 
requirements. 


2. Approval of a site plan showing access, parking and any site 
Changes, 


and 


WHEREAS the Physical Development Committee of the City 
Council to whom the report of the Planning Board was referred 
concurs with the report of the Planning Board, 


NOW THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED that the Special Land Use 
request for the Volunteers of America of Greater Lansing, Inc. to 
increase the capacity of the residential care facility located at 
430-440 North Larch Street as described above is hereby 
approved to the following conditions: 


1. Compliance with all Building, Health Department and Fire Code 
requirements. 


2. Approval of a site plan showing access, parking and any site 
changes. 


3. The applicant receive a variance from the Board of Zoning 
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Appeals for the additional lot area requirement of this proposal. 


FURTHER, in approving the Special Land Use request, the Board 
considered the following: 


1. Compatibility with Use on Adjacent Properties 

The site is located in the Cedar/Larch corridor in an area 
characterized by office, commercial and warehouse activity. This 
proposed homeless shelter would be the only residential use in the 
area. The likelihood is that the activities on adjacent properties will 
have more impact on the subject property than vice versa. Even 
then the relationship should not pose much of a problem since 
surrounding nonresidential activities are mostly daytime opera- 
tions and would be closed when the major of activity was ongoing 
at the shelter facility. 


To increase the number of homeless individuals from 75 to 99 with 
the proposed addition should not make the overall facility 
incompatible with the surrounding area. 


2. Change in the Essential Character of the Area 

The proposal to add onto the facility will still result in an activity that 
is less intense than the surrounding nonresidential area. There will 
be an increase in mostly pedestrian traffic in the area as clients 
seek to use the facility. No appreciable increase in vehicular traffic 
in the area is anticipated. Twenty-four hour supervision should be 
effective in controlling daily activities at the site and keep the 
facility a low-key operation that will not change the character of the 
area. 


3. Interference with Use of Adjacent Properties 
None anticipated. 


4. Improvement to Property and Surrounding Area 

Substantial improvements to the existing building and site are 
necessary to prepare the shelter facility for human habitation. The 
building is a warehouse structure that must be modified to 
accommodate the proposed shelter. The structure must be 
improved to meet building code and health and safety standards. 
The 52.5 ft. x 63 ft. addition will include twelve units housing 24 
individuals, a kitchenette, laundry facilities and an area for 
congregate meals. Some landscaping will be added along the 
property's frontage along Larch Street. 


5. Environmental impacts 
None anticipated. The impact of the facility with its proposed 
addition will be positive if the site and building are renovated and 
utilized in a productive manner. 


6. Impact on Public Services 
None anticipated. 


7. Impact on Utilities 
None anticipated. 


8.Compliance with the Master Plan 
As stated in the SLU-4-92 report on the original proposal (to house 
75 individuals): 


“The Cedar/Larch Master Plan designates this part of the corridor 
as a location for Central Business District support facilities. Such 
facilities are described as residences and businesses that support 
Offices, office workers and commercial business in the Central 
Business District. 


While the proposed activity is not in keeping with this definition, it 
replaces a similar facility already located near the CBD. The 
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existing facility near the CBD has been acquired by the City as part 
of a redevelopment plan to strengthen the area. 


Development for CDB activities in this section of the Cedar/Larch 
corridor has yet to be proposed. Because no firm commitments 
have been made to redevelop the area, it seems reasonable to 
establish the proposed use particularly when it will replace a use 
already established downtown. !t provides an opportunity to 
continue a valuable service in the community, renovate an 
underutilized site and structure, and improve the appearance in the 
area. 


The objectives of the Master Plan can still be achieved in the long 
term if development occurs as envisioned.” 


This Special Land Use permit for 99 individuals (amending the 
SLU-4-92) would further help to accommodate the homeless in 
this central location. 


9. Compliance with Zoning District Regulations 
The site is zoned in the “H” Light industrial zoning district, which 
allows for a facility of the type proposed as a special land use with 
specific conditions. The facility with its proposed addition will meet 
all the following conditions as required. 


a. Twenty-four hour supervision will be maintained on site. 


b.The lot area (39,204 square feet) is large enough to 
accommodate 39 individuals (1,000 square feet per person). Since 
this proposal will increase the capacity from the approved 75 to 99, 
a variance would also be necessary for additional capacity beyond 
75. An application for a variance would have to be filed at the 
appropriate time and ultimately approved by the Board of Zoning 
Appeals before additional capacity beyond 75 is allowed. 


c. The proposed facility is located less than 1,500 feet from a 
similar facility but more than 500 feet, and it is separated by 
principal arterials and a main railroad right-of way. This distance 
under these circumstances is acceptable according to the Code. 


Other Considerations 

All codes related to building construction, health and fire safety 
must also be met. Evaluation will proceed during the site plan and 
building permit stages of review.

MAYOR'S COMMENTS 


Mayor Crawford offered condolences to the families of the two men 
who perished in the plane crash at Holmes and Waverly today, and 
expressed his appreciation for those groups on the scene to help. 
Duane Vernon's group was there all day passing out coffee and 
donuts to workers, He thanked the Red Cross and Quality Dairy for 
their contributions to the emergency response effort. The Federal 
Aviation Administration is on their way to begin an investigation. He 
appealed to the residents to stay away from this area. The two 
fatalities were the pilot and passenger of the plane. There were no 
ground fatalities. He announced that he will be presenting 
proclamations to LEAF honorees at the Foundation’s dinner this 
week. He introduced Julie Schneggenburger, the Sergeant-at- 
arms for tonight's meeting. She will become the new Community 
Policing Officer for Kingsley Community Center. 


COUNCILMEMBER’S COMMENTS 


Councilmember Schmidt announced that the public Safety 
Committee will take up the Sycamore Street issue at their meeting 
this Wednesday at 2:00 P.M. She does not believe she violated rule 
#19 when she displayed a picture of her 100 year old father at last 
week's City Council meeting. Mr. Lewis's criticism is unfair. 


Councilmember Ford asked for a report on the availability of 
restroom facilities in the Lansing Center. He asked for an update on 
the construction phase and the proximity of rest rooms to the main 
entrance available at the Committee of the Whole meeting this 
Thursday. Mayor Crawford suggested a walk through for 
Councilmembers and offered to arrange one. 


Councilmember Belen informed Councilmember Ford that there 
are two large restroom facilities on the first floor one on the West 
side and one on the North. 


Councilmember Brockwell congratulated Andy George onthe 
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wonderful job he has done as a member of the Community Policing 
Unit. Andy is getting ready to leave the unit and deserves 
commendation for his performance while assigned to it. He 
announced that the issue of a transfer of Class C Liquor License for 
Covello’s will be taken up by the Public Service Committee this 
Wednesday. 


Councilmember Beal said she received a call from a constituent 
requesting information about the billing of outside attorney fees for 
the Early Retirement Lawsuit. She requested a copy of this billing. 
She asked Councilmember Brockwell if the Public Service 
Committee would take up the request by Thelma Osteen for paving 
and lighting of a north side parking lot at this week's meeting. 
Councilmember Brockwell answered yes. 


Councilmember Ford announced that the General Services 
Committee will continue their revocation hearings on Neo’s 
Cabaret License this Friday at 5:00. 


Council President Canady announced that the Crown Boxing Club 
will hold an open house this Wednesday from 6:30 to 8:30 P.M. at 
1010 Ballard. The boxing club property was donated by John 
Demmer of the Demmer Corporation. 


PUBLIC COMMENTS 


William Bernstein of 420 Baker St. spoke regarding his last arrest 
for violation of rule #19. 


Lee Shunk, Jr. of 601 Leslie St. said that delivery vehicles who are 
allowed to violate no parking laws are causing problems with the 
traffic patterns in the downtown area. Why are these vehicles 
allowed to park in no parking zones while delivering their goods? 


Douglas Fairbanks of 525 £. Mt. Hope said that hard work is the 
fountain of youth and Councilmember Schmidt's father seems to 
have found it. He is looking forward to seeing her father on 
television tomorrow morning. 


Russell Terry of 121 E. Mt. Hope said that 7 of the 11 properties for 
demolish or make-safe should be saved. The State and Federal 
government should consider dropping their low income guidelines. 


Ken Vaughan of 114 Garden St. suggested that the City use school 
crossing guards to solve their problems with pedestrian crossings. 
Itis still not too late for the peopte of the City of Lansing to get what 
they deserve out of the Early Retirement Lawsuit. He will not give 
up. It is still not to late to do something about this. 


Lloyd Teets of 116 E. Elm said that rule #19 is a double standard. 
Everyone, he said, should attend the Board of Water & Light 
meeting tomorrow night. Their Board will be considering a raise for 
Mr. Pandy. He thanked Russell Smith for “crunching the numbers 
on the Early Retirement Plan”. This was a voluntary effort on Mr. 
Smith's behalf and it took him hundreds of hours to come up with an 
estimate of the cost. 


Robert Tresize, Jr. of 834 Fred St. showed Council one of the 
recycling bags provided to him by his landlord, Hamco Manage- 
ment Company. He is charged $1.50 per bag for them. Hamco is 
now complying with the Recycling Ordinance. He thanked 
Councilmembers Schmidt and Brockwell, City Attorney Knot, 
Mayor Crawford, the Mayor's Advisory Committee on Recycling, 
and most of all, Marshall Klaus, Recycling Director for the City for 
developing and implementing the program. 


Tim Lewis of 500 S. Pine thanked Councilmember Lilly for having 
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his letter read into the record. He asked how rule #19 applies to 
Councilmembers. He said he is tired of rule #19 getting “tossed 
around.” Where was Councilmember Ford four months ago? Mr. 
Bernstein was making the same comments then that he makes 
now. Suddenly Councilmember Ford feels that Mr. Bernstein 
should be called out of order for comments that did not bother him 
then. 


Councilmember Ford responded that rule #19 was drafted under 
the premise that this is a limited public forum, meaning, Council is 
allowed to set the rules and/or procedures under which they will 
conduct their business. He has received a number of calls from 
people who have expressed their concerns over Mr. Bernstein's 
slanderous comments about staff members. That is why he chose 
to request that Mr. Bernstein be called out of order. He did give Mr. 
Bernstein fair warning that the next time he made slanderous 
statements of a personal nature against that employee he would be 
called out of order. 


Harold Leeman of 529 N. Francis said that Councilmember Lilly's 
late item on the baseball team should have been read into the 
record so that everyone would know where they are headed with 
this project. There needs to be some understanding about late 
items. He urged the Administration and Councilmembers to read 
the Ethics Board Opinion on the Early Retirement issue prior to 
making comments to the media about it. He asked that the issue of 
Jerome St. be put on the agenda for the Public Services Committee 
this week. He loaned Councilmember Lilly programs from 6 Minor 
League Baseball teams and asked to have them returned to him by 
November. 


Russell Greear of 3801 Walton Dr. said it is nice to have all 
Councilmembers in attendance tonight. It is time, he said, for 
Councilmember Lilly to go up here and stop this smokescreen on 
this baseball thing. He accused Council of using a double standard 
in their rules of behavior. 


Marge Ojibway of 429 W. lonia said that additional funds should be 
provided to veterans and senior citizens. They need to be treated 
with tender loving care. Everyone should be given the same 
opportunity to live decent lives. There should be more respect and 
compassion given to the people who are being pushed out of their 
homes in order to make way for big business.

SPECIAL CEREMONIES 


A. Councilmember Belen presented a resolution of tribute to 
Cooley Law School in honor of their having received The 
Outstanding Law School Award from the American Bar Associa- 
tion. She commended them on the outstanding job they have done 
in the field of legal education, and congratulated them for receiving 
this honor from the Bar Association. Dean Cox, of Cooley Law 
School thanked Council for this honor and expressed his pride in all 
of their graduates. Their’s is the 4th largest law school in the United 
States, he said, they boast 1,600 students 78% of whom are from 
outside the Lansing Area. This brings a lot of vitality into our city 
and they are proud of this contribution. 


B. Councilmember Lilly presented a resolution of tribute to Charles 
Smith of Smith Floral in honor of their 90 years of business in the 


City of Lansing. Mr. Smith thanked Councilmember Lilly for this 
honor. 


C. Sharon Vaughan, Trustee of the DLA Fiduciary Trust Il, 
along with Matt Perry, an Investment Broker with an interest in 
buying a baseball team, made a presentation regarding the 
construction of a baseball stadium in Lansing. They explained their 
backgrounds and answered questions from Councilmembers. Mr. 


-Perry agreed to supply Councilmembers with figures demonstrat- 


ing the financial success of other Minor League Baseball teams in 
Cities like Peoria, Little Rock, Grand Rapids, and Fairview. The 
Minor League Baseball Industry is completely different than it was 
20 years ago, he said, it has grown one hundredfold. He has 
ownership interests in a North Carolina team and has been 
involved in administration at every level of Minor League Baseball. 
This project has been accelerated because of the involved 
process the team owners have to go through to be approved by 
both Minor and Major League Baseball. Ms. Vaughan explained 
that her group will be involved through the underwriting of the loan 
for the stadium. They will not actually issue the loan, that will be 
done by a local bank, they will simply underwrite (or guarantee) it. 
Councilmember Lilly introduced the Chair's of the sub-committees 
of the Blue Ribbon Committee, who individually updated Council 
on their activities. 


SCHEDULED PUBLIC HEARINGS 
There were no Scheduled Public Hearings 
PUBLIC COMMENT 


Robert Bennett of 1601 Robertson spoke in support of the 
acquisition of a Minor League Team and the building of a stadium. 
He favors the E. Michigan Avenue site. 


Louis Pothoff of 1712 W. Miller Road spoke in support of the E. 
Michigan Ave. site for location of a baseball stadium. He protested 
the requirements for Public Drivers Licenses in the City of Lansing, 
calling them a rip-off of taxi cab drivers. 


Douglas Fairbanks of 525 E. Mt. Hope Ave. spoke in support of 
building a baseball stadium on the E. Michigan Ave. site. 


Lloyd Teets of 116 E. Elms St. objectéd to Councilmember Lilly's 
late item. He has not had an opportunity to read the substitute 
resolution regarding the building of a baseball stadium, however, 
he read the original in the packet. He will not support this venture. 
Why hasn't the city investigated using a regional approach to this 
project? The surrounding cities and townships will benefit from the 
building of a stadium and they should share in the expense. 


Russell Terry of 121 E. Mt. Hope said he does not want to see any 
money spent on the building of a baseball stadium. Most people 
cannot afford to spend the money necessary to attend the games. 


Russell Greear of 3801 Walton Dr. said that the handicapped 
population cannot afford to buy tickets to baseball games. Council 
needs to “start going up here and helping out everyone. They need 
to go up here and start thinking about the city as a unit, if they are 
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going to go up here and help out this stadium.” 


Harold Leeman of 529 N. Francis said that the baseball project is 
ontoo much of a fast track. This is just a diversion to distract people 
from the issue of the Ethics Board Opinion on the Early Retirement 
Plan that was released last Friday. Their tactic must have worked, 
because the media has already left the meeting. East Lansing and 
Lansing Township should have been involved in these negotia- 
tions. He asked to have the words “and other amenities” removed 
from the resolution. 


Russell Smith of 403 Rosadell asked Council to study the issue of 
building a baseball stadium very carefully and not commit any city 
subsidies to it nor receive any profit from it. He suggested that the 
old Boy’s Training School property be considered as a potential 
site. 


Del Maynard of 2017 Culver said that this project should only be 
executed as a private enterprise. The entire venture sounds too 
good to be true. They do not know who the people in this trust are, 
they could be in the mafia or into money laundering.

Dear Mr. Shunk: 


Thank you for your letter expressing some concern over your cable 
rates, | hope this letter will give you a better understanding of 
Continental's latest decisions. 


Before the 1992 Cable Act took effect, cable customers across the 
country were given the incorrect belief that there would be an 
“automatic 10% roll back of rates across the nation.” However, the 
real purpose of the law was to restructure rates in order to assign 
actual costs to services and equipment. 


Some of the prices of our services and equipment were changed to 
more closely reach the actual cost. These changes lowered the 
prices of certain equipment and services, and increased the prices 
of others. Therefore, the services you receive affect what happens 
to your monthly bill. 


The FCC regulations that govern how much a cable system can 
charge its’ customers are 540 complex pages of calculations. 
When we calculate your rates, we are required to take into account 
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several factors, such as operating costs, number of subscribers, 
and number of channels. Since the factors used to determine rates 
vary from system to system, actual rates will also vary. To ensure 
cable companies comply with the regulations, the FCC has set 
maximum permitted rates. | 


Additionally, the FCC declared that when cable companies 
restructured their rates, they were to remain “revenue neutral.” In 
other words, as we increased rates for some of our services and 
equipment, we decreased rates for other services and equipment. 
SO, despite the fact that some of our subscribers did receive a rate 
increase, “revenue neutrality” eliminated the possibility of our 
company making increased profits. 


One of your concerns, was that your rates had increased. The fact 
is, the new rates are designed as a direct reflection of our costs, 
and are fully in compliance with the terms of the new law. 


In an attempt to lessen the actual increase of basic service and 
continue to offer reasonably priced service options, we have 
removed WGN and WTBS, and placed them on a new tier, the 
Select Tier. This was done to allow customers to subscribe to basic 
for only $10.74. If we were to have left channels WGN and WTBS 
on basic, the rate for basic would have been at $11.33. 


| am happy to have been able to respond to your concern. It is with 
input from customers such as yourself that we are better able to 
serve our community. Thank you for letting us have the opportunity 
to serve you.

MAYOR'S COMMENTS 


Mayor Crawford thanked the Ethics. Board for their long hours of 
investigation, and for the formulation of their Opinion on the Early 
Retirement Plan. He and his staff have already begun reviewing 
their recommendations and addressing the issue of how to 
implement them. He announced that the City is the recipient of a 
$100,000 Federal Grant to be used for computer centers to work 
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with young people. Mt. Hope Ave. will be closed between Cedar St. 
and Pennsylvania Ave. beginning today through October 18, 1993. 
Regarding the demolition referenced in the late item from 
Councilmember Beal, demolition permits were issued for this 
project. This was nota historical building and the proper procedure 
was followed, however, he suggested a future policy of informing 
the Eastside Neighborhood Organization of the issuance of 
permits for demolition in their area. 


COUNCILMEMBER’S COMMENTS 


Councilmember Schmidt said that the Public Safety Committee will 
take up the issue of Seymour and Oakland streets at their meeting 
this Wednesday. She thanked the Mayor for his concurrence on 
the Miller and Aurelius Road report. She has not yet read the Ethics 
Board report on their opinion, but, she thanked them for the time 
spent in development of it. 


PUBLIC COMMENTS 


William Bernstein of 420 Baker St. declared tonight to be 
“remember in November night”. He protested being charged a 
$500.00 bond for his last arrest and said he called President 
Canady to discuss the matter of his trial and never received a 
return call from him. 


Lewis Pothoff of 1712 W. Miller Rd. asked who makes the decision 
to issue permits for demolition. He would appreciate receiving a 
phone call at his home 882-0593 on Wednesday with the answer to 
this questions. He praised the Police Department and said they are 
one of the finest in the State. They are underpaid and overworked. 
We should have more officers on the force. He criticized Council 
for favoritism toward special interest groups. 


Douglas Fairbanks of 525 E. Mt. Hope complimented Council- 
member Lilly on his efforts to bring a baseball team into the City. 


Ken Vaughan of 114 Garden St. said Council is on the right track 
with the baseball stadium. He asked for a guarantee that the City is 
not going to sign an agreement to enter into any loan to bring a 
baseball team into the area. 


Del Maynard of 2017 Culver said that the baseball project should 
be completely financed through private enterprise. The site should 
be inside the city limits. The City should not be involved in this 
project at all. 


Lloyd Teets of 116 E. Elm said that Wednesday morning at 8:30 
AM. Judge Cherry will, hopefully, rule on the constitutionality of 
Council Rule #19.2(c). The Ethics Board Meeting in which their 
opinion was released should have been televised. | 


Mary Haney of 1312 Roosevelt asked Councilmember Beal how 
she could justify to herself the cost of the Early Retirement 
investigation. This lawsuit cost the city a lot of money and it was 
due in part to the information that Councilmember Beal fed to the 
opposing side. How does she reconcile her actions with her 
fiduciary responsibility to the citizens of the City. Giving information 
to Mr. Vaughan’s side is all well and good, however, she dropped it 
like a hot potato right in the middle of the investigation. How does 
she justify her actions? Councilmember Beal said that everything 
that she knew about this issue was a matter of public record. 


Lee Shunk, Jr. of 601 Leslie St. said that the construction of a 
stadium and acquisition of a ball team will inevitably cost the city 
more money because it will require more emergency services in 
the way of police protection and paramedic’s and firemen. Have 
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they included increased funding in the budget to meet these 
needs? 


Beth Monteith of 1445 Vine St. urged Councilmembers to take 
affirmative action on the Ethics Board Advisory Opinion on the 
Early Retirement Plan. They should use this opportunity to correct 
a series of mistakes made in the past. This situation cannot be 
ignored, it is too serious. They must take steps to fix it. 


Clyde Smith of 6615 E. Galaway Circle, E. Lansing said that the City 
made a mistake in the dismissal of Bruce Ferguson from the Police 
Department and now they need to make it right. The Fraternal 
Order of Police has endorsed Mayor Crawford in his bid for 
re-election, however, they did so without canvassing their 
members to see if they approved of the endorsement. He and 
several other officers support Hollister’s campaign for the Mayor's 
Office. He attempted to meet with Mayor Crawford regarding this 
endorsement, but, Mayor Crawford canceled their meeting and 
never rescheduled. Maybe a new mayor would make the Bruce 
Ferguson issue right. 


Harold Leeman of 529 N. Francis challenged Council to take the 
recommendations of the Ethics Board and get moving on them. 
They spent hours getting this opinion developed. He thanked the 
State Journal for their front page report on the opinion. Council 
should appoint a special committee to review the recommenda- 
tions contained in the opinion, he said.

Councilmember Brockwell announced that Chief Building 
Inspector Hernandez is available tonight to answer any questions 
about these properties. 


Lloyd Teets of 116 E. Elm St. protested the grouping of these 
separate properties into one public hearing. There should be an 
individual hearing on each property, he said. One of the criteria 
used to determine whether these houses should be renovated, or, 
torn down is the cost of renovation. If the cost of renovation 
exceeds the value of the home, the recommendation is for 
demolition. This concept should have been used in conjunction 
with the addition to the Lansing Center. 


Councilmember Ford said that Mr. Teet’s statements are an 


example of how things can be twisted to give the appearance that 
Council is doing something wrong. They are attempting to get 
these houses up to code (made-safe). They are asking that the 
houses be brought up to city standards in order to save them. 
Many, many times that is exactly what is done. This process puts 
the owner on notice that the house needs to be repaired so that 
they will bring their property up to standards. 


Alma Miateck of 1434 Pontiac said she co-owns this property with 
her mother. They were moved out of their house, and, because one 
corner of the house sits within the 100 year floodplain, they were 
ineligible to receive any financial help from the city for fixing it. They 
have had to spend a lot of money to make renovations to this 
property compounded by the fact that they had to pay rent 
elsewhere while doing so. 


Vivian Bloom of 227 S. Eighth said that she drove by all of these 
houses except for two. All except for one should be salvaged. Only 
the property on Pennsylvania appeared to her to be eligible for 
demolition. 


Russell Terry of 121 E. Mt. Hope said he does not think the property 
at 425 Pennsylvania needs to be demolished. Blue collar workers 
have seen their wages drop in 1993. The state and federal wage 
requirements for loans should be lowered. 


Lewis Pothoff of 1712 W. Miller said he asked last week for 
someone to call him and let him know who is responsible for the 
final determination regarding demolition. He never received the 
Call. 


Douglas Fairbanks of 525 E. Mt. Hope said he believes that the 
house on Pennsylvania should be demolished. Council and the 
Building Department have been very fair about giving these home 
owners time to repair their properties. When you buy a house, you 
are responsible for taking care of it. 


Pat Pendarris of 220 Shepard St. said there is a house on her street, 
216 Shepard St., that should be added to this program. 


Harold Leeman of 529 N. Francis said he has questions about the 
properties located at 526, 528 & 524 W. Genesee. He has a friend 
that lives near these houses. They are quite an eyesore and he 
hopes they do something about them. 


Tim Lewis of 500 S. Pine said he is opposed to the demolition of 
these homes. If you were homeless, and saw these houses being 
torn down, it would make your heart sink, he said. Most of them 
could be fixed, if the city were willing to help its’ residents, the city 
would look better than it does. 


Ingrid Jensen of 333 Bridge St, Grand Ledge, representing the 
FDIC in regards to the properties located at 524, 526 & 528 W. 
Genesee, said they are one of the title holders to these properties. 
They have tried to get the land contract holder to repair these 
houses to take them out of this program, but have been unable to 
get a response from him. 


Al Kochka of 518 N. Pine said he bought his house in June of this 
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year. He is worried that the blight created by the three properties on 
W. Genesee will spread to his immediate neighborhood. Council 
must make sure that these three homes are either repaired, or, 
demolished. 


Russell Greear of 3801 Walton Dr. said that Council does not need 
to go up here and demolish these homes. They should be given to 
the homeless to be renovated. 


Ken Vaughan of 114 Garden St. asked how much would be lost in 
property taxes if these homes are demolished. He is opposed to the 
demolition of these homes because he does not want to see the 
City’s tax base destroyed. He wouid like to see a policy developed 
through which an outside agency inspects these houses to 
determine how much it would cost to bring them up to code. 


David Bell of 1002 W. Ottawa said he does not like to see homes 
torn down, however, the property at 1008 W. Ottawa definitely 
needs to be demolished. 


Mark Fineout of 905 W. Genesee spoke in support of the demolition 
of 435 N. Butler. This property does not conform to zoning set 
backs and the construction does not meet code. There are no front 
or side yards, only a 10 foot rear yard and the flooring is 
substandard. It has been rented to undesirables many times in the 
past. Two summers ago they had a drive-by shooting at this 
location. 


Councilmember Brockwell said that the Committee on Public 
Services will review all of these properties at their meeting on 
Wednesday at 9:30 A.M. 


REFERRED TO THE COMMITTEE ON PUBLIC SERVICES 
PUBLIC OOMMENT 


Alma Miateck of 1434 Pontiac commended Councilmember Beal 
for her efforts on City Council. 


Marilynn Slade of 1721 Canterbury Place, City Clerk for the City of 
Lansing and member of the Board of Ethics appealed to 
Councilmembers to accept the recommendations of the Ethics 
Board contained in Opinion #20, and settle the early retirement 
issue once and for all for the good of the City. The Ethics Board 
spent hundreds of hours conducting an investigation that resulted 
ina thorough and complete statement regarding what took place 
with the early retirement plan. They must not give consideration to 
an unendorsed draft from special member, Stuart Dunnings. 


Don Cook of 1000 W. Mt. Hope, Vice Chairman of the Board of 
Ethics of the City of Lansing said that Opinion #20 does touch ona 
few legal points, but, the conflict of interest portions are based on 
the code of ordinances. The Board, he said, worked fairly and 
diligently to develop a fair and just opinion. He accused Council 
President Canady of deciding not to appoint Councilmember Beal 
to the Ad Hoc Committee because she supports David Hollister for 
Mayor. President Canady did not appoint her because he does not 
believe that she could be un-biased towards this issue, however, 
he appointed Councilmember Belen to the committee despite her 
endorsement of Jim Crawford for Mayor. The Ad Hoc Committee 
should be disbanded and the review of this opinion should be done 
by the Committee of the Whole in a public forum, he said. 


John Mertz of 330 N. Clemens, Chairperson of the Board of Ethics 
of the City of Lansing said the Early Retirement Plan was a scam, 
and accused Council of trying to destroy the integrity of the Board 
of Ethics in order to get away with what they have done. They have 
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attempted to impede the Board ail along the way. Special Member 
Stuart Dunnings was no more than a “Council plant” on the Board. 
Council violated the law repeatedly in this matter and are now 
attempting to ignore this opinion and delay action on it until after the 
election in November. 


Councilmember Ford objected to Mr. Mertz’s accusations and said 
that he was appointed to this Committee by President Canady for 
the purpose of reviewing the opinion. That is what he will do. He has 
not given his support to any candidate and resents the implication 
that he has. 


Councilmember Schmidt said that the comments of the members 
of the Board of Ethics cannot be documented. Mr. Dunning’s 
summary of the situation is just one of the two to be considered. If 
they fail to give consideration to Mr. Dunning’s report, they have not 
done their job, because they will not have looked at both sides. Mr. 
Dunning’s summary will not be given consideration over and above 
the opinion of the other four members of the Board. This situation is 
entirely out of hand. “People like me, she said, gained nothing and 
never had any consideration of taking early retirement.” Opinion 
#20 does not seem to study the ethics of the question. She did not 
stand to gain any financial benefit. The statements being made 
tonight ought to be reviewed by another Board of Ethics. 


Councilmember Beal requested that her colleagues hold their 
comments until after public comment has taken place. 


Lewis Pothoff, no address given, said Councilmembers should do 
their politicking on their own time. The installation of a traffic light at 
the intersection of Aurelius Rd. and Miller Rd. is too little too late, he 
said. It should have been done five years ago. He has friends that 
were badly injured at this intersection and he is tired of seeing 
people hurt there, especially kids. 


Douglas Fairbanks of 525 E. Mt. Hope said that all yield signs 
should be 4-way stop signs. 


Harold Leeman of 529 N. Francis asked if parking would be allowed 
on Pennsylvania between Jerome and Holmes after 4:00 in the 
afternoon. He agreed with Slade, Cook, and Mertz that the 
Dunnings report should not be before the Ad Hoc Committee. It is 
not an opinion of the board. The members of the Ethics Board 
should be given more respect. They took a lot of time with this 
investigation and opinion. Council put a lot of roadblocks in their 
way, the opinion says so. 


Russell Greear of 3801 Walton Dr. said it is about time that these 
stop lights were put up. They need to put up more. The Traffic 
Committee is not doing their job. They are laying back about putting 
these up. Councilmember Beal, he said, should be on the Ad Hoc 
Committee. It does not matter how she votes, she represents the 
people of this town more than the other Councilmembers do. 


Lee Shunk, Jr. of 601 Leslie St. spoke in support of Councilmember 
Beal's late item. The Ethics Board, he said, was created because 
the citizens of Lansing demanded it. If Council does not give 
credence to the opinion of the Board they will see a lot more 
outrage than they have right now. He thanked Marilynn Slade for 
the point of view she expressed tonight. 


Kathy Langschwager of 1328 Prospect said that there is no safe 
place at Pattengill in which to stop to drop off your kids. She 
criticized Councilmember Schmidt for not being on top of this 
situation. . 


— 
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Helen Bailey 1622 Cooper Ave. spoke in support of Ethics Board 
Opinion #20, and Chairman John Mertz. Special Member Dunnings 
was nominated to this board by Mayor Crawford. They do not need 
a sub-committee to review the recommendations of the Ethics 
Board, they need Council to do so. It is none of President Canady’s 
business what Councilmember Beal plans to do with her future. 


Alexander Bolt of 1230 Reo complimented City Clerk Slade. He 
read from the summary of Opinion #20 submitted by the Board of 
Ethics of the City of Lansing. . 


Mary Massoglia of 2911 Cooley Dr. continued with the reading 
from the summary of Opinion #20. 


Lloyd Teets of 116 E. Elm St. stated his opposition to the report 
submitted by Stuart Dunnings on the Early Retirement plan being 
reviewed by the Ad Hoc Committee appointed by President 
Canady. The Ethics Board does not recognize any such thing as a 
minority opinion. Dunning’s opinion should have as much weight 
with City Council as his, (Teets) opinion does. He read the 
definition of the word ‘ethics’ from a dictionary. According to the 
Board of Ethics Rules of Procedure, Dunnings opinion cannot even 
be considered. He read from the opinion written by Special 
Member Stuart Dunnings. 


Tim Lewis of 500 S. Pine continued reading from the opinion written 
by Special Member Stuart Dunnings.

COUNCILMEMBER'S COMMENTS 


Councilmember Ford announced that the second phase of the 
Revocation Hearing on NEO's Cabaret License will be held this 
Wednesday at 3:30 in the 10th Floor Conference Room. He hopes 
this matter will be concluded this week. 


Councilmember Beal stated that she has never expressed any 
interest to anyone in running for the House of Representatives.

She has had reports of traffic building up at that 
intersection because there is no left turn lane. Please report back 
to the Public Safety Committee. 


Councilmember Belen asked the City Attorney if we are in court 
now on the Early Retirement Incentive because it was adopted by 
resolution rather than by ordinance? The City Attorney replied in 
the affirmative. 


Councilmember Lilly congratulated Michigan State University on 
their outstanding, stupendous win over the University of Michigan 
at last Saturday's football game.

Lee Shunk, Jr. of 601 Leslie St. said that every week, Monday 
through Friday, buses and delivery vehicles cause traffic problems 
in the downtown area. 


Helen Bailey of 1622 Cooper said that Council should consider 
every recommendation contained in the Board of Ethics Opinion 
#20 and either vote it up, or, down. 


Lewis Pothoff of 1712 W. Miller Rd. said there are 135 seats in the 
room for the public. If they do not attend, it is because they are 
scared of Councilmember Belen. He repeated his request that the 
edges of the steps in front of City Hall be painted yellow so they can 
be seen. The potential for injury loss is greater that the cost of 
painting the steps. 


Douglas Fairbanks of 525 E. Mt. Hope complimented Council- 
member Belen. 


Gladys Gillison read portions of an unpublished letter to the editor 
that she wrote regarding the problems the South Central 
Neighborhood Organization had in their dealings with South 
Baptist Church. Councilmember Lilly, she said, does not deserve 
any of the credit for the resolution of this issue. 


Donna Collins of 225 Moores River Dr. announced a ‘Fall Colors 
Celebration’ at Moores Park hosted by the Friends of Moores Park 
this Sunday, October 17, 1993. They will have entertainment and 
refreshments. There will also be a composting demonstration. 


Therese Porn, Chairwoman of the Cable Advisory Board, thanked 
the members of her board for the many hours of research and 
education that went into their recommendation. They did officially 
accept the minority opinion that was submitted under suspension 
of the rules tonight and have no objection to its’ being considered. 
She thanked Ron Onufer and City Attorney Al Knot for their help. 
Any complaints about Channel 12 not being rebroadcast should be 
directed to either Continental Cable, or, to WJRT-TV in Flint.

Russell Greear of 3801 Walton Dr. said that the city is in violation of 
the ADA because they have refused to paint the edges of the steps 
in front of City Hall. He declared that he has proof that he is back 
from Denver. 


Ken Vaughan of 114 Garden St. complimented Councilmember 
Beal for doing a good job tonight. He stated that his research staff 
has found a ruling that says the abuse of public trust is a crime. 


Paul Scott of 412 W. Kilborn asked that the Blue Ribbon Committee 
on the Acquisition of a Baseball Team look at Federal Forms 990 
and 65 filed by the DLA Fiduciary Trust !!, and that they check the 
business law of the State of Michigan to see if the trust would have 
to register and be regulated by Michigan law in order to do 
business in this state. He wants to know what other sports teams 
they have invested in. He warned Council that Comerica Bank's 
loan rating has dropped. He feels there is a conflict with Ron 
Onufer, Executive Director of Channel 28, running for the School 
Board and having their ‘Meet the Candidates’ Night televised on 
Channel 28. 


Sue Eby of 801 Durant informed the audience that she is running 
for the office of Lansing City Clerk. She believes that the City Clerk 
could take a more active role in resolving the issues surrounding 
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the Early Retirement lawsuit and in implementing the recommen- 
dations of the Ethics Board. The City Clerk, she said, should be 
gathering the missing documents and making sure they are on file 
inher office. The City Clerk's Office should be open from 7:00 A.M. 
to 7:00 P.M. on Monday and Thursday in order to make it more 
accessible to the public. The fact that the Clerk’s Office only 
prepares one notebook containing the Council packet is 
inexcusable. The public has to wait in line for an opportunity to view 
the Council packet. 


Gerald Huckaba of 5410 S. Waverly announced that he will run a 
write-in campaign for the Mayoral election on the November 2, 
1993 ballot. No one is addressing the needs of the working people 
and the ‘have not’ people. Someone has to do something for them. 


Tim Lewis 500 S. Pine said that Al Swain, Coordinator of the Center 
for Handicapped Affairs could be of help in the construction of a 
baseball stadium. He thanked Councilmember Beal and City Clerk 
Marilynn Slade for trying to address the needs of the citizens of this 
city. 


Harold Leeman of 529 N. Francis repeated his request for an 
accounting of the fees paid to outside legal counsel for the defense 
of the early retirement lawsuit. The Stuart Dunnings report has no 
standing. The committee should make sure they focus only on 
Opinion #20 adopted by a 4/1 vote of the Ethics Board. 


Dale Johnson of 1015 N. Washington said that he is concerned 
about the crime and drugs in the city. The police are making arrests 
in these cases, but the system breaks down in the judicial process. 
These drug related crimes are coming from Detroit and we do not 
want these people in our city. We need some type of reform on a 
judicial level and a commitment from the judges to support an 
anti-drug movement. David Hollister is the wrong person to lead 
Lansing. He voted against the ‘no knock law’ and for the 
legalization of pornography. 


Lloyd Teets of 116 E. Elm said that the bottom line in the early 
retirement scandal is that the government bought the mayor and 
the city clerk. Council either did this deliberately, or, out of stupidity.

PUBLIC COMMENT 


Douglas Fairbanks of 525 E. Mt. Hope said the 20 day orders to 
make-safe or otherwise demolish is long enough to give these 
property owners. 


Russell Terry of 121 E. Mt. Hope said there was personal gain on 
the part of Councilmembers when they passed the Early 
Retirement Incentive. Mr. Dunnings and Council President 
Canady, he said, have a few bolts loose. 


Richard Baker of 1625 W. Kalamazoo, President of the West Side 
Neighborhood Association, said that the Ad Hoc Committee on 
Tree Preservation identified three outlying areas of concern not 
directly associated with the cutting down of trees. Councilmember 
Ford moved to allow Mr. Baker to continue with his remarks 
associated with the Special Ceremony held earlier. Motion carried 
unanimously, Mr. Baker continued: The first problem is with dust in 
areas neighboring construction as well as in the construction area. 
The second is that streets are being torn up prior to CSO 
construction and left that way for several weeks at a time 
until construction actually starts. The third is that money was 
wasted by filling in and paving of pot holes and other street 
patching activities that had to be torn right back up to allow for 
construction of the CSO project. With a little more coordination, this 
needless loss of money would not have happened. 


Alma Miateck of 1434 Pontiac offered to distribute pictures of the 
property she owns that is involved in the demolition process. They 
have replaced the water heater, furnace, and electrical system in 
this property. They took out a building permit and have spenta lot of 
time and money on the reconstruction of this property. She asked 
Council not to demolish her house. Councilmember Ford asked her 
when work was last done on this property. Ms. Miateck said that 
work has been ongoing. Councilmember Ford asked when her last 
contact with the Building Department was. Ms. Miateck said she 
talked to Mr. Hernandez last Friday and is attempting to confirm 
what he told her. 


James Ward of 1434 Pontiac asked what the definition of 
“make-safe” is. He spoke to Mr. Hernandez today and he seemed 
more concerned about the money for the building permits than 
about the condition of the house. Councilmember Brockwell said 
that no permits have been pulled to do the mechanical work 
necessary to bring this house up to code. All they want them to do is 
follow the code, pull the permits and make the property safe. 
Councilmember Ford requested that this property be separated 
from the others when we get to action items and that it be heid over 
in committee for one more week. 


Russell Greear of 3801 Walton Dr. accused Council of being more 
concerned with saving trees than saving homes for people to live 
in. These homes could be used for the homeless to live in. They 
should have a moratorium on the demolition of these homes. “They 
should go up here and give these houses to the homeless. They 
Ought to go up here and think about human life first and abide by the 
4th amendment to the constitution.” 


Lloyd Teets of 116 E. Elm said he is sympathetic to the plight of 
Alma Miateck. The Building Department uses threats and coercion 
to make people do what they want them to do. The city does need a 
moratorium on the demolition of homes. The resolution on Ethics 
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Board Opinion #20 is full of snake oil. He does not believe that the 
Ingham County Prosecuting Attorney has the authority to 
prosecute violations of the Code of Ordinances of the City of 
Lansing. Council should do what the Ethics Board asks and turn 
this over to someone with the power to prosecute the ordinance 
violations. How much will the filing of the Amicus Brief in support of 
the Board of Water & Light cost the City? This involves the Midland 
Nuclear Power Plant issue and the City should not be spending any 
money on this at all. 


John Mertz of 330 N. Clemens, Chairperson of the Board of Ethics 
said that the Board has concerns they would like to see addressed. 
They want to make sure that Council chooses a good attorney to 
address recommendations #1 and #5 in Opinion #20, and they are 
concerned that the Ingham County Prosecuting Attorney, Donald 
Martin does not have the authority to prosecute violations of the 
Code of Ordinances of the City of Lansing. Council must clean this 
resolution up to ask the Prosecutor to determine whether or not 
prosecution should take place. 


Ken Vaughan of 114 Garden St. said that the early retirement 
lawsuit was conducted completely between the Judge and 
attorneys. There were no witnesses called. Now there are three or 
four people out there collecting a lot of money that should be in jail. 
lfanyone on Council had any knowledge of the Charter, they would 
not have passed Resolution #201. 


Lynne Martinez of 117% W. Hillsdale agreed that the County 
Prosecutor has no authority to determine anything about 
prosecution of City Ordinances. Council must be clear about what 
they are doing to make sure they empower the prosecutor to do 
something with regard to prosecution of violations of the City 
Charter and Code of Ordinances. 


Alexander Bolt of 1230 Reo Rd. told Councilmembers that their 
house of cards is falling, itis time for them to do what is right and let 
justice follow its’ natural course. They must empower the 
prosecutor to fulfill the recommendations of Opinion #20. 


Harold Leeman of 529 N. Francis asked that Council direct the City 
Clerk to read the Committee Reports regarding the status of 
Downtown Lansing as an Historic District and the paving of the City 
owned lot in the 1200 Block of Turner St. aloud. He said the 
resolution adopting the recommendations of the Cable Advisory 
Board should contain a time table as to when the internal auditor 
will report back to Council. They should make the changes to the 
resolution requested by John Mertz and start treating him with 
more friendliness. They should have him sign off on handling of 
recommendations contained in Opinion #20 and go on record as 
stating that they are adopting recommendation #6 in its’ entirety. 


Jon Addis of 1607 S. Cedar thanked Councilmember Ford for 
insisting that these recommendations be brought before Council 
tonight. His was the lone vote that gave the committee the impetus 
to submit this resolution tonight. The people of the city thank him for 
Cleaning the resolution up and making sure that those responsible 
for early retirement will be prosecuted. He can now leave his office 
in January with his head held high. Councilmember Belen, he said, 
served this city well until this issue came up. She should have 
declared her conflict of interest as should Councilmembers 
Schmidt and Benavides have done. The entire issue should have 
been cleaned up last winter, instead, they spent $125,000 
defending it. He has collected 13,000 petition signatures from 
registered voters who want Councilmembers Benavides, 
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Brockwell, and Canady removed from office. Councilmember Ford 
denied Mr. Addis’s statement that his was the lone vote in favor of 
reporting this resolution out of Committee. The entire Ad Hoc 
Committee voted for a quick resolution of this matter.

MAYOR'S COMMENTS 


Mayor Crawford announced that he attended the funeral services 
for Howard Sutton today. He received many compliments on the 
Lansing Police Department from people attending the funeral. He 
invited everyone to join the Board of Water & Light, Impression 5 
Museum, Lansing Community College and Pace Creative and 
Colonel Jack Lousma for the inaugural Planet Walk and dedication 
ceremony tomorrow at 10:00 A.M. Anyone interested in participat- 
ing in the Veterans Day Parade may contact Jack Gunther at 
484-6657. He thanked the members of the Ad Hoc Committee on 
Tree Preservation. 


COUNCILMEMBER’S COMMENTS 


Councilmember Beal thanked the Ad Hoc Committee on Board of 
Ethics Opinion #20 for accepting her amendments to their 
resolution and for moving so quickly to appoint special counsel to 
investigate the retirement plan. She asked that the Public Safety 
Committee pay special attention to the traffic control recommen- 
dations for intersections beginning at N. Clemens and going 
through Howard Street. They are attempting to slow traffic down for 
these residents. They have been waiting a long time for measures 
like these to be taken. These orders should reduce speed, but, not 
impede the traffic flow. 


Councilmember Lilly refuted accusations that Gladys Gillison 
made against him and the role he played in the South Baptist 
Church issue. He said that the letter she read from last week, that 
was subsequently printed in the State Journal, contained large 
distortions of the facts in this case. He reviewed the facts of the 
case and stated his resentment of Mrs. Gillison’s false accusa- 
tions. 


Councilmember Ford protested Councilmember Beal's statement 


at last week's meeting that the Ad Hoc Committe on Ethics Board 
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Opinion #20 needed to have a member who was an attorney and 
that the people appointed to that committee were not qualified to 
judge this issue. He received several calls over the weekend 
because of this statement and wants to clear this issue up. He is a 
licensed attorney. The resolution that he voted for on early 
retirement said nothing about including elected officials. He wants 
the special legal counsel to determine how elected officials were 
able to take early retirement when the resolution that was passed 
did not include them. He did not ask to be on this committee but he 
feels he can make a positive impact as a member. He was happy to 
see the response from local law firms who have indicated their 
willingness to become involved in this investigation. He announced 
that the resolution on Neo’s Cabaret license will be delayed for one 
week while the Committee awaits receipt of the transcript. He 
reported receiving a complaint about the lighting on Sycamore and 
Allegan streets from the Michigan Historical Museum. He asked 
the administration to refer this complaint to Mr. Pandy. 


Councilmember Schmidt said that she serves with Council- 
member Ford as a member of the General Service Committee 
which he chairs. He is a professional attorney who evaluates every 
issue before his committee in detail. She has never worked with a 
councilmember who has been a better Committee Chairperson 
than Councilmember Ford has been on General Services. He will 
put forth his best efforts in review of Ethics Board Opinion #20, as 
will the other two committee members. She reported receiving a 
request from the residents of Ellis Court and Dennis St. for extra 
lighting on their street. She has forwarded their request to the 
Board of Water & Light and will make sure that they give this 
request the proper attention. The Public Safety Committee will 
meet Wednesday at 2:00 P.M. and will take up the issue of Oakland 
and Seymour along with the traffic control orders referred to them 
by the Mayor. 


Mayor Crawford assured Councilmember Ford that he will look into 
the lighting situation and asked that he be provided with a copy of 
the transcript from Neo’s hearings when Councilmember Ford 
receives it. 


Councilmember Brockwell said that he attended an awards 
presentation sponsored by the Lansing Police Department for 
outstanding citizenry participation and performance above and 
beyond the call of duty by police officers. They honored a State 
Police Officer, John Guiterrez who apprehended a criminal in 
possession of a hand gun when he was in the City out of uniform. 
Councilmember Ford remarked that Councilmember Brockwell 
should have gotten an award for apprehending an escaped 
prisoner in the parking ramp of city hall last summer. 


PUBLIC COMMENTS 


William Bernstein of 420 Baker St. spoke regarding his trial for 
disturbing a public assembly. 


Douglas Fairbanks of 525 E. Mt. Hope said he will be sorry to see 
Woolworth’s closing. Citizens should get a petition to keep this 
store in the downtown area. 


Alma Miateck of 1434 Pontiac thanked Council for pulling the 
resolution ordering her to make-safe, or otherwise demolish her 
property. She asked Mayor Crawford to work with her to develop a 
moratorium on homelessness. 


Ann Smiley of 423 W. Grand River said that her group, The Franklin 
Street Housing Cooperative, was forced to withdraw from the

project to move the two houses associated with the Emanuel 
Lutheran Church project because of fiscal responsibility. They 
cannot justify the cost of moving and rehabilitation of these two 
homes. This was a painful decision for them, but they had to bow 
Out because of the exorbitant cost of moving the houses. 


Ken Vaughan of 114 Garden said he speaks for himself, if anyone 
else shares his views that is their business. Some people are using 
his name and making statements that are being attributed to him. 
No one has the right to speak for him. He is not here to speak for 
Concerned Citizens to Save Lansing, but, the group is gaining 
strength and will have a large impact on this town. Council, he said, 
had better listen to them. Anyone who wants to become involved 
with Concerned Citizens to Save Lansing may call 485-6985. 


Phil Alber of 732 W. Genesee read from item VIII A., letter from 
Arthur DeLeau, requesting an increase in retirement benefits anda 
‘Thirteenth check’ for retirees of the Policemen’s & Firemen’s 
Retirement System. 


Don DeCair of 1602 W. Rundle read a letter written by Robert Long 
that appeared in a December 1992 issue of the Lansing State 
Journal regarding payments from the Policemen’s & Firemen’s 
Retirement System. 


George Scarlett of 7313 Williamsburg Rd. distributed a letter to 
Councilmembers regarding the Police & Firemen’s Retirement 
System. They are requesting that their pensions be restored to the 
original form of escalating 1/2 pay. 


Joan DeLau of 719 Poxson speaking on behalf of her father, Arthur 
DeLau, read a letter her father got from Ada Rainwater of 4965 
Cody Way, Cosby, Tenessee, the surviving spouse of a retired 
policeman. She receives 1/2 of her husband's pension which 
amounts to $4,310.00 per year. She lives below poverty level andis 
requesting an increase. 


Mark Eggleston of 4001 Heathgate apologized to Councilmember 
Beal for stating that she voted for the sale of the Civic Center. He is 
opposed to the candidacy of David Hollister for the Mayor's Office. 
He gave a report of the activities of the Community Support 
Sub-Committee of the Ad Hoc Committee on the Acquisition of a 
Baseball Team. He, along with Jessie Lopez, has contacted 140 
little league coaches regarding this issue and all, except a very few, 
indicated their support of the project. 


Frank Curtis of 1137 W. Allegan said there is no reason for the 
black man to send his kids to Haiti and Somalia to fight and put 
money inthe white man’s pocket. There is nothing on the American 
Flag that represents the black man. He and his family will get 
something done for the black man even if they have to start a 
revolution themselves. 


Lloyd Teets of 116 E. Elm said that Council should have rescinded 
Resolution #201 the week after they adopted it. He stated his 
endorsement of David Hollister for Mayor and asks everyone that 
voted for him in the primary to cast their votes for Hollister. 


Darryll Burgess of 1407 Prospect said that everyone in the city who 
is opposed to the destruction of the Civic Center must speak out, 
or, the building will be bulldozed. He has organized a group to save 
the building calling themselves “The Friends of the Civic Center”. 
They will meet regularly and can be contacted through their post 
office box. 


Lynn O,Connor of 1101 N. Captiol protested the Franklin Street 
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Housing Cooperative's withdrawal from the project to move and 
renovate two houses in the Emanuel First Evangelical Lutheran 
Church issue. Because of this she has lost trust in City Council. Of 
the eight houses which were originally to be saved, only one will 
now be preserved. 


Clyde Smith of 6615 E. Galaway Cr. said that it has been 60 days 
since his attorney's submitted a claim for the payment of their fees 
tothe city. These are fees that he incurred in the performance of his 
duties as a Lansing Police Officer. He wants to know where this 
issue is at now. If payment is not approved in a reasonable amount 
of time, the cost will increase, because his attorney's will take this 
issue to Circuit Court. He asked for an explanation as to why it has 
taken 60 days to approve payment of these fees. Councilmember 
Ford said that this issue has been referred to the General Services 
Committee, the Mayor, and the City Attorney. They are waiting for a 
recommendation from the City Attorney and the Administration, 
after which, they will take action.

He 
hopes to see these programs expand within the city. 


COUNCILMEMBER’S COMMENTS 


Councilmember Belen asked when City leaf pickup begins. Mayor 
Crawford answered that it is underway now. Anyone with leaves for 
pickup may put them out on their regular pickup day. 


Councilmember Lilly announced that the Physical Development 
Committee will take up all of their pending items this Thursday at 
3:00 P.M. They have had several issues that have been on hold 
until the Planning Board Minutes were placed on file in the City 
Clerk's Office. 


Councilmember Ford objected to the statements made by Jon 
Addis at last week's meeting. He feels he has served the citizens of 
this city well and he resents Mr. Addis’s inference that he has not. 


Councilmember Schmidt said that she met a very lovely, 
interesting centenarian over the weekend. Tish Hall is 106 years 
old and still active in local affairs. She announced that she has 
glow-in-the-dark wands available for children to use while 
trick-or-treating; anyone interested in obtaining one may contact 
her. 


CITIZENS COMMENTS 


William Bernstein of 420 Baker St. made insults of a personal 
nature against Councilmember Brockwell and was cautioned by 
President Canady that he must refrain from making personal 
remarks and address his remarks to council as a whole. 


Lee Shunk of 601 Leslie St. said that he finally saw a State of 
Michigan delivery vehicle making his delivery in the proper place. 
He asked that someone call his father about a problem he 
experienced this afternoon with a meter maid. 


Douglas Fairbanks of 625 E. Mt. Hope commended Council- 
member Brockwell for the great job he did of presiding over the 
Council meeting last week. 


Gladys Gillison of 223 W. Barnes said that the information 
contained in the letter she sent to the Editor of the State Journal 
was correct. She verified it with two people who attended the 
meeting on the South Baptist Church parking lot. Councilmember 
Lilly responded by saying that all of his statements last week are a 
matter of official record and can be easily verified. He got her 
neighborhood and the Church together. 


Richard Collins of 225 Moores River Drive said that Council- 
member Lilly told their neighborhood group that they did not have 
the necessary five votes on council to override the Church's 
rezoning request. He told them that they did not have any friends on 
Council with the exception of Councilmember Beal. He killed any 
chance that SCNO had for fair negotiations with the church. 


Paulo Gordillo of 3118 Scarborough said he collected 600 petition 
signatures from residents and tax payers who support his request 
that the name of Grand Ave. be changed to Cesar Chavez Avenue. 
They are requesting this honor on behalf of his work for the United 
Farm Workers. Councilember Benavides asked to have the 
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delegation that accompanied Mr. Gordillo stand in recognition of 
their efforts. Approximately 16 people stood. 


Lewis Pothoff, no address given, said that the last time he attended 
a City Council meeting he fell down the steps in front of City Hall 
when leaving. He has a depth perception problem and that is why 
he keeps trying to get the edges of these steps painted. They are a 
hazard. He asked Councilmember Brockwell to have the Building 
Department inspect his house. He is a renter and as far as he 
knows the house he rents has never been inspected. His phone 
number is 882-0593, if they want to contact him. He said that he 
and his step-daughter were treated very rudely this weekend by 
Officers in the Lansing Police Department. They need some 
lessons in manners. 


Lloyd Teets of 116 E. Elm St. said that the Chief Deputy to the City 
Clerk is mandated by Charter and the present City Clerk had no 
right to eliminate this position. He announced his support for Sue 
Eby's campaign for the Office of City Clerk. Councilmember Lilly 
defended the City Clerk’s position and said that Mr. Teets 
neglected to mention that the Charter says “The City Clerk shall 
designate one person in the office to serve as Chief Deputy City 
Clerk at the pleasure of the City Clerk.” To his knowledge this is 
exactly what Marilynn Slade has done. 


Charles Young of 5747 Richwood said that he has attempted to 
rent space in the City Market, but, was told that his business does 
not fit within the criteria established by the Market Prospectus. He 
and his wife have an african american gift shop that sells 
mementos of the african heritage, such as Christmas tree 
ornaments, figurines, etc. They were allowed to rent a stall for the 
first two weekends in October, but are now being denied space. 
They believe that they deserve to be offered this economic 
opportunity and that the Market should reflect all of the nationalities 
within the community. Councilmember Benavides said that he 
attended a recent meeting of the Human Relations Board in 
which a hispanic businessman related a very similar situation 
about the City Market. Councilmember Ford said that he would like 
the Committee on General Services to take this issue up 
Wednesday at 3:30. COUNCIL PRESIDENT CANADY REFERRED 
THIS ISSUE TO THE CITY ATTORNEY AND THE HUMAN 
RELATIONS BOARD. 


Ken Vaughan of 114 Garden St. said that the intersection of Mt. 
Hope and Washington Ave. needs to have a right turn only sign 
installed. Councilmember Schmidt agreed that there is a problem 
at that intersection. The issue was reviewed by the Traffic Board, 
but, the determination was not satisfactory, in her opinion. She 
would like to have this issue revisited. 


Russell Greear of 3801 Walton Dr. said the City must make sure 
City Hall is in compliance with the ADA. He disagreed with the idea 
of changing the name of Grand Ave. to Cesar Chavez Ave. and said 
they should pick a street on the north end of town where there is a 
larger hispanic population. Councilmember Ford took exception to 
Russell's remarks and said “We have a strong hispanic community 
in the City of Lansing, not just in one area.” 


Alma Miateck of 915 Tisdale said she is interested in the housing 
situation in Lansing and in the demolition of homes. She asked 
what law or ordinance governs the demolition of homes. 
Councilmember Brockwell told her that the City of Lansing adopts 
the Uniform Building Code and incorporates it into the Code of 
Ordinances. 
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Clyde Smith of 6615 E. Galaway Cir. apologized to Mayor Crawford 
and accused Councilmember Ford of being the hold-up in the 
payment of his claim for attorney fees. The City will pay the fees, he 
warned, either voluntarily or involuntarily, they will pay. He has 
been both rewarded and charged with criminal counts for the 
performance of his duties while serving as a Lansing Police Officer. 
Councilmember Ford said that the Committee on General Services 
has not dragged their feet on this. They took action on it as soon as 
they received the City Attorney's recommendation. Council- 
member Schmidt said there is no reason this recommendation 
should have taken as long as it did. Councilmember Beal said that 
the Committee on General Services asked for a swift reaction from 
the City Attorney and last week was the first they knew that his 
recommendation was ready for them to act upon. 


Hulon T. Benson 1018 W. St. Joe said that he does not want to see 
David Hollister elected as Mayor. The Kings Kid day care center, 
on whose board he sits, had appealed to Mr. Hollister for help 
regarding a problem with a former employee. Mr. Benson 
requested additional time in which to finish his address. By motion 
of Councilmember Lilly and an affirmative vote of Council 
(Councilmember Ford abstained because he acted as legal 
counsel for Kings Kids) Mr. Benson continued, saying, Hollister 
gave them the wrong advice and they wound up having to appear 
in Court on the issue. 


Rudy Reyes 2201 S. Pennsylvania Ave. spoke in support of 
changing the name of Grand Ave. to Cesar Chavez Avenue. It 
would make him proud to know that his city honored Mr. Chavez 
and the people of his heritage in this way. 


Ruth Peoples of 1019 Hickory thanked Council for passing the 
ordinance prohibiting loitering in known prostitution areas. She has 
her neighborhood back now and is grateful to Council. 


Tim Lewis of 500 S. Pine approved of the re-naming of Grand Ave. 
to Cesar Chavez Avenue. He objected to the statements Lloyd 
Teets made impugning City Clerk, Marilynn Slade. She is honest, 
has integrity, she is a willing, eager administrator and has been an 
exemplary City Clerk. He appreciates what she has done for the 
community. 


Mary Haney of 1312 Roosevelt said that Grand Ave. is not enough 
of a tribute to Cesar Chavez. They should go after Grand River Ave. 
She asked for investigation of a letter read in last night’s debate.

HANDLED AS RESOLUTION #617 
MAYOR'S COMMENTS 


Mayor Crawford said that the City filed grant applications today to 
receive $75,000 from the Ford Foundation. He announced the 
Veteran's Day Parade to be held Saturday, November 6, 1993. The 
City, he said, has reached an agreement with the State of Michigan 
for the transfer of Comstock Park and Grosbeck Golf Course back 
to the City’s ownership. His office has received a number of calls 
regarding Proposal B on tomorrow's ballot. He explained that the 
City is not selling the park, just a narrow strip at the edge, whichis a 
hilly patch of trees and shrubs to accommodate the adjacent 
property owner who built a portion of their garage on park land 
through a mistake. He encouraged everyone to get out and vote 
tomorrow. 


COUNCILMEMBER’S COMMENTS 


Councilmember Belen reported that the Ad Hoc Committee on 
Ethics Board Opinion #20 met with the attorneys and they did 
approve item #13 from their agenda. Most of the items being 
prepared for Ingham County Prosecutor, Donald Martin are ready 
to go. 


Councilmember Brockwell reminded viewers that raking your 
leaves into the streets in the City of Lansing is a violation of the 
Code of Ordinances. This causes all kinds of problems with the 
sewer system and you can be fined. 


Councilmember Schmidt reported large pot holes at the intersec- 
tion of Riley and Devonshire and asked that the Mayor's office look 
into making sure that Stop Signs and Truck Route Signs affected by 
construction of the CSO project are being replaced. The signs at 
the corner of Lindbergh and S. Pennsylvania have been taken 
down and trucks are beginning to use Lindbergh. She talked to 
Dave Berridge about the problem three weeks ago, but the sign is 
still laying face down in the street. 


PUBLIC COMMENTS 


Lee Shunk, Jr. of 601 Leslie St. suggested that the Police 
Department increase the proportion of Police Officers to citizenry. 


Matthew Bonk of 1015 S. Washington Ave. said he is concerned 
about the spiritual health of the city. A lot of changes for the City 
could come about tomorrow and everyone needs to pray for the 
best to happen. He announced that on Wednesday, November 3, 
1993, one year after the election of Bill Clinton as President, there 
will be a Meeting of Mourning, Repentance, and Prayer at the State 
Capitol building. 
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Lloyd Teets of 116 E. Elm St. accused Councilmembers of making 
political omissions from the Council Agenda for tonight's meeting. 
He announced his endorsements for tomorrow's election. The 
endorsements released by the State Journal did not have the City's 
best interests at heart, he said. 


Alexander Bolt of 1230 Reo Rd. said that he believes that the 
incumbent officeholders will be displaced in tomorrow's election. 


Mary Massoglia of 2911 Cooley Dr. announced her endorsements 
for tomorrow's election. 


Cherryl Valleau of 226 S. Eighth St. denounced Mr. Hollister for 
expecting special consideration for Legislators in terms of traffic 
and parking tickets and for not supporting legislation to eliminate 
prostitution. 


Douglas Fairbanks of 525 E. Mt. Hope asked everyone to get out 
and vote tomorrow. 


Frank Curtis, X of 4708 Ingham announced his endorsements for 
tomorrow's election. 


Ken Vaughan of 114 Garden St. told everyone that tomorrow they 
have an opportunity to change their future for the better. The 
Concerned Citizens to Save Lansing group asks everyone to vote 
only for candidates that are not already on the city payroll. 


Steve Harry of 3125 Tecumseh River, President of Concerned 
Citizens to Save Lansing, said he is not here to speak for them. He 
supports Marilynn Slade in her bid for election. Her opponent, Sue 
Eby, made serious and false allegations about her and he is here to 
refute them. 


Betty Kost of 1425 Mcintyre Ct. said that the letters of complaint 
about Jim McCue contain false allegations. She checked these 
allegations out with Henry Hernandez, Chief Building Inspector for 
the City of Lansing, all charges against McCue were dismissed. 


Gladys Gillison of 223 W. Barnes said that she did not know Bea 
Christy, however, she was a wonderful, generous person. 
Councilmember Brockwell, in his actions tonight, took money away 
from Bea Christy’s granddaughter. 


Jim White of 4010 Rivershell said that he feels he is the victim of 
harassment and racial discrimination by Jack Nelson of the 
Building Department. All Councilmembers have to do, at any given 
time, is walk into the Building Department and they will see 
employees acting unprofessionally. They throw spitballs, make 
paper airplanes and laugh and horse around. By motion of 
Councilmember Ford and unanimous vote of Council Mr. White 
was given one additional minute to complete his comments. The 
Building Department is being laughed at, said Mr. White, and the 
Manager is doing nothing about it. He accused Mr. Nelson of 
having him followed and having his wife, kids and home 
photographed. 


Councilmember Schmidt asked if Mr. White has filed a complaint 
with the Personnel Department. She has been to the Building 
Department many times and has never seen this kind of behavior. 
These kinds of comments bother her. The city depends on the 
Code Enforcement Officers and their activities to handle problem 
situations for it. tis unusual to have someone come to Council with 
accusations like these without following the procedure for filing 
complaints. 


Councilmember Ford asked Mayor Crawford to have the Human 
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Relations Department investigate Mr. White’s complaints and 
report back to Council about them. 


Mayor Crawford said that each of these charges will be 
investigated and a report will be given in committee. 


Councilmember Brockwell said that he has never seen the type of 
behavior described by Mr. White take place in the Building 
Department. He knows Jack Nelson and believes him to be a fine 
individual. He is aware of an ongoing situation with Mr. White and 
thinks him to be bitter about it. However, now that the complaints 
have been stated, this will all come out in the open and a report will 
be forthcoming. 


Council President Canady stated that he has been fielding a lot of 
complaints about the Building Department. He asked Mr. White to 
prepare a comprehensive memo stating the problems he has 
experienced and give it to him to be properly channeled. 


Lewis Pothoff of 1712 W. Miller Rd. urged everyone to get out and 
vote tomorrow. Of the City’s 127,000 citizens, approximately 80-85 
thousand of them are registered to vote. The American Indian, he 
said, deserves financial help from the City, however, he is not 
aware of any help being given to them. 


Shane Powers of 1925 Mary Ave. said that he, too, has problems 
with the Building Department. He accused a City of Lansing 
Building Inspector and a candidate for the City Clerk's Office of 
harassing his father. Sue Eby and Jim McCue forced his father to 
sell his buildings. He is the one his father sold his building to and he 
will not stand for the harassment his father took from these two. 


Dale Johnson of 1015 S. Washington said he has a problem with 
people coming to Council with a racial ax to grind. He has been told 
that Mr. Hollister was a supporter of the CSRC and either attended 
their Board meetings personally or sent his staff members to attend 
in his absence. 


Jon Addis of 1607 S. Cedar, Chairman of Operation Clean Sweep, 
said that Councilmember Belen did remove herself from the 
General Retirement System. When she did she went into the 
Money Purchase Plan. This made her eligible for payment of over 
$9,000 plus payment of medical expenses for the remainder of her 
natural life. This created a conflict of interest on her vote for early 
retirement. Hollister, he said, is a liberalist in favor of socialism. 
Crawford is a conservative. Councilmember Lilly moved to give Mr. 
Addis additional time to complete his comments. Motion failed by 
the following roll call vote: ;

Russell Greear of 3801 Walton said that Mr. Hollister believes in 
protecting the handicapped population, Mr. Crawford does not - he 
only cares about 20% of the population. He said that Hollister will 
go up here and do something for the homeless population. 


Alma Miatech of 915 Tisdale said she received a visit from a City of 
Lansing Detective today. She stated that she would never threaten 
anyone. She does not have to take that kind of avenue. She did not 
threaten Mayor Crawford. 


Charles Young of 1543 Richwood thanked Council for trying to help 
he and his wife in their efforts to do business with the City Market. 
He encouraged Councilmember Benavides to make contact with 
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the hispanic person who had a complaint similar to the Young's. 


Elizabeth Barnhill of 1715 Martin said that she would not own her 
home if Jim McCue of the Building Department had not closed it 
down as a drug house. The problems they are hearing about 
involving McCue are probably because property owners have 
problems keeping their houses up to code. He has a tough job. She 
hopes Council will take her comments into consideration, conduct 
a Careful investigation, and be fair. 


Paget Maynard of 902 W. Shiawassee wished luck to all 
candidates. There were inconsistencies in the way the public 
commentors were treated last week. He wants to see everyone 
treated fairly. He does not like to see Councilmembers arguing with 
the public and asked them to restrain themselves and use more 
decorum. 


Hulon T. Benson of 1018 W. St. Joe announced his endorsements 
for tomorrow's election. 


Paul Scott of 412 W. Kilborn announced his endorsements for 
tomorrow's election and the reasons for his choices. 


Ammahad Shekarakki of 902 W. Willow urged everyone to get out 
and vote tomorrow. It does not cost anything. Itis especially 
important for blacks to get out and vote. People have lost their lives 
and spilled blood to insure this freedom. 


Harold Leeman of 529 N. Francis asked if the report given by the 
Internal Auditor tonight went to the Committee on Ways and 
Means. He requested that there be no editorializing during the 
broadcasting of election results tomorrow night. He asked 
Councilmember Ford to explain more about the claim on tonight's 
agenda. Is this a lack of communication? 


Councilmember Ford said it is not a lack of communication. The 
Ingham County Register of Deeds is responsible for filing this 
information with the City when they receive it. That is the process 
they want to look at because it takes too long. 


Bruce Lankheet of 606 Bunker Rd. said that the early retirement 
was necessary to prevent a large deficit. There are a lot more 
important issues facing the city. He urged voters not to believe the 
lies that are coming from Mayor Crawford's opponent. He said that 
Mr. Hollister should ask the victims of violent crime how they feel 
about a holistic approach to fighting crime. Crawford is a firm 
supporter of the Police Department and has been a breath of fresh 
air in how they were treated at the bargaining table. By Motion of 
Councilmember Benavides and a 5/2 vote of Council Mr. Lankeet 
was allowed to complete his comments. Gene Wrigglesworth, he 
said, is not tough on crime. He knows because he worked with him.

What the voters said 
last week is a reflection of what they want for the future, not a 
reflection on the services that have been offered in the past, he 
said.

Councilmember Belen thanked everyone who voted for her. She 
has received a number of letter and calls expressing thanks for the 
service she has given the City.

Councilmember Schmidt thanked everyone who has called/writ- 
ten with their thanks to her for the service she has given to the City 
for the last 12 years. She has made a lot of friends in that period of 
time. She said that she hopes that the service level given to the 
residents of the second ward remains as high as she has 
maintained it. She has ongoing concerns about the Sablain/Solo- 
man Pits, Edgewood Blvd. the Forest Road Bike Path, and the 
Community Hall to be built in the Southeast section of the city to 
provide meeting space for the seniors and youth of the city. She 
reminded everyone that Thursday is Veteran’s Day. Anyone with 
questions or concerns about the future may bring them to her to be 
forwarded to her successor. 


Councilmember Lilly thanked everyone who voted for him for their 
confidence and for allowing him to serve them for the next four 
years. He announced that the Committee on Physical Develop- 
ment will not meet this Thursday because City Hall will be closed in 
observance of Veteran’s Day. He has enjoyed the time he has 
spent on Council with the current representatives. 


Councilmember Ford thanked his constituents. He thanked 
Councilmember Belen for making an impression on him at the first 
Council meeting he ever attended, when he was in the 6th grade. 
He commended Councilmember Schmidt for the hard work and 
dedication she has provided to the members of her ward. He has 
learned a lot from her in his 4 years on Council. She spends more 
hours here than everyone else combined. Mayor Crawford has 
done a good job this past year, it is a very tough job, and he took it 
on in the midst of a tremendous controversy in the city. He has 
Created police sub-stations and brought middle school athletics 
back. This speaks well of the creative juices flowing in City Council 
meetings. He is proud of this council and of this administration for 
implementing programs that are good for the citizens of the City. He 
congratulated Paul Novak for his successful campaign, he will be 
working closely with him in the next few weeks to insure a smooth 
transition. He hopes that a public/private partnership can be 
arranged for the civic arena. 


Councilmember Benavides said that these are exciting, but scary, 
times. He is the only incumbent left from the councilmembers that 
took office with him in 1982. He is looking forward to the challenge 
of working with the new team and hopes they can deliver what the 
public wants. 


Councilmember Beal said she received a call from Willie Davis last 
Friday night at 12:30 at night. They are still having a lot of problems 
with crack houses in his neighborhood. She asked Mayor Crawford 
to look into this. She noted that there are a number of people in the 
audience tonight from the Walnut Street Neighborhood Associa- 
tion. This issue has come back to haunt them like some other 
issues they have passed. These people are here to object to two 
houses being demolished in their neighborhood in connection with 
the Emmanuel Lutheran Church expansion. These houses were to 
have been moved. Neither she, nor Councilmember Ford, voted for 
this. The process was not good and now this neighborhood is mad. 
Council should not have tried to substitute house moving for 
demolition. They would not have voted for demolition of these 
homes and should not have voted to move them as a substitution to 
demolishing them. 


Councilmember Lilly said Council should be voting on issues 
based on facts not emotions. Maybe this process needs to be 
looked at carefully. He is aware of other improprieties going on 
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within the process. The Physical Development Committee will 
examine the process carefully, and if necessary, will make 
recommendations to Council. This policy has to be looked at in a 
comprehensive manner. This particular neighborhood has the 
largest amount of vacancies in the entire city, 14.6% of their 
housing units are vacant according to the census tracts. You 
Cannot continue to put new housing up in this area without taking 
units out. Furthermore, 77% of the housing units in this area are 
rentals. They were trying to create home ownership in this area. 
There were other reasons behind the scenes, that caused this 
project to fail. He pointed out that any house the city has ever 
moved has cost more than the value of the home to do so. These 
decisions must be based on all of the facts not just one side. 


Marilynn Slade, City Clerk thanked everyone who voted for her last 
Tuesday. She has enjoyed her time in public service after many 
years in the private sector. She thanked the Mayor, Council, and 
everyone at City Hall who has helped her learn the ropes and given 
her a lot of support in the last 4 years. 


Council Vice-President Brockwell announced that the Physical 
Development Committee, and Public Services Committee have 
both canceled their meetings for this week. The Committee of the 
Whole meeting will be held tomorrow at 5:00 P.M.

William Bernstein of 420 Baker St. said that he has the right to 
exercise his first amendment rights to freedom of speech. 


Charles Young of 5747 Richwood thanked Council for sending a 
Committee Report to the Board of Directors of the City Market. 
They will meet November 10, 1993 at 8:00 A.M. He will be attending 
their meeting to speak on behalf of he and his wife. He hopes to be 
able to return as a vendor at the Market. He encourages everyone 
who has been displaced by the Market to attend the meeting and 
voice their opinion. 


Lee Shunk, Jr. of 601 Leslie requested that Councilmembers 
announce the phone numbers that they can be reached at. 


Floyd Burns of 103 E. North St. said he has seen a lot of homeless 
people in the last 5-6 years since he has been in Lansing. He wants 
to start seeing them being given more help. He reported a problem 
in the broadcasting of the rerun of last week's meeting. 


Frank Curtis of 4708 Ingham said he thinks there are improprieties 
going on in the Building Department. They are discriminating 
against Mr. White. 


Ken Vaughan of 114 Garden St. said the voters have spoken and 
will remove the remaining councilmembers, either by recall, or at 
the ballot box. 


Lloyd Teets of 116 E. Elm St. said that he filed a motion for dismissal 
with Judge Cherry on the charges against him for disturbing a 
public assembly. Judge Cherry denied his motion and found 
Council Rule 19 to be a valid exercise of the Council's rights to 
control their meetings. 


Russell Greear of 3801 Walton Dr. said that he hopes the ‘94 
Council will be better to people and treat them with dignity and 
respect. He hopes that Hollister will right the wrongs this Council 
has done. 


Lewis Pothoff of 1712 Miller Rd. congratulated the winners of last 
week’s election and wished the losers well. He protested the 
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invocation being given at the beginning of Council meetings. Kids 
cannot pray in public schools, but government meetings can be 
preceded by prayer. Religion and politics do not mix, he said, they 
should either eliminate prayers at Council meetings, or allow them 
to be extended to the school system. He protested the amount of 
time the Police Department spent in chasing prostitutes out of 
neighborhoods. They should have been chasing out the drug 
dealers instead. 


Tim Lewis of 500 S. Pine congratulated the winners of last weeks's 
election and thanked all current office holders for their hard work 
while serving on Council. 


Mary Jo Kerekes, no address given, said she now lives in 
Laingsburg, however, she is still president of the Walnut Street 
Neighborhood Association. Today her group went to witness the 
demolition of a house at 221 Maple Street. Next 225 W. Maple will 
be demolished. This is being done by an out-of-compliance church 
that was granted a lot of variances to allow them to expand their 
church and build a new school. She believes the process to have 
been flawed in a number of areas. There was a break down in the 
process. The neighborhood feels they should have been notified 
by the City that these houses were going to be demolished. 


Lynne O’Connor of 1101 N. Capitol criticized the virtue of City 
government as it relates to her neighborhood. She questioned the 
virtue of Councilmembers who are elected to represent the 
citizenry. There is no neighborhood left for her now. It stops quite 
Clearly at the corner of Maple and Sycamore. 


Carol Shull of 1108 N. Capitol said she is a member of the Walnut 
Street Neighborhood Association and that the demolition permit 
was filed after 221 W. Maple was demolished. Now there has been 
a permit filed for 1217 W. Chestnut. The neighborhood group hada 
agreement with the Attorneys for Consumers Power on this 
property. Emmanuel Lutheran Church does not participate in the 
rotating sanctuary program. Why could they not have saved these 
houses to use in participation with this program. There will be more 
demolitions in her neighborhood, she warned. 


Alex Bolt of 1230 Reo Rd. thanked Councilmembers Lilly, Belen, 
Schmidt and Mayor Crawford. He thanked Councilmember 
Benavides for acknowledging Sandy Allen tonight. 


Richard Lott of 1107 N. Capitol said a house was demolished in his 
neighborhood today. Lilly's plan is coming unglued and their 
neighborhood will suffer because of it. They are tired of talking and 
will file a letter with the Ethics Board to see what can be done about 
this. 


Julie Lott of 1107 N. Capitol said “we lost a house today, how many 
more will we lose?” 


Paul Scott of 412 W. Kilborn read the definition of the word plan 
from Webster's Dictionary. He protested the proposed demolition 
of the property at 1217 N. Chestnut, saying the master plan called 
for the preservation of this property. 


Douglas Fairbanks of 525 E. Mt. Hope said that Councilmembers 
Schmidt and Belen are both winners, regardless of what happened 
at the election. 


Harold Leeman of 529 N. Francis said that the Walnut Street 
Neighborhood is frustrated. Councilmember Lilly should have 
stayed here tonight to listen to these comments. Where does the 
Mayor stand on this issue? They should be able to resolve some of 
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these neighborhood complaints. 


Lynne Martinez of 417% W. Kilborn, Manager of the Franklin Street 
Housing Cooperative, said they are still working to save a couple of 
the other houses involved in this project. She does not believe that 
any City staff members have tried to undermine this project. She will 
ask her board to take another look at this project to see if there is 
anything that can be salvaged. 


Ed Simmer of 2608 Gier said the voters will be back in two years to 
get the remaining councilmembers out of office.

What, he asked, would have happened if someone had 
dropped a lit cigarette near one of the broken gas mains? 


Floyd A. Burus of 103 E. North St. said Council needs to move more 
quickly to take action on issues. 


Lloyd Teets of 116 E. Elm said that the City Attorney has written 
letters about him that contain untruths. 


Paul Scott of 412 W. Kilborn said that Councilmember Lilly made 
statements regarding vacancy rates in his neighborhood at the last 
meeting that could be misinterpreted. The vacancy rate according 
to the last census was 14.6% for all units. Six percent of those units 
are owner occupied. The ratio of rooms per person in this 
neighborhood keeps going down as landlords split up their 
properties to make more money. 


Russell Greear of 3801 Walton said that Councilmembers who do 
not stay until the end of Council meetings should have their 
salaries docked. He has heard a rumor to the effect that incoming 
councilmembers will be installing new carpeting and having their 
offices painted. This is a waste of fax payers money on people who 
do not show up at the meetings. 


Shane Powers of 1925 Mary Ave. stated that City Clerk elect, Sue 
Eby is in default to the City of Lansing in an amount exceeding 
$10,000. The Charter calls for the forfeiture of office in cases where 
a Situation of default exists. He has documentation to prove his 
allegation that Ms. Eby is in default. 


COUNCILMEMBER CANADY REFERRED THIS ISSUE TO THE 
CITY ATTORNEY 


Harold Leeman of 529 N. Francis inquired as to the status of the 
acquisition of a minor league baseball team. He asked for 
information regarding the deadline for resolution of this matter. Will 
Council complete these negotiations this year, or will this be an 
issue in 1994? There was to have been a committee report from 
the Ad Hoc Committee on Early Retirement regarding recommen- 
dation #13. What has happened to this report? Councilmember 
Lilly responded that; the committee received a letter from Mr. 
Brookover outlining his understanding of what he was supposed to 
do. The committee has not met since then, but, there is a possibility 
that they will meet on Wednesday. Regarding the baseball issue he 
received a phone call indicating that the Springfield Cardinals 
would be going to Madison in 1994 and moving to Lansing in 1995 if 
the Stadium is here and ready to go. The Trust involved in the 
building of the stadium has said they will have the financing in 
place within the next week or two, and that they will be making an 
announcement to that effect. Mr. Perry and the Trust are scheduled 
to be here next Monday night when the Blue Ribbon Committee 
makes their report. 


Council President Canady reported that the Chairman ofthe 
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Michigan State University Trustees has been in contact with him to 
arrange a meeting to discuss their roll in the stadium and whether 
they will lease the stadium for their team events. They have shown 
a lot of interest. The retainer agreement with Mr. Brookover has 
been executed and sent back to him. He can begin his work 
anytime. 


Councilmember Schmidt said that the assignments to the County 
Prosecutor and Mr. Brookover seemed to duplicate each other. 


Council President Canady said that the assignments, being made 
by resolution, cannot be changed without adopting another 
resolution. 


Lee Shunk, Jr. of 601 Leslie St. asked that the incumbents that are 
leaving office turn over paperwork they have received in the last six 
months that remains undone for the newcomers to review.

These luminaries encompass over one mile of the Zoo 
walkway. She reported that the Zoo has received a significant 
achievement award for their Indonesian Strategy for Sumatra 


Tigers. 

B. Councilmember Lilly Introduced the Sub-Committee Chairper- 
sons of the Blue Ribbon Committee on the Acquisition of a Minor 
League Baseball Team who outlined the findings of their 
sub-committees and presented Council with copies of their Final 
Report. Public comment on the report follows: 


Tim Lewis of 500 S. Pine thanked the committee members for the 
time they have put into this project and said their report is very well 
written in terms of the ADA perspective. He recommended that City 
Council direct that a Market Study be done and that high profile 
advertising be put into place as quickly as possible. 


Douglas Fairbanks of 525 E. Mt. Hope said this is a great idea and it 
is wonderful to have a Baseball Team coming to Lansing. 


Bob Campion of 1402 N. Foster, past member of the Parks and 
Recreation Board and past president of the Amateur Baseball 
Association objected to the use of the Red Cedar Golf Course as a 
site for the Stadium. 


Mark Eggleston of 4001 Heathgate thanked Council for allowing 
him to work on the Blue Ribbon Committee and suggested that this 
type of project deserves better promotion in the future. This should 
have been a County-wide proposition. He suggested that the 
needs of the senior citizen golfers be expedited and that they 
receive a discount to ball games. The stadium itself, he said, should 
be named after Councilmember Lucile Belen in honor of her 4 
decades of public service to the city. 


Russell Greear of 3801 Walton Dr. said this whole thing is a joke, 
building a ball field without a ball team. This is a waste of tax payers 
dollars, he said, City Council should not be spending this money 
without having a team first. 


William Hubbell of 1003 W. Cavanaugh said that he hopes that 
Lansing does not get into the same situation that St. Petersburg, 
Florida got into. They built a stadium that sat idle for two years 
because they could not get a team. 


Harold Leeman of 529 N. Francis said that the poll that was 
recently conducted was too small. They should have polled at least 
800-1200 people rather than 300. He is concerned about the 
displaced golfers from the Red Cedar Course, about the Lansing 
Township land use, and about funding sources. The Trust is 
located in Reno, Nevada and he wants to know where their money 
is coming from and what team they will get. 


Lloyd Teets of 116 E. Elm St. said that the Blue Ribbon Committee's 
report is very comprehensive. He still does not want to see this 
issue put on a fast track. He will support this as long as the trust will 
use their own money, not tax payers money. They are convinced 
that there is a market for a Class A Team. This could turn out to be a 
great thing for the community. 


Lee Shunk, Jr. of 601 Leslie St. said that the development of a ball 
field will require more police officer and medical emergency 
personnel and Council must make sure there is an economic base

George Warren of AFSCME, CIO, and Lansing Labor Counsel said 
the wastewater treatment rates should be structured on a 
commodities basis. This ordinance is not fair to the low income. 


Russell Greear of 3801 Walton Dr. said he is opposed to this 
ordinance because the handicapped cannot afford it. 


Dale Martin of 315 Seymour, Vice President of Motor Wheel 
Corporation and Chairman of the Industrial Counsel, member of 
Greater Lansing Chamber of Commerce said that he served as a 
member of the Wastewater System Committee. They met for two 
years and were assisted by two studies provided by Black and 
Veatch. He supports the rate structure originally proposed in the 
studies. 


Gary Boszak of 920 Townsend speaking on behalf of General 
Motors Plants in Lansing said that the Black and Veatch study 
proposed equity across all user groups within the City. Industrial 
and Commercial users have a meter charge assigned to them 
while residential customers do not. These costs are passed on to 
the industrial and commercial users immediately, while increases 
to residential users would not take place right away. 


Joe Maguire of 1622 Woodside on behalf of the Lansing Regional 
Chamber of Commerce Consumers Affairs Division said that if 
Council does not adopt this ordinance by the end of 1993 the City 
stands to lose $200,000 per year in loans from the State of 
Michigan. The City, he said, needs this ordinance to attract new 
commercial growth. 


Jim Barnes of 708 E. Grand River, Vice President of Wohlert 
Corporation said that the city needs to move towards greater parity 
between user classes. Black and Veatch is a firm of national 
reputation. All they are asking for is equity so that the manufactur- 
ing sector and commercial and retail businesses can survive. 
When the manufacturers and businesses leave the city so do the 
jobs, sales, and the city’s tax base. 


Gretchen Couraud of 1735 Whitegate of the Lansing Regional 
Chamber of Commerce, Industrial Counsel explained the rationale 
used to develop the rate structure for apartment buildings and 
thanked Councilmembers for their help with this ordinance. 


Harold Leeman of 529 N. Francis said that the raise in the 
administrative cost is not justified. He is not impressed by the 
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representatives of the Chamber of Commerce here tonight. They 
are playing politics and accusing everyone else of doing it. 


Paul Novak of 1519 W. Kalamazoo said that this amounts to a shift 
of costs from industrial users to residential users. This is what 
needs to be addressed. This would give undue benefit to industrial 
Customers at the expense of everyone else. 


William Hubbell of 1003 W. Cavanaugh said that Council failed to 
adopt these rates last June because they felt it would be too 
politically damaging to do so. This now becomes the decision of a 
lame duck Council that does not have to worry about political 
ramifications, because they will not be back anyway. | 


John L. Hobey of 2727 Lyons Ave., speaking on behalf of Olofsson 
Corp., said he supports this ordinance. He does not think it is unfair 
to residents. It strives for parity and encourages industry, while at 
the same time, it does not discourage residential users. 


Lloyd Teets of 116. Elm St. said the Black and Veatch Study was a 
Study by special interest groups, for special interest groups and of 
special interest groups. He does not approve of the ordinance, nor, 
the rate structure the way it is now written. Please take a second 
look at this.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE 


- THE COMMITTEE ON WAYS AND MEANS, to whom was referred 


the Fiscal Year 1993 year-end audited financial statements, 


REPORTS AS FOLLOWS: The Committee received a verbal report 
from the Finance Director serving to highlight items of interest. in 
addition, the City Auditor has conducted a limited analytical review 
for the purpose of this committee report. This information is 
presented by fund as follows: 


GENERAL FUND: Results of operations were as projected with 
expenditures exceeding revenues by $866,191. Note that 
$600,000 from Ambulance Fees did not materialize during the year. 
Undesignated Fund Balance, the portion of Fund Balance not 
committed to various programs or projects, decreased from 
$5,971,949 in FY 92 to $5,906,280 in FY 93, a decrease of 1.1%. 
The Undesignated Fund Balance provides for 26 days of 
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expenditures. Ideally, Undesignated Fund Balance should provide 
for 45 days of expenditures. 


MUNICIPAL PARKING SYSTEM FUND: Operating revenues 
exceeded operating expenses by $66,070. Accounting for 
non-operating revenues and expenses creates a net loss in FY 93 
of $3,066,731 attributable to finance charges of $3,218,407. 
Working Capital at 6-30-93 is $860,346 with finance charges of 
$2,991 ,783 payable in FY 94. Projections for FY 94 indicate a year 
end deficit of approximately $1,000,000. Unless an alternate 
funding source for bond repayment is implemented the projected 
deficit will have to be paid from the General Fund as these bonds 
are pledged full faith and credit of the City of Lansing. 


SEWAGE DISPOSAL SYSTEM FUND: Results of operations were 
as projected. Operating income increased by $830,857 (58%) to 
$2,255,640. This gain is primarily attributable to a reduction in 
operating expenses of $577,623. Operating revenues increased a 
modest 1.8% in FY 92 and 1.7% in FY 93 even though rate 
increases of 9% and 6% were adopted in the last two fiscal years. 
Accounting for non-operating revenues and expenses creates a 
net loss of $9.357 in FY 93. In order for this fund to meet federal and 
state mandates while continuing cost containment measures it is 
imperative that the sunset provision in the current Wastewater 
Treatment Rate Ordinance be removed. Failure to do so will add at 
least $391,000 of unbudgeted expenditures in the upcoming year. 
Working Capital was $356,004 at 6-30-93. 


CEMETERY FUND: Operating revenues were down $18,431 (9%) 
in FY 93. Overall, the net loss, after operating transfers from 
General Fund of $383,000 and Perpetual Care Fund of $71,188, 
was $34,145. Each year of sluggish performance in this fund 
reiterates the pressing need for an updated Master Plan serving to 
maximize fund assets, and an aggressive investment approach to 
the Perpetual Care Fund. Both are currently in process. 


ACT 51 MAJOR and LOCAL STREET FUND: Revenues received 
from the State increased by $485,610 (8.5%) between FY 92 and 
FY 93. Additional revenues from the “Build Michigan Fund” did not 
materalize as projected. Current and historic revenues have been 
sufficient for maintenance of City infrastructure, but not for 
adequate and timely replacement of streets, curbs, and sidewalks. 
The proposed Storm Water Utility, if implemented, would provide 
relief to this fund by transferring catch basin cleaning and street 
sweeping costs from Act 51 to the Utility. 


GOLF FUND: In the spring of 1993 rate increases approximating 
20% were implemented in order to place the fund on a fully 
self-supporting basis. Due to inclimate weather revenues 
decreased by $24,259 (2.4%). Expenses increased by $253,644 
(31%) primarily attributable to fully applying all administrative 
costs. Net loss on the year was $105,478. Retained Earnings of 
$264,122 at 6-30-93 are adequate, weather permitting. 


POTTER PARK ZOO FUND: Receiving a full year’s entrance fees 
increased revenues from $198,831 in FY 92 to $335,030 in FY 93, 
an increase of $136,199 (68.5%). Expenses declined in FY 93 by 
$131,043 (8.8%). The operating loss, before application of the 
General Fund Subsidy of $1,000,000, was $1,030,518. The net loss 
of $30,518 after application of subsidy increased the deficit 
position of the fund to $208,887. This fund is heavily subsidized by 
the General Fund. 


GARBAGE and RUBBISH COLLECTION FUND: Net Income for 
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the year was $711,813. This was accomplished in the absence of 
any rate increases. Retained Earnings at 6-30-93 were 
$1,855,343. This fund is very sound.

MAYOR'S EXECUTIVE ASSISTANT'S COMMENTS 
Mr. Boyd thanked everyone who has written and called to express 
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their concern over the future ability of the Mayor and his staff to 
stay in the Lansing area. He also thanked his colleagues in the 
Mayor's office; Jo, Kecia, Tom, and Tom. This has been an 
experience he will not forget. There are many programs in the City 
of Lansing that receive national recognition. When the nation 
wants to know about the benefits of Community Policing Officers 
they look to the Lansing Police Department. When they want to 
know about restoration of neighborhoods, they call the Lansing 
Housing Commission. When they want to know about safety 
standards, they call the Lansing Fire Department. He thanked 
former Mayor McKane for implementing the hiring system that he 
came in under in 1985. He thanked the citizens, the media, the 
Council and his wife and family and friends. 


COUNCILMEMBER'S COMMENTS 


Councilmember Ford thanked Mr. Boyd for his comments. He has 
enjoyed serving with him for the last 4 years. He is the ultimate 
professional. The Neo’s revocation hearing has been conducted, 
the transcript received and sent to the administration. He expects a 
meeting a week from this Wednesday to finalize this issue. He 
asked that everyone involved be prepared to make their comments 
at that time. 


Councilmember Schmidt wished the best of luck to Mr. Boyd, 
wherever he goes, he will make a positive, favorable difference. 
She asked about the schedule for trash pickup over the holidays. 
Mr. Clegg responded that pickup will run one day late and Friday’s 
collections will be made on Saturday. She asked Councilmember 
Lilly where they plan to put the replacement site for the Red Cedar 
Golf Course. Councilmember Lilly reported that several possibili- 
ties were discussed. They discussed expanding Waverly Golf 
Course to an 18 hole course, or, expanding Grossbeck to a 27 hole 
course. They also discussed going to the southwest or southeast 
portion of the city to implement a new course. However, it is not 
within their purview to address where the course would be placed. 
The Parks Board would want to have strong input into this process. 
Councilmember Schmidt replied that if there are no plans for the 
refinancing or building of a new golf course then council must 
decide if it is more important to have a ball diamond than it is to 
have a golf course. This would mean that there is no golf course on 
the eastside of the city. It would be putting more importance on one 
sport than on another. Councilmember Lilly said that this is 
certainly an important consideration, however, it was not within the 
scope of what the committee was to look at. This is something that 
Council needs to look at as a key question. If the golf course is not 
replaced, they will lose a valuable asset. Moreover, Mr. Reickel will 
not support the building of a ball field unless they replace the golf 
course. Mr. Reickel did not vote on this proposition, he walked out 
of the meeting prior to the vote being taken. Councilmember 
Schmidt announced the opening of a new restaurant next to the 
Old Diamond Reo site at the former Train Station. 


Councilmember Belen said that tonight’s actions on the Diamond 
Reo Site nearly completes the sale of these parcels. She asked that 
she be excused, as she has an early flight tomorrow morning. 


PUBLIC COMMENTS 


Lloyd Teets of 116 E. Elm St. said that on Wednesday morning at 
8:30 he will have his trial in front of Judge Manderfield. He invited 
the public to attend. He apologized to Marilynn Slade, City Clerk for 
his endorsement of her opponent Sue Eby in the recent election. 
Tomorrow at 5:30 P.M. the Board of Water & Light will hold a water 


rate increase hearing. They want to raise the rates over the next 
three years by 21.6% to avoid a projected cash flow deficit caused 
by capital expenditures to the water system. He thinks it was 
Caused by incompetent management. 


Rita Deason of 2936 Quincy St. said that City Clerk elect owes in 
excess of $30,000 to the city in delinquent property taxes. The city 
needs and wants hard working honest people in city government. 
They will not settle for less. 


Mary Massoglia of 2911 Cooley Dr. said that Sue Eby signed the 
same affidavit that she did. How can we trust Eby? If she is allowed 
to serve as clerk the residents will be outraged. She urged Council 
to take immediate steps to prevent her from taking office in 
January. 


Tim Lewis of 500 S. Pine thanked President Canady for apologizing 
to the citizens of the city. Sue Eby is part of two big issues. One of 
which is her property tax and delinquency in paying, and the other 
is the affidavit she signed saying that she did not owe any property 
taxes to the city. This is an issue of trust and the public is outraged 
that a person would do such a thing. He demanded that Ms. Eby be 
prosecuted for her actions and that she step down as City Clerk. 


Douglas Fairbanks of 525 E. Mt. Hope said that Marilynn Slade is an 
honest and dedicated public official who did nothing wrong at all. 
President Canady, he said, is honest and dedicated too. 


Mark Eggleston of 4001 Heathgate asked if Waverly Road traffic 
will be obstructed because of the Glenoaks project. President 
Canady promised to check into it for him. Sue Eby, he said, has 
been intimidating people who come up to the podium to speak 
about her. He thanked Councilmembers Schmidt, Ford and Belen, 
City Clerk Slade, and Mayor Crawford and wished them good luck. 


Sandra Schafley of 918 McKim said that if the Sue Eby affidavit is 
not properly filled out, it may result in her forfeiture of office. She 
read the definitions of affidavit, perjury, default, and delinquency 
from the dictionary. Ms. Eby perjured herself by signing that 
affidavit form. No matter what her attorney told her, the idea of 
default and delinquency are the same thing. Ms. Eby should forfeit 
her office. 


Lewis Pothoff of 1712 W. Miller thanked President Canady for 
making his apology tonight. He still objects to the invocation being 
said at the beginning of the meeting. People on the dais, he said, 
should not be talking when the public is making comments. 


George Warren spoke in defense of Sue Eby. The vote on election 
night reflected the will of the city. Ms. Eby was advised by her 
attorney and supported by an attorney general's opinion that she 
was not in default. The voters expressed their will at the time of the 
election. What she is accused of has not been proven. He knows 
her to be an honest person and a great secretary at the Lansing 
Labor News. 


Russell Greear of 3801 Walton said that Sue Eby misled the people 
of the city and does not want to do anything to correct it. She does 
not want to go out here and let people know what is going on. He 
wants to know what is going on with the letters written by him on the 
city council agenda that have been referred to the Mayor's Office 
regarding handicapper accessibility of city hall. 


Kim Bowyer of 3214 Walker submitted a letter requesting an ethics 
and Criminal investigation into the matter of Councilmember Beal 
and her use of city telephones to make long distance calls. He also 
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called for the removal of John Mertz, Chairman of the Ethics Board, 
by virtue of the fact that his term expired in June of 1993. 
Councilmember Beal also used her Councilmember’s account to 
purchase an answering machine and computer related equipment 
that is not now, nor never has been in her office. COUNCIL 
PRESIDENT CANADY REFERRED THIS ISSUE TO THE MAYOR'S 
OFFICE AND THE ETHICS BOARD. 


William Hubbell of 1003 Cavanaugh said he was at the lighting of - 


the Christmas Tree and Silver Bells in the City. He is more 
concerned about the Early Retirement Program than he is about 
the use of alcohol in conjunction with the operation of an 


~ automobile. 


Walter Rhodes of 1427 Mcintyre said that his next door neighbor 
took out a permit to build a carport and built a garage instead. This 
garage obstructs the view of his house from neighbors, making it 
more dangerous for him to live there by making it more accessible 
to criminals. It also makes him more susceptible to fire, because 
people cannot see if his house is on fire from the street because of 
the size of the garage his neighbor built. Councilmember Schmidt 
agreed. She has seen this structure and he has accurately 
described the situation. PRESIDENT CANADY REFERRED THIS 
ISSUE TO THE MAYOR'S OFFICE AND THE PHYSICAL DEVEL- 
OPMENT COMMITTEE. 


Mary Haney of 1312 Roosevelt said she has a report on the 
Building Department. She has three partners who are trying to get 
good things done for the north end and does not need Council- 
member Beal to get them done. North Lansing is asking for help to 
make life better, if you cannot help, get out of the way. 


Shane Power of 1925 Mary Ave. said that Sue Eby’s husband is a 
building inspector and maybe that is why they are having problems 
with the building department. Ingham County Prosecutor Donald 
Martin is working on the Eby matter now. 


Ken Vaughan of 114 Garden St. called for the resignation of 
President Canady. It would be better for his family for him to just 
drop out of sight rather than go through the legal aspects of his 
problem. This is similar to the Eby problem. Council should do their 
Civic duty to resolve this situation to the betterment of Lansing. We 
do not need liars and cheats on City Council. The people are trying 
to clean the slate now and make sure they have honest forthright 
representation on city government. 


Harold Leeman of 529 N. Francis said that the 1992 T-Bird should 
not have been purchased, and once it was, it should have been 
properly identified. He announced the death of Frank Basel. His 
funeral will be held Tuesday at 11:00 at the First Assembly of God 
Church.

Lloyd Teets of 116 E. Elm said this is too much of a break for the 
disadvantaged. He does not approve of the location of the project 
because of the density in the neighborhood. 


Jack Cogley from Southfield, MI, Vice-President of MHT Housing, a 
501C Non-profit Housing Cooperation, said this project will be 
operated on Federal funds. They were advised by MSHTA to 
request this tax abatement. The project will not create any 
problems for anyone in the first ward, he said. 


Harold Leeman of 529 N. Francis said he believes the density level 
in the area Could be a problem with this development. This is not 
the proper location for this type of use. Furthermore, the $10.00 
service fee will not cover the services this project will require from 
police and fire, etc.

B. In consideration of an Ordinance Amending Chapter 830, 
Section 830.03 (B) (2), Waiver of Restrictions on Sales of Liquor 
within 500 feet of a Church or other place of worship provided the 
Church or other place of worship has adopted a Resolution 
Irrevocably Waiving Their Objections, Placed the Resolution on file 
with the City Clerk, and that City Council in its’ Discretion approves 
the License to Sell Alcoholic Beverages 


Lee Shunk, Jr. of 601 Leslie St. spoke in opposition to this 


amendment. This could create a situation of constant conflict 
between churches and licensed liquor establishments. 


Douglas Fairbanks of 525 E. Mt. Hope said this ordinance should 
be left as it is. 


Russell Terry of 121 E. Mt. Hope said these types of uses should 
not be able to locate within 500 feet of each other. 


Sandra Schafley of 918 McKim spoke in opposition to this 
ordinance because it could wind up having a larger scope than 
they intended. 


Howard Jones of 426 W. Barnes Ave. spoke in opposition to this 
ordinance. There has been no public uproar that would necessitate 
this kind of action. City Council should not be engaged in brokering 
liquor licenses. 


Richard Collins of 225 Moores River Dr. said that the neighborhood 
is left out of the decision making process with this ordinance, but, 
they have to live with the consequences of it 24 hours per day. He 
asked if this would permit the Ramstar group to put their bar in on 
Holmes Rd.? Councilmember Ford said that assuming all of the 
requirements were met, yes this would allow Ramstar to open their 
bar. Mr. Collins objected to this ordinance saying it was written with 
damage control in mind. Council had better start giving considera- 
tion to neighborhoods. 


Gladys Gillison of 223 W. Barnes said that people who attend 
church on aregular basis and people who attend bars on a regular 
basis want to keep their distance from each other. We have a good 
ordinance now that stands up in court and we should not do away 
with it. Itis relatively easy to obtain a certificate of ministry. Anyone 
could open a church and serve liquor from it. 


Councilmember Beal said that this was initiated because some 
people feel that there is a need for a church along Michigan Ave. 
that can provide services to the homeless. However, she feels that 
this ordinance could open up a ‘Pandora’s box’. 


Jan Hayhow of 113 S. Washington Square, President of the 
Downtown Business Association, and President of Michigania, 
spoke in opposition to this ordinance. They do not believe that the 
property across from the Lansing Center is the appropriate site for 
a church. There must be a better site in Lansing that will suit this 
church equally well. 


Lloyd Teets of 116. Elm St. said he is opposed to this ordinance. It 
looks like nothing more than special interest legislation. The 
present ordinance is excellent. 


Don Hines of 1000 Michigan National Tower spoke in support of 
this ordinance. This was requested by his clients, Mt. Hope Church 
in the City. The present ordinance and state statute were 
developed for the protection of churches in the city. All this would 
do is allow churches to waive that protection and file that waiver 
with the City Clerk's Office. The only waiving this ordinance allows 
is waiving by the church establishment. Mt. Hope Church in the 
City wants to be located in the 300 block of Michigan Ave. across 
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from the Lansing Center. This ordinance gives Council the ability to 
deny licenses to establishments if they fee! that someone has 
bought the church's waiver. 


David Hayhow of 4584 Nakoma Dr., Okemos said that he believes 
that part of this is a land use issue and a focus on downtown 
growth. The downtown area is on the verge of a possible 
breakthrough because of the cooperation of organizations working 
together to develop downtown Lansing, particularly the area near 
the Lansing Center, which should be the focus of tremendous 
development in the downtown area. This church is already 
Operating on this site as far as he knows. This is an unfortunate use 
of that space and an unfortunate use of the ordinances of the city. 


Councilmember Belen said that if the church is already operating 
out of this site now, the Building Department better get over there 
and cite them. The city has never given them any land use permits. 


Councilmember Benavides said that, if the church is assembling 
as a Congregation at this site, there is a problem. He asked the 
administration to investigate this allegation to see if the church is 
congregating at the site. 


William Coultas of 1895 Penobscot, Okemos said that the 
ordinance should be left as itis now. Ithas served the city well fora 
long time. If the Planning Department had seen fit last spring when 
this issue first came up, to recommend a special land use for this 
property instead of this ordinance amendment, we would not be 
going through this. He is the President of Lansing 2000 and feels 
that this is not the best use of this property. Soon Council will be 
hearing that a lot of good things are happening on Michigan Ave. 
and this change should not be one of them. 


Carol Shull of 1108 N. Capital spoke in opposition to the ordinance. 


Harold Leeman of 529 N. Francis said this property would be more 
valuable and better utilized with a different use. Council should give 
the long term effects of this ordinance serious consideration. 


Paul Scott of 412 W. Kilborn spoke in opposition to this ordinance. 
Council gets into trouble time and again when amending 
ordinances to suit the needs of a particular institution. This 
ordinance would put up blockades to the goals and objectives of 
the 21st century and should not be passed. 


Reverend Allen Rice of 4120 Arleen Dr. said that State statute says 
that the state must decide whether the church would be negatively 
affected by a liquor license going in within 500 feet. Lansing has a 
strong procedure for retaining this protection of the church and 
should uphold it. 


Councilmember Ford said this ordinance will be taken up at the 
General Services meeting this Wednesday. The committee had a 
lot of concerns and questions about this ordinance. They agreed to 
bring it out for public hearing only to get input from the public. This 
was not instigated because of the Ramstar situation on Holmes 
Road. It looks almost like spot zoning to him. He does not expect 
this ordinance to be passed out of the General Services 
Committee. 


Councilmember Schmidt said that Mr. Hines brought this issue to 
them as an attorney for the Church. She thought there would be 
representatives from the Church here tonight. She is curious as to 
why the Church would find it necessary to ask for this waiver. There 
is No one here to speak for them. She believes they have been 
assembling at this site. She asked that representatives of the 
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Church attend the General Services meeting this Wednesday. 


Councilmember Lilly said that there may be other churches 
meeting in establishments that have liquor licenses. Some 
churches meet in hotels that have liquor licenses. How can this be 
permitted without a special land use permit? Councilmember Ford 
Said that if we have churches that are doing business in hotels, or, 
locations that serve liquor, that is a zoning and a City Attorney's 
issue. He has serious concerns about this coming out of 
committee at this time.

George Warren of 831 Crown Bivd., E. Lansing spoke in defense of 
City Clerk Elect Sue Eby. It is important for the viewing public and 
City Council to know that Ms. Eby will hold a press conference later 
this week. The public should withhold condemnation of individuals 
until they have had time to give their side of the story. She has told 
everyone that she acted pursuant to her Attorney's opinion which 
was supported by an opinion issued by Attorney General Frank 
Kelly. That opinion said that she was not in default at the time she 
signed the affidavit. Her supporters want her to know that they will 
be standing by her. She was elected by thousands who look 
forward to having her serve. 


Ken Vaughan of 114 Garden St. said that it has come to his 
attention that Council has no intention of doing anything about the 
Sue Eby situation. 


Shane Power of 1925 Mary Ave. asked for an injunction against Ms. 
Eby’s taking office until this situation is resolved. He wants an 
investigation into the charges of Cathy Miller alleging that Ms. Eby 
and her husband Jim McCue chased her down and blockaded her 
in a driveway. City Council should be looking carefully into these 
matters and an injunction against her should be implemented until 
the entire matter is resolved. 


Mary Haney of 1312 Roosevelt agreed that City Clerk Elect Eby 
should be prevented from taking office until the entire matter is 
resolved. Mayor Elect Hollister and all newly elected city officers 
should release statements regarding their position on this matter. 
Police Chief Boles made a statement to the State Journal that the 
public should give President Canady a break when he was 
detained in the city jail recently, how about giving a break to 
Sergeant Clyde Smith and Officer Bruce Ferguson.

Gary Andrews of 560 Brookland Boulevard spoke about the 
historic value of the Diamond Reo site and said historical 
documentation of the plant should take place as approved by the 


City Council in 1980. He is in favor of the creation of historic 
districts and thinks a monument should be erected commemorat- 
ing the Diamond Reo plant. 


Paul Emery of 304 E. Grand River Avenue spoke as the chair of the 
Business and Arts Development Committee of North Lansing. 
They would like to start the processing of a local historic district in 
north Lansing and also would like the current Historic District 
Ordinance extended. 


Tony Garczynski of 301 Leslie spoke as a member of the Lansing 
Historic District Commission and requested extension of the 
Ordinance to give the commission more time to work with the City 
Attorney to establish policy in accordance with the State statute 
and to meet the specific needs of the City. 


Harold Leeman of 529 N. Francis wants the administration to offer 
more explanation of action items on the agenda because he feels 
not enough information was provided on the Historic District 
Ordinance for him to comment on the proposed action. 


Ken Vaughan of 114 Garden is in agreement that an historic 
marker should be placed at the Diamond Reo site that is big 
enough to read from the street. He said he hopes that Grand River 
Avenue from Washington Avenue east to Pennsylvania Avenue is 
considered for historic district designation.

Mark Eggleston, 4001 Heathgate stated that he is neither for nor 
against revocation of Neo’s cabaret license, however, he thinks 
there should be security guards patrolling outside and that there 
should be improved lighting in the parking lot if itis allowed to open 
again. 


Lynne Martinez, P.O. Box 10178 said she supports the acquisition 
and sale of 1026 N. Capitol and 225 W. Maple, and the transfer of 
property between 209 W. Grand River and 1129 N. Capitol. She 
urged immediate passage of the resolutions. 


Tom Shields, 1118 Riley expressed concern regarding the 
proposed sewage rate changes. He does not think special rate 
considerations should be given areas located outside the City that 
use the City’s water and sewage services. 


Lewis Pothoff, no address given, approves of the placement of a 
community policing officer, and he would like to see more. 


Timothy Terry, 606 S. Mifflin, addressed the council about damage 
done to his car after driving over a sewer grate and the disposition 
of his claim. 


Harold Leeman, 529 N. Francis said he hopes the new council will 
address the water and sewage rate structure. He questioned what 
the City’s liability will be regarding Fairview Park. He thinks the 
$10.00 service fee at the Pennoaks project is too small. He also 
referred to a request before the Zoning Board of Appeals for a 
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variance of 15 parking spaces at the location of the Pennoaks 
project. Regarding Clyde Smith's attorney fees, Mr. Leeman said 
the City should receive an itemized statement from the Abood Law 
Firm of the charges before the council approves payment. 


Lloyd Teets, 116 E. Elm complimented the council for taking no 
action to amend Chapter 830 of the Code of Ordinances. He also 
stated the City should be looking at what the cumulative effect of 
collecting service fees in lieu of taxes is on the taxpayers. He 
further commented that the City Council should have taken 
responsibility for the sewer rate structure but hoped the new 
Council will take action since he believes the Black & Veatch study 
is flawed. 


Gretchen Couraud, 510 Washtenaw, spoke for the Lansing 
Regional Area Chamber of Commerce, Industrial Council on the 
sewer rate ordinance. She explained that the ordinance amend- 
ment on the agenda only removes the sunset provision to the 
ordinance. She said low-interest loans from the Department of 
Natural Resources will be jeopardized if the sunset provision is not 
removed, resulting in cost increases for taxpayers and rate payers 
and no rate structure for charging for sewage come January 1, 
1994, It is the Chamber's recommendation that Council commis- 
sion a new study or reevaluate the cost of services study with an 
independent task force or committee including everyone affected, 
both residents and the business community, if there are other 
issues to be addressed. 


Gary Boszak, 920 Townsend, spoke as a representative of the GM 
plants in Lansing. He requested that the sunset provision of the 
current sewer rate ordinance be removed in order to insure that the 
City will continue to have access to low-interest loans from the 
State. He said that industry is not looking for a break, just equity for 
all customers. He also said that GM and the industrial council 
members are willing to work with the City on future evaluations of 
the rate structure. He supports utility rates which are fair to all 
Classes of customers based on the cost to serve those customers.

AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY OF LANSING, MICHIGAN, TO 
ADD A CHAPTER 894 OF THE CODIFIED ORDINANCES OF THE 
CITY OF LANSING, MICHIGAN FOR THE PURPOSE OF PERMIT- 
TING A SERVICE CHARGE IN LIEU OF TAXES FOR A PROJECT 
KNOWN AS STEPPING STONES, WHICH PROJECT WILL 


CONSIST OF SIXTEEN (16) TRANSITIONAL DWELLING UNITS — 


FOR HOMELESS SINGLE MOTHERS OF LOW INCOME WITH 
NOT MORE THAN TWO (2) MINOR CHILDREN, PURSUANT TO 
THE PROVISIONS OF THE STATE HOUSING DEVELOPMENT 
AUTHORITY ACT OF 1966, AS AMENDED. 

The City of Lansing ordains: 

Section 1. That Chapter 894 of the Code of Ordinances of the 
City of Lansing, Michigan, be added, to read as follows: 

SECTION 894.01 PURPOSE. 

IT 1S ACKNOWLEDGED THAT IT IS A PROPER PUBLIC 
PURPOSE OF THE STATE OF MICHIGAN AND ITS POLITICAL 
SUBDIVISIONS TO PROVIDE TRANSITIONAL HOUSING FOR 
ITS HOMELESS SINGLE MOTHERS OF LOW INCOME WITH NOT 
MORE THAN TWO (2) MINOR CHILDREN AND TO ENCOURAGE 
THE DEVELOPMENT OF SUCH HOUSING BY PROVIDING FORA 
SERVICE CHARGE IN LIEU OF PROPERTY TAXES IN ACCOR- 
DANCE WITH THE STATE HOUSING DEVELOPMENT AUTHOR- 
ITY ACT OF 1966 (1966 PA 346, AS AMENDED, MCLA 125.1401 
et seq; MSA 116.114(1) et seq). THE CITY IS AUTHORIZED BY 
THE ACT TO ESTABLISH OR CHANGE THE SERVICE CHARGE

C. COMMENCEMENT OF CONSTRUCTION IS DEFINED AS 
THE COMMENCEMENT OF THE REHABILITATION OF THE 
EXISTING FACILITY LOCATED AT 821-825 NORTH PENNSYL- 
VANIA AVENUE. LANSING, MICHIGAN 48906. 

D. HOUSING DEVELOPMENT MEANS A DEVELOPMENT 
WHICH CONTAINS SIXTEEN (16) APARTMENTS FOR SINGLE 
MOTHERS AND SUCH ELEMENTS OF OTHER HOUSING, 
COMMERCIAL, RECREATIONAL, INDUSTRIAL, COMMUNAL, 
AND EDUCATIONAL FACILITIES AS THE AUTHORITY MAY 
DETERMINE WILL IMPROVE THE QUALITY OF THE DEVELOP- 
MENT AS IT RELATES TO HOUSING FOR SINGLE MOTHERS.

G. SINGLE MOTHER MEANS A HOMELESS SINGLE FEMALE 
HEAD OF HOUSEHOLD WITH NOT MORE THAN TWO (2) 
MINOR CHILDREN WHO MEETS THE INCOME LIMITATION SET 
BY THE AUTHORITY AND/OR FEDERAL GOVERNMENT 
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THROUGH HUD. 

H. SPONSOR MEANS PERSONS OR ENTITIES WHICH HAVE 
APPLIED TO EITHER THE AUTHORITY FOR A MORTGAGE 
LOAN, ADVANCE OR GRANT TO FINANCE THIS HOUSING 
DEVELOPMENT OR TO ANOTHER GOVERNMENTAL ENTITY 
FOR A FEDERALLY-AIDED LOAN, ADVANCE OR GRANT AS

SECTION 894.04 PAYMENT OF SERVICE CHARGE. 

THE SERVICE CHARGE IN LIEU OF TAXES AS PROVIDED 
UNDER THIS ORDINANCE SHALL BE PAYABLE IN THE SAME 
MANNER AS GENERAL PROPERTY TAXES ARE PAYABLE TO 
THE CITY, EXCEPT THAT THE ANNUAL PAYMENT SHALL BE 
PAID ON OR BEFORE JULY 1 OF THE YEAR FOLLOWING THE 
YEAR UPON WHICH SUCH CHARGE IS CALCULATED. 

SECTION 894.05 CONTRACTUAL EFFECT. 

NOTWITHSTANDING THE PROVISIONS OF SECTION 15(a)(5) 


OF THE ACT TO THE CONTRARY, A CONTRACT BETWEEN THE | 


CITY AND THE SPONSOR WITH THE AUTHORITY AS THIRD 
PARTY BENEFICIARY UNDER THE CONTRACT, TO PROVIDE

Section 1. That Part 10, Chapter 1042.04 of the Code of 
Ordinances of the City of Lansing, Michigan be amended to be 
read as follows: 

1042.04 AMOUNTS; BILLING. 

(A) METHOD OF CHARGING. THE RA™ES AND CHARGES 
FOR SERVICES FURNISHED BY THE CITY SEWAGE DISPOSAL 
SYSTEM SHALL BE LEVIED UPON EACH LOT OR PARCEL OF 
LAND, BUILDING OR PREMISES HAVING ANY SEWER CON-

TITY OF WATER USED THEREIN, AS THE SAME IS MEASURED

THAT UNREASONABLE ADDITIONAL BURDEN IS PLACED 
UPON THE SYSTEM GREATER THAN THAT IMPOSED BY THE

SUCH CASE, THE ADDITIONAL COST OF TREATMENT CREAT- 
ED THEREBY SHALL BE AN ADDITIONAL CHARGE OVER THE 
REGULAR RATES SET FORTH IN SUBSECTION (B) HEREOF, OR 
THE CITY MAY, IF IT DEEMS IT ADVISABLE, COMPEL SUCH 
MANUFACTURING ORINDUSTRIAL PLANT, BUILDING OR 
PREMISES TO TREAT SUCH SEWAGE IN SUCH MANNER AS 
SPECIFIED BY THE CITY BEFORE DISCHARGING SUCH 
SEWAGE INTO THE SEWAGE DISPOSAL SYSTEM. 

RATES FOR ALL USERS OBTAINING ALL OR PART OF THEIR 
WATER SUPPLY FROM SOURCES OTHER THAN THE CITY'S 
WATER SYSTEM MAY BE DETERMINED BY GAUGING OR 
METERING THE ACTUAL SEWAGE ENTERING THE SYSTEM OR 
BY METERING THE WATER USED, IN A MANNER ACCEPTABLE 
TO COUNCIL. THE COMMODITY CHARGE FOR RESIDENT 
USERS SHALL BE COMPUTED ON THE BASIS OF 700 CUBIC 
FEET PER MONTH PER CUSTOMER, WHERE GAUGING OR 
METERING IS NOT PRACTICAL. 

COUNCIL MAY CLASSIFY THE USERS OF THE SYSTEM 
ACCORDING TO THE QUANTITY AND QUALITY OF WATER

ORDINANCE NO. 872 

AN ORDINANCE TO READOPT CHAPTER 1220 OF THE 
LANSING CITY ORDINANCE FOR THE PURPOSE PROVIDING 
THAT THIS CHAPTER SHALL REMAIN IN EFFECT UNTIL 
MARCH 19, 1994, AT WHICH TIME IT SHALL AUTOMATICALLY 
EXPIRE UNLESS READOPTED. 

The City of Lansing ordains: 

Section 1. That Chapter 1220 of the Code of Ordinances shall be 
readopted and shall read as follows: 

1220.01 PURPOSES. 

The purpose of this chapter is to provide for the recognition, 
preservation and protection of historical and architectural sites, 
buildings, structures, objects, open spaces and features, 
hereinafter referred to as district resources, which are organized 
into Historic Districts significant to the cultural, social, economic, 
political and architectural heritage of the City. Further, the 
purposes of this chapter are to stabilize and improve property 
values, preserve. neighborhoods, strengthen the local economy, 
foster civic beauty and pride and promote the use of Historic 
Districts for the education, pleasure and welfare of the residents of 
this City. 

(Ord. 665. Passed 12-19-83.) 


1220.02 DEFINITIONS. 
As used in this chapter: 

(a) “Addition” means any construction, such as a porch or 
attached garage, which increases the height or floor area of an 
existing district resource or adds to it. 

(b) “Alteration” means construction, replacement or remodeling 
within or of a district resource resulting in an exterior change to 
structural parts, the location of openings or the location or 
appearance of the district resource, but does not increase the 
overall dimensions. 

(c) “Certificate of approval” means the written approval of the 
Historic District Commission of plans for new construction, 
addition, alteration, demolition, reconstruction, rehabilitation, 
repair, restoration or moving of district resources in designated 
Historic Districts. 

(d) “Demolition” means the destruction, all or in part, of a district 
resource within a designated Historic District. 

(e) “District resource” means a site, building, structure, object, 
open space or feature to be found individually or in a related group 
within a Historic District. Specifically: 

(1) “Site” means a district resource that is related to important 
historical events, a prehistoric or historic occupation or activity, an 
institution or organization or an architectural district resource that 
is ruined or vanished, where the location itself maintains historical 
value regardless of the value of any existing architectural district 
resources. Examples: historic marker, commemorative plaque. 

(2) “Building” means an existing or proposed residential, 
commercial, industrial or institutional district resource created to 
shelter any form of human activity. Examples: house, courthouse, 
jail, barn, church, theater, hospital, office building. 

(3) “Structure” means an existing or proposed district resource 
made up of interdependent and interrelated parts in a definite 
pattern of organization, often reflective of an engineering design. 
Examples: bridge, dam, water tower, bell tower. 

(4) “Object” means a district resource of functional, aesthetic, 
cultural, historical, architectural or scientific value that may be, by 

nature of design, movable, yet related to a specific setting or 
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environment. Examples: statue, fountain, lighting fixture, sign, 
sundial. 

(5) “Open space” means a district resource that is undeveloped 
land, a naturally landscaped area, a formal or man-made 
landscape or developed open space, significant as a connective 
link or buffer between other district resources. Examples: naturally 
landscaped park, formal garden, vacant land, parking lot. 

(6) “Feature” means a prominent or distinctive aspect, quality or 
characteristic of a designated Historic District. Examples: 
landscaped boulevard, brick paving, tree-lined street. 

(f) “Elevation” means a scale drawing of the side, front or rear 
facades of a given district resource. 

(g) “Historic” means the age of a district resource; however, 
there is no age limit implied by the use of the term “historic.” Rather, 
the term shall apply to any district resource that is significant to the 
overall appearance of a Historic District and that plays a role in the 
evolutionary growth of a Historic District's streetscape. 

(h) “Historic District” means a geographically defined area, 
including a district resource or a group of district resources, 
established by the City for the purpose of preservation. The City 
may establish more than one such Historic District and such 
Historic Districts need not be contiguous. Usually, district 
resources within the boundaries of a Historic District are related by 
historical or architectural significance. However, a Historic District 
may also consist of a single district resource unrelated to its 
surroundings in historical or architectural significance and so 
designatedby this chapter. 

(i) “Historic District Commission” means the member body 
established by the City for the purpose of execution of this chapter. 

(j) “Historic preservation” means the protection, rehabilitation, 
restoration or reconstruction of district resources of historical or 
architectural significance. 

(k) “Honorary designation” means recognition of important 
historical events, institutions or organizations related to district 
resources, where the district resources themselves are not 
necessarily historically or architecturally significant. 

(I) “Landowner” means any individual, business or association 
having legal or equitable title in real property. 

(m) “New construction” means planned district resources that 
are to be constructed or placed within a designated Historic 
District. Such planned new construction, because it will have a 
significant effect on the overall appearance of a Historic District, 
and because it will play a role in the evolutionary growth of a 
Historic District's streetscape, shall be treated as “historic” by the 
Historic District Commission, the same as older, existing district 
resources. 

(n) “Preservation standards and guidelines” means preservation 
principles which shall be considered by the Historic District 
Commission in assessing the appropriateness of activities which 
will affect district resources included in designated Historic 
Districts. General and nationally accepted preservation standards, 
such as the U.S. Secretary of the Interior's Standards for 
Rehabilitation, will initially be used by the Commission. However, 
the Commission shall develop more specific guidelines within the 
parameters established by such nationally accepted preservation 
standards. 

(0) “Reconstruction” means the process of reproducing by new 
construction the exact form and detail of a vanished district 
resource, or part thereof, as it appeared at a specific time. 

(p) “Rehabilitation” means the revitalization of a district resource 
through the introduction of modern rnechanical systems, structural 
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elements and decorative features. However, such modern 
improvements should be sympathetic to the district resource’s 
Original style, size, color and texture, and should be reversible. 

(q) “Repair” means the maintenance of, or return to, a state of 
utility of district resources. 

(r) “Restoration” means the process of accurately recovering the 
form and detail of a district resource as it appeared at a particular 
period of time, by removing later work, replacing missing elements 
or enhancing original work. 

(Ord. 665. Passed 12-19-83.) 


1220.03 PROCEDURE FOR ESTABLISHMENT. 

(a) Historic districts shall be established by ordinance. The 
Historic District Commission shall conduct studies and research 
and make reports on the historical and architectural significance of 
districts, sites, buildings, structures, objects, open spaces and 
features in the City. The Commission's report shall contain 
recommendations concerning the area to be included in each 
proposed Historic District. Copies of the report shall be transmitted 
for review and recommendations to the Planning Board, the State 
Historical Commission, the State Historical Advisory Council and 
the public upon request. Not later than sixty days after the 
transmittal, the Commission shall hold a public hearing. Not less 
than fourteen days prior to the date of the public hearing, the 
owners of all properties to be included in such Historic District shall 
be given written notice of such hearing. Before recommending the 
establishment of a Historic District, the Commission shall receive a 
petition signed by at least sixty percent of the landowners of 
properties located within the proposed Historic District. 


(b) After the hearing, the Commission shall submit a final report, 
with its recommendations and those of the Planning Board, and a 
draft of a proposed ordinance, to Council. 

(Ord. 665. Passed 12-19-83.) 


1220.04 HISTORIC DISTRICT COMMISSION ESTABLISHED; 
COMPOSITION; TERMS OF OFFICE; ORGANIZATION. 

(a) The Historic District Commission is hereby established. The 
Commission shall consist of seven members whose residences 
are located within the City. They shall be appointed by the Mayor, 
with the consent of Council, for terms of office of three years, 
provided that two of the initial members shall be appointed for one 
year, two for two years and three for three years, as the initial terms 
expire. At least two members shall be appointed from a list of 
residents submitted by a duly organized and existing preservation 
society, and at least one member shall be an architect, duly 
registered in this State, if such a person resides within the City and 
is available for appointment. Members of the Commission may be 
reappointed. A vacancy occurring in the membership of the 
Commission for any cause shall be filled by a person appointed by 
the Mayor, with the consent of Council, for the unexpired term. All 
members of the Commission shall serve without compensation. 


(b) The Chairperson shall be elected annually by a majority vote 
of the members of the Commission. The Commission may meet at 
such times as the Commission may determine or as otherwise 
required in this chapter. The Commission shall adopt its own rules 
of procedure and shall keep a record of its proceedings, showing 
the action of the Commission and the vote of each member upon 
each question considered. All meetings of the Commission shall 
be open to the public and any person shall be entitled to address 
the Commission before it reaches a decision. The Commission 
shall keep a record which shall be open to the public. The presence 
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of four members shall constitute a quorum. In the absence of a 
quorum, any number less than a quorum may recess any meeting 
to a later time. 

(Ord. 665. Passed 12-19-83.) 


1220.05 POWERS AND DUTIES OF COMMISSION. 

(a) The Historic District Commission shall review all permits 
required by City ordinance concerning construction, alteration, 
repair, moving or demolition of the exterior features of a district 
resource, along with all accompanying plans and information as 
they pertain to the exterior features only. It may approve or 
disapprove permit applications and plans before a permit required 
by City ordinance for such activity can be granted by the 
Department of Planning and Municipal Development. In reviewing 
permit applications and plans, the Commission shall give 
consideration only to the following: 


(1) The historical or architectural value and significance of a 
structure or building and its relationship to the historic value of the 
Surrounding area; 

(2) The relationship of the exterior architectural features of the 
structure or building to the rest of the structure or building and to 
the surrounding area; 

(3) The general compatibility of exterior design, arrangement, 
texture and materials proposed to be used; and 

(4) Any other factors, including aesthetic, which it deems 
pertinent. 


(b) The Commission shall recommend to Council the establish- 
ment and/or deletion of any Historic District. (Ord. 665. Passed 
12-19-83.) 


1220.06 PROCEDURE FOR REVIEW OF PERMIT APPLICA- 
TIONS; 

CERTIFICATES OF APPROVAL. 

Officials of the Department of Planning and Municipal Develop- 
ment, in reviewing all applications for permits, shall ascertain 
whether or not district resources are located in designated Historic 
Districts and, if so, shall advise applicants of the requirements. An 
application for a permit required by City ordinance to construct, 
alter, repair, move or demolish any structure or to erect any sign 
within a Historic District shall be forwarded to the Historic District 
Commission by the Department, with all accompanying plans and 
information. The Commission shall then hold a public hearing upon 
at least ten days written notice to the applicant. 

The applicant or his or her representative may be heard in person 
or in writing and may present evidence, witnesses and arguments. 
Any other person or his or her representative may be heard before 
the Commission on any matter relevant to the Commission's 
decision. 


Approval of applications for a permit required by City ordinance 
shall be evidenced by a certificate of approval signed by the 
chairperson of the Commission. Disapproval will be evidenced by 
a written statement of findings of fact signed by the concurring 
members, which statement shall be attached to the application and 
returned to the Department with any suggestions as to how the 
plans might be modified for resubmission and approval. Any 
application not acted upon by the Commission within forty-five 
days of receipt by the Commission shall constitute approval by the 
Commission, unless otherwise mutually agreed upon by the 
applicant and the Commission, and the Department official shall 
proceed to process the application without regard to an attached 
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certificate of approval. 
(Ord. 665. Passed 12-19-83.) 

1220.07 REMOVAL OR DEMOLITION OF DISTRICT 
RESOURCES. 

(a) A Certificate of approval which will allow for the removal, 
demolition, repair or alteration of the exterior features of a district 
resource shall be granted by the Historic District Commission if 
any of the following conditions prevail and if, in the opinion of the 
Commission, the proposed removal or demolition will materially 
improve or correct such conditions: 

(1) The Department of Planning and Municipal Development 
Official determines the district resource to be a hazard to public 
safety or health or to its occupants; 

(2) The district resource is a deterrent to a major improvement 
program which will be of substantial benefit to the community; 

(3) Retention of the district resource would not be in the best 
interests of the majority of the community; or 

(4) Retention of the structure would cause undue financial 
hardship to the owner. 


(b) In the case of an application concerning a district resource 
which the Commission deems so valuable to the City, State or 
nation that the loss thereof will adversely affect the public purpose 
of the City, State or nation, the Commission shall endeavor to 
develop with the owner an economically feasible plan for 
preservation of the district resource. (Ord. 665. Passed 12-19-83.) 


1220.08 YARD VARIANCES. 

Due to particular conditions of design and construction in historic 
neighborhoods where structures are often built close to lot lines, 
and since it is in the public interest to retain a neighborhood's 
historic appearance by making variances to normal yard 
requirements where it is deemed that such variances will not 
adversely affect neighborhood properties, the Historic District 
Commission may recommend to the Board of Zoning Appeals that 
a variance to standard yard requirements be made. 

(Ord. 665. Passed 12-19-83.) 


1220.09 ACCEPTANCE OF GRANTS AND GIFTS. 

The Historic District Commission may accept, on behalf of the 
City, grants from the State or Federal Government for historic 
restoration purposes. It may accept other public and private gifts 
for historic purposes. Title to any such property shall be vested in 
the City and all moneys shall be deposited with the City Treasurer. 
(Ord. 665. Passed 12-19-83.) 


1220.10 ENFORCEMENT; APPEALS. 
(a) The enforcement of this chapter shall be the responsibility of 
the Department of Planning and Municipal Development. 


(b) Any persons jointly or severally aggrieved by a decision of the 
Historic District Commission shall have the same rights as a 
person aggrieved by a decision of the Board of Zoning Appeals. 
(Ord. 665. Passed 12-19-83.) 


1220.11 EXPIRATION OF CHAPTER. 

This chapter shall expire ten years from the date of its adoption 
(Ordinance 665, passed December 19, 1983) ON MARCH 19, 
1994 unless it is readopted by Council.
